The zeal which diftinguifhes your congratulations on the profperous termi- 
nation of the late campaign in Myfoor, is fuitable to the chara&er of Britifh 
fubje&ts, animated by the glorious fuccefs of a juft and neceffary War, and by 
the happy profpe& of an honourable and fecure Peace. 


It would not become me either to depreciate the efforts which have been 
made for your Defence, or to difclaim the fhare which my public duty required 
me to take in them. 

It would have been criminal in me to have neglefed any precaution, or to 
have declined any exertion which, in my judgment and confcience, appeared 
neceflary to the important obje& of fruftrating the avowed defigns of the Ene- 
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my, and of providingfor the fafety of the valuable interefts committed to my 
charge. 


In the difcharge of this duty Iam happy to declare, that I have received 
the moft cordial affiftance from every clafs and defcription of the Inhabitants 
of this Settlement. 


My acknowledgements of the honourable, generous, and difinterefted fup- 
port of Lord Clive, and of the zealous co-operation of the Members of the 
Council, are not perhaps introduced with Rrict propriety on this occafion; But 
his Lordfhip will pardon my eagernefs to offer to him a public tribute of my 
fincere gratitude, refpe&, and efteem. 


In all the principal Civil and Military Officers throughout every branch and 
department of this Government, I have found an unanimous fpirit of alacrity 
and diligence, equalled only by their eminent abilities, and extenfive know- 
ledge. The fame fpirit has marked the condu& of the Commercial Houfes, 
and of the Banks eftablifhed in this Settlement: by their feafonable affiftance, 
I was enabled, in the moft critical period of our Military Preparations, to 
avail myfelf of the refources of this Prefidency, to an extent unexainpled in its 
Hiftory. | 


By thefeaids, and by the extraordinary exertions of the Governments of 
Bengal and Bombay, I was empowered to call forth that gallant Army, whofe 
tranfcendant atchievements have delivered the Carnatic from the perpetual 
alarm of Invafion, and converted the ftrength of our implacable Enemy into a 
new fource of fecurity and power to Us, and to our Allies. 


It is therefore in your energy and.zeal, and in the co-operation of all the 
Britifh Governments of India that I trace the primary caufes of our recent 
Vi&ories, and anticipate the fettlement of a Peace, as propitious to our inter- 
efts and honorable to our national charaëter, as the events of the War have 
been glorious to our Military reputation. 

Concord, unanimity, and prompt obedience, combined with a faithful, and 
affiduous difcharge of public duty, and a high fenfe of public ho#or, will ren- 


der the Supreme Government of thefe extenfive Poffeffions a grateful tafk, in 
the fevereft trials of diffculty and danger. | 


With fuch an union of loyalty and public fpirit, we may confidently expe& 
to counteratt every device and machination of our Enemies; to deteét their 
intrigues, to difappoint their treachery, to repel their violence, and to perpe- 
tuate the Britifh Empire in India on the folid foundations of humanity, and 
valour, juftice, and power. |

WE, the underfigned Britifh Subje&s, Civil and Military, now refiding in 
Bombay, beg leave to offer to your Lordfhip our fincere congratulations on the 
termination of the war with Tippoo Sultaun; a war founded in neceffity and 
jufice, profecuted with extraordinary vigor, and crowned with unexampled fuc- 
cefs. In the accomplifhment of this great object, whether we confider your 
Lordfhip’s penetration, in fathoming the perfidious. defigns of the Sultaun, in 
alliance with the French Nation, in violation of a folemn treaty, and without 
a pretence of provocation to attack the Britifh poffeffions in India; the fub{e- 
Quent folicitude evinced by your Lordfhip to conciliate the Sultaun's friendíhip, 
and by recalling him to a fenfe of his obligations, to avert the calamities of war; 
the policy, when every overture of conciliation had been difregarded, of ob- 
viating the menaced aggreffion by an immediate appeal to arms; or the vigo- 
rous adoption of all the various meafures effential to a fuccefsful profecution of 
the war; every thing equally excites our admiration and applaufe: And while 
the tranfcendant atchievements of a gallant army, in execution of your Lord- 
Íhip's meafures, and in the final conqueft of the Sultaun's kingdom, have added 
new and never fading laurels to their brows; It is a matter of exuitition to every 
Britifh Subje&, to obferve your Lordfhip, in the moment of triumph, and in 
the plenitude of power and conquelt, exhibiting to the defcendant of a depofed 
Prince, to our allies, and to the world, a frefh inftance of Britifh honor, Bri- 
tifh faith, generofity and juftice.

internal tranquillity and fecurity; relieves us alfo from the apprehenfion of ex- 
ternal violence and invafion, by giving us a well grounded confidence, that it 
mut effeétually fruftrate the machinations and intrigues of the Dire&tory of 
France, the inveterate and implacable foe of England, and the common enemy 
of efladiifhed order, liberty, and government, in every part of the world. 


In addition to thefe important benefits arifing from the glorious termination 
of the Myfoor war, we entertain the pleafing hope, that the brilliant atchieve- 
ments in India, fo opportunely aiding the fplendid fuccefs of his Majefty’s arms 
in other quarters of the globe, will, from the extent of their influence, have a 
forcible operation in reftoring to us the bleffings of a general, permanent and 
honorable peace. | 


. Impreffed with a deep fenfe of the honor and advantage derived to the Bri- 
tifh empire under your Lordfhip's government ; feeling in common with his 
Majefty's Subje&ts in every other part of India, the immediate effe&s of your 
Lordfhip’s recent meafures, which peculiarly call for our warmeft acknowledge- 
ments of refpe&t and gratitude ; and fully confiding in your Lordfhip’s wifdom, 
integrity and juítice, that the powers of government will ever be dire&ed to the 
true interefts of the people; we cannot omit this occafion of affuring your 
Lordfhip, that we fhall, not without regret, behold the arrival of the moment tha

IT is peculiarly fatisfa@tory to me to receive the honorable teftimonies 


of perfonal efteem, and to obferve the cordial expreffions of zeal for the 
Public Service contained in your able and animated Addrefs, 
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The vigorous profecution and profperous iffue of the late war with Tippod 
Sultaun, are to be afcribed under Providence, to that unanimous Ípirit 
of prompt obedience and cheerful co-operation which I found in every part 
of the Britifh poffeffions, and in every branch of the Public Service in 
India. This happy difpofition proceeded not more from a fenfe of duty and 
a regard for the principles of fubordination, than from a general conviétion 
of the juftice of our caufe, and of the indifpenfible neceffity of fruftrating by 
a feafonable effort the fyftematic treachery of our faithlefs, implacable, and 
infatuated enemy. : 


The diftinguifhed part which the fettlement of Bombay has borne during 
the late crifis in the labors and honors of the common caufe, has repeatedly 
claimed my warm approbation, and will ever be remembered by me with gra- 
titude and refpect. In your liberal and voluntary Contribution towards the 
exigencies of your native country, and towards the defence of the Prefidency 
under whofe government you refide, and in the alacrity with which you have 
given your perfonal fervices for the military protection of Bombay, I have 
contemplated with pleafure the fame charaëter of public fpirit, refolution and 
acivity, which has marked the {plendid fuccefs of the gallant army of Bom- 
bay, from the commencement to the clofe of the late glorious campaign. 


The extenfive power which the refult of the war has placed $n the hands of 
the allies, has enabled them to conclude the pacification on fuch principles 
of mod:ration and equity, as afford a realonable profpeét of permanent fe- 
curity and repofe. | 


Your unfolicited affurances of confidence and efteem confirm mv defire and 
hope of deriving from the recent fettlement of Myfoor, the ineftimable ad- 
vantages which it promifes to the interefts and honor of Great Britain, and to 
the peace, happinefs, and profperity of the native inhabitants of India.

HE Committee, appointed to prefent the Addrefs of the Britifh 
Inhabitants of Calcutta, to the Right Honorable the Governor 
General, affembled this morning at the Theatre, purfuant to the Adver- 
tifement publifhed in the Gazette of the 19th Inftant, for the purpofe 
of proceeding with the Addrefs to the Government Houfe. 


= The Chairman reported to the Committee, that in conformity to 
their inflructions, he had the honor to wait upon the Right Honourable 
the Governor General on his arrival at the Prefidency, and to fubmit 
to his Lordíhip the Proceedings of the Inhabitants at the Meeting of 
the 21ft ultimo. That he had the higheft fatisfaction in informing the 
Committee, that His Lordfhip expreffed in the moft flattering terms, 
how very. much he was gratified by the kindnefs of the Inhabitants in 
the Addrefs which they had voted him, and at their wliole proceedings 
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upon the occafion, and that he fhould have the greateft pleafure in coms 
plying with their requeft of fitting for his Picture. 


The Chairman further reported, that the Right Honorable the Go- 
vernor General having appointed this morning at ten o'clock .to receive 
the Addrefs, he had in confequence publifhed the Advertifement, requeft- 
ing the favor of the Committee, and fuch other Gentlemen as might 
pleafe to attend, previoufly to affemble at the Theatre ; and he now pre- 
pared to proceed with the Addrefs, which was agreed to accordingly. 


= The Committee, attended by a numerous body of the Gentlemen of 
the Settlement, having arrived at the Government Houle, they were in- 
troduced to the Right Honorable the Governor General, who was ac- 
companied by the Chief Juftice, the Commander in Chief, and by the 
Officers compofing the fuite of the Governor General, when the Chair- 
man read, and prefented the following Addrefs.

GENTLEMEN, D: 


I receive this diftinguifhed mark of your regard with fentiments of fatisfac- 
tion and gratitude proportioned to my experience of your approved loyalty and 
public fpirit, and of your juít fenfe of the interefts and honor of the Britifh 
Empire in India. : | | 


The profpercus termination of the late campaign in Myfoor is a proper fub- 
ject of public congratulation: The Britifh arms have feldom atchieved a con- 
queft of greater luítre or value, and never were employed in a caufe of more 
urgent neceflity, or of more manifeft juitice. The progrefs of our fuccefs has 
revealed additional ju(tifications of our original appeal to the-fword; and the 
final triumph of our arms has been enhanced by the fatisfattory refleGion, that 
the war, which terminated in the deltruétion of our enemy, originated in his 
implacable hatred, flagrant treachery, and unprovoked agoreffion. — | 


Under the bleffing of Providence favoring the juftice of our caufe, the rapid 
and uninterrupted courfe of our vi&ories is to be afcribed to the admirable 
valor, fkill, and‘ difcipline of the gallant Officers and Troops employed in 
Myfoor; to the predominant influence of the Britifh chara&er in India; and 
to the intrinfic vigor of our extenfive refources, and eltablifhed power. 


It was my duty to make a feafonable ufe of thefe eminent advahtages; and 
in the unanimity of our counfels; in the zeal, talents, and happy fubordina- 
tion of every branch of the civil and military fervice throughout the Britifh 
poffeffions, I found the principles of that fpirit of alacrity and ardor, which ac- 
celerated the equipment of the Army, and fecured the early fuccefs of the 
War. | 


My thanks have already been offered to the Governments and Inhabitants 
of the Prefidencies of Fort Saint George and Bombay, for the diftinguifhed 
part which they have borne refpeGively in the late arduous crifis of affairs. 


I am happy to avail myfelf of this public occafion to declare, that from this 
Prefidency I received the moft effeëtual and timely aid, to an extent, which 
fully juftified my confident expe&Gtations of cordial co-operation ftom the ref- 
pe&table hands, which, during my abfence, adminiftered the Government of 
Bengal. | E | 


In reviewing the more immediate caufes of our. fuccefs, I cannot reprefs a 
tribute of gratitude to Him, who laid the foundations of that ftrength, which 
it has been my lot to call into a&ion. The name of the Marquis Cornwallis 
is infeparably conne&ed with the fame and power of Great Britain in this 
quarter of the globe; and will continue to be an obje& of affe&tion and rever- 
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ence, as long as wifdom, fortitude, and ‘integrity (hall be refpe&ed, or any 
feníe retained of juftice, clemency, benevolence, public faith, or military glo- 
ry. The final conqueft of Myfoor recalls the memory of that glorious War, 
in which the firt fhock was given to the hoftile power of Tippoo Sultaun : it 
muft never be forgotten, that under the aufpices of the Marquis Cornwallis in 
that War, the fupply and movement of our Armies in Mytoor were firft re- 
duced to a fyftem of regularity and order; and our Officers acquired that ex- 
perience and fkill fo confpicuous in the able and mafterly operations of the 
late campaign: Under the fame aufpices, the whole fyftem of our defenfive 
Alliances in the Peninfula of India was founded; and the National faith was 
maintained in a degree of purity and luftre, which infpired a general confi- 
dence in the Britif Government, and difpofed the Native Powers to ftreng- 
then and cement their conneGion with the Company on the folid bafis of reci- 
procal intereft and mutual fecurity. This favorable difpofition was confirmed 
by the prudence, integrity, and honor of my immediate predeceffor; and in 
the important negociations which it has been my duty to condu&, I have de- 
rived confiderable affiftance from the advantageous impreffions of the Britith 
charaëter, which I found deeply fixed in the minds of our Allies. | 


Poffeffed of fuch powerful means, I have been enabled not only to profe- 
cute the War with fuccefs, but to conclude the partition of our conquefts on 
principles of moderation and equity, conformable to the laws, the honor, and 
policy of the Britifh nation, and affording the moft rational promife of perma- 
neut fecurity to the poffeífions of the Company, and of general tranquillity to 
India. 


To whatever fituation the courfe of future events may call me, the affurances 
of your perfonal confidence and efteem muft always be highly honorable to my 
charaëter, and grateful to my recolleëtion. 


While the adminiftration of this arduous Government fhall be entrufted to 
my hands, my earneft endeavours fhall be conftantly employed to fecure and 
improve our recent acquifitions of territory, wealth, and power, and to guard 
the profperity and happinefs of thefe opulent and flourifhing dominions by fuch 
effe&tual precautions, as fhall avert the Arts and Arms of France, and dif- 
courage her fpirit of enterprize, or fruftrate its ruinous effects. |

ON Saturday the 28th of September, the Richt Honoraste the 
GOVERNOR GENERAL held a Levee, for the reception of the foreign 
VAKEELSs and principal NATIVE INHABITANTS of CALCUTTA, on 
which occafion, three Addreffes inthe Perfian and Bengal languages, 
figned by various claffes of the Native Inhabitants, were prefented to 
His Lordfhip, by the perfons nominated for that purpofe. 


The following are Tranflations of the Addreffes. 


TRANSLATION of an ADDRESS from certain of the Native Inaa- 
BITANTS of CarcuTTA, to the Ricur HowoRAnLE the GOVERNOR 
GENERAL. | 

After an invocation to the Deity. mM 
WE humbly beg leave to reprefent to your Lordfhip, that at this happy 
and propitious time, when the Almighty has thrown open the gates of joy 
and gladnefs to the world, and univerfally planted the aufpicious ftandard of 
happinefs and delight in the hearts of mankind, we have been gratified by the 
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pleafing accounts of the fall cf Seringapatam, the deftru&ion of Tippoo 
Sultaun, and the annihilation of his Power, the poffeffion of his Forts and 
Territories, and the capture of his Sons and principal Officers by the Britifh 
Troops, favored by the aid and affiftance of Almighty Providence, and the 
propitious fortune of the Honorable Company, and through the wifdom of 
your Lordfhip’s meafures, and the unexampled energy, perfeverance, and 
fortitude, which characterized the profecution of them. 


The firft intimation of this God-given Vi&ory afforded a fource of fincere 
and inexpreffible gratification to the friends and well wifhers of the Britiih 
Nation; fuch has been the excefs of our joy, that our tongues have never 
ceafed to utter the expreffions of our congratulations on this fignal fuccefs.

The addreffes of the feveral Claffes of the Native Inhabitants of Calcutta are 
particularly acceptable to me, as affording an honorable teftimony of their at- 


tachment to the interefts of the Britifh Government, and of their individual re- 
gard for me. | | 


The hoftile defigns of the late Tippoo Sultaun have been manifefted to all 
India. As foon as I difcovered his treacherous Negotiations with the Enemies 
of the Britifh Government, it became my duty, according to the acknowledged 


principles of felf defence, to affemble the Britifh Troops, and to warn the Allies 
of the common danger. 


The unprovoked aggreffion of the Sultaun would have juftified an immedi- 
ate appeal to arms. But my anxiety to avert the calamity of war, induced me 
to employ every effort of conciliation for the amicable adjuftment of all 
differences on jut and honorable terms. Tippoo Sultaun obftinately rejeéted 
thefe friendly advances, and evaded’ every attempt towards a pacific negotiati- 
on, untill the advanced period of the feafon favored his hopes of deceiving the 
allies by artificial delays, and of fruftrating the formidable military preparations 
which his treachery had provoked. War now became indifpenfibly neceffary 
for the common fecurity of the Honorable Company and of the Allies. 


It has pleafed the Divine Providence to favor the juftice of our caufe and to 
crown our arms with the moît fignal fuccefs. The evil defigns of an implacable 
enemy have become the inftrument of his own punifhment and the fource of 
fecurity to the powers, whofe de(tru&tion had been for many years the favorite 
object of his inordinate ambition, and of his defperate fpirit of revenge. 


The intereft and inclination of the Britifh Government are to maintain peace 
and friendfhip with all the ftates of India, but the rapid fall of Tippoo Sultaun 
affords a ftriking example of the fate of thofe who violate the obligations of pub- 
lic faith, and abandon folemn Treaties in the vain hope of fubverting by falf- 
hood and fraud the eftablifhed power of the Honorable Company. 


The deftru&ion of our falfe and infidious enemy has opened a fair profpe& 
of permanent tranquillity; and I am peculiarly happy to have been enabled to 
combine the fecurity and interefts of the allies with the principles of moderation 
and humanity, by providing a munificent eftablifhment for the families and 
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: principal officers of Hyder‘Alli and Tippoo Sultaun, and by. placing a litteal 


defceudant of the family of Myfoor in a ftate of affluence and dignity. 


I dm equally gratified to find, that the inhabitants of this city juftly appre- : 
ciate the benefits refulting to them from the late brilliant fucceffes of the allied : 
arms in Myfoor, and from the happy fettlement of that country. |

Ordered, That fuch Papers as the Court of Directors may think 
proper, relative to the fiege and conqueft of Seringapatam, and the 
fubfequent treaties, be printed for the information of the Proprietors.

ExTRACT of Lerrer from the Secret COMMITTEE of the Court of 
Directors, to the GOVERNOR GENERAL in CouxciL of BENGAL; dated 
18th June 1798. 


We take the earlieft Opportunity of acquainting you, that we have received In- 
formation from His Majefty’s Minifters, that a very large Armament of Ships, Troops, 
Military Stores, &c. &c. has been lately fitted out at Toulon, and chat it failed from 
thence on the roth Ult. Although the ultimate Object of this Armament has not 
been afcertained, it is not improbable, from many circumftances that have tranfpired, 
and from the Spirit of daring Adventure, by which the French have been actuated 
during the prefent War, that its Deftination may be for India, either (having firft 
taken Poffeffion of Egypt) by way of the Red Sea; down the Coaft of that Sea; or 
even perhaps by the Black Sea, or by Buffora; His Majefty's Minifters have there- ` 
fore informed us, that immediate Meafures will be taken for a confiderable Augmen- 


tation of the European Force in the Eaft-Indies: You may therefore expect that not — 


lefs than Four Thoufand feafoned and difciplined Troops, and perhaps a larger Num- 
ber, may be fent to the Company's Settlements with all poffible Expedition, Part of 
which will, we truft, reach India not many months after the Receipt of this Difpatch. 


Should the Expedition, notwithftanding the Meafures taken by his Majefty’s 
Government to intercept and defeat it in the Mediterranean, reach Egypt, and be de- 
ftined for India,. by either of the Routes we have mentioned, a Part of His Majefty’s 
Fleet, confifting of Two Men of War, and probably a Sloop now under Difpatch for 
India, will be ordered to be ftationed in the Straits of Babelmandel, and in the 
Gulph of Perfia, for the "v of intercepting any Force that may be proceeding 
to India that Way. 


A Copy of à Proclamation iffued at the Mauritius in the Month of March laft, 
has been already tranfmitted to our feveral Prefidencies by Mr. Pringle, the Com- 
pany's Agent at the Cape of Good Hope. We are unable to judge whether this 

B Proclamation 
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Proclamation be in Reality what its Import declares it to be, and Tippoo has really 
conceived any hoftile Defigns again(t the Britifh Empire in India, or intended merely 
as a Feint, with a View to embroil us with that Prince Our refpeétive Governments 
will of courfe have taken fuch precautionary Meafures in confequence as ap- 
peared to them neceffary, and applicable to exifting Circumftances. 


Our Empire in the Eaft has ever been an Object of Jealoufy to the French, and 
we know that their former Government entertained fanguine Hopes of being able 
to reach India by a fhorter Paffage than round the Cape of Good Hope, and we 
have no doubt that the prefent Government would rifk a great deal, and even adopt 
Meafures of a moft enterprizing and uncommon Nature, for the Chance of reducing, 
if not annihilating, the Britifh Power and Confequence in that Quarter of the 
World. To effe& this, without the Aid and previous Concert of one of the Indian 
Powers, feems almoft impoffible, and would fcarcely be attempted. In the prefent 
Situation of India, Tippoo appears the fitteft Inftrument to be employed i in the Fur- 
therance of {uch ambitious Projects. 


It is highly improbable, that Tippoo fhould have entered into-any T with 
the French, without fome apparent Preparation on his Part of an hoftile Nature in 
Furtherance of their defign. If fuch therefore, fhall have been the Cafe, it would: 
be neither prudent nor politic to wait for actual hoftilities on his Part. We there- 
fore recommend, that if you fhall not have adopted the neceffary Meafures for 
bringing Tippoo to a fatisfactory Explanation before the Receipt of this Difpatch, 
that you fhould immediately take the proper Steps for fo doing, accompanying this 
Enquiry with fuch a Difpofition of your Force as may give effect to it; and fhould . 
you judge, either from his Anfwers, or from the Steps he is taking, that his Defigns. 
are fuch as the French Proclamation reprefents, and that he is raking Preparations 
to act hoftilely againft us; we think it wilt be more advifable not to wait for fuch 


. an Attack, but to take the moft immediate and moft decifive Meafures to carry our 


Arms into our Enemy’s Country, not failing, at the fame Time, to make known to 
the Powers in Alliance with us, the Neceffity of fuch Meafures, and that we have not 
in View a wanton Attack upon our inveterate Enemy, with a Defign to augment our 
own Power, but a neceflary and juftifiable Defence of our own Poffeffions, and calling, 
upon them for the Affiftance they are under Engagements to furnifh us. 


But although we have thus recommended Energy, Firmnefs, and Decifion, in. 
à your. 
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your Conduct towards Tippoo, we rely upon your ufing the Latitude allowed you 
in the preceding Parargraph with the utmoft Difcretion, that we may not be involved 
in a War in India, without the moft inevitable Neceffity, of which Neceffity we 
leave you to be the fole Judges. And as it is impoffible for us to conjecture, fhould 
either the Proclamation circulated at the Mauritius be founded, or the Force now | 
in the Mediterranean be really deftined for India, what Meafures the implacable. 
Revenge and rafh Enterprize of the French, may induce them to undertake againft 
the Britifh Power in India; we can only exhort our feveral Governments to be 
conftantly upon their Guard, and watchful againft Surprife, by not only keeping the 
Troops in perfect Order for Action, and our Forts and Garrifons in conftant Prepa- 
ration of Defence, but if it fhall appear neceffary, by encouraging Military Affocia- 
tions amongft our Civil Servants and others, as in this Country, which may be 
prepared to act on any Emergency ; and in carefully keeping in view every Channel 
through which it may be poffible for France to get an European Force out to India; 
and taking precautionary Meafures to prevent it. |

1798. 


Our Letter to you of the r8th' June laft, inclofed a Copy of our Orders to the 
Governor General in Council of the fame Date, relative to the Expedition from 
Foulon under General Buonaparte, and directing, yous Obedience thereto, fo far as 
fhould refpeét your Prefidency. m | | 


. Our fubfequent Advices of July and Auguft, will have informed yow of the 
Appointment of Mr. J ones to refide.at the Court of the Pacha of Bagdat, as well as o£ 
the 
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the Objects of his Miffion, and of the Reinforcements already fent and now fending 
out to India. 


Since the Date of our Letter of June laft, above alluded to, the landing of Buo- 
naparte in Egypt has been fully confirmed; and although, by the glorious victory of 
Admiral Nelfon over the French Fleet near Alexandria, and the Oppofition made to 
their Progrefs through Egypt by the Arabs under the Authority of the Porte, the 
Defigns of the French have been confiderably impeded, yet if contrary to our Hopes 
and Expectations, he fhould be able to eftablith himfelf in Egypt, we cannot but ftill 
be under Apprehenfions for the Safety of our Indian Poffeffions. Thefe Apprehenfons 
are confiderably increafed in confequence of fome Hints lately fuggefted by the 
Right Honorable Henry Dundas, that, if the French fhould be able to fubdue Egypt, > 
and to eftablifh their Authority in that Country, it is likely their next progreffive 
Meafure would be to fecure the Communication of the Red Sea with the Gulph of 
Cambay, at the narrow Straits of Babelmandel; and, if in their Power, to detach a 
fufficient Force to take Pofleffion of the Ifland of Perim, fituate between the Two 
Points which include thofe Straits. | 


The Poffeffion of this Station will be of the greateft Importance to the French, 
in fecuring the Advantages they propale to themfelves in the Conqueft of Egypt, 
and-confequently it is well deferving of the utmoft Vigilance and Exertion on the 
Part of Great Britain, to defeat any Plan they may entertain to get it into their 
Hands. If we fhould fucceed in making ourfelves Mafters of that Ifland, it would 
be impoffible, in the firft Inftance, for any Ships to pafs the Straits againft a fuperior 
Nawal Force flationed there. It may then be feoured and fortified, by the Applica- 
tion of fuch Materials as its Situation may afford, for completing its permanent De- 
fence, and for effectually commanding the Channels through which Ships muft país 
to the Indian Ocean.

` We mndecftand that the Iland of Perm is alow rocky Subftance, about Five 
Miles in Length and Two in Breadth ; that it poflefles a good Harbour; that the - 
Channel which divides it from the African :Coaft, though Fourteen or Fifteen Miles 
acrofs, is but little frequented, on account of the numerous Rocks and Shoals which 
obftruct it, infomuch as to render it neceflary for Veflels that do attempt it, to fteer 
clofe under the weftern Point of the Ifland, and that the extreme Breadth of the other 
$ Channel 
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Channel is lefs than two Leagues, and that this Space cannot be navigable, nor 
the deep Water every where at fo great a Diftance from the Ifland as to be out of 
the Reach of its Batteries, whether erected on the Shore, or on artificial Projections 
within the Sea, if fuch fhould be found neceffary to the entire Command of the 
Paflage. ` 


We have entered thus fully into Detail,-to fhew the Importance of taking | 
Poffeffion of the Ifland of Perim without Delay; nor is Difpatch alone neceffary, but 
Secrecy is equally indifpenfable, as it is not improbable that provifional Meafures 
have been taken by the French to affemble fome Veffels of Burthen at the Port of 
Suez, to co-operate, in whatever Way their Services may be wanted, with the pri- 
mary Expedition, and if the Defign were known, they would detach a force, at all 
Hazards, to fecure the firft Poffeffion of it. 


Mr. Secretary Dundas has further informed us, that although the Commanders 
of His Majefty’s Fleets in India have already been directed to ufe every Effort in 
their Power to fruftrate the Defigns of the French in the Expedition under Buona- 
parte, yet fpecial Orders will be fent out to the Commander in Chief of His Majefty's 
Naval Force in the Indian Seas, as foon as poffible to detach to the Straits of 
Babelmandel fuch a Force, as according to the Information he fhall have received, 
he may judge fufficient for the Service, in the Inftruétions to take Poffeffion of the 
fand of Perim, by whatever Power it may be occupied at the Time. 


The Importance of the Meafure we have thus pointed out, will enfure your 
moft cordial Endeavours in promoting the fame by every Means within your Power. 
The Security of our moft valuable Poffeffions in India, if not our very Exiftence © 
there, depends upon defeating the prefent formidable and inveterate Defign of the 


French againft thofe Poffcffions,

| Extract of a Letter from the Right -Honorable the GovERNOR 


GENERAL to the Court or Directors; dated Forr WiLLIAM, the 
25ft November, 1798. . s 


Par. 1. By my Letter difpatched overland from Fort St. George, I had the 
Honor to inform you of my Arrival at that Prefidency on the 26th of April. 


12. While I was engaged in confidering the Means of improving the internal 
Order and Management of your Finances, I received Intelligence which led me to. 
apprehend the Approach cf a War with Tippoo Sultaun, aided by a French Force. 
Your Secret Committee is in Pofleffion of this Intelligence, of which the Refult on 
my Mind was a firm Conviction, that the Safety of your Poffeffions in the Penin- 
fula of India demanded that your Armies fhould be placed in an active and early 
State of Preparation for War. Accordingly, having apprized the Governor of Fort 
St. George, as early as the 8th of June, of my Apprehenfions of the Defigns of the 
Enemy, and having directed his Attention to the Probability of our being involved 
in Hoftilities, on the 20th of June I iffued my final Orders to the Governments of 
Fort St. George and Bombay, for calling your Armies into the Field on the Coafts 
of Coromandel and Malabar, Thefe Orders have. been executed ; and I truft that 
the fubfequent Difclofure. of the Projects entertained by France againft the Britifh 
Empire in India, and the adventurous and daring Spirit with which thofe Projects. 
have been profecuted, will fufficiently juftify to your Honorable Court the Meafures 
of Precaution, which I deemed it my . Duty to adopt for the Defence of your Ter- 
ritories, although the immediate Effect of thofe Meafures has neceflarily occafioned 
a large Increafe of your Expenfes, a Diminution of your commercial Inveftment, 
and a Sufpenfion of the Improvements which I had hoped to have accomplifhed in 
the.State of your pecuniary Affairs. 


13. It would have been a moft improvident and miftaken Economy, to have 
hazarded the permanent Safety of the Britifh Empire in India, and to have aban- . 
doned the Sources of your commercial Profperity, without Defence, to the Attack 

| | | | of 
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of the Enemy, for the Purpofe of preferving a fpecious and delufive Appearance cl 
Security in a Conjuncture of real Danger. 


14. I am. perfüaded that the Wifdom and Juftice of your Honorable 
Court, will readily approve the Policy of facrificing a Degree of temporary Advan- 
tage, to the important Object of providing an effectual Protection for the Foundations 
of your Trade and Revenue, and for the lafting tranquillity of your Poffefhons in 
India. | 


15. Under the expectation of an approaching War with Tippoo Sultaun, aided 
by the French, the State of our Alliances with the Country Powers became an anxious 
Object of my Confideration. 


16. I have fubmitted a fall Detail of my Opinions and proceedings upon 
this Subjé& to your Secret Committee, but it is my Duty in this Place to requeft 
the Attention of your Honorable Court, to the Condition in which I found our 
Alliance with bis: Higboefs the Nizam, and to the happy Improvement which 
Circumftances have enabled me to effect in the Nature of our Connection with that 
Prince. | | 

17. The Corps commanded by French Officers in the Service of the Nizam, 
which, during the lat War with Myfore, amounted to no more than 1 560: Men, and 
was at that Period of Time fo. defective in point of Difcipline, as to be rather an 
Objet of Contempt than of Jealoufy to your Governirents in India, had gradually 
augmented its Numbers, and improved its Difcipline, under the Command of the 
late Monfieur Raymond, until at the Period of my Arrival in India it had nearly 
reached the Number of 14,000 Men,. and had obtained a Degree of Difcipline 
fuperion in every Refpect, to.that of uns native Infantry in India, excepting the 
Sepoys entertained in your Service. 


18. This Corps formed: the largeft and miol efficient Branch of the Military 
Eftablifhment of his Highrefs ; and the French Officers had acquired a confiderable 
Afcendency in his Dominions, and hed manifefted on feveral Occafions the Symptoms 
of a Difpofition fo arrogant, overbearing, and adventurous, as to excite Alarm in 
the Minds of His. Highnefs and of his Minifters. Although His Highnefs had entered 
into no Engagement or Obligation which in any Degree bound him to retain this 
Party in his Service, and although their fudden Difmiflion would at any Time have 
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been warranted bẹ every Principle of Juftice, and their Continuance at Hyderabad 
threatened the Independence, if not the Exiftence of His Highnefs’s Throne; yet 
the Nizam and his Minifters confeffed their Inability to check the Growth of a 


Power of which they acknowledged the dangerous Influence, and dreaded the 
deftructive Effect. | 


19... The Principles of the French Officers commanding this Army, were 
avowedly the fame with thofe of the Perfons who, for fome Time paít, have exercifed 
the Powers of Government in France, and their Enmity to the Britifh Interefts was 


declared on all Occafons. While this Army, commanded by Frenchmen of fuch | 


Principles and Views, and of fuch uncontrouled Power, remained in the Service of 
the Nizam, his Highnefs's Alliance muft have proved a Source rather of Danger than 
of Advantage to the Company in the Event of a War with Tippoo Sultaun, and 
that Danger would have been greatly aggravated by any co-operation which 
might have been afforded to Tippoo from France. Various other Confiderations will 
occur to the Wifdom and Experience of your Honorable Court, to prove the direc 
and collateral Effects which the Exiftence of a numerous armed French Party, in the 
Center of the Decan, muft have produced, whether in Time of War or of Peace, 
upon the whole Frame of your Political Interefts in India. 


20. Under thefe Circum(tances the Expulfion of the French Party from the 
Court of Hyderabad, appeared to me to be a neceffary Part of that Syftem of Pre- 
caution and Defence by which I hoped to be enabled either to encounter the Preffüre 
of War, or to fecure the Advantages of Peace. 


21. With thefe Views, on the 8th of July, I inftructed the acting Refident at 
Hyderabad to open a Negotiation with his Highnefs the Nizam, propofing an Addi- 
tion to the Britifh Detachment ferving at Hyderabad, and ftipulating for the Difmif- 
fion of the Corps commanded by French Officers in His Highnefs's Service. 


22. A new Subfidiary Treaty, founded on this Bafis, and embracing other col- 


lateral Arrangements (particularly fuch Conditions as appeared neceflary for the. - 


Removal of all Caufes of Jealoufy, and for the Reftoration of Union and Concord 
between our two Allies, the Pefhwa and the Nizam) was figned by His Highnefs 
at Hyderabad on the 1ft September, and ratified by me in Council on the 18th of 


the fame month. 
23. By 
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25. By this Treaty an Increafe is made in the Britifh fubfidiary Force ferving 
with His Highnefs of 4,400 Men, and an Incteafe in the annual Sublidy paid by His - 
Highnefs, of about Nineteen Lacks of Rupees; the former Subfidy having been 
53,713 Arcot Rupees per Menfem, and the Subfidy under the new Treaty being 
2,01,425 Arcot Rupees per Menfem, or 24,17,100 Arcot Rupees per Annum. - 


24. The Subftance of this Treaty was communicated to the Pefhwa, both 
previoufly and fubfequently to its Conclufion; and at both Periods he expreffed his 
entire Approbation of the Nature and Tendency of the new Engagements, as well 
in their Operation upon the Interefts of the Mahratta Empire, as upon thofe of the 


Nizam. | 

25. Oa the 13th July I ordered the Government of Fort St. George to affent- 
ble fuch a Force in the Guntoor Circar, ás might enable me to fulfil the Subfidiary 
Engagements of the Company under the new Treaty, at the earlieft poffible Period 
fubfequent to its Conclufion. This Meafure was executed with the utmoft Degree of 
Promptitude and Alacrity by Lieutenant General Harris (at that Time uniting in 
his Perfon the Offices of Governor of Fort St. George, and Commander in Chief 
on the Coaft of Coromandel); to whofe Zeal and public Spirit, and prompt Obe- 
dience on all Occafions wherein I have entrufted him with the Execution of my 
Orders, 1 am happy to be able to bear this public Teftimony. 


26. The Britifh Detachment under the Command of Lieutenant Colonel Roberts 
reached Hyderabad on the 10th of October; and on the 22d October, under the 
Orders of His Highnefs the Nizam, and with the Co-operation of a Body of his 
Cavalry, furrounded the Camp of the French Army, difarmed all the Sepoys, and 
fecured the Perfons of all the French Officers then in the Camp. 


27. This Operation was happily effected without Bloodfhed and without Conteft. 
A Mutiny having broken out in the French Camp on the preceding Day, and the 
Sepoys having imprifoned their Officers; the Refident at Hyderabad and Lieutenant 
Colonel Roberts, wich-the Confent of the Nizam, judicioufly availed themfelves of 
this favourable Opportunity to execute this important Meafure without Difficulty 
or Danger. | 


28. The Amount of the French Force difarmed oh this Occafion, was about 
11,000 Men, from which Circumftance your Honourable Court will obferve that a 


Part of the Corps was abfent on Detachment, as will appear by Reference to the Re- 
| D a | — tupn, 
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turn, N° 2, of the French Officers arrefted on the 22d of October; Meafures have 
been taken for the Arreft of thofe who commanded thé detached Force. The French 
Officers, by my particular Orders, were treated with every practicable Degree of- 
Attention and Humanity. At the Period of their Arreft by our Troops, their Perfons - . 
were in Confinement, and their Lives in Danger, from the Mutiny prevailing in their 
Camp; and the greateft Difficulty which Colonel Roberts encountered was, that of 
refcuing the imprifoned Officers from the Violence of their own Sepoys. Particular 
Care was taken to fave the Property of the Officers for their Ufe, as well as to obtain 
for them fuch Arrears of Pay and Allowances as were due to them from His Highnefs. 
Captain Kirkpatrick informs me, that he has been completely fuccefsful in effe&ing 
both thefe defirable Objects. The French Officers are now on their Paffage to this 
Prefidency on board the Bombay Frigate, which I had previoufly ftationed at Mafuli- 
patam for their Accommodation : On their Arrival at Calcutta, it is my Intention to 
receive them with the Confideration due to their refpective Ranks, and to allow them 
every Indulgence compatible with the Security of their Perfons. I propofe to fend 
them to Europe by the earlieft Opportunity ; uling the Precaution of difperfing them ` 
in different Ships. 


.29. On their Arrival in England, I have engaged that they fhall not be treated as 
Prifoners of War, but fhall be immediately tranfported to France, without fuffering 
any Detention for an Exchange of Prifoners. The Treaty under which this Meafure 
was executed, has been already forwarded overland to your Secret Committee, and 
it now forms a Number of the Secret Difpatch by the Eurydice. 


30. The Effect of the Meafure will, I truft, be highly favourable to your Poli- 
tical Interefts in the Peninfula of India. The Britifh Subfidiary Force now ftationed 
in the Dominions of His Highnefs the Nizam, while it muft tend to cement the Con- 
` nection between ‘the Company and that Prince, and to render him a more ulcful and 
efficient Ally in the event of War, will operate at all Times as an effeCtual Protection 
to your Poffeffions in the Northern Circars ; and the total Subverfion of the French 
Influence in the Decan, under all the Circumftances of the prefent Moment, is an 
Event from which I expect to derive, not only additional Security for your Territo- 
ries, but for the general Tranquillity of India. | 


51. Among your Servants who have been concerned in the Execution of. my 
Orders on this Occafion, I have already recommended Lieutenant General Harris to 
l your 
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your favourable Notice ; to his Name it is my Duty to add thofe of Captain Kirk- 
_ patrick, and of Lieutenant-Colonel Roberts. I found the former in the Situation of 
Acting Refident at Hyderabad; and to his Zeal, Addrefs, Difcretion and Firmnefs, I 
attribute the early Succefs of the Negotiation entrufted to his Management, 


32. Upon the Refignation of Colonel Kirkpatrick, I took Occafion to manifeft 


my Senfe of Captain Kirkpatrick’s Merits, by appointing him Refident at the Court 
of the Nizam. 


33. To the Ability and Temper of Lieutenant-Colonel Roberts, acting under 
the judicious Inftructions of the Refident, I attribute the complete and fatisfactory 
Execution of the Articles of the Treaty relating to the Difmiffion of the French Army ; 
and his conciliatory and humane Conduct towards the Officers deferves the higheft 
Gommendation. 


34. The Rumours which have prevailed of the intended — of Zeman 
Shah to the Frontier of Hindoftan, although of a vague and contradictory Nature, 
appeared to me not wholly undeferving of Attention ; and I have the Satisfaction to 
inform you, that every poffible Precaution has been taken for the effectual Defence 
of the Frontier of Oude. I am happy to be able to inform you, that although I 
found the Subfidy of the Nabob Vizier confiderably in Arrear, I have fucceeded in 
, perfuading his Excellency to difcharge a large Part of it; and, in Juftice to his Ex- . 
cellency, I am bound to declare, that I have found him fincerely difpofed to fulfil 
his Engagements under the Treaty, concluded by Lord Teignmouth, and to manifeft 
| on every Occafion a cordial Attachment to the Interefts of the Company. The Situ- 
ation of Affairs on the Coaft of Coromandel, and the Neceffity of providing againft 
the poffible Event of War with Tippoo Sultaun, have hitherto prevented ine from 
vifiting the upper Provinces. But I have not been unmindful of the Affairs of Oude; 
and I truft that I fhall foon be able to turn my undivided Attention to the Improve- 
ment of the Civil and Military Eftablifhments of the Nabob Vizier. 


35. Although I have deemed it my Duty to call your Armies into the Field 
in every Part of India, my Views and Expectations are all directed to the Preferva- 
tion of Peace, which, in the prefent Crifis, cannot otherwife be fecured than by a 
State of forward Preparation for War, In the mean while, you may rely on my 
unremitting Efforts to confioe your Expenfes within the moft narrow Limits, and 
to rife your commercial inveftment to the higheft Scale, compatible with the indif- 
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penfable Neceffity of providing for the Security of your Poffeffions. In the Execu- 


tion of my Orders for the Protection of your Territories on the Coaft of Malabar, 


I am much indebted to the Zeal and Diligence of Mr. Duncan and General Stuart ; 
and the Vigilance and Firmnefs manifefted by the Government of Bombay, on the 
firt Intelligence of the Progrefs of: the French Arms in Egypt, have obtained my 
public and cordial Approbation. It is alfo a peculiar Satisfaction to me to inform 
your Honorable Court, that I have received from Lord Clive the moft ready and 
honorable Support in the Preparations for the Defence of the Carnatic; and that, 
repofing the moft implicit Confidence in his Lordfhip’s anxious Solicitude for the 
Profperity of the general Adminiftration of your Affairs entrufted to my Hands, as 
well as in his affiduous Attention to the peculiar Duties of his own Station, I expect 
to derive confiderable Benefit to your Service from a fincere Union with him, in the 
important T'afk of preferving and improving the Interefts committed to our joint 
Charge. | 


36. Notwithftanding the great ftrength of the military force now in India, I 
have deemed it my Duty, for the further Security of this Prefidency, to embody 
the Militia, compofed of the European and Armenian Inhabitants of Calcutta, and 
my Orders for this Purpofe have been obeyed with an Alacrity and Zeal which 
ftrongly indicate the Refolution of your Civil Servants, and of all the European and 
Armenian Inhabitants of Calcutta, to devote their perfonal Services to the Defence 
of the Seat of your Supreme Government, in any Exigency which may arife. My 
Intention is to eftablifh this ufeful Corps upon a permanent Founda son, as an Infti- 
tution from which great Advantage may hereafter be derived.

Cory of the Governor GENERAL’s MiNvuTE, dated Fort Sr. GEORGE, 
2d January, 1799. | 
The Governor GENERAL. 


The critical ftate of our actual fituation with Tippoo, muft neceffarily require 
frequent references to the Governor General in Council, on a variety of important 
points, which will demand a prompt and immediate decifion. My continuance in 
Bengal during fuch a crifis, might have been attended with great inconvenience to 
the public fervice, and the feafon for active operations might have.been confumed, 
before my opinion could have been obtained on the feveral emergencies which may 
be expected to arife. The confideration of this inconvenience is the principal mo- 
tive, which has induced me to proceed to this Prefidency ; and I am happy to take 
this opportunity of declaring, that I fhould not have felt my prefence to have been 
at all requifite for the purpofe of adding energy or vigour to fuch branches of the 
public fervice, as fall within the particular duty of this Government. I am per- 
fe&ly fatished with the conduct of this Government, in the refpeétable hands to 
which it has been committed; and I am perfuaded that I fhould always have found 
the fame cordial, manly, and honorable fupport from your Lordíbip in Council, 
which has already obtained the public teftimony of my unqualified approbation. 
My object, therefore, in taking my feat at this Board, 1s no -other than to deprive 
our enemies of the advantages which they might derive, under the prefent circum- 
ftances, from the remote fituation of the power entrufted to me from the probable 
fcene of action. The provifions of the law require, that.the authority of the Go- 
vernor in Council at Fort St. George, fhould be vefted in my hands during my refi- 
dence at this Prefidency : the public acts and proceedings of this Government mult 
accordingly pafs in my name; but I, anxious as well from motives of perfonal re- 
fpeét, as from confiderations connected with the public, fervice, that my refidence at 
this Prefidency fhould in no degree impair the prefent or future digrity and influ- 
- ence of Lord Clive; I therefore am defiroys of abítaining from all unneceflary inter- 
ference in the details of this Government, nor do I with to difturb the fyftem efta- 
blifhed under his Lordfhip’s immediate direction by the interpofition of my power 
of fuperintendance on the fpot, beyond the limits of the ordinary exerclfe of that 

power 
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power-at the feat of the Supreme Government in Bengal; I therefore requeft that 
Lord Clive, and the members of this Council, will take the trouble of conducting 
the details of this Government, efpecially thofe which relate to the patronage of the 
Governor in Council, according to the principles which have been obferved by his 
Lordíhip fince his arrival in India ; and I am fatisfied that I fhall derive the utmoft 
degree of advantage froin the united zeal, talents, experience, and affiduity of thofe 
| whom I have the honor to addrefs, while my principal attention muft be devoted 
to the fuperintendance of the general interefts of all the Company's poffeffions, and 
. of the fecurity and defence of the Britifh empire in India, againft the various dan- 
gers by which it has recently been menaced.

thofe meafures, the Right Honorable the Governor. General has deemed his prefence 
neceffary at this Prefidency. | 


. 3. Inconformity to this refolution, his Lordfhip arrived at this place on the 
31ft ultimo, upon his Majefty's fhip La Sybelle. 


4 On the 2d inftant a proclamation was accordingly made of his Lordfhip’s 
arrival, for the purpofe of exercifing the powers and authorities veíted in him, by 
the Act of the 33d of His prefent Majefty, as Governor General in Council at Fort 
St. George.

To the Secret Committee of the Honorable Court of Directors. 
Honorable Sirs, > | 
I have the honor to inform you, that the army under the command of General 
Harris entered the territory of Myfore on the sth inítant. | 


The General commenced his operations by the capture of feveral forts upon the — 
frontier of Myfore, which it became neceflary for our troops to occupy, in order that 
the different convoys from the Baramahal might fuffer no interruption. Thefe forts 
were all furrendered without refiftance. j

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The lateft accounts from the army are-of -the roth inftant, when it had ad- 
vanced to Aricul ; at which time General Harris ian to reach Seringapatam by 
de 24th at fartheft, 


_ On the day General Harris paffed the frontier, he forwarded, by my diredion, 
a letter from me to Tippoo Sultaun, of which a copy is inclofed. No anfwer had 
been received to that letter on the roth inftatt, | 


No fatisfactory account of the (tate of the French army in Egypt has yet reached 
me, nor any intelligence of Commodore Blanket's arrival at his ftation. Since I 
had the honor of addreffing my laft letter to you, l have received the fulleft and 
moft authentic information of the circumflances fated in the poftícript of my ‘letter 
of the 13th February, relative to the miffion of Monf. Dubuc with native Vakeels 
from Tippoo Sultaun to the Executive Directory of France. They embarked on 
the 7th ultimo from Tranquebar, and are to touch at the Ifle of France. 


I have the honor to inclofe a Copy of a Declaration publifhed by. TM 
General Harris, in the name of the Alliés, on entering the territory of Myfore.

Honorable Sirs, 


1. In my feparate difpatch of the 2Ht of November, by the Eurydice, Lin- . 


formed your Honorable Court, that although I had deemed it my duty to call your 
armies into the field in every part of your poffeffions, my views and expectations 
were all directed to the prefervation of peace in India. 


2. In the letter of the 13th of January, from the Governor General in Council 
at Fort St. George, I apprized your Honorable Court of my arrival at this Prefis 
dency, to which I thought it my duty to proceed from Bengal, in the hope of 
opening a negotiation with Tippoo Sultaun, for the amicable adjuftment of the

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differences which had arifen between that Prince and the Honorable Company's 
Government. 


3. In my difpatches to the Secret Committee of your Honorable Court, I hava 
regularly tranfmitted advices of the ftate of political affairs in India, and 1 have 
fully explained the principles which have governed my conduét, not only towards 
Tippoo Sultaun, but towards all the Native Powers, fince I have taken charge of 
the Government General. 


4. Having ultimately been compelled to commence hoftilities againft Tippoo 
Sultaun, it is now become my duty to lay before your Honorable Court an accurate 
detail of the caufes of the war, in which we are engaged. 


ç. “For this purpofe, it will be neceflary to draw your attention to a period of : 
time as remote as the month of June, 1798, and to trace from that date the progrefs 
of thofe events, which have finally produced the neceffity of reforting to arms for 
the fecurity of your interefts committed to my charge. 


6. A proclamation iffued by the Governor General of the Ifle of France, in 


the month of February, 1798, made its firft appearance at Calcutta on the 8th June | 
of the fame Year. 


. 7. This proclamation ftates, that an embaffy had arrived at the Ifle of France 
with letters from Tippoo Sultaun, addreffed not only to the Government of that 
Ifland, but to the Executive Dire&ory of France; propofing to conclude an offen- 
five and defenfive alliance with the French, to fubfidize and to fupply whatever troops 
the French might furnifh to the Sultaun, and to commence againft the Britifh power 
in India, a war of aggreffion, for which the Sultaun is declared to be fully prepared, 
waiting with anxiety the moment when the fuccour of France fhall enable him to 
fatisfy his ardent defire of expelling the Britifh Nation from India, The procla- 
mation concludes by offering encouragement to the fubjeéts of France, to enter into 


the fervice of Tippoo Sultaun, on terms to be fixed with his Ambaffadors then on 


the fpot. | R

8. Although I was inclined, in the firft inflance, to doubt the authenticity 
of this extraordinary publication, I thought it advifable to tranfmit a copy of it, 
on the gth of June, to Lieut. General Harris (then Governor of Fort St. George, 
and Commande? in Chief on the Coaft of Coromandel) informing him, that if the 


. proclamation fhould prove authentic, it moft lead to a ferious difcuffion with Tippoo 
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Sultaun ; and directing Lieut. General Harris to confider, without delay, the means 


of affembling the army on the Coaft of Coromandel, if neceffity fhould unfortunately 
require fuch a precaution. 


9. On the 18th June, 1798, I received a. regular authentication of the procla- 


mation, in a letter from his Excellency the Earl of Macartney, dated the 28th of | 
March ; and, at the fame time, feveral perfons arrived at Calcutta, who had been 


prefent in the Ifle of France at the time of the publication of the proclamation. 


10. By a ftrict examination of the moft refpe&able of thefe perfons, I was 
enabled to obtain an authentic and accurate flatement of all the material circum- 
ftances attending the publication of the proclamation at the ffle of France; the 


fubftance of which ftatement I have already forwarded to your Secret Committee, - 


and now have the honor to fubmit to your Honorable Court, 


11. Tippoo Sultaun difpatched two Ambaffadors, who embarked at Mangalore 
for the Ifle ot France, and arrived at Port Nord-oueft in, that ifland, towards the 
clofe of the month of January 1798. The Ambaffadors were received publicly and 
formally by the French Government, with every circumftance of diftinétion and 
refpect, and they were entertained at the public expenfe during their continuance 
on the Ifland. 


12. Previous to the arrival of the Ambaffadors on the Ifland, no idea or: . 
rumour exifted there of any aid to be furnifhed to Tippoo Sultaun by the French,. 
or of any profpcét of a war between that Prince and the Company ; but within two: 
days after the arrival of the Ambaffadors, the proclamation in queftion was fixed up: 


in the moft public places, and circulated through the town of Port Nord-oueft. 


15. The Ambaffadors, far from protefting againft the matter or ftyle of the- 


proclamation, held without referve, in the moft public manner, the fame language 
which it contains with refpect to a war of aggreffion to be commenced by Tippoo 


Sultaun againft the Britifh poffeffions in India, and they even fuffered the procla- 


mation to be publicly diftributed by their agents at the place of their refidence. . 


14 The Ambaffadors were prefent when the French Government proceeded to 


act under the ‘proclamation in queftion ; and the Ambaffadors aided and affifted the 


execution of the proclamation, by making promifes, in the name of Tippoo Sultaun; | 


for the purpofe of inducing recruits to enlift in his fervice. 


15. The 
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vs. The Ambaffadors propofed to levy men to any practicable extent, ftating 
their powers to be unlimited with refpe& to the force to be raifed in the name of 
Tippoo Sultaun. They entered into certain ftipulations and engagements in the 
name of the Sultaun (according to the tenor of the laft paragraph of the pro- 
clamation) with feveral Frenchmen, and others, particularly with Mr. Dubuc, 
whom the Ambaflabors engaged in the fervtce of their Sovereign, for the exprefs 
purpofe of affifting in the war to be immediately commenced againft the Britith 
power in India. 


16, The proclamation therefore originated in the arrival of Tippoo’s 
Ambaffadors at the Ifle of France; it was diftributed by their agents, it was 
avowed in every part by their own public declarations, and finally it was executed, 
according to its tenor, by their perfonal affiftance and co-operation. 


“17. On the 7th of March, 1798, the Ambaffadors embarked at Port Nord- 
oueft, on board the French frigate La Preneufe, together with the force thus raifed 
in the name ef Tippoo Sultaun, amounting to about two hundred men, inclufive 
of feveral officers, the chiefs of whom were M. Dubuc and Chapuis. 


18. Such is the fubftance of the evidence obtained from the perfons who 
were prefent in the Ifle of France during the refidence of Tippoo’s Ambaffadors ; from 
other authentic fources I learnt the fequel of the tranfaction. 


19. The French frigate La Preneufe, with the Sultaun’s Ambaffadors, and 
the French troops levied for his fervice, arrived at Mangalore on the 26th April, 
1798. - | 

20. An opportunity now occurred of afcertaining, beyond the poffibility of 
doubt, whether the acts of the Sultaun’s Ambaffadors in the Ifle of France were 
conformable to the inftruétions of their Sovereign. For although the prefumption 
was already fufficiently powerful, that the Ambaffadors would not have ventured to 
tranfgrefs the limit of their commiffion in a matter of fuch momentous importance, : 
as the conclufion of offenfive engagements with the French againft the Englith 
Eaft-India Company, it yet remained a queftion, whether Tippoo Sultaun would 
venture openly to avow proceedings, which could not fail to expofe him to the juft 
refentment of your Government. 


(21. This queftion was immediately folved ; for the Sultaun, without hefitation, 
permitted the French force to land publicly at Mangalore ; and, far from manifefting 
the

the leaft fymptom of difapprobation of the conduct of the embaily in any part of the 
negotiation, he furmally received his Ambaffadors, and the French Officers, and 
principal perfons in their fuite, with public and extraordinary marks of honor and 
diftinction ; and finally, he admitted the greater part of the French force raifed for 
the purpofe of making war upon the Honorable Company, into his fervice, in which 
it is ftill entertained. 


22. By this public and unequivocal fanction, he muf be confidered not only 
to have perfonally ratified the engagements contained in the proclamation of the 
Governor General of the Ifle of France, but to have taken the preliminary meafures 
for accomplifhing the defign which the Ambaffadors had avowed in his name, 


23. Tippoo Sultaun therefore, having actually concluded offen(ive and ire. 
five engagements with the French againft the Honorable Company ; having collected, 
by the aid of the French, a force openly deftined to carry thofe engagements into 
effect ; having applied to the Executive Directory of France for a more powerful 
force deftined to the fame end ; having fignified, through his public Ambaffadors, to the 
enemy, that his preparations for war (as far as they depended upon himfelf) were 
actually complete; having avowed the object of thofe preparations to be the fub- 
verfion of the Britifh Empire in India; and finally, having declared the delay of the 
meditated blow to proceed from no other caufe, than his expectation of receiving 
further aid from the enemy ; I could not hefitate to pronounce, that he had flagrantly 
violated the treaties of peace fubfifting between him and the Honorable Company ; 
and that he had committed an act of direct hoftility and aggreflion againft the Britifh 
Government in India. 


24. To confirm the conclufions neceffarily refulting from the facts already 
ftated, I received undoubted information, that Tippoo Sultaun had, for fome time 
paft, been employed in military preparations, conformably to the hoftile fpirit of his 
engagements with the enemy ; that the greater part of his army was actually in a ftate 
of equipment for the field; and that a ii portion of it was then encamped under 
his perfonal command. | 


25. To your Honorable Court it would be fuperfluous to obferve, that no pro- 
vocation had been offered by any of your Governments in India, to juftify or to pal- 
liate any act of hoftility, or even any emotion of jealoufy or fufpicion, on the part of 


Tippoo Sultaun; but I think it neceffary to remark in this place, that at the very 
| G | |. . moment 
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moment of receiving the authentic copy of the proclamation iffued in the Ifle of 
France, I had ordered the difputed diftriét of Wynaad to be delivered to the Sultaun, 
after a public acknowledgment of the juítice of his claim to that poffeffion, and I 


' had propofed to open an amicable negotiation for the purpofe of adjufting his recent 


claims to a part of the diftri&t of Coorga, on fimilar principles of equity, according to 
the tenor of the feventh article of the treaty of Seringapatam. 


26. The Sultaun himfelf had not attempted to allege even the pretext of a 
grievance againft the Britifh Government. In his letters to Sir John Shore (written a 
fhort time before the return of the Myforean Ambafladors from the Ifle of France, 
and received at Fort William on the 26th April, 1798, the day on which the French 
force landed at Mangalore) Tippoo declares, ‘ That his friendly heart is difpofed to 
** pay every regard to truth and juftice, and to ftrengthen the foundation of harmony 

and concord between the two nations ;" and he fignifies his defire, that ** Sir John 
Shore would imprefs Lord Mornington with a fenfe of the friendfhip and unanimity 
fo firmly fubfifting between the two States."

27. Thisis not the language of hoftility, nor even of difcontent. From what 
' difpofition in the friendly heart of the Sultaun thefe amicable profeffions have pro- 
ceeded, how they are connected with a regard to truth and juftice, or calculated to 
ftrengthen the foundations of harmony and concord, and to imprefs me with a fenfe 
of the firmnefs of the Sultaun’s-friendfhip, your Honorable Court can now determine 
without difficulty, fince itis now proved, that thefe letters were written at the very 
crifis when he was in anxious expectation of the hourly arrival of that military fuc- 
cour which he had earneftly folicited from the enemy, for the exprefs purpofe of 
commencing a war of aggreffion againft the Company’s poffeffions. 


28. That Tippoo Sultaun had not yet received the effectual fuccour which he 
had folicited from the French, might have been afcribed either to the diftraéted ftate 
of the Government of Mauritius, or to their want of zeal in his caufe, or to the rafhnefs 
and imbecility of his own councils ; but neither the meafure of his'hoftility, nor of our 
right to reftrain it, nor of our danger from it, were to be eftimated by the magnitude 
of the force which he had actually obtained ; for I knew that his demands of military 
affiftance were unlimited ; I knew that they were addreffed not merely to the Govern- 
ment of the Mauritius, but. to the Executive Directory of France, and I could not 
afcertain how foon, either by fome revolution in the Government of the Mauritius, 


or 
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or by direét intercourfe with France, thofe demands might be fatisfied to the full ex- 
tent of his acknowledged expectations. 


29. Under all thefe circumftances an immediate attack upon Tippoo Sultaun, 


for the purpofe of fruftrating the execution of his unprovoked and unwarrantable 


proje&s of ambition and revenge, appeared to me to be demanded by the foundeft 
maxims, both of juftice and policy. 


30. The act of Tippoo Sultaun’s Ambaffadors, ratified by himfelf, and fol- ` 


lowed by the admiffion of a French force into his army, was equivalent to a public, 
unqualified, and unambiguous declaration of war. But while his hoftile purpofe had 
been clearly manifefted, the immediate means of accomplifhing it had happily dif- 
appointed the ardour of his hopes. 


31. The inconfiderable amount of the aid which he had already received from 
the French, while it could not be conftrued as a limitation of my juft right to vin- 
dicate the public fafety, afforded a ftrong argument of policy in favour of attacking 
this defperate, implacable, and treacherous enemy, before he could either complete 
the improvement of his own army, under the French officers whom he had already 
admitted into his fervice, or could receive a further acceffion of ftrength, under the 
progreflive operation of his alliance with France. 


32. In the moment of his comparative weaknefs, of his difappointment, and 
probable dejection, the principles of juftifiable felf-defence, and of prudential pre- 
caution, required that we fhould ftrike fuch an inftantaneous blow againft his power 
and refources, as fhould preclude the poffibility of his deriving any fubftantial advan- 
tage Hom the aid of France, whenever it might reach his dominions. 


33. Such was the tenor of my opinions as early as the 2oth of June, yis 
Although at that early period I could not afcertain from what quarter the French 


would attempt to affift the Sultaun, I recorded my conviction that fome attempt to - 


affift him would be among the earlieft of their operations. The conclufion of peace 
upon the Continent of Europe, the weak ftate of our allies in India (particularly of the 
Nizam, whofe councils and army were at that period fubjected to the overbearing influ- 
ence of a powerful French faction) might appear both to Tippoo and to France to offer 
a favourable crifis for the attack of the Britifh Poffeffions in India. The difpofition 


of the French Government to attempt fuch an enterprize has never been difguifed, 


and although 1 had not obtained pofitive proof that any formal and regular corre- 
| | fpondence 
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fpondence between Tippoo Sultaun and the Executive Dire&ory of France, had 
exifted previous to the embaffy and letters which arrived at the Mauritius in January 
1798, yet the nature of that tranfaction afforded a ftrong prefumption that a previous 
intercourfe of the fame hoftile character had taken place. This prefumprion was 
further corroborated by my certain knowledge, that for fome time paft various 
emiffaries of France had reached the councils of Tippoo Sultaun, and that through 
their reprefentations he had been taught to entertain a confident a of {peedy 
and effectual fupport. 


34. Even admitting that this expectation was likely to be fruftrated, either by 
a failure of faith on the part of France, or by the vigilance and fuperior power of 
His Majefty’s fleets, I was apprized that Tippoo had alfo difpatched an embafly to 
Zemaun Shah, the object of which could be no other than to encourage that Prince 
in the profecution of his long threatened invafion of Hindoftan. The whole tenor of 
my advices from the north-weftern countries of Hindoftan, led me to believe that 
Zémaun Shah would crofs the Attock, and would endeavour to purfue his avowed 
project of invafion in the courfe of the enfuing feafon ; and it appeared probable that 
his approach, which muft neceffarily engage the attention of the army in Bengal, 
might be the fignal to Tippoo Sultaun for an irruption into the Carnatic, 


535. In addition to thefe confiderations, it appeared by no means improbable 
that the impetuofity of Tippoo Sultaun's temper, exafperated by the affiduous and un- 
remitting inftigations of the emiffaries of France, might break forth into hoftilities 
witheut waiting for the actual movement of any Indian or European Ally. His late 
embaffy to the Ile of France, fufficiently manifefted a difpofition capable of purfuing 
its favourite object of vengeance againft the Britifh Nation with more zeal than difcre- 
tion. It is my duty further to remark, that in the month of June 1798, the diftri- 
bution and condition of the army on the Coaft of Coromandel, to which I fhall advert 
more fully in a fubfequent part of this difpatch, offered but too ftrong a temptation 
to the enterpize of a faithlefs and active enemy. Under fuch circumftances it would 
have been an unmanly and weak policy to have confided the fafety of the Carnatic 
to the precarious forbearance of Tippoo Sultaun, or to have left him any longer in 
the undifturbed poffeffion of the powerful advantage of being able to chufe, accord- - 
ing to his covenience, the time and mode of the attack which he had openly 
menaced. | 


I 


36. I therefore recorded my decided judgment, that it was neceffary to affemble 
: “the 
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the armies on the Coaft of Coromandel and Malabar without delay, and I iffued my 
final orders for this purpofe on the 20th June 1798. 


37. To affemble the army on both coafts was an indifpenfable precaution, - 
which I could not have been juftified in omitting, from the moment that I was ap- 
prized of Tippoo Sultaun's offenfive engagements with the French, and of the landing 
ofa French force at Mangalore. But being refolved on all occafions to fubmit to your 


Honorable Court a full and diftin& view of the whole fcope of my motives and in- 


tentions, I have no hefitation in declaring, that my original refolution was (if circum- 
ftances would have admitted) to have attacked the Sultaun inftantly, and on both 


‘fides of his dominions, for the purpofe of defeating his hoftile preparations, and of 


anticipating their declared obje& ; I was concerned however to learn, from perfons 
moft converfant in military details at Fort St. George (notwithftanding the diftin- 
guifhed difcipline of your army on the Coaft of Coromandel, and the eminent valour, 
adivity, and fkill of its Officers) its difperfed ftate, and certain radical defects in dts 
eftablifhment, would render the affembling a force, equal to offenfive movements 
sgainft Tippoo, a much more tedious and difficult operation than I had appre- 
hended. 


38. Some Officers of approved military talents, experience, and integrity, at 
Fort St. George, declared that your army in the Carnatic could not be affembled for 
offenfive purpofes before the commencement of the year 1800, and that a period of . 
fix months woüld be required for its equipment, even for the purpofe of defending 
the Carnatic againlt any fudden attack. The difficulty of affembling and moving 
your army on the Coaít of Coromandel, furnifhed -indeed an alarming proof of the 
defencelefs and perilous ftate of the Carnatic in that arduous conjuncture. But in 
proportion to the preffure of that difficulty, the neceffity of an inftantaneous and active 
exertion became more urgent; for whether the army, when affembled, was to anti- 
cipate or to await the attack of Tippoo Sultaun, it appeared an equally indifpenfable 
meafure of precaution to refume, without delay, the power of meeting that vindictive 
and re(tlefs Prince in the field. Iwas not therefore difcouraged, cither by the fug- 
geftions to which I have referred, or by fubfequent reprefentations of a fimilar cha- 
racter and tendency, from infifting on the immediate execution of my orders for 
affembling the army ; and adverting to the fatal confequences which have formerly 
been experienced in the Carnatic, by neglecting to keep pace with the forwardnefs of 
hoftile equipments at Myfore, I refolved to entruft the protection of your poffeffions 


~~ 
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on the Coaft of Coromandel, to no other fecurity than a complete and early ftate of 
preparation for war. — 


39. At Bombay, my orders for affembling the army were executed with great 
promptitude and alacrity, unaccompanied by any fymptoms of indifpofition to thofe 
united and zealous efforts, which the exigency of the crifis demanded from every 
branch of your civil and military fervice. 


40 The unavoidable delay which obftructed the affembling your army in the 
Carnatic, having compelled me to relinquifh my firft intention of ftriking an imme- 
diate blow againft the power and refources of Tippoo Sultaun, I applied myfelf to the 
formation of fuch a permanent fyftem of preparation and defence, as while it tended 
to reftore to the Government of Fort St. George, with all practicable difpatch, the 
power of repelling any act of aggreffion on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, might ulti- 
mately enable me to demand both a juft indemnification for the expenfe which the 
_Sufleaun’s violation of treaty had occafioned to your Government, and a feafonable 
fecurity againft the confequences of his recent alliance with the enemy. 


41. With this view, while the army was affembling on the Coafts of Coroman- 
deland Malabar, my early attention was directed to ftrengthen and improve the de- 
. fenfive alliance concluded between the Honorable Company, and their Highneffes the 
Nizam and the Pefhwa, under the treaties of Paangul, Poonah, and Seringapatam, 


for the purpofe of eftablifhing a barrier againft the ambition and revenge of m 
Sultaun. 


42. The ftate of this alliance afforded abundant matter of sand anxiety; I 
found both the Pefhwa and the Nizam (whofe refpe&tive power it was the object 
of the treaty of Seringapatam to maintain in fuch a ftate of efficiency as might 
render them ufeful allies in the event of a war with Myfore) reduced to the loweft 
condition of depreffion and weaknefs, the former by the intrufion of Doulat Row - 
Scindie, and the latter by the threatened hoftilities of the fame Chieftain, and by the 
eftablifhment of a numerous and active French fa&ion in the centre of the Decan ; and 
while the internal convulfions of each State had diminifhed the refources of both, 


their co-operating againft Tippoo Sultaun had become impracticable by the progrefs 
of their mutual animofities and diffentions. 


43. In this fcene of general confufion, the power of Tippoo Sultaun alone 
(which it had been the policy of all our alliances and treaties to reduce) had 


remained 
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remained undifturbed and unimpaired, if it had not been augmented and im- 
proved. | 


44 The final refult to the Britifh Government appeared to me to be, firft, 
the entire lofs of the benefit of the treaty of triple alliance againft Tippoo Sultaun, 
by the utter inability of our allies to fulfil their defenfive engagements with the 
Company ; and fecondly, the eftablifhment of a French army of 14,000 men, in 
the dominions of one of our allies, in the vicinity of the territories of our irrecon- 
cileable enemy, and on the confines of the Carnatic and of the Northern Circars. 


45. In this ftate of our political relations, the Company was expofed, without 
the aid of a fingle ally, to the hazard of a conteft with the united force os f Tippoo 
Sultaun and of the French. 


46. My feparate difpatch, under date the 21ft of November, forwarded by the 
Eurydice, will have apprized your Honorable Court of the meafures which I took. 
for the purpofe of reftoring to His Highnefs the Nizam, the power of fulfilling his 
defenfive engagements with the Company. 


47. Atthe fame time my endeavours were employed, with equal affiduity, 
to give vigour and effect to the treaties fubfifting with His Highnefs the Pefhwa. 
The return of Nana Furnaveefs to the adminiftration, afforded, for fome time, a juft 
expectation that our alliance with the Mahrattas would fpeedily be reftored with 
additional vigour and advantage ;. but the increafing diftraétions of the Mahratta 
Empire, unfortunately fruftrated the wife counfels of that experienced and able ftatef- 
man, and difappointed my views at the Court of Poonah; I had however the fatis- 
faction to afcertain, that the difpofition of that Court, under the adminiftration of 
Nana, continued perfectly favourable to the Britifh intere(ts ; and that want of power 
would be the fole caufe of its inaction, in the event of a war with Tippoo Sultaun. - 


48. Towards the commencement of the month of Auguft 1798, I learnt the pre- 
parations making by the French in the Mediterranean. Various circumftances attend- 
ing the equipment of that armament, inclined me to apprehend, that at leaft a part 
of it might be deftined for an expedition to India, although I could not believe that 
the attempt would be made through Egypt. Under thefe impreffions, I took the 
earlieft opportunity of. directing the attention of. Rear Admiral Rainier to the Coaft 
of Malabar, and at the fame time I propofed to ftrengthen His Majetty’ 3 fquadron 
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in thefe feas, according to any arrangement which his Excellency might fuggeft, 
and I iffued orders to the Governments of Fort St. George and Bombay, to attend to 
His Excellency's fuggeftions on this important fubject. 1 am happy to inform your 
Honorable Court, that His Excellency, with the utmoft readinefs, acceded to the 
propofition which I had fuggefted to him, with refpect to the defence of the Coaft 
of Malabar, although his original intention had been to proceed, in the firft inftance, 
to the Straits of Malacca. 


49. Onthe 18th of September I ratified the new fubfidiary treaty with the 
Nizam, of which I have ftated the fubítance in my feparate difpatch of the 21ft of 
November, by the Eurydice. 


go. On the 18th of October, I received the firft authentic information of the 
invafion of Egypt by the French, and of the progrefs of their arms in that country. 


st. It is unneceffary to call the attention of ycur Honorable Court, to the 
evident connection of the invafion of Egypt with the joint defigns of the French 
and of Tippoo Sultaun, againft the Britifh Power in India; and I truft it is now 
equally fuperfluous to enter into any detailed reafoning for the purpofe of fatisfying 
you of the fecurity which, at that period of time, would have refulted to your inter- 
efts in India, if my original intention of anticipating the hoftile projects of Tippoo 
Sultaun could have been carried into immediate effect, according to my anxious 
with. The neceffity, however, of either compelling Tippoo Sultaun to detach him- 
felf from the interefts of France, or of depriving him of the power of co-operating 
with the French, if they fhould be enabled to reach India, now became too evident 
. to admit of any doubt. My opinion had long been decided, that no negotiation 
with Tippoo Sultaun could be fuccefsful, unlefs accompanied by fuch a difpofition 
of our force as fhould alarm him for the fafety of his Capital, and that no military 
operation could effect an adequate or fpeedy reduction of his power, unlefs directed 
immediately to the fiege of that city. : 


52. On the 2oth of October, therefore, I gave peremptory orders to the Go- 
vernment of Fort St. George, for compleating the equipment of their battering train, 
and for advancing it with all practicable difpatch to the moft eligible ftation on the 
frontier of the Carnatic, with a view of proceeding towards Seringapatam at the ear- 
liet poffible period, if fuch a movement into Myfore fhould become neceffary. At 
the fame time, I fignified to the Government of Fort St. George, my intention of 


reinforcing 
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reinforcing their army with 4,000 Volunteers from the native infantry, on the 
eftablifhment of Bengal, who had offered their fervices m the ntmoft alacrity and 
zeal. 
53. To the Government of Bombay I iffued further orders, for the collection, 
not only of their troops, but of the largeft poffible fupplies on the Coaít of Malabar. 


54. Onthe 22d of O&ober (as I have already informed your Honorable Court) 
the difmiffion of the French faction in the Nizam’s rey was happily aceomplifhed 
at Hyderabad. 


| 65$. Onthe 31ft of October, I received the intelligence of the slonou vic- . 


tory gained by His Majefty’s fquadron under the command of Sir Horatio Nelfon ; 
but being ftill uncertain of the fate cf the French army in Egypt, and ignorant 
whether an additional force might not have been intended to co-operate with itin 
India, by the ordinary paflage round the Cape of Good Hope, I did not relax any 
part of the naval or military preparations which had been commenced under my 
orders. The opportunity now appeared favourable for opening a negotiation with 
Tippoo Sultaun. I had already communicated to the Allies, the Nizam and the 
Pefhwa, a circumftantial detail of the conduct of that Prince, and had received 
from both the moft unequivocal affurances of their entire concurrence in my fenti- 
ments and views, as well as of their determination to fupport my juft claims of fatif- 
faction for the infraction of the treaty of Seringapatam. 


56. On the 8th of November, therefore, I addreffed to Tippoo Sultaun the 


Letter, of which a copy (N° 2. A. and B.) accompanies this difpatch. 


57: Your Honorable Court will perceive, that in this Letter I have carefully 
avoided every hoftile expreffion, merely apprizing the Sultaun of my knowledge of 
the nature of his intercourfe with the French Nation, and propofing to him to receive 
Major Doveton on the part of the Allies, for the purpofe of proceeding to an ami- 
cable arrangement of all fubfifting differences. 


58. My expectation was, that the neceffary impreffion of the fuccefs of His 
Majefty’s fleet againft che French in Egypt, the revival of our defenfive alliance with 
the Nizam, the deftruétion of the French influence in the Decan, the declared difpofi- 
tion of the Pefhwa to fulfil his defenfive engagements to the utmoft extent of his 
power, the prefence of His Majefty’s fquadron on the Coat of Malabar reinforced 

| | I . | by 
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. by fuch of the Honorable Company’s fhips, as had been equipped for the purpofe, 


and finally, the progrefs of our military preparations on both Coafts, might have 
induced the Sultaun to accede to my propofals for opening the channels of pacific 
negotiation; and under thefe circumftances I trufted that the terror of the Britifh 
arms might have rendered their actual employment unneceffary. 


£9. With fuch expectations I rcfolved to proceed to Fort St. George, for the 
purpoíe of conducting the expected negotiation with the Sultaun, which I flattered 
myfelf my prefence on the Coaft of Coromandel might enable me to bring to an 
iffue, before the feafon fhould be fo far advanced as to relieve Tippoo Sultaun from 
thofe alarms for the fafety of his Capital, on which I founded my fole hope of 
obtaining any fatisfactory adjuftment with him. 


60. On the roth December, I addreffed the Letter, marked N° 3, to the 
Sultaun informing him of my intention to proceed to Fort St. George, and again 
urging him to receive Major Doveton. On the 25th of December, I embarked on 


- board His Majefty's fhip the Sybille, Captain E. Cooke, and arrived at this Prefi- 


dency on the 31ft of the fame month. 


61. A few days previous to my arrival, the corps of Native Volunteers from 
Bengal had landed in perfect fafety, and in the higheft fpirits ; and foon after a 


` corpsof Artillery arrived from Fort William under the command of Colonel Montague. 


62. The Letter, marked N? 4. was delivered to me on my arrival at Fort St: 
George. | 

63. In this Letter your Honorable Court will obferve the prevarication and 
falfehood which mark the Sultaun's ftatement of his late intercourfe with the French, 
and you will perceive the evafion by which he eludes the moderate and atnicable 
propofition of the Allies for opening a negotiation, 


64. To this letter from the Sultaun, I returned tbe anfwer, dated the 9th of 


. January, and marked N? ç. in which I renewed the propofition of opening a 


hegotiation, and urged the Sultaun not to delay his reply beyond the period of one 
day after my letter fhould reach him, intimating that dangerous confequences might 
refult from a longer delay. 


6s. The advanced period of the feafon abfolutely required that F fhould afcer- 

tain the Sultaun’s views within a fhort time: my propofition contained nothing dero- 
gatory to the honor or dignity of the Sultaun. It was now urged for the third time 
without 
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without variation, and it related fimply and diftin&tly tothe admiffion of an Ambaf. 
fador, for the purpofe of opening a negotiation. To demand an immediate anfwer 
to a propofition of fuch a nature, could not ERE IEIOTE be deemed either offenfive or 
unreafonable. 


66. Subfequently to the difpatch of my letter (N° 5) I received from the 


Sultaun the letter (N? 6.) in reply to my letter (NF 3.) difpatched from Fort - 


William, The Sultaun's filence in his letter (N° 6.) with refpe& to the admiffion 
of Major Doveton, afforded an additional proof of his difpofition to evade the pacific 
advances of the Allies. J 


67. I now employed every effort to advance the military preparations in the 
Carnatic, which had already made a confiderable progrefs during the months of 
November and December. From the moment of my arrival at Fort St. George, all 
the inhabitants of this fettlement, and every officer, civit and military, appeared 
-to be animated by an unanimous determination to difcharge their refpective duties 
with a degree of cheerfulnefs and ardour, correfpondent to the exigency and im- 
portance of the occafion; and I was foon fatisfied that the difpofition, of which 


I lamented the appearance in the months of July and Auguft, had either been fub- — 
dued by the juft exercife of authority, or corrected by reflection, and by the more | 


full difclofure of the views of the enemy. The zeal, alacrity, and public fpirit of 
the bankers and commercial agents at Madras, as well as the moft refpectable of 
your Civil Servants at this Prefidency, enabled me, within a few weeks, to raife a 


large fum of money, by loan, for the public fervice. Previous to my departure ` 


from Bengal, I had remitted 20 lacks of rupees in fpecie for the ufe of this Prefi- 
dency; I now difpatched the Sybille to Calcutta for a further fupply; and the 


extraordinary exertion of his Excellency the Vice Prefident in Council, affifted by | 
the diligence and ability of Mr. Thomas Myers, the Accountant General of Bengal, 


furnifhed me with an additional aid of twenty lacks, within fo fhort a time, that 
the movement of the army was not delayed for an inftant, on account of a deficiency 
of treafure, and Lieut. General Harris was provided with a fufficient fupply of [pecie 
to maintain his army in the field until the month of May. 


68. Tippoo Sultaun, remaining filent for a confiderable time after the receipt 
of my Letter, of the oth of January, I concluded that this obje& muft be to delay 
his anfwer until the feafon fhould be fo. far advanced, as to render the capture of Se. 


ringapatam impracticable during the prefent year. d 
! 69. In

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69. In the meanwhile the advices from Buflorah, Bagdad, Conftantinople, 
and Bombay, were of fo uncertain a nature, as to leave me full in doubt with 
refpect to the condition of the French army in Egypt. The anly fafe conclufion 
which could be drawn from thofe advices being, that the French ftill maintained the 
poffeffion of that country with a large army. 


70. No intelligence had been received from the Red Sea refpeéting the arriva] 
of any of His Majefty's fhips on that ftation, nor had I been able to afcertain with 
any degree of accuracy, what means the French might either have provided, or 
might find on the fpot, to enable them to reach the Sultaun’s dominions. 


71. In addition to thefe circumftances, I knew that while Tippoo Sultaun had 
declined to receive an Ambaffador from the Honorable Company, and had omitted to 
anfwer my late Letters, he had difpatched native Vakeels from Seringapatam, who, 
together with Mr. Dubuc (one of the leaders of the French force raifed-in the Ifle . 
of France, under Mr. Malartic’s proclamation) were on the point of embarking at 
Tranquebar, with an avowed miffion from the Sultaun to the Executive Directory of 
France. 


72. On the 3d of February, I had received no anfwer from the Sultaun to my 
Letter of the 9th of January, although the communication between Seringapatam 
and Fort St. George does not require, at the moft, a longer time than eight, and is 
fometimes effected in four days. 


73. In order therefore to defeat the object of the Sultaun’s filence, and to avail 
myfelf of the actual fuperiority of our force, and of the advantages of the prefent t 
feÆon, before the French could effect any junction with him, I determined to com- : 
mence hoftilities without delay, and to fufpend all negotiation, until the united 
forces of the Company and of their Allies fhould have made fuch an impreffion on. 
the Territories of Myfore, as might give full effect to our juft reprefentations. 


74. With thefe views, on the 3d of February, I directed Lieutenant General 
Harris to enter the territory of Myfore with the army affembled under his command; 
on the fame day I iffued orders to Lieutenant General Stuart to be prepared to co-ope- 
rate from Malabar, and I fignified to Rear Admiral Rainier, and to the feveral Allies - 
of the Company, that I now cónfidered the Britifh Government in India to be at war 
with Tippoo Sultaun. - a 


75. <At 
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75. Atlength, en the 13th February, I received from Tippoo Sultaunthe — 
Letter marked N?'7, informing me, that being frequéntly difpofed ** to make ex-, N? 7. a & b. 
“curfions and hunt,” he was ** accordingly proceeding upon a hunting excurfion,” 
and defiring ** that I would difpatch Major Doveton flightly attended.” | 


| 46. But the feafon for negotiation through the pacific channels, fo often offered 
by me, was now elapfed. After mature deliberation on the grounds already ftated, I 
had directed the advance of the army into the territory of the Sultaun, and I had 
fignified to the Allies my determination to proceed to hoftilities To have delayed the 
advance of the army, would at once have thrown the advantages which I then pof- 
fefled into the hands of Tippoo Sultaun, and have rendered the fiege of his Capital 
impracticable during the prefent feafon. On the other hand an embafly, combined 
with the hoftile irruption of our army into Myfore, would have been liable to the 
imputation of infincerity towards Tippoo Sultaun, and while it bore the appearance 
of indicifion in the eyes of the Allies, would have promoted, and perhaps warranted, 


a fimilar degree of inftability in their councils and operations. |

77. The defign of this tardy, reluctant, and infidious affent to the admiffion 
ef an embafly from the Britifh Government, could be confidered in no other light: 
than that of a new artifice for the purpofe of gaining time, until a change of circum-: 
fances and of feafon might enable the Sultaum to avail himfelf of ‘the affiftance of. 
France. This conclufion was now confirmed by my knowledge of the actual em-. "s 
barkation of Mr. Dubuc and two native Vakeels, on an embaffy from Tippoo to the 
Executive Directory of France; an event which took place at Tranquebar on the 7th, 
February. — . | 


79. I therefore replied to the Letter of Tippoo Sultaun in the terms of the 
enclofure, N? 8; in which I have declared Lieutenant General Harris to be the only. 
perfon now authorized by me to receive and to anfwer whatever communications the N? 8. 
Sultaun may think fit to make, with a view to the reítoration of peace, on fuch con- | 
ditions as appear to thé Allies to be indifpenfably neceffary to their cominon fecurity.' 
This Letter I directed General Harris to forward to the Sultaun on the day on; which 
the army under his command fhould pafs the Frontier, and, at the tame time, I in- 
ftru&ed him to ifue; in the name of the Allies, the accompanying declaration, N° 9.

80. This force, under the General Command of Meer Allum, formed a junction 
with the Britifh Army on the 19th of February ; and it is with the greateft fatisfaction 
that I remark to your Honorable Court, the beneficial effects which the Company has 
already derived from the recent improvement of our alliance with the Court of Hydera- 
bad. The Nizam’s Contingent actually arrived in the vicinity of Chittoor, in a 
ftate of preparation for the field, before General Harris was re to proceed on his 
march from Vellore. | | 


81. I have annexed to this difpatch, N° 10, the laft return of Lieutenant 
General Harris’s army, previous to his paffing the Frontier; an army more completely 
appointed, more amply and liberally fupphed in every department, or more perfect 
in its difcipline, and in the acknowledged experience, ability, and zeal of its Officers, 
never took the field in India. The army on the Coaft of Malabar (of which I alfo 
inclofe a return, No. 11) is in an equally efficient and refpectable condition ; and the 
extraordinary efforts which have been made by Lieutenant General Stuart and Major 
General Hartley, feconded by the cordial attachment and unremitting affiduity of 
the Rajah of Coorga, have collected, within a very fhort period of time, a fupply fo: 
abundant, that I am induced to tranfmit the particulars of ic to your Honorable 


. Court, as a teftimony of the diftinguifhed merits of thofe valuable Officers, and 


of the loyalty and active exertions of that faithful tributary of the Honorable Com-.

$2. A confiderable force, under the command of Lieut. Colonels Read and

From the fitft difclofure of the nature and object of Tippoo Sultaun's 
embafly to the Ifle of France, every principle of juftice and policy demanded from 
your Government in India, that an inftantaneous effort fhould be made to reduce his 
power and refources, -before he could avail himfelf of the advantages of the alliance 
which he had concluded. The defe& of. means is the fole confideration which can 
juftify me, for not having made the effort at the early period when its fuccefs would 
have placed the fecuriy of your poffeffions on a foundation, which the invafion of In- 
dia by a French force could not have impaired. |

86. For without the aid of fome Native Power, it is fcarcely poffible that the 
French fhould ever make any permanent impreffion on your Empire in India; and 
no Native Power (excepting Tippoo Sultaun) is fo infatuated as to be difpofed to af- 
fift or receive a French army. | | | 


87. Fhe progrefs of events fince the date of my orders of the zoth June 1798, 
has not only confirmed the principles of juftice and policy, by which an attack upon 
the Sultaun was at that time demanded, but has manifefted that the defigns of France, 
as well asof the Sultaun, were of a much more extenfive and formidable nature, than 
any which have ever been attempted againft the Britifh Empire in India fince the 
hour of its firft foundation. | | | E = 


." 88. While the magnitude and danger of thefe defigns were gradually difclofed, 
1 had the fatisfa@ion to feel that the means of averting them were augmenting in a 
proportion nearly equal, by the fuccefs of the negotiations at Hyderabad, and by the 
advance of the military preparations which I had ordered throughout your poffeffions. 


89. At the commencement of the month of February, the crifis arrived in 
which I was called upon to form my ultimate decifion'on the important queflion 
at iffue with Tippoo Sultaun, and to determine the final refult of the whole fyítem of

- go. ‘On the one hand, the apparent eftablifhment of the French army in Egypt, 
and the uncertainty of the ftate of our naval power in the Red Sea, rendered the 
. danger ftill urgent from that quarter; while Tippoo Sultaun’s repeated evafions of 
my propofals for negotiation, combined with his embafly to the Executive Directory 
of France, under the condu& of Mr. Dubuc, appeared to preclude all hope of 
detaching the Sultaun from his recent alliance with the enemy. On the other 
hand, I now poffeffed ample means ef fruftrating the moft dangerous effects of char

9t. Your Honorable Court will determine, whether, in this ftate of affairs, 
my orders of the 3d February were premature, and whether I fhould have been 
‘juftified, on the 13th February, in recalling thofe orders, for the purpofe of admitting, 
at that-late period, a negotiation which would have enabled Tippoo Sultaun to defeat 
every object of the armament of the Allies for the prefent feafon, and would have af- 
forded him ample time to reap the full benefit of his conneétion with France, before 
the feafon for befieging his Capital fhould return. 


92. In deciding thefe important queftions, you will neceffarily confider what 
degree of reliance was to be placed on the fincerity of the Sultaun’s difpofition to 
conclude an amicable adjuftment with your Government, at the very moment when 
he had actually difpatched on an embafly to the Executive Directory of France, the 
Commander of the French troops raifed in the Mauritius, and admitted into the 
Sultaun's fervice, for the exprefs purpofe en carrying on a war of agereffion again 
your poffeffions in India. 


93. The admirable condition of your armies on both Coafts, and the unequalled 
perfection of their equipment in every department, added to the extraordinary fpirit 
and animation with which the campaign has been opened, afford every reafon to 
hope, that the iffue of the war will be fpeedy and profperous, and that it muft terminate 
. in a confiderable redu&tion of Tippoo Sultaun's refources and power 


94. The wifdom of your honorable Court will anticipate the extenfive benefit, 
which inuft refük to your interefls, from an event now become effential to the peace 
and fecurity of your poffeffions in India. 


= 95. The policy. of the treaty of Seringapatam, certainly was not to maintain 
Tippoo Sultaun's power in fuch a ftate as fhould leave him a conftant obje& of 
Alarm and .apprehenfion to the Company: that he has been juítly fo confidered for 
fome years paft, cannot be doubted by any perfon acquainted with the Records of any 
of your Governments in India. The prefent is the fecond crifis within the laft three 
years, in which the Governor General has thought it neceffary to affenzble the army

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96. The continuance of Tippoo’s power on its actual fcale, and under fuch 
circumftances, muft have proved to the Company a perpetual fource of folicitude, 
expenfe, and hazard. But the engagements which he has contracted with the French, 
the public proofs which he has given of his eagernefs to receive in Myfore as large 
aforce as they can furnifh, combined with the prodigious magnitude of their pre- 
parations, and the incredible progrefs of their arms, evidently directed to the de- 
ftruétion of the Britifh power in India, form new and prominent features i in our il 
litical fituation in this quarter of the world. i 


97. Admitting the wifdom of that policy which dictated the Dre enun of 
Tippoo Sultaun's power, at the clofe of the lat war with Myfore, the fpirit of our 
prefent councils muft be accommodated to the variation of circumftances, and to 
the actual pofition, character, and views of our enemies. | 


.98. In fuch a conjuncture of affairs, 1 am perfuaded that your Honorable Lost | 
will be of opinion, that no object can be deemed fo urgent,.or fo neceffary to the 
fafety of your poffeffions, as the effectual reduction of the only declared ally of France 
now exifting among the Native Powers of India. — | 


99. If Tippoo Sultaun had been difpofed to content himfelf with the quiet. 
poffeffion of his prefent dominions; if he could have been brought to a fenfe of his 


own peril in forming a conneétion With the French, the reprefentations which I 


To —— 


addreffed to him would have produced an early and falutary impreffion. Whatever 
fpeculative opimons might have been entertained. with refpect to his interefts, views, 
and power, the juftice and moderation of the Britifh Government would never have 
difturbed his tranquillity. But-he refolved to attempt the recovery of his loft do-; 
minions, at the hazard of thofe which he ftill retains, and in the ardour of his 
paffionate purfuit, he overlooked not only the certain deftruction of his own inde- 
pendence, the inevitable confequence even of the moft profperous fuccefs of any 
alliance with France, but alfo the predominant influence of the Englith Eaft-India 
Company; which would dete& his treachery, and turn againft his own Empire the 
ruin which he had meditated againft theirs, | 


100. The fecrecy of his councils, the onde of his refources, his conftant 
and active ftate of equipment for war, added to the facility of his intercourfe with 
the French, through his remaining territories on the Coaft of Malabar, form the moft-

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dangerous circumítances in the actual condition of his power and dominion, and 
conftitute his prihcipal means. of offence.

102. I cannot clofe this letter without repeating to your Honorable Court the 
cordial expreffions of my entire fatisfaétion in the zealous and honorable co-opera- 
tion of Lord Clive, as well as of all the members of this Government. The bene- 
ficial effect of their cheerful and ready concurrence in forwarding all my views, is 
manifeft in the rapid progrefs and perfect completion of the equipments of the army — 
in the field, and furnifhes a ftriking and falutary example of the ineftimable advan- 
tages of unanimity and concord among your fervants in India.

As it is impoffible for us to reduce the number of foldiers of the 107th and 
108th Regiments, and of the regular Guard of Port Fraternité, on account of the 
fuccours which we have furnifhed to our allies the Dutch, we invite the Citizens, 
who may be difpofed to enter as Volunteers, to enroll themfelves in their refpective 
municipalities, and to ferve under the banners of Tippoo. 


This Prince defires alfo to be affifted by the Free Citizens of Colour; we there- 
fore invite all fuch who are willing to ferve under his flag to enroll themfelves. 


We can affure all the Citizens who fhall enroll themfelves, that Tippoo will 
allow them an advantageous rate of pay, the terms of which will be fixed with his 
ambaffadors, who will further engage, in the name of their Sovereign, that all Erench- 
men who fhall enter into his armies, fhall never be detained after they fhall have ex- 
preffed a with to returh to their own country.

From Tippoo Sultaun: Received 24th October, 1798. 


The Talooks of Amecra and Soulia, in which Cauntmunele and Colyorbachee | 
are fituated, have belonged to Couryal (Mangalore) from the year Rejah 1070 Mo- 
hummudee to the end of the year Shadab 1226, a term of 156 years. "Thirty-fix 
years ago, a body of 2000 Coorga Peons were employed in fervice of the State; and 
fome villages in the Talooks above-mentioned, yielding 3423 pagodas, continued 
for a fhort-fime to be affigned for their pay; but fince fix-and-thirty years, that even 
has ceafed. This trivial affair can only be afcribed to the turbulent difpofition of 
interefted men, who by nature are ever fecking opportunities of fowing the feeds of 
diffenfion. Of this I am confident. Your Lordfhip muft be well convinced, the 
perfon who is now in Coorga is not of the pofterity of the Coorga Rajahs, but of a 
different ftock. 


Conftantly gratify me with friendly letters.

Mr. Duncan, the Governor of Bombay, has written to me, that two perfons 
of integrity and ability from among the civil officers (Talookdars) on the Coaft of 
Malabar, have been deputed to inquire into the claims of the above-mentioned 
Talook, and will fhortly arrive. Orders have been iffued from my Sircar alfo, nomi- 
nating Shaikh Shahaubuddien and Meer Mohummud Ally, perfons of integrity and 
honor, to negotiate with the deputies above-mentioned, and afcertain from eee 
and facts the dependency of the above-mentioned Talooks in Couryal.

I have received your letter, informing Hen iere the fubftance of the Letter ` 
received on the 24th October.) |

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It affords me fincere fatisfaétion to learn, that you have nominated two perfons 
of integrity and honor to meet and confer with the deputies appointed, under my 
orders, by Mr. Duncan (the Governor of Bombay) for the purpofe of inveftigating 
the queftion regarding the Talooks of Ameera and Soulia, It is only by means of 
regular enquiry and amicable difcuffion, that fuch queftions can be adjufted among 
independant Powers. My determination in the cafe of Wynaad, was dictated by thofe 


principles of juftice and moderation which always direct the Company's Govern- - 


ment; nor fhall my fcrupulous adherence to the fame principles be lefs manifeft in 
my decifion on your claim to the diftriéts at prefent in queftion ; the poffeffion of 
which fhall not be with-holden from you for an inftant, if, after full inveftigation, I 
fhall be fatisfied with the juftice of your title to them. 


It isa well known truth, that they are always the moft ready to refpect the juft 
rights of others, who are the moft vigilant and refolute to maintain their own. 


I have underftood your fentiments concerning the ** turbulent difpofition of 
« jnterefted men, who by nature are ever feeking opportunities of fowing the feeds of 
* diffenfion." For the happinefs of mankind it is to be lamented, that thefe authorg 


of confufion are too numerous, affiduous, and fuccefsful, in all parts of the world. — 


In no age or country were the baneful and infidious arts of intrigue ever cultivated 
with fuch fuccefs, as they are at prefent by the French Nation. I fincerely with that 
no impreflion had been produced on your difcerning mind by that dangerous People ; 


but my fituation enables me to know that they have reached your prefence, and have | 


endeavoured to pervert the wifdom of your councils, and to inftigate you to war 
againft thofe who bave given you no provocation. 


* It is impoffible that you fhould fuppofe me to be ignorant of the intercourfe 
which fubfifts between you and the French, whom you know to be the inveterate 


enemies of the Company, and to be now engaged in an uajuft war with the Britifh — 


Nation. You cannot imagine me to be indifferent to the tranfaétions which have 
paffed between you and the enemies of my country ; nor does it appear neceffary or 
proper, that I fhould any longer conceal. from you the furprize and concern with 
which I perceived you difpoled to involve yourfelf in all the ruinous confequences 
of a connection, which threatens not only to fubvert the foundations of friendfhip be- 
tween you and the Company, but to introduce into the heart of your kingdom the 
principles of anarchy and confufion, to fhake your own authority, to weaken the 
obedience of your fubjeéts, and to deftroy the religion which you revere, `

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zc - Immediately after my arrival in Bengal, I read your correfpondence with the 
: ' late Governor General Sir John Shore, and with the acting Governor General Sir 
Alured Clarke; and I perceived with great fatisfaCtion, that in all your Letters you 
conftantly profefled a difpofition to ftrengthen the bonds of fincere attachment, and 
the foundations of harmony and concord eftablifhed between you and the Honorable 
Company. I received particular pleafure from reading your laft Letter to Sir John 
Shore, in which you fignified your amicable defire, that he fhould imprefs me with 
a fenfe of the friendíhip and unanimity, fo long fubfifting between the two States. 
Your fubfequent letters to me have abounded with profeffions of the fame friendly 
nature. 


Combining thefe profeffions of amity on your part, with the proofs which the 

Company's Government have given of their fincere difpofition to maintain the rela-

From Tippoo Sultaun: received at Fort St. George 25th December 1 798. 


I have been made happy by the receipt of your Lordfhip’s two friendly Letters, 
the contents of which I clearly comprehend (vide thofe written the 4th and 8th No- 
vember.) The particulars which your Lordfhip has communicated to me, relative to 
the victory obtained by the Englifh Fleet over that of the French near the fhores of 
Egypt, nine.of their fhips having been captured and two burned, on one of which 


-of the latter was their Admiral, have given me more pleafure than can poffibly be 


conveyed by wrjting. Indeed I poffefs the firmeft hope that the Leaders of the 
Englifh and the Company Bahauder, who ever adhere to the paths of fincerity, 
friendfhip, and good faith, and are the well-wifhers of mankind, will at all times be 
fuccefsful and victorious; and that the French, who are of a crooked difpofition, 
faithlefs, and the enemies of mankind, may be ever depreffed and ruined. Your 
‘Lordfhip has written to me with the pen of friendfhip, ** that in no age or country 
‘ were the baneful and infidious arts of intrigue ever cultivated with fuch fuccefs as 
‘€ they are at prefent by the French Nation. Would to God that no impreffion had 
been produced on my mind by that dangerous people; but that your Lordfhip’s 
fituation enables you to know that they have reached my prefence, and have en- 
deavoured to pervert the wifdom of my councils, to inftigate me to war againft 
thofe who have given me no provocation. That ir is impoffible that I fhould fup- 
** pofe your Lordfhip ignorant of the intercourfe which fubfifts between me and the 
** French, who I know to be the inveterate enemies of the Company, and to be 
now engaged in an unjuít war with the Britifh; and that I cannot imagine your 
** Lordfhip indifferent to the tranfaétions which have paffed between me and the - 
** enemies of the Englifh.” | 


In this Sircar (the Gift of God) there is a mercantile tribe, who employ them- 
felves in trading by fea and land. Their agents purchafed a two-mafted veffel, and 
having logded her with rice, departed with a view to trafic. It happened that fhe 
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went to the Mauritius, from whence forty perfons, French, and of a dark colour, of 
whom ten or twelve were artificers, and the reft fervants, paying the hire of the fhip, 
came herein fearch of employment. Such as chofe to take fervice were entertained, 
and the remainder departed beyond the confines of this Sircar (the Gift of God) ; and 
the French, who are full of vice and deceit, have perhaps taken the advantage of the 
departure of the fhip, to put about reports with the view to ruffle the minds of both 
Sircars. 


It is the wifh of my heart, and my conftant endeavour, to obferve and maintain 
the articles of the agreement of peace, and to perpetuate and ftrengthen the bafis of 
friendfhip and union with the Sircar of the Company Bahauder, and with the Sircars 
of the Maha Rajah Saheb, Sure Munt Pefhwa Bahauder, and His Highnefs the Nabob 
Afoph Jah Bahauder. And Fam refident at home, at times taking the air, and at 
others amufing myfelf with hunting at a {pot which is ufed as a pleafure ground. In 
this cafe, the allufion to war in your friendly Letter; and the following paffage, 
namely, * that prudence required that both the Company and their Allies fhould 
** adopt certain meafures of precaution and felf-defence," have Een me the greateft 


furprize. 


It was further written by your friendly pen, that as your Lordfhip is defirous 
of communicating to me, on the behalf of the Company and their Allies, a plan cal- 
culated to promote the mutual fecurity and welfare of all parties; your Lordfhip 
propofes to depute to me for this purpofe Major Doveton, who formerly waited upon 
me, and who will explain to me more fully and particularly the fole means which 
appear to your Lordfhip and the Allies to be effectual for the falutary purpofe of 
, femoving all exifting diftruft and fufpicion, and of eftablifhing peace and good 
underftanding on the moft durable foundations; and that therefore your Lordfhip 
trufts I will let you know, at what time and place it will be convenient to me to receive 
Major Doveton. It has been underftood by the bleffing of the Almighty, at the 
conclufion of the peace, the treaties and engagements entered into. among the four 
Sircars were fo firmly eftablifhed and confirmed as ever to remain fixed and. durable, 
and be an example to the rulers of the age ; ; nor are they, por will they ever be liable 
to interruption. I cannot imagine that means. more effectual than thefe can be 
adopted, for giving ftability to the foundations of friendfhip and harmony, promot; 
ing the fecurity of States, or the welfare and advantage of all parties. 


In the view of thofe who infpect narrowly into the nature of friendfhip, peace 
i and 
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and amity are the firft of all objects, as indeed your Lordfhip has yourfelf written to 
me that the dllied Sircars look to no other obje& than the fecurity and tranquillity of 
their own dominions, and the eafe and comfort of their fubjeéts. Praife be to God, 
that the fum of my views and the wifh of my heart are limited to thefe fame points. 
On fuch grounds then a juft and permanent obfervance of exifting treaties is necef- 
fary; and thefe, under the favour of God, daily acquire new ftrength and im- 
provement, by means of amicable correfpondence. Your Lordfhip is a great Sirdar, 
a firm friend, and the rectifier of all things, and you poffefs an enlightened judg- 
ment. I have the ftrongeit hope that the minds of the wife and intelligent, but 
particularly of the four States, will not be fullied by doubts and jealoufies, but will 
confider me from my heart defirous of harmony and friendfhip.

In purfuance of the intention which I had the honour of communicating to 
you in my Letter of the 1oth December, I embarked at Calcutta on the 2 5th of the 
fame month, and on the 31ft following arrived at this place. 


Previoufly to my departure from Calcutta, I had the honour to receive your 
Highnefs's Letter of the 11th Jamaudy-ooffaunee (20th November.) 


(Recapitulate.) 


My Letter to your Highnefs of the 8th November, will have explained to your 
Highnefs the object of the military preparations which have been advancing in every 
part of the dominions of the Allies, ever fince the beginning of the month ef J uly. 


On 
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On my arrival at Madras, I'had the honor to receive your Letter of the oth pou in 


Rejeb (or 18th of December) in anfwer to my two Letters addreffed to your High- 
nefs on the 4th and 8th of N Peer 


I am happy to find that in this Letter your Highnefs has been pleafed to admit 
* That the Englith Nation and the Honorable Company ever adhere to the paths 
* of fincerity, friendíbip, and good faith; and that they are the well-wifhers of 
* mankind.” This declaration is peculiarly fatisfaétory to me in the prefent mo- 
ment, becaufe I am perfuaded that a Prince of your Highnefs's difcernment would 
not exprefs fuch fentiments without full deliberation ; I therefore accept with plea- 
fure this declaration, as affording not only an unequivocal teftimony, on the pars of 
your Highnefs, to the juftice of that caufe in which the Englifh Nation and the 
Company are engaged, but an unqualified admiffion that you have no ground of 
complaint againft the Englifh Government. 


In anfwer to that part of my Letter of the 8th of November, ta which I la- 
mented the unhappy connection which you have formed with the French Nation, 
your Highnefs is pleafed to mention, “that in the Sircar (the Gift of God) there 
“is a mercantile tribe, who employ themfelves in trading by fea and land: that their 
“ agents purchafed a two-mafted veffel, and having loaded her with rice, departed 
* with the view to traffic: that it happened that fhe went to the Mauritius, from 
* whence forty perfons, French and of a dark colour, of whom ten or twelve were 
** artificers, and the reft fervants, paying the hire of the fhip, came to your country 


"© in fearch of employment: that fuch as chofe to take fervice were entertained, and 


** the remainder departed beyond the confines of that Sircar (the Gift of God) ; and

* of the departure of the fhip, to pun about reports with the view to ruffle the minds 
** of both Sircars.” - o 


Thad no knowledge of the tranfa&ion which your Highnefs has thus deferibed, 
until I had the honour to receive your Highnefs’s Letter. Nor was it to this tranf- 


action I adverted, when I expreffed my concern at the intercourfe which your High- 


nefs had eftablifhed with the French. The facts to which I referred, were of a na- 
ture entirely different from thofe which your Highnefs has related. If the tranfac- 
tion of which Iscomplained had not indifputably proved the exiftence of a connec- 


tion between your Highnefs and, the French, entirely incompatible with your en- . 


cagements to the Honorable Company, and to its Allies, neither the Allies nor I 
would 
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Enclofure in would have reforted to thofe meafures of precaution and defence which have attracted 
DOM your Highnefs's attention. 


I will now fully and explicitly ftate to your Highnefs, the circumftances to 
which I referred in my Letter of the 8th of November, wherein I remonftrated againft 
the tendency of your intercourfe with the French. 


Although I had been, for fome time paft, apprized that your Highnefs had 
engaged with feveral Powers of Afia, in various negotiations of the moft hoftile ten- 
dency towards the interefts of the Company and of its Allies ; and although your con- 
tinued military preparations correfponded with the fpirit of your negotiations; 1 ftill 
hoped that a fenfe of your own intereíts, and a regard to the acknowledged maxims 
of prudence and good faith, would have induced you to relinquifh projects of ag- 
ereffion fo. inconfi(tent with your own profeffions, with your real interefts, and with 
the character of your wiídom and difcretion. But I had fcarcely formed that decifion 
on your Highnefs’s claim to Wynaad (by which I had afforded an unqueftionable 
teftimony of my difpofition to render impartial and ample juítice to your rights, and 
7 to cultivate and improve the relations of amity and peace with your Highnefs) when 
I received from the Ifle of France, an authentic copy of the proclamation, a Perfian 
tranflation of which accompanies this letter. 


In addition to this proclamation, I poffefs full and accurate information of all 
the proceedings of your Hignefs’s Ambaffadors during their refidence in the Ifle of 
France; of the whole of their conduct in exercifing the powers delegated to them by 


your Highnefs; and of your Highnefs’s conduct fince the return of your Am. 
baffadors. 


` 


From the whole evidence in my poffzffion, the following facts are inconteftibly 
proved. 


Your Highnefs diípatched two Ambaffadors from your prefence, who embarked 
at Mangalore for the Ifle of France, and arrived there at the clofe of the month of 
January, 1798: The fhip on which the Ambaffadors were embarked, hoifted your 
Highnefs's colours upon entering the harbour of Port Nord Oueft in the Ifle of France. 
Your Ambaffadors were received publicly and formally by the French Government 
under a falute of cannon, and with every circumftance of diftincien and refpect ; 
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and they were entertained, during their continuance on the Ifland by the French Enclofure in 


Government, at the public expenfe. 


Previoufly to the arrival of your Ambaffadors on the Ifland, no idea or rumour 
exifted there of any aid to be furnithed to your Highnefs by the French; or of any 
profpect of a war between your Highnefs and the Company. But within two days 
after the arrival of your Ambaffadors, the Proclamation, of which I now forward to 
you a tranflation, was fixed up in the moft public places, and circulated through the 
Town of Port Nord Oueft. 


Your Ambaffadors, far from protefting againft the manner or ftyle of the Pro- 


N? VIII. 


clamation, held without referve, 1n the moft public manner, the fame language which .- 


it contains with refpeét to the offenfive war to be commenced by your Highnefs 
againft the Britifh poffefhons in India; and they even fuffered the Proclamation to 
be publicly diftributed at their own houfes. 


In copfequence of thefe circumftances, an univerfal belief prevailed in the Ifland, 
that your Highnefs would make an immediate attack upon the Britifh poffeffions 
in India, | 


Your Ambaffadors were prefent in the Ifland, when the French Government pro- 
ceeded to act under the Proclamation in queftion ; and your Ambaffadors aided and 


affifted the execution of the Proclamation, by making promifes, in the name of your 
Highnefs, for the purpofe of inducing recruits to enlift in your fervice. Your Am- 


baffadors propofed to levy men to any practicable extent, ftating their powers to be 
unlimited with refpe& to the numbers of the forces to be raifed in your Highnefs's 
name, for the purpofe of making war on the Company. 


The Ambaffadors entered into certain ftipulations and engagements, in the

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E ia the exprefs purpofe of affifting in the war to be commenced by your Highnefs againft 


the Englifh in India. 


The Proclamation therefore is proved to have been the act of your Ambaffadors, 


Je originated in their arrival at the Ifle of France ; ic was diftributed by their agents; 


it was avowed in every part by their own public declarations ; and, finally, it was 
executed, according to its tenor, by their períonal affiftance and co-operation. 


On the 7th of March 1798, the Ambaffadors embarked at Port Nord Oueft, 


on board the French frigate La Preneufe, together with the force thus raifed in your 
Highnefs’s name, 


. This French frigate, with your Ambaffadors, and with the troops raifed in the 
enemy’s country for your fervice, arrived at Mangalore about the 26th of April 
1798. Your Highnefs permitted this force to land in your dominions; and far 
from manifefting the leaft fymptom of difapprobation of the conduct of your 
Ambaffadors in any part of this tranfaction, you formally received them, and the 
French Officers and principal perfons who accompanied them, with public marks 
of honor and diftinétion ; and you now entertain in your fervice a large part 


of the force thus raifed, for the purpofe of making ` war upon the Honorable 
Company. 


From thefe feveral facts, the following conclufions refult : 


` Firft, That the Ambaffadors difpatched by your Highnefs to the Ifle of France 
did propofe, and a&ually did conclude, an offenfive alliance with the French, for 
the éxprefs purpofe of commencing a war of aggreffion againft the Company, and 
coafequently againft the Allies, the Pafhwa and the Nizam. 


Secondly, That your Highnefs's Ambaffadors demanded military fuccours from 
the French for the purpofe of profecuting the faid war; and declared that your 


; Highnefs had already completed your hoftile preparations againft the Company: (and 


confequently againft the Allies) ; and that you only waited the arrival of effectual 
aid from the French to break out into open hoftilities. 


Thirdly, Th:t your Highnefs's Ambaffadors levied a military force in the Ife 


of France, under the conditions of the Proclamation, and for the avowed purpofe of 


carrying into effect the offenfive alliance, contraéted in the name of your Highnefs, 
with the enemy of the Company, and of the Allies. 


Fourthly, 
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Fourthly, That your Highnefs approved the conduct of your Ambaffadors, Enclofure in 
fuffered the French force, raifed for the purpofe of making war upon the Company : 


and the Allies, to be landed in your country, and finally admitted the faid force into 
your army. 


Fifthly, That your Highnefs, by thefe feveral perfonal and unequivocal acts, 
has ratified the engagements contained in the Proclamation publifhed in the Ifle of 
. France; and has taken the preliminary fteps for fulfiiling thofe engagements 
according to the tenor of that Proclamation; and that you have thereby precluded 
whatever hope might otherwife have been entertained, that the proceeding of your 
Highnefs’s Ambaffadors were unauthorized by your orders, 


Sixthly, That your Highnefs has for fome time paft been employed in military 
preparations, conformably to the hoftile fpirit of your engagements, contracted with 
the enemy of the Company and of the Allies. 


Seventhly, That your Highnefs was prepared to make an unprovoked attack 
upon the Company’s poffeffions, if you had obtained from the French the ds 
fuccour which you had folicited through your. Ambaffadors. 


Eighthly, That your Highnefs, by thefe feveral acts, Has violated the treaties ~ 
of peace and friendfhip fubfifting between your Highnefs and the Allies. 


Such are the grounds on which I founded my complaint, in my letter of the 
8th of November ; and fuch are the motives which now compel tlie Allies to feek 
relief from that ambiguous and anxious ftate in which they have been placed, 
for fome years paft, by the conduct of your Highnefs. The Allies complain that 
your frequent preparations for war, together with your hoftile negotiations and 
offenfive alliances with the enemy, continually expofe the Allies, during a period 
of fuppofed peace, to all the folicitude and hazard and much of the expenfe 
of war. 


Even under all thefe circumftances of provocation, the Allies entertain the 
moft earneft defire to eftablifh with your Highnefs a real and fubftantial peace, 
accompanied by the intercourfe and good. offices ufual,among friendly and conti- 
guous ftates. We are, therefore, ready to renew and confirm the bonds of amity 
‘ with your Highnefs, on fuch conditions as fhall preclude the continuance of thofe 
jealouües, which muft fubfift fo long as a final and ii adjuftment of all 
caufes of fufpicion fhall be delayed. i | 
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: Enclofure in Your Highnels is pleafed to fay, ** That you cannot imagine how means, more

In this fentiment I entirely concur with your Highnefs ; and if your Highnefs’s 
wifdam had not been perverted, by evil councils, from a due obfervance of your 
engagements with the Allies, no new or more effe&ual means would now be neceffary 
** for giving ftability to the foundations of friendfhip and harmony, or for promot- 
ing the fecurity of the States, and the welfare and advantage of all parties.” But 
a new arrangement is become indifpenfable, in confequence of your Highnefs's new 
engagements with the common enemy of the Allies, and I again entreat your High- 
nefs to meet with cordiality the friendly and moderate advance of the Allies towards 
an amicable fettlement of every ground of jealoufy and danger.

_ I have been much gratified by the agreeable receipt of your Lordfhip's two 
friendly Letters; the firt, brought by a Camelman, the iat by Hircarrahs; and 
underftood their contents. The Letter of the Prince in ftation, like Tumfheid with 
angels as his guards, with troops numerous as the ftars, the Sun illuminating the 
world, the Heaven of empire and dominion, the luminary giving fplendour to the 
Univerfe, the firmament of glory and power, the Sultaun of the fea and the land, the 
King of Room (i. e. the Grand Seignor) be his empire and his power perpetual, ad- 
dreffed to me, which reached you through the Britifh Envoy, and which you tranf- 
mitted, hasarrived. Being frequently difpofed to make excurfions and hunt, I am 
accordingly proceeding upon a hunting excurfion. You will be pleafed to difpatch 
. Major Doveton (about whofe coming your friendly pen has repeatedly written) flightly 
attended.

I had the honour, on the 13th inftant, to receive your Letter, acknowledging 
your receipt of my two Letters of the gth and 16th January, informing me of your 
intention to proceed on a hunting excurfion, and defiring me to difpatch Major 
Doveton unattended to yov. - 


I lament moft fincerely, that the friendly intimation contained in my Letter of 
the oth January, regarding the dangers of delay, produced no effect on your dif- 
cerning mind, and that you deferred your reply to that Letter to fo late a period of -` 
the feafon. Your long filence on this important and prefling occafion, compelled 
me to adopt the refolution of ordering the Britifh forces to advance in concert with 
the armies of the Allied Powers. You are not ignorant that the period of the feafon 
. rendered the advance of the army abfolutely neceffary to the common fecurity of the ' 
Allies. This movement of the army is to be imputed entirely to your repeated re- 
jection of my amicable propofal of fending an Ambaffador to your Prefence. 


Under the prefent circumftances, to fend Major Doveton to you, could not be 
attended with thofe advantages which would have refulted from his miffion at a pro- . 
per feafon. 


The Allies, however, retaining an anxious defire to effe& an adjuftment with . 

you, Lieutenant General Harris, Commander of the Britifh troops, has been em- - 

powered to receive any embafly which you fhall difpatch to him. Lieutenant Ge- 

neral Harris will alfo authorize fuch perfons as he may think proper, to concert, in 
communication with your Ambaffadors, a new treaty of friendfhip with your High- 

nefs, founded on fuch conditions as appear to the Allies to be indifpenfably neceffary ’ 

to the eftablifhment of a fecure and permanent peace.

afforded by each of the Allies. - Whatever differences have arifen with regard to the 

limits of the territory of Myfore, have been amicably adjufted without difficulty, 

and with the moft exact attention to the principles of equity, and to the ftipulations 

+ of treaty. Such has been the folicitude of the Allies for the prefervation of tran- 
quillity, that they have viewed with forbearance, for fome years paft, various em- 

baffies and military preparations on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, of a tendency fo 

evidently hoftile to the interefts of the Allies, as would have juftified them, not only 

in the moft ferious remonftrances, but even in an appeal to Arms. On the part of 

the Britifh Government every endeavour has been employed to conciliate the confi- 

dence of the Sultaun, and to mitigate his vindictive fpirit, by the moft unequivocal. 

6 acknowledgment and confirmation of his juft rights, and by the removal of every 

caufe of jealoufy, which might tend to interrupt the continuance of peace. Thefe 

pacific fentiments have been moft particularly manifefted in the Governor General’s 
recent decifion on Tippoo Sultaun's claim to the diftriét of Wynaad, and in the - 

negotiation opened by his Lordfhip with regard to the diftriéts of Ameera and Sou- 

la.

Far from having attempted to allege even the pretext of a complaint againft 
their conduct, he has conftantly acknowledged their juftice, fincerity, and good 
faith; and ‘has preferred, in the moft cordial terms, his defire to maintain and ` 
ftrengthen the foundations of harmony and concord with them. 


i In the midft of thefe amicable profeffions on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, and 
at the moment when the Britifh Government had iffued orders for the confirmation

The Ambaffadors, in the name of Tippoo Sultaun, demanded military fuccours

When the Ambaffadors returned, in a French fhip of war, from the Ifle of 
France, Tippoo Sultaun fuffered the military force, which they had levied for the 
avowed purpofe of making war upon the Allies, to land in his country; and finally, 
he admitted it into his army: By thefe perfonal aéts raifying and confirming the.

This.military force, however, was not fufficiently powerful to enable him im- 
mediately to attempt his declared .purpofe of. attacking the Company's poffeffions ;

The Britifh Government, the Nizam, and the Pefhwa, had not omitted the 
neceffary precaution of affembling their forces for the joint protection of their refpec- 
tive dominions. The ftri& principles of felf-defence would have juflified the Allies 
at that period of time in making an immediate attack upon the territories of Tippoo 
Sultaun ; but even the happy intelligence of the glorious fuccefs of the Britifh fleet at 
the Mouth of the Nile, did not abate the anxious defire of the Allies to maintain the 
relations of amity and peace with Tippoo Sultaun. "They attempted, by a moderate 
reprefentation, to recall him to a fenfe of his obligations, and of the genuine principles 
of prudence and policy ; and they employed every effort to open the channels of 
negotiation, and to facilitate the means of amicable accommodation.

** upon a hunting excurfion ;" adding ** That the Governor General would be pteafed 
** to difpatch Major Doveton to him, unattended.” 


The Allies will not dwel] on the peculiar phrafes in-this letter; but it muft be 
evident to all the States of India, that the anfwer of the Sultaun has been deferred 
to this late period of the feafon, with no other view than to preclude the Allies, by 
infidious delays, from the benefit of thofe advantages which their combined military 


. operations would enable them to fecure. On thofe advantages alone (under the re- 


cent experience of Tippoo Sultaun's violation of the Treaty of Seringapatam, and 
under the peculiar circumftances of that Prince's offenfive alliance with the French) 
can the Allies now venture to rely for the faithful execution of any treaty of peace 
concluded with Tippoo Sultaun.

of circumftances and of feafon fhall revive his expectations of difturbing the tran- 
quillity of India, by favoring the irruption of a French army. 


The Allies are equally prepared to sepel his violence, and to counteract his | 
artifices and delays. 


The Allies are therefore refolved, to place their army in fuch a pofition as fhalI 
afford adequate protection againft any artifice or infincerity, and fhall preclude the 
return of that danger, which has fo lately menaced their poffeffions. The Allies, 
however, retaining an anxious defire to effect an adjuftment with Tippoo Sultaun, 
Lieutenant General Harris, Commander in Chief of His Majefty's and the Honor- 
able Company's forces on the Coafts of Coromandel and Malabar, is authorized to 
receive any Embafly which Tippoo Sultaun may difpatch to the Head Quarters of 
the Britifh Army, and to concert a treaty on fuch conditions as appear to the Allies 
to be indifpenfably neceffary for the eftablifhment of a fecure and m peace.

Extract of a LETTER from Lord Mornincron to the Secret Com- 
MITTEE; dated Fort St. George, 22d April 1799: 


Since my arrival at this Prefidency, I have addreffed three feparate Letters to 
your Honorable Committee, under date the * 13th January, 13th February, and 
I 5th March 1799; my feparate Letters of the 2oth of March, and of this date, to

. the Court of Directors, and the Letter to your Honorable Committee from the 


Governor General in Council at Fort St. George, of the 7th April, contain a view 
of fuch events as have happened in this quarter fince the date of my laft Letter 
to you. 


To thefe advices I do not feel it neceffary to add any thing at prefent, further 
than my affurance that every circumftance promifes a fpeedy and advantageous iffue to 
the war with Tippoo Sultaun, and that all fuch private intelligence as I have received 
concurs to favor this expectation. 


I have the fatisfaction to inform you, that notwithftanding the export of forty 
lacs of rupees in fpecie to this Prefidency, and the actual commencement of hoftilities 
with Tippoo Sultaun, the difcount upon all the public fecurities in Bengal has ex- 
perienced a confiderable diminution during the courfe of the laft month; and with 
the aid of the fupplies in fpecie which we expect from England, I flatter myfelf 
that I fhall be enabled, within a fhort period of time, to direct an enlargement of 
the commercial Inveftment at all the Prefidencies. I am naturally impatient to 
return to Bengal, but the experience of every hour convinces me more ftrongly that 
the avowed projects of Tippoo Sultaun, combined with his acknowledged means of - 
carrying them into effect, have been among the moft efficient caufes, not only of 


. the decline of public and private credit in Bengal, but alfo of encouragement to 


the diforderly and difaffected clafs of your fubje&s. I am therefore perfuaded, that 
the effeu&al reduction of Tippoo’s means of mifchief is indifpenfabte ro the welfare 
and tranquillity of all your poffefhons. Under this impreffion, I feel it to be my 
duty to remain at this Prefidency as long as my prefence can in any degree contribu:e 
to the energy and vigour of our military operations. 


By the lateft accounts from Conftantinople it appears, that Genera] Buonaparte's 
army ftill confiffs of 17 or 18,000 fighting nien. The Government of Bombay 
have fitted out an expedition againft the Ifland of Perim, according to your orders. 
You will probably learn from them, that I called their attention to the fame object, 
as foon as I learnt the arrival of the French in Egypt. My Letter reached Bombay 
towards the conclufion of the month of October, but my fuggeftion was not executed, 
in confequence of a fuppofed deficiency of water on the Ifland of Perim. 


Upon receiving a fimilar fuggeftion from me, Admiral Rainier forwarded. a con- 
| . ditional 


` 
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ditional order, for the occupation of the Ifland, to Commodore Blankett by the Cen- 
turion. Since the receipt of your orders, however, I underftrnd it has been afcer- 
tained at Bombay, that the Ifland of Perim is not deficient in water.

Extract of a Letrer from the Right Honorable the Governor 
GENERAL in CouwciL to the SECRET CoMMiTTEE; dated Fort St. 
George, the 18th April 1799. 


The Governor General having informed us, that he has communicated, in fepa- 


‘rate difpatches to your Committee, and to the Court of Directors, the general caufes 


which have compelled his Lordfhip to arm for offenfive war againft Tippoo Sulzaun, 
the grounds and principles on which his Lordfhip's repeated applications to Tippoo 
for the admiffion of an Embaffy from the Supreme Government have been founded, 
as well as the general political ftate of India, we think it premature, at this ftage of 
affairs, to enter into any detailed explanation of the ftate of the war, or of the im- 
portant confequences which are likely to follow its termination. 


We are defirous however to take this opportunity of expreffing our entire con- 
currence in the juftice and neceffity of the war in which we are now engaged, being . 
convinced Tippoo Sultaun's repeated evafions of the Governor General's pacific pro- 
pofitions, as well as his attempt to fruftrate the advantages of our military prepa- 
rations by an infidious and tardy acceptance of the negotiation which he had fo 
long declined, left no other means of fecuring your interefts than thofe which the 
Governor General has employed. We are further confirmed in this opinion, by 
reflecting on the poffibility of Tippoo deriving fome of the advantages which he 


expected from his alliance with the French, as we are fill entirely ignorant of the 


condition of the French Army in Egypt, as well as the ftate of our naval defences in 


the Red Sea, no intelligence having yet been obtained of Commodore Blankett’s 
arrival at his deftined ftation. | 


Under thefe circumftances, every principle of felf-defence, and of prudent 
precaution, 
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precaution, required that the Sultaun fhould be deprived of the power of availing 

himfelf of the affiftance of the French, before it would reach his dominions. Im- 
__ preffed with thefe fentiments, we fhall continue to pay the moft vigilant attention 
to this important object ; and we beg leave to affure you of our moft cordial co. 
operation, and our moft zealous fupport, of the meafures which the Governor Gene- 
ral has already adopted, or which his Lordfhip may yet think it advifable to adopt, 
for the attainment of thefe objects. ' 


In refle&ing upon the actual ftate of things, itis impoffible not to advert to the 
perfect fecurity which we poffefs in the Decan, from the vigorous and decifive 
meafures adopted for the fuppreffion of the French Intereft at Hyderabad, and from 
the intimate connection which at prefent fo happily fubfifts between the Company 
and His Highnefs the Nizam; and which has not only relieved us from the 
anxiety infeparable from the former growth and extent of French Influence at that 
Court, but bas enabled us, at the critical juncture of a war with Tippoo Sultaun, 
to bring the whole of the fubfidiary force, with a large portion of the Nizam’s, into 
the Myfore Country. The unremitting exertions which have been made for the 
removal of our pecuniary embarraffments, have enabled us to furmount the difficul- 
ues which appeared to oppofe the progrefs of the army. | 


We have the confequent fatisfaétion of informing you, that the army under 
Lieutenant General Harris, equipped beyond all former comparifon in the great de- 
partments of ordnance, ftores, grain, provifions, bullocks, and fpecie, within eight 
months from the iffue of our firft orders for affembling it, and within one month 
fince it croffed our frontier, has finally taken up its ground for the fiege of Serin- 
gapatam. 


The detailed fucceffes of the Commander in Chief, his able difpofitions and 
movements, the brilliant advantage obtained by the Bombay Army under Lieutenant 
Genefal Stuart over the flower of Tippoo's army, commanded’ by the Sultaun in 
perfon, the extenfive and important affiftance furnifhed by our faithful Ally the 
Rajah of Coorga, and the cordial co-operation of His Excellency Rear Admiral 
Rainier, will be fubjects of more detailed difpatches at a future period ; but we 
have thought it our duty, which we execute with particular fatisfaction, to commu- 
nicate to your Committee the unrivalled pre-eminence of the Britifh Power in India, 
the fecurity which we derive from our fuccefles at Hyderabad and in Myfore,

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againft any prefent or future efforts, either of intrigue or force, on the part of the 
French Republic, and the well-founded expectations which we entertain from the 
ftate of your alliances and the efficiency of your military force, of eftablifhing your 
interefts in India upon a footing of permanent ftability.

Cory of a Lerrer from the Right Honorable the Governor GENERAL 
to the Court of Directors; dated Fort St. George, 2oth April, 1799. 


To’ the Honorable the Court of Directors for the Affairs of the Honorable the 
United Company of Merchants of England trading to the Eaft-Indies. 


Honorable Sirs, | 

1. I now proceeed to fubmit to you a detail of the operations of the armies in 
Myfore. | | 
2. The army of Bombay under the command of Lieutenant General Stuart, 
marched from Cananore on the 21ft of February, arrived at the head of the Pondi- 
cherrum Ghaut on the 25th of the fame month, and took pofl at Seedapoor and 
Sedafere on the 2d of March, forthe protection of the large fupplies which had been 
collected at Verajunder Pett in the diftri& of Coorga. From thefe pofitions, on 
Lieutenant General Harris's approach, Lieutenant General Stuart intended to form 
a junction with the army of Madras. 


3. The army of Madras, under the command of Lieutenant General Harris, 
entered the territory of Myfore on the sth of March, when Lieutenant General 
Harris forwarded to Tippoo Sultaun my Letter (forming N° 8, of the Enclofures 
of my feparate difpatch to your Honorable Court, of the 20th March) and publifhed 
the declaration forming N° 9, of the Enclofures of the fame difpatch. 


4. The operations of the army of Madras commenced by the reduction of 
feveral forts upon the frontier. Some of thefe forts furrendered without any refift- 
ance, and none of them were defended with fpirit, although the Sultaun appears, 

: from 
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fiom the improved eftablifhment on which he had placed their garrifons, to have 
provided as well as he could for a different refult. 


5. The progrefs of the army of Madras, owing to its ample equipments in 
every department, particularly in that of the ordnance, neceffary for the fiege of 
Seringapatam, was unavoidably flow ; its movements, however, were but little im- 
peded by the enemy. Confiderable bodies of horfe hovered about its line of march, 
but without any other effect than that of rendering the communications with the 
Company's territories extremely dificult. Some parties of horfe attacked the Nizam's 
Contingent, and his Highnefs’s Cavalry are reported by General Harris to have 
conducted themfelves with great fpirit, a circumftance which may partly be attributed 


to the improvements recently introduced into the difcipline and eftablifhments of his | 


Highnefs’s Cavalry, at the recommendation of the Britifh Refident, under my 
inftruétions. | 


6. Atthe period when the army of Madras entered Myfore, "Tippoo Sultaun. 


was fuppofed to be encamped in the vicinity of Maddoor, and to be preparing to 
move in the direction of Bangalore, for the purpofe of oppofing the progrefs of the 


army of Madras, in the event of Lieutenant General Harris actually paffing the 


Frontier; but it foon appeared, that although the Sultaun had fo recently affected a 
difpofition to admit an Embaffy from the Britifh Government, he had probably no 
other view than to conceal the defign which he had formed, of ftriking a fudden 


and early blow againft the army of Bombay ; for without allowing me the fame time - 


to anfwer his laft Letter which he had taken for replying to thofe addreffed by 
me to him, and without waiting to hear of the actual commencement of hoftilities 
on the part of the Britifh Government, he came to the refolution of attacking the 
army of Bombay, then aflembled beyond tbe line of his Frontier in the diftrict of 
Coorga, under the Command of Lieutenant General Stuart. 


7. - For this purpofe Tippoo, taking with him the flower of his army, appears 
to have marched from his camp near Cenapatam on the 28th of February, (when 
Lieutenant General Harris was {till within the Company's territories) and moving 
rapidly in the direction of Periapatam, to have arrived there on the morning of the 
sth of March, being the fame day on which Lieutenant General Harris entered My- 
fore on the Eaftern Frontier. j 


T /-— | 9. On 
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8. On the 6th ef March, Tippoo Sultaun paffed his own Frontier and attacked 

a detachmeut of the army of Bombay, under the command of Lieutenant Genera 

Stuart, the total ftrength of whofe entire army did not amount to more than fix 

thoufand fighting men. The attack of the Sultaun's force was fultained by a body 

not exceeding two thoufand men, and the Sultaun's army was finally defeated and 
completely difperfed, before General Stuart could collect the whole of his divided 

force. It is with infinite fatisfaétion that I enclofe, for information of your Honor- 

Mi a able Court, the Paper marked (N? 1,) containing General Stuart’s account of this 

7" brilliant and important action, which took place at Seedafere on the 6th March. 


9. After this figna} defeat, Tippoo retreated precipitarely to his eamp at Pe- 
riapatam, and remained there until the 11th of March, without making any further 
attempt to moleft the army of Bombay. The lofs fuftained by Tippoo’s Army on 
the 6th of March, appears to have amounted to near 2,000 killed, wounded, and 
prifoners (which included feveral officers of- rank, and fome of confiderable diftinc- 
tion): that faftained on the “th, by the army of Bombay, will appear in Lieutenant 
General Stuart’s Letter. 


10. Adverting to the great difproportion of numbers, and to other circum- - 
ftances of difadvantage, I am confident that your Honorable Court will be of opi- 
nion, that the conduct and fuccefs of the army of Bombay on that day has feldom 
been equalled, and never furpaffed in India, — — 


11. Under this impreffion, I take the liberty of recommending to your fa- 
vourable notice, the feveral officers and corps, named by Lieutenant General Stuart 
in his Letter of the 8th of March, and F am anxious to requeft your particular 
attention to the diftinguifhed conduct of Lieutenant General Stuart, and Major 
General Hartley, as well as of Lieutenant Colonel Montrefor, and of Lieutenant 
Colonel Dunlop. Major General Hartley had already received a public teftimony 
of my particular approbation of his extraordinary merit, in collecting ftores and pro- - 
vifions in the diftri of Coorga, previoony to the arrival of General Stuart on the 
Coaft of Malabar, 


12. Tippoo returned from Periapatam to Seringapatam, and arriving at the latter 
place onthe 14th of March, moved from thence immediately to meet Lieutenan, 
* General Harris and the amy of Madras. 


- 


13. Lieutenant 
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rj. Lieutenant General Harris had advanced on the 26th of March to a po. 
. fition between Sultanpet.and MalaveMy, having met with no confiderable impedi- 
ment from the enemy. The enemy made their appearance in force on that day, but 
- without attempting to difturb our army. On the 27th of March, when the army 
reached its ground at Malavelly, Tippoo opened a diftant cannonade upon ir, which 
though at firft difregarded by Lieutenant General Harris, ultimately led to a general. 
engagement, in which the enemy was completely defeated, and driven from every 
Poft which he attempted to maintain. Our lofs on this occafiom was very inconfi- 
derable; only feven rank and file being killed, and a few men (including four 
Officers) wounded, while that of the enemy is PROS to have amounted to near 
feven hundred. 


14. I refer your Honorable Court to Lieutenant General Harris’s Letter of 
the 27th of March, which forms a part of the Enclofure, N° z, for a more particu- 
Jar account of this important victory, requelting alfo your attention to the merits of 
the feveral Officers and Corps diftinguifhed by the notice of. Lieutenant General 
Harris. | 


15. General Harris marched on the 2oth a few miles to the fouthward of Ma- 
lavelly, without the leaft interruption from the enemy; from whence it may be in- 
ferred that Tippoo Sultaun was confiderably difpirited by the defeat which he had: 
fuftained on the preceding day, added. to. the previous fuccefs- pies over him by 
the army of Bombay. 


16. Qn the 29th of March, General Harris happily accompliflied a movement 
which muft have greatly aftonifhed and difcencerted the enemy : inftead of pro- 
ceeding in the direction of Arakerry and Karagat, Lieutenant General Harris fud- 
denly turned towards the river Cavery, where, finding a Ford at fome diftance above 
the jun&ion of the Cavery and Copany, he immediately croffed the Cavery with a 
part of his army, and occupied ftrong pofitions on. both banks of that river, at the 
diftance of about fifteen miles from Seringapatam. ‘This movement was alfo made 
without the leaft oppofition on the part of the enemy, who indeed does not feem to. 
have entertained the moft diftant fufpicion of the Britifh General's defign. 


17. Lord Cornwallis, at a more advanced period of the year, having in vaim 
fought for a practicable Ford to the fouthward of Seringapatam, Tippoo probably: 
concluded that Lieutenant General Harris would have purfued his Lordfhip’s route 

| to. 
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to the Ford of Caniambaddy, northward cf Seringapatam, for the purpofe of effecting 
a junction from thence with the army of Bombay. It is difficult to account 
_otherwife for Tippoo's inaction, while General Harris executed this arduous and im- 
portant movement. 


18. The advantages of the pofition thus acquired. by General Harris muft 
prove confiderable. In addition to the immediate acquifition of cattle and forage, 
it muft facilitate the Junction with the army of Bombay; it muft afford additional 
fecurity to the abundant magazines which have been formed in the Coorga country, 
and favor the fafe approach of our convoys from the fouthern diftricts, and from 
the Barrahmahl, by the País of Caveryporam ; and it promifes to open to our army 
that range of forage fituated to the fouthward of Seringapatam, which Tippoo feems 
to have referved for the confumption of his own army. 


19. Lieutenant General Harris, with his whole army, having croffed the 
Cavery on the 30th of March, halted near the village of Sovelly on the 31ft, On 
the 1ft of April he moved towards Seringapatam, and on the 5th, encamped two 
miles S. W. of that city, having experienced no oppofition from the enemy fince 
the 27th of March. On the morning of the 6th of April, after an engagement in 
which the enemy appears to have made confiderable refiftance, Lieutenant General 
Harris took poffeffion of Sultanpetta, and an adjacent tope, or grove, and about the 
fame time Major General Floyd, with a ftrong detachment, was fent to effect a 
junction with the army of Bombay. On the morning of the 6th April, Lieutenant. 
General Stuart received at Seedapore a note from Lieutenant General Harris, an- 
nouncing the arrival of the latter at Seringapatam, and alfo fignifying that Major 
General Floyd was to be detached from the army of Madras on the 6th April, for 
the purpofe already tared, In confequence of this intelligence, Lieutenant General 
Stuart had determined to march from Sedapore to Sedafere on the 7th April; and it 
is probable that the jun&ion of the army of Bombay, with the detachment under the 
Command of Major General Floyd, was effe&ed on the 8th, in the neighbourhood of 
Periapatam. The laft accounts received by me from General Harris, are dated on 
the 7th inftant, when he ftates chat he had taken up his pofition for the fiege of. 


Seringapatam, 


20. Tippoo Sultaun, on the 7th April, had not nel any anfwer to my 
Letter of the 22d of February, nor had he manifeftéd any difpofition to propofe a 
7 negotiation. 
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negotiation, Lieutenant General Harris is inftructed to propofe preliminary articles 
of peace to the Sultaun, before the Britifh batteries fhall be opened againft Serin- 


gapatam. 

21. While General Harris was advancing towards Seringapatam, Lieutenant 
Colonel Read was employed in reducing the country to the northward of Ryacottah, 
His operations were intended to have embraced a wide range, and he had made 
confiderable progrefs in them, when the more urgent fervice of convoying to the 
army the large fupplies which were colle&ed in the Barrahmahl, made it neceffary 
for him to change the direction of his march. He is now drawing together in the 
vicinity of Caveryporam, the numerous Benjaries and other fupplies intended for 
the army encamped before Seringapatam, which place it is hoped he may be able to. 
reach early in May. | 


22. To the fouthward of the Carnatic and of Myfore, Lieutenant Colonel 
Brown, at the head of a refpectable detachment, began his operation by the reduc- 
tion of Carroor, which furrendered to him without any ferious refiftance on the sth 
April. On the 8th he fent a detachment againft Errode, and marched himfelf on 
the gth to reduce Aravacourchy. He would, however, be obliged to fufpend his 
intended operations in the diftri& of Coimbatore, and to unité his detachment to that 
of Colonel Read, with a view of forming a force fufficiently ftrong to give due pro- 
tection to the large and important fupplies proceeding to Seringapatam. 


23. Aravacourchy, which had been confiderably ftrengthened fince laft war, fur- 
rendered to Lieutenant Colonel Brown on the roth inftant. 


24. 1 have annexed to this Difpatch, for the information of your Honorable 
Court, copies of the feveral Letters and Notes received by me from Lieutenant 
General Harris, from the 6th of March to the 7th April inclufive, and alfo copies 
of the Difpatches which I have received from Lieutenant General Stuart, on the 8th 
March and the 6th of April. |

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I congratulate your Honorable Court on the fuccefsful junction of the detach- 
ment under General Floyd, with the army of Bombay. The fina] junction of the 
whole with the army before Seringapatam, was expected to take place about the 15th 
inftant. It may be fafely affirmed, not to be in thepower of Tippoo even materially 
to retard this junction, which, when effected, muft excite a ferious alarm in the mind 
of the Sultaun for the fafety of his capital, if not of his perfon. | 


Your Honorable Court will perceive, that Lieutenant General Harris, in his 
progrefs to Seringapatam, encountered the fame difficulties which were experienced 
by Lord Cornwallis, from the failure of the cattle provided for the fervice of the 
army, which although amply fufficient in point of number at the commencement 
of the expedition, appears to have rapidly decreafed on the entrance of the army 
into Myfore. ‘Fhe climate and water of that country are reprefented to be extremely 
unfavorable to the cattle of the Carnatic. The delay which arofe from this unavoid- 
able contingency feems to have been confiderable ; but your Honorable Court will no 
doubt view with fatisfaction, the fpirit and firmnefs with which this diffieulty-was met 
by the Commander in Chief, and the zealous exertion of the whole army, by which 
he was enabled to proceed on his march. 


When I clofed my Letter, 1 had not received any detailed relation of the action 
of the 27th March, or any official return of our lofs on that occafion. The difpatch 


fince received. from General Harris fupplies the defect, and at the fame time fhows 


that the Jofs fuftained by the enemy in the battle of Malavelly, was far more con- 
fiderable. than I had fuppofed. The accounts received by General Harris on the 
fubje& of the enemy's lofs, as ftated in his Letter to me of the 5th inftant, are con- 
firmed by the reports of fome Hircarrahs belonging to General Stuart, who were in 
Tippoo’s camp fubfequently to the engagement. 


] have added, for the further information of your Honorable Court, a fketch of 
the pofition of the army before Seringapatam on the sth April (N° 6.), a fketch of 
the attack made by Tippoo Sultaun on part of the army under Lieutenant General 
Stuart on the 6th March (N° 7.), and the order of battle of the army under Lieutc- 
nant General Harris on its entrance into Myfore (N° 8.)

Jungles, to place the army in feveral divifions; but I had a further view in 
Occupying the poft at Seedafere, in order to preferve 2 more ready communication 
With General Harris, as this was the only fpot from whence the fignals eftablifhed 
between the two armies could be obferved. Although I had no reafon to apprehend 


any immediate attack, I thought it advifable to adopt the precaution of encamping 
; the: 
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the Corps at fuch fhort diftances, as would either enable me to move without much 


lofs of time, into the enemy’s Territory, or to fupport, if occafion fhould require it, 
any quarter that might ftand in need of affiftance. 


5. In the courfe of the morning of the sth, an extenfive encampment was 
unexpe€tedly obferved to be forming on this fide the fort of Periapatam. This 
circumftance was difcovered at ten o’clock in the forenoon, as the enemy were 
taking up their ground, by a party of obfervation, on the fummit of the high hill 
of Seedafere, which commands a view of the Myfore almoft to the environs of 
Seringapatam. Before the evening this encampment affumed a very formidable 
appearance, and covered a great extent of ground; we were able to count from 
3 to 400 tents; amóngft the number fome of large dimenfions were diftinguifhed, 
and particularly one of a green colour, that feemed to denote the prefence of the 
Sultaun. Howevet much the probability of this circumftance might be ftrength- 
ened by the refpectable appearance of the encampment, it was contradi&ed by 
the evidence of two Hircarrahs, who had recently arrived from Seringapatam., 
Thefe men generally reported, that Tippoo had marched, with all his forces, on the 
2oth ultimo, to oppofe the progrefs of the Madras army; and that the Benky 
Nabob commanded the only force in the field that remained in the neighbourhood 
of Seringapatam. This force was reprefented to be encamped at Canniambaddy, 
and to confift of 5,000 Piadas, or irregular Infantry, who were faid to be intended 
as a covering party to 7,000 Benjaries, and directed to bring as much provifions 
as they could colleét about Periapatam to the capital. 


6. Inthis ftate of uncertainty I thought it prudent to reinforce Lieutenant 
Colonel Montrefor’s brigade with an additional battalion of fepoys, and waited for 
more correct intelligence, which I expected hourly, to act with the whole of my 
forces, as affairs might render it neceffary. On the morning of the 6th, Major 
General Hartley went forward to reconoitre; and at break of day, from the hill 
of obfervation, the whole of the enemy’s army was difcovered to be in motion; 
but their movements were fo well concealed by the woodinefs of the country, and the 
hazinefs of the atmofphere, that it was impoffible to afcertain their object ; nor, 
in fact, was this difcovered until they had penetrated a confiderable way into the 
Jungle, and commenced an attack upon our Line, which happened between the 
hours of nine and ten. | 5 


^. The 
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7. The enemy pierced through the Jungles with fuch fecrecy and expedition, 
that they attacked the rear and the front of our Line almoft at the fame inftant. This 
difpatch prevented more than three of our corps being engaged, as the fourth, which 
was pofted two miles and a half in the rear, was unable to form a junétion, from the 
enemy having cut in between them and Seedafere. The communication was effectu- 
ally obftructed by a Column, which, according to the reports of our prifoners, con- 
fitted of upwards of 5,000 men under the Command of Baber Jung. 


8. Fortunately, before the enemy had accomplifhed their. purpofe, Major 
General Hartley had time to apprize me of their attack, and remained himfelf to 
give any afliftance that might be neceffary. The beft pofition was affumed for 
repulfing the enemy ; and in this alarming fituation the corps defended themfelves 
with fo much refolution, that the Sultaun's troops were unable to make any impref- 
fion. 'The brigade was on every fide completely furrounded, and had to contend 
againft a vaft difparity of numbers, befides other difcouraging circumftances. 


9. As foon as I received intelligence of the perilous fituation of the right bri- 
gade, I marched to their affiftance, with the two flank Companies of His Majefty's 
75th Regiment, and the whole of the 77th. I arrived about half paft two in fight 
of the divifion of the enemy, who had penetrated into the rear, and poffeffed them- 
felves of the great road leading to Seedafere. The engagement lafted nearly half 
an hour, when, after a {mart fire of mufquetry on both fides, the enemy were com- 
pletely routed, and fled with precipitation through the Jungles, to regain their Co- 
lumn, which ftill continued the attack in front. On arriving at Lieutenant Colonel 
Montrefor’s poft, I found his men exhaufted with fatigue, and their ammunition 
almoft expended. At twenty minutes purt three the enemy retreated in all dirèc- 
tions, 


10. For this decifive, and, I hope your Lordthip will allow, brilliant fuccefs, 
confidering the {mall number of troops who engaged, under very great difadvan- 
tages, probably the flower of Tippoo Sultaun's Army, I feel myfelf peculiarly in- 
debted to the judicious difpofitions for defence made by General Hartley. He 
embraced the opportunity of obferving the motions of the enemy from the hill I 
bave above-mentioned, and was thus enabled to advife Lieutenant Colonel Mon- 
trefor of the beft method for defeating them. I beg leave alfo to inform your 
— that my beft thanks are due to Lieutenant Colonel  Montrelor, for his — 

X , | very 
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.. and to colle& the whole of my force at this place. 
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very active exertions; and to the Officers and Men, including the Artillery of his 
brigade, for their gallant and fteady behaviour throughout the whole of this arduous 
affair. Lieutenant Colonel Dunlop, and the European Divifion under his command, 


are likewife entitled to my particular approbation, for their fpirited conduct, which 
finally routed the enemy. 


ir. Our lofs on this occafion is far lefs than could have reafonably have been ex- 


pected ; and I have the honor to enclofe, for your Lordfhip's information, a return 
of this circun:ftance. 


12. It was impoffible to afcertain the exact lofs fuftained by the enemy, but 
it muft have been heavy, as in the courfe of fo long an action they were often ex- 
pofed in crowds to the fire of grape fhot, and vollies of mufquetry. 


Several men of diftinétion were killed, and fome wounded Officers have heen 
made prifoners. I have the honor to inclofe the information of Mozan Khan, 
Bhufkfhy, and the Commander of a Kutcherry, the prifoner of the greateft rank 


who has fallen wounded into our hands; but concurring reports ftate, that Meer 
Ghofar is amongft the flain. zm 


13. As the arrival of General Harris at Seringapatam, will not happen at fo 
early a period as he firt intended, the immediate poffefhon of the Poft of Seedafere 
was no longer an object of fuch confequence, and to retain it while Tippoo con- 
tinued in force at Periapatam became an affair of ferious difficulty. The fecrecy 
and expedition with which he had planned his late enterprize, and the correct intelli- 
ligence that the Leaders of his Columns appeared to have obtained of the private 
routs through the Coorga Jungles, led to an opinion that be would not remain fatis- 
fied with this abortive attempt, but might endeavour to penetrate by another direc} 
tion to the fouthward, ftill more open than the paffage of Seedafere, where he 
would only be oppofed by Coorgs. This confideration derived a greater weight, as 
if he fucceeded in forcing this entrance it would throw him into our rear, and put 
him in all probability in poffeffion of the great depót of rice collected by the 
Coorga Rajah. Thefe motives have induced me to relinquifh the poft of Seedafere, 
I have accordingly made a 
difpofition, either to defend my pofition againft the Sultaun, if be fhould again 
venture to attack it, or to move in defence of any part of the Coorga Rajah’s Ter- 
ritories that the enemy may threaten, provided it fhall endanger our magazine of 


I provifions ; 
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provifiens ; otherwife I fhall remain on the defenfive, until I receive advice from 
General Harris. 


14. Since the action of the 6th, the enemy have continued in their camp at 
Periapatam, nor have I any intelligence either of the Sultaun's defigns, or of the 
motives that induced him to undertake his prefent enterprize. It is not likely that 
he will remain longer in this neighbourhood than ‘after he receives intelligence of 
General Harris having entered the Myfore. As my communication with General 
Harris is become infecure, I muft take the liberty of requefting your Lordfhip to 
inform him of fuch part of thefe particulars as may appear to you neceflary. -

P. S. By fome prifoners who have been juft now brought in by the Coorga Rajah's 
people, I am infermed that the lofs of the enemy was very great, and that many 
men of che firft diftinétion fell, They mention Seyed or Meer Ghofar, and the Benky 
Nabob, who led the center attack, among the killed. It is added, however, that 
the Saultaun is collecting more forces, and is determined to make a fecond attack,

The wounded prifoner ftates, that his name is Mozan Khan, and that he is 
Bukfhy of the Mudjid or 5th Cutcherry, confifting of about 2,000 men. 


That on the day of the action, the Column with which he attacked was com- 
pofed of three Cutcherries, the Futtah adan Khan Bukfhy, the Suddoor Ghoolam 
Aly Suddor Bukfhy, and Mudjid. The Keer Keeran Meer Haffen led the fuit 
Divifion, and that Baber Jung commanded the whole Column, which might amount 
to about 5,500 men; that the Mudjid Cutcherry, of which he is Bukfhy, occüpied 
the center, and emerged into the road where our two fix pounders were left, and 
attributes the failure of the enterprize to the prematurenefs of the attack in front. 
That Khana Jahan and Ruzza Sahel, the fame.who commanded at Ghazinoor, led 
the attack in front with 3 or 4,000 men. | 


"That he left Pultan with Tippoo's army three days before that of the attack ; 
he varies with regard to the force now with Tippoo, from forty to twenty Cufhoons, 
and twenty to twenty-five thoufand men, and two Cutcherries of horfe, of about feven 
or eight hundred each. 


That there are nine guns attached to each Cutcherry of foot, and that they are 
now at Periapatam. 


That Keer Saheb commanded the column which took the center of the plain, 
attended by the Benky Nabob. | 


That Keer Kummer Ul Deen is at prefent with the army, as well as Tippoo's 
three fons. 


That Seyed, or Keer G. Nofan, by which he was indifcriminately called, rode 
on the day of the action a dark coloured horíe, approaching to black, and wore a 
green turban. 


That Seind Saheb commands the troops to the eaftward of Pultan, and that 
Lally's corps is ftationed a few Cofs on this fide of Bangalore, but that there are no 
Europeans prefent with the Sultaun.

CoMMITTEE of the Court of Directors; dated Fort St. George, 
17th April 1799. 


Gentlemen, Fort St. George, 17th April 1799. | 

Underftanding that the Governor General tranfmits to the Court of Directors, 
by the prefent Difpatch, a full and detailed account of the war in which we are en- 
gaged with Tippoo Sultaun, and of the circumftances and motives which have 
determined his Lordfhip in the choice of the meafures which he has purfued relative 
thereto, I fhould remain fatisfied with what is written in the Letter of this Govern- 
ment, of this day's date, to the Secret Committee, did it not occur to my mind, that 
it may be fatisfactory to you to know more explicitly my fentiments upon the actual 
ftate of our affairs refpeéting the war; and that I fhould not do juftice to the Gover- 
nor General, if I did not exprefs my fenfe of the condu& which has put us in a 
fituation of fuch fair and well-grounded expectations as that in which we are now 
placed. Upon my arrival here, the end of Auguft laft, I entertained the moft ferious 
apprehenfion ef the Sultaun's invading the Carnatic; which had he done, very 
difficult would it have been to have affembled the whole of our arniy, and vain 
would have been the hope of collecting a fufficiency of fupplies and cattle to enable 
us to undertake the fiege of Seringapatam this feafon, and finifh the war in one Cam- 
paign. But the fortune of the Company prevented, and poffibly the complete fuccefs 
of the meafure of annihilating the French party, and encreafing the fubfidiary force 
at Hyderabad, planned with fo much wifdom by the Governor General, and executed 
| with fo much ability by Colonel Roberts, under the direction of the Refident, Captain 


Kirkpatrick, centounded the Sultaun and deterred him from bringiog upon the Car- 
. natic fo fevere a calamity. 


From the time I was acquainted with the, views id intentions of the Governor 
General, it became the object of my conítant folicitude, in conjunction with the 
other Members of this Government, to promote his meafures by the moft zealous 
and cordial co-operation; and we had the gratification, upon his Lordfhip's arrival 
here, the end of laft year, to receive his full and entire approbation of the exertions

that had been made, and of the advanced ftate in which he found our preparations 
for war. Since that period the fame wifdom and energy which had characterized the 
Governor General’s Councils, has guided our exertions, and we have had the fatis- 
faction to know, that the moft formidable and beft equipped Britifh army that ever 
took the field in India, combined with a refpectable force from the Nyzam, entered 
Myfore the 5th of lat Month. Bombay has not been kfs forward in. its exertions ; 
and the two victories, obtained by General Stuart on the 6th March, and by 
General Harris on the 27th, are prefages of future fuccefs, and ferve to evince how 
little Tippoo is able, without French aid, to contend againft the force which is affuil- 
ing him. The effcctual affiftance of the Nyzam, the clofe connection fubfitting 
between that Prince and the Company, and the powerful (late of our armies, 
encourage us to expect a fpeedy and glorious termination to the conteft. The irre- 
concileable hatred of the Sultaun, and the uncertain ftate of the French in Egypt, of 


whom we have no accounts to be depended upon fince Avguít laft, when Buonaparte ~ 
was (till at the head of 17 or 18,000 men, authorize and point out the neceffity of 
continuing the war till we can obtain complete fecurity, and eftablith tlic foundations 


of a durable and undifturbed peace. à 


The expenfes of preparation have, from their extent, been unavoidably great : 
but as we have reafon to expect that, if the war is not entirely finifhed in one Cam- 
paign, the weight of it will, I truft, upon the whole, prove an economical one; and. 
that the acquifitions we may gain, and the fecurity we fhall derive from them, will. 
amply repay the expenfes we fhall have incurred. 


Concurring as I do in the views of the Governor General, bearing teftimony to 


the wifdom and decifion of his councils, and fenfible of the advantages which muft 


ever refult from the perfon who has the controul of the Company’s affairs, and the 
means of drawing forth the refources of the three Prefidencies being as near the fcene 
of action as poffible in a conteft like the prefent, I defire to affure you of my con- 
tinuing to give my utmoft fupport and moft cordial co-operation to meafures which 
bid fair to reflet fo much honor upon Lord Mornington’s Adminiftration, and to 


fecure the moft folid advantages to the Company and the Britifh Empire. In, thefe 


fentiments I am moft heartily joined by the other Members of this Government.

General Harris, announcing the important events of the fall of the City of Seringa- 
patam, the death of Tippoo Sultaun, and the capture of two of his Sons, and of 
many of his principal Officers, on the 4th of May. 


2. Your Honorable Court may be affured, that the moft affiduous endeavours 
of the Governor General in Council will be employed to derive from thefe events 
the ineftimable advantages which they promife to the general profperity of your 
affairs in India, 


3. We have not yet received the details of the action of the 4th of May, but 
we deemed it to be our duty to tranfmit to you, without the delay of a moment, 
the intelligence contained in this Difpatch. We fhall take an early opportunity of 
forwarding, by an overland and fea conveyance, fuch further details as we fhall re-

P On the 4th inftant I had the honour to addrefs to your Lordfhip an bafty 


note, containing, in few words, the fum of our fuccefs, which I have now to report - 
more in detail. 


The fire of our batteries, which began to batter in breach on the 3oth April, 
had on the evening of the 3d inftant fo much deftroyed the walls againft which it 
was directed, that the arrangement was then made for affaulting the place on the 
following day, when the breach was reported parcticable ; the troops intended .to 
be employed were ftationed in the trenches early in the morning of the 4th, that no 
extraordinary movement might lead the enemy to expect the affault, which I had 
determined to make in the heat of the day, as the time beft calculated to enfure 
fuccefs, as their troops would then be leaft prepared to oppofe us. 


Ten flank companies of Europeans, taken from thofe regiments neceffarily 
left to guard our camp and outpofts, followed by the 12th, 33d, 73d, and 74th 
regiments, and three corps of grenadier fepoys, taken from the troops of the three 
Prefidencies, with 200 of His Highnefs the Nizam’s Troops, formed the party for 
. the affault, accompanied by 100 of the Artillery, and the corps of Pioneers, and fup- 
ported in the trenches by the battalion companies of the Regiment de Meuron, and 
four battalions of Madras Sepoys. Colonel Sherbrooke, and Lieutenant Coloriels 
Dunlop, Dalrymple, Gardiner, and Mignan, commanded the feveral flank corps, 
and Major General Baird was entrufted with the direction of this important fervice. 


`. “At one o'clock the troops moved from the trenches, croffed the rocky bed of 
the Cavery, under an extremely heavy fire, paffed the glacis and ditch, and ‘af- 
cended the breaches in the Faufle Braye and rampart of the Fort, furmounting, in 
the moft gallant manner, every obftacle which the difficulty of the paffage, and the 
rtfiftance of the enemy, prefented to oppofe their progrefs. Major General Baird 
had divided bis force for the purpofe of clearing the ramparts to the right and left, 
One divifion was -commanded by Colonel Sherbrooke, the other by' Lieutenant 
z | Colonel 
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Enclofure in Colonel Dunlop: the latter was difabled in the breach; but both corps, although

ftrongly oppofed, were completely fuccefsful. Refiftance continued to be made 
from the palace of Tippoo for fome time after all firing had ceafed from the works : 
Two of his Sons were there, who, on affurance of fafety, furrendered to the troops 
furrounding them; and guards were placed for the protection of the family, moft of 
whom were in the palace. It was, foon after reported that Tippoo Sultaun had 
fallen ; Syed Saheb, Meer Saduc, Syed Gofar, and many other of his Chiefs, were 
alfo lain. Meafures were immediately adopted to ftop the confufion,: at’ firt una- 
voidable in a city ftrongly garrifoned, crowded with. inhabitants, and their property 
ip ruins from the fire of a numerous artillery, and taken by affault. The Princes 
were removed to Camp. | 


, It appeared to Major General Baird fo important to afcertain the fate of the 
Sultaun, that he caufed immediate fearch to be made for his body, which, after 
much difficulty, was found late in the evening in one of the gates, under a heap of 
the flain, and foon after placed in the Palace. The corpfe was the next day recog- 
nized by the Family, and interred with the honours due to his rank in the Maufo- 
leum of his Father. | 


The ftrength of the Fort is fuch, both from its natural pofition and the ftupen- 
dous works by which it is fuprounded, that all the exertions of the brave troops 
who attacked it, in whofe praife it is impoffible to fay too much, were required to 
place it in our hands, Of the merits of the army, I have expreffed my opinion in 
Orders, a copy of which I have the honour to enclofe; and I truft your Lordíhip 
will point out their fervices to the favourable notice of their King and Country. 


{T am forry to add, that on collecting the returns of our lofs, it is found to have 
been much heavier than I had at firít imagined. | 
On the sth inftant, Abdul Khalic, the elder of the Princes, formerly hoftages 


with Lord Cornwallis, furrendered himfelf at our out-pofts, demanding protection ; 
Kerim Saib, the brother of Tippoo, had before fought refuge with Meer Allum 


- Behauder. A Cowl Namah was yefterday 'difpatched to Futteh Hyder, the eldeft 


fon of Tippoo, inviting him to join his brothers; Purneah and Meer Kummer Odeen 
Khan, have alfo been fummoned to Seringapatam; no anfwers have yet been re- 
geived, but I expe& them fhortly, as their families are in the Fort.

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This. moment Ali Reza, formerly one of the Vakeels from Tippoo Sultaun to Enctofure in 
Lord.

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3. The Paper, (a) N° 1. is a letter from Tippoo Sultaun to the Executive Direc- 
tory, and appears to be an attefted copy of that which was difpatched by M. Dubuc, 
with two Native Vakeels, on the 7th of February, 1799. The Letter however is 
dated the 2oth of July 1798, at which time the military preparations in the Carna- 
tic had fcarcely commenced. 


A4. Your Honorable Committee will obferve, that in this Letter Tippoo Sul- 
taun, in the moft diftinét manner, ftates the nature of his late embaffy to the Ifle 
of France to have been the fame which I have defcribed in my minute of the 12th 
of Auguft, and in my Letter to Tippoo Sultaun of 8th November, notwithítanding 
that he had endeavoured to put a different colour on the tranfaction in his letter to 
me of the 18th December 1798, and received at Fort St. George 25th December. 


5. Itisequally remarkable, that he does not attempt to allege againft the 
Britifh Government any ground of complaint fince the conclufion of the laft war. 


6. The object of his offenfive and defenfive alliance with France, appears to have 
been not merely the recovery of his former dominions, but the expulfion of the 
Englifh from all their rich poffeffions in India, and the utter annihilation of their 
power in Afia. 


7- You will further obferve, that he declares it to be his intention to com- 
mence the attack on the firft favourable occafion, and, on the whole, that he pro- 
fefles to make common caufe with France, under the moft folemn proteftations 
of fidelity, and zeal to the Republic. 


8. The Paper, (b) N° 2, isa Note of the demands which Tippoo Sultaun's 
Ambaffadors were authorized by him to make upon the Executive Directory at Paris; 
they correfpond in fubftance with the requifitions announced in M. Malartic’s 
Proclamation at the Mauritius. | 


9. Inthe articles 5 and 6, you will perceive that the Sultaun intended to 
commence ‘his operations in the heart of the Carnatic, in concert with a French 
Army to be landed at Porto Novo; and that he did not propofe to wait the actual 
arrival of the French force, but was refolved to make himfelf mafter of the Coa(t 
of Coromandel as foon as he fhould find it convenient, after having received notice 
of the motions of the French.

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‘to. Th article 7, it appears that the Portuguefe Colonies in this quarter of 

India were to have been divided between Tippoo Sultaun and the French.. All the 

articles of his Paper demand particular attention, as tending to prove, in the moft 

conclufive manner, the entire devotion of this infatuated Prince to his alliance with 

France, This Paper alfo is dated on the 20th of July 1798, both Papers are figned 

in the Sultaun's own hand writing, according to the abbreviated form of fignature 

which he was accuftomed to ufe in all his Letters and other official Documents.

I wait with impatience the arrival of fome Eaft India thips, to have fome news, 
and to learn that your health is perfectly re-eftablifhed, if, as is reported here, it 
has been difordered, 


The opportunities for India are rare. I take advantage of a veffel which is 
going to the Coaft of Malabar, to write to the Prince Tippoo Sultaun, with whom 
I have the honor to correfpond. I beg of you to forward my Letter, afrer having had 
it tranflated into an Eaftern language, chat you may not be under the neceffity of 
communicating it to any perfon. 


I am often afked, why your Prince was not an ally of the Sultaun's? and on 
my reflecting, that the great Nabob, Hyder Ali, his father, had been the friend 
and ally of Ram Rajah, I was aftonifhed, that this friendfhip, deranged by fome 
event, never had been renewed. It is very common in Europe, that one Power, 
after having been at war with its neighbour, -re-becomes its ally and friend. You 
have been at war with the Bagha: I conceive it neceffary that all refentment fhould 
be forgotten, that the old quarrels fhould be extinguifhed, and that it is requifite to 
the two Princes to form a treaty of alliance and friendfhip, in a firm manner, and 
fuitable to their reciprocal interefts. If I was in India, I would prefs you much, 
as well as the Sultaun, believing that my wifhes would be fulfilled. But it is re- 
ferved for you to ‘have the meric of re-uniting thefe two Powers:—You are the 
counfellor and friend of your King; you manage his affairs fo advantageoufly, that 
if you find this alliánce worthy (and I have no doubt of it) he will fuffer you to 
make him the propofition, and the two Princes will eafily underftand each other. 
If my wifhes are fatisfied in this refpect, my joy will be at its height ; becaufe you 
will be reputed our Ally, in becoming that of a Prince, who has been united with

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France along time, I pray Heaven, that your days may glide long and happy, 
and that it will preferve thofe of your King.

` of Babelmandel, having quitted Bombay with that deftination fome time before. 
The laft intelligence of Commodore Blankett, was of the month of January, when 
he was contending with adverfe winds off the Coaft of Africa, a very few degrees to 
the Northward of the Line. Admiral Rainier was at Cananore on the 8th of May; 
jt is a fatisfactory circumftance to reflect, that if the French fhould be able, by any 
accident, to pufh a force to India by fea, after Admiral. Rainier fhall have quitted 
his ftation, they will find no friend to fupport them ; their arrival, under our prefent

‘No particular'comment is required from me, to illuftrate the numerous advan- 
tages which cannot fail to flow from the brilliant and decifive achievement an- 
nounced to your Honorable Court, in the Difpatch of the Governor General in 
Council of this date; but I cannot réfrain from offerring to you my feparate and 
moft cordial congratulations on an event, the glory of which has never been fur- 
paffed (if it has ever been equalled) in the hiftory of the military tranfactions of the 
Britifh Nation in India. | 

I have the honor to enclofe, for the information of your Honorable Court, a 
copy (N° 1.) of a letter addreffed to me by Major Beatfon, one of my Aides de 
Camp, whofe extraordinary abilities and excellent character originally recommended 
him to my notice.

to your intereft, is now deprived of all vigour, if not entirely extinct. When your 
Honorable Court recollects, that thefe advantages have been acquired within four 
months from the date of my arrival at this Prefidency, and within two from the 
period of the army's entrance into Myfore, I truft you will be of opinion, that your 
fervants have not been deficient in alacrity or diligence. | 


When Lieutenant General Harris took the field, I thought it my duty to 
inveft him with the moft éfficient and extenfive powers, which it was poffible for 


me to delegate; and he has carried. with him, to the gates of Seringapatam, the 


full vigour and energy of your Supreme Government. To the judicious exercife of 


= this ample authority, combined with the liberal fupplies which had been provided - 


for the army, may be afcribed, in a great meafure, the unparalleled rapidity and 


promptitude of its operations.

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The dreadful fate of Tippoo Sultaun cannot be contemplated without emotions 
of pain and regret: but 1 truft it will ferve as a falutary leffon to the Native 
Princes of India, and will pror the danger of violating public engagements, and 
javiting foreign invafion, for the profecution of fchemes of ambition and hatred 
againit the Britifh Power, He was interred within his own capital, on the day fol- 
lowing its capture, in the Maufoleum of his Father, with the honours of war paid to 
his remains by the Britifh army. I am perfuaded that your Honorable Court will 
derive peculiar fatisfaction from the intelligence that his Family and Palace fuffered 
no infult or violence, during the heat of the affault, and have fince been protected 
with the utmoftcare, | 


Previous to General Harris's departure from the Carnatic, I appointed a Com-- 
miffion to afit him in all matters relating to political negotiation, and I furnifhed 
‘him with inftructions applicable to every contingency which I eould then forefee, 
The conduct of the Commiffioners under General Harris's orders has hitherto been 
completely fatisfaétory to me ; but the prefent crifis appearing to demand my own 
immediate direction, it is my intention to proceed, without delay, to Ryakottah, and 
from thence, eventually, to Seringapatam, for the purpofe of adjufting the affairs of 
the Kingdom of Myfore, on fuch a foundation as fhall permanently eftablifh the 
tranquillity of your poffeffions in this quarter of India. As it will require fome days 
to make the neceffary preparations for my journey, I have difpatched my Private 
Secretary Mr. Henry Wellefley, and my Military Secretary Lieutenant Colonel 
Kirkpatrick, directly to Seringapatam, with fuch orders as appear immediately re- 
quifite for the guidance of Lieutenant General Harris. In the mean-while, the 
enclofed extract (N° 2.) of a letter from Captain Macauley to pl Military Secretary 
will fatisfy your Honorable Court, that Lieutenant General Harris has procecded 
with the fame difpatch and judgment, in fecuring the advantages of his prefent 
fituation, which he manifefted in obtaining it. |

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.3. Major General Floyd’s detachment, and the army of Bombay, joined the Vide Enclo- 
army before Seringapatam in the afternoon of the 14th of April.

the Cavalry of the Enemy, under the command of Kummeer-o.dien Khan, had at. 
tended them clofely, during their march from Periapatam, but without having been 
able to make the fligheft impreffion upon them. | 


4. The army under Lieutenant General Stuatt refted on the r5th, and on 
the morning of the 16th croffing the Cavery, took up a pofr'ion extending from near 
its northern bank towards the Eedgah, while General Floyd, with the left wing 
and Cavalry, moved to the Delawa Eery (a tank bevond Myfore) to cover a party 
fent out the preceding night to collect cattle and fheep, and to examine the new 
fort of Myfore. The party returned with confiderable fuccefs, the evening of the 
16th ; and on the 17th, General Floyd’s divifion encamped near the army. 


$. The enemy appearing to have occupied a village on the noith fide of the 
river, which was on the line of enfilade of the S. W. fide of the Fort, and employ- 
ing a great number of men in levelling a height intended to be ufed as cover to one 


of our batteries, General Stuart was directed to attack it, on the afternoon of the. 


17th, from his divifion, which was on this occafion reinforced by His Majefty’s 
74th regiment and a Native Battalion from the main army, while his attack was 
affited by the fire of cannon from the pofts in advance. In a very fhort time, the 
enemy was driven from the poft, within goo yards of the weftern angle of thé Fort. 
A favourable opportunity prefented itfelf, at the fame time, for advancing our potts 
on the fouthren fide of the river, in connexion with General Stuart's attack, a 
Nullah, deftined to form a firft parrallel, was feized, after fome conteft, by the 
_ troops on duty. 


6. In the night of the 17th, a battery of fix guns was erééted at the poft 
feized by General Stuart, and fix eighteen-pounders were placed in it on the night of 
the 18th. This battery opened on the morning of the 19th, and fcoured the enemy’s 
ütrenchments in front of our intended attack. 


7. On the fame morning General Floyd marched with the Cavalry, a brigade 
of Native Infantry, and the Nizam's Horié, to meet Colonel Read near Cavery- 


poram. 


.8. Lieutenant Colonel Read had advanced in the meantime to Caveryporam, 
which furrendered to him without refiflance on the 22d April. There he eollected 
his Benjaries, and other fupplies for the army, and leaving them under the protéc- 
tion of the Fort of Caveryporam, proceeded with his detachment to clear the país, 
which proved a moft arduous fervice ; for although he marched from Caveryporam 
on the 23d, he did not reach Maratelly, or the head of the pafs, until the 27th of

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fupplies got through the pafs; and even then a large proportion of the Benjarics, 
and feveral carts, were ftill behind. In the meanwhile General Floyd's detachment 
had reached Cowdehully, a ftation within a few miles of Maratelly. He had been 
clofely followed on ‘his march from Seringapatam, by the enemy’s Cavalry, headed 
by Kummer-o-dien Khan, who however bad not oppofed any ferious refiftance to 
his progrefs, On the 6th of May, the united detachments of General Floyd and 
Colonel Read were reinforced by the fouthern divifion of the army, under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Colonel Brown, and on the 7th the whole, with their convoy, 
moved forward from Hannoor towards Seringapatam. General Floyd expected to 
be haraffed by the enemy's Cavalry in his return to the army ; but in the mean- 


while events had taken place at Seringapatam, which removed this, and every other 
obftacle of an hoftile nature. : 


9. Ontheevening of the 2oth of April, the moft advanced of the enemy's 
intrenchments in front of the intended attack, was carried by our troops, and a 
parallel eftablifhed on the fpot. On the night of the 21ít, a battery for fix guns 
was erected near the ruins of the powder-mill; and as a violent attack was made 
before day on the 22d on all General Stuart’s pofts, four guns and two howitzers 
opened from this battery on the fort the fame morning, with confiderable effect in 
deftroying its defences and reducing its fire. 


10. Onthe night of the 2oth, General Harris received a letter from Tippoo 
Sultaun, expfeffive of a defire to open a negotiation for peace. To this overture 
the General anfwered, at noon, on the 22d (after confulting Meer Allum and the 
Commiffioners appointed by me to affift in matters of political arrangement) by 
tranfmitting a draft of preliminaries, founded on inftructions with which I had fur- 


.nifhed Lieutenant General Harris, but fo modified, with refpect to the fecurity to 


be required, as the change of circumftances, fince the date of thofe inftructions, 
appeared to demand. The terms propofed to the Sultaun are detailed in the enclo- 
fure, N° 7 b. In lieu of forts, which it was now too late in the feafon to receive, 
additional hoftages were required; namely, four Sons of the Sultaun, and four of 
his principal Officers, to be fele&ed by General Harris. Thefe, with the treafure 
ftipulated in the draft of preliminaries, were to be fent, in forty-eight hours, to Camp», 
ctherwife the General referved to himfelf the power of extending his demand, even 
to the poffeffion of Seringapatam. It is here proper to obferve, that the ftock of 
rice, at this time remaining in Camp, was only futhcienc to fubfift the fighting men 
of the army, at balf-allowance, till the fifth of May. An immenfe depot had, 
indeed, been formed in the Coorga country ; but the reduced ftate of the cattle of 
the army rendered it wholly impracticable for the General to avail himfelf of this 
refource. The caufe of fo alarming and unexpected deficiency in the provifions of 
the army, has not yet been fatisfactorily explained, and will require future invefti- 
gation. Every account, public and private, which had reached me previous to 
Lieutenant General Harris's note of the 18th April, had taught me to calculate 


upon a fupply, amply fufficient to fubfift the army for at leaft forty days from the 
5th of April.

A 
renewal of the attack became neceffary on the morning of the 6th, which was com- 
pletely fuccefsful, putting us in poffeffion of a ftrong line of pofts, from very near 
the Bank of the Cavery to Sultanpett, which formed the right of our pofition.

Their arrival is of the utmoft confequence, as 
on meafuring our bags, to afcertain what rice they really contained, they were found 
fo much diminifhed by lofs or fraud, that eighteen days provifion for the fighting 
men, at half-allowance, is all that remains in Camp; our fupplies muft therefore 
atrive before the 6th of May, to fave us from extreme diftrefs. I hope, even before 
that time, the place will be in our poffeffion. Tippoo has fhewn no wifh to nego- 
tiate, The advanced period of the feafon, joined to our want of provifions, renders 
any propofition from us too hazardous. No fecurity, but poffeffion of the Fort, 
could now juftify our delaying’ the operation of the fiege for an inftant. On this

On the 28th ultimo, I had the honor to report to your Lordfhip the ftate of 
the attack on Seringapatam, and the offer of Tippoo Sultaun to negotiate, fince 
which no further communication has been received from him. A breaching battery 
for fix guns, built the night of the 28th, was opened on the morning of the 3oth, 
and in the courfe of the day demolifhed part of the outward wall at the weft angle 
of the Fort, confiderably fhaking the mafonry of the baftion within it. This day 
its fire has continued with increafed effe& ; and an additional battery, conftructed 
laft night, is to open to-morrow, which will, I doubt not, foon complete a practicable 
breach. I have received no advices from General Floyd, or Colonels Read or Brown, 
fince my laft. | | 


(N? 12 and 13.)—— CAPTAIN MacauLay to Lieutenant Colonel 
KIRKPATRICK; dated rít and 2d May, 1799. 


This morning the breaching battery, completed, opened with great effect. To- 
morrow the breach may be practicable: at all events, the affault will not be delayed 
beyond the 4th.

Since the date of my laft of the 16th ultimo, I have received intelligence from 
Seringapatam, that Futteh Hyder, eldeft fon of Tippoo Sultaun, Purneah, the 
Dewan of the Sultaun, and Meer Kummieer-o-deen, had furrendered themfelves to 
Lieutenant Generat Harris, at Seringapatam. The whole of Tippoo Sultaun's Sons, 
thirteen in number, together with all his Sirdars of note, are now at Seringapatam.

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The primary obje&s of General Harris’s attention, after the fall of Seringapatam, 
were to difband the late Sultaun's army, and to obtain poffeffion of the principal 
ftrong holds throughout his dominions.

The meafures neceffary for effecting the firít of thefe objects were accordingly 
taken, through the agency of Purneah. The Sillehdar Horfe, of their own accord, 
returned to their lands: fome difcuffions, however, took place, with regard to the 
difpofal of the Bargeir, or ftable horfes, which were at length terminated, on the 18th 
ultimo, by the affiftance of Purneah. | 


The corps, formerly Lally’s, has furrendered ; and the Europeans compofing : 
it, together with thofe under M. Chapuy, recently arrived from Mauritius, were 
fecured, and have been fent prifoners of war into the Carnatic. i 


Upon the whole, 1 have the fatisfaétion to inform your Honorable Court, that 
the late Sultaun's army is now entirely difbanded. The ftable horfes, elephants, 
and camels, belonging to the Circar, have been delivered up, and many of the former 
have been allotted to complete deficient corps of the Company's cavalry, while others, 
not calculated for that fervice, have been appropriated to the uíe of His Highnefs 
the Nizam. ; 


In the mean-time, the neceffary meafures have been purfued, for taking pof- 
feffion of the remaining parts of the Sultaun’s: dominions. On the 13th, the army 
of Bombay, under the command of Lieutenant General Stuart, marched on its re- 
turn to Malabar, by the way of Coorga, with the intention of detaching troops to 
take poffeffion of the diftrict of Canara. This army arrived at Cananore on the 22d, 
at which period, fortunately, the rains had not commenced in that quarter. 


Circular orders were addreffed by Lieutenant-General Harris to the Comman- 
Gants of the principal fortreffes in Canara, and fupported by fimilar requifitions from 
the Meer 'Suddoor (or General Superintendant of Garrifons) underthe late Sultaun's 
government, requiring the furrender of their refpective forts to the Britifh troops, and 

iving them. general affurances of favour and protection. There is every reafon to 
believe, that the forts will be quietly delivered up; in which cafe, troops will be 
immediately detached by Lieutenant-General Stuart to occupy them. . 


. Similar meafures have been adopted, to obtain the furrender of the forts in other: 
parts of the late Sultaun's dominions; and, as far as our troops have yet proceeded, 
with uniform fuccefs. 


"The villagers have returned to their occupations in moft parts of the country ; 
and the ftrongeft fymptoms have appeared, of a general difpofition to fubmit to the 
orders of the Britifh Government, without oppofition or reluctance, 


1 have great fatisfaction in informing your Honorable Court, that the whole of 
the 
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the late Tippoo Sultaun’s records having been fortunately fecured, they are found 

to contain a feries of Correfpondence between the Sultaun andthe French. Previous 

to the departure of the Sarah Chriftiana, I received fome of thefe documents ; and - 
although incomplete, they appeared to be of fo much importance, that I forwarded 

copies of them to the Secret Committee by that conveyance.

ment upon them cap be neceffary. The circumftances under which they were found, 

as well as the internal evidence which they contain, render their authenticity indif-

The orthography of the French is extremely incorreel in tbe original papers, efpecially in 
thofe dated in the year 1797, which appear to have been written under tbe Sultaun’s dire&lions, 
by a Captain of a French veffe? then refiding at Seringapatam. 


From thofe papers it appears, that Tippoo Sultaun has difpatched three embaffies to the 
Iflecf France, and thence to the Executive Diretlory at Paris, fince the commencement of the 
year 1597. — The firfin April 1797, the fecond in October 1797, and the third in Ful 
1798 ; but the Ambafladors employed did not leave Tranquebar until the qth February 1799. 
The nature and object of thefe feveral embaffies is fully explamed in thefe papers.

Seringapatam, the 2d of April, 1797, the 
Citizens Reprefentatives, sth Year of the French Republic, 

You cannot be ignorant of the friendfhip which my father and myfelf have ever 
entertained for the French. I fought every opportunity of proving it during your 
former Government, and I have done all in my power, fince the commencement of 
your Revolution, to make known to you the fentiments of my heart. From want of 
opportunity and of intercourfe with ptrfons acquainted with your cuftoms and man- 
ners, I have not been able, before this time, to inform you of my intentions. A for: 
tunate chance has fent me Citizen Ripaud (one of your officers) who at my requeft 
has anfwercd all the queftions which I put to him. I confider him to be worthy of 
. my confidence, and from what he has told me, I perceive it is now the moment for 
me to revive the friendfhip which I have always entertained for your nation : I acknow- 
ledge the fublimity of your Conflitution, and as a proof of my fincerity, I propofe to 
your nation and to you a treaty of alliance and fraternity, which íhall be for ever 
indiffoluble, and fhall be founded on republican principles, ef fincerity and good 
fath; to the end that you and your nation, with myfelf and my people, may become 
one family ; that the fame oath may bind us for life or for death; that your enemies may 
be mine, and thofe of my people ; and, that my enemies may be confidered as yours, 
Thus do I wifh henceforth to treat with my Allies. You now fee my difpofition to- 
wards your country. When I fhall receive a proof of yours, I will fulfil my pro» 
mifés ; but Citizens Reprefentatives, I will not fulfil thefe engagements with you, 
until I fee your forces, as well naval as military, actually arrive in India, During 
the lat war (it is with regret that I am obliged to recall to. your memory the difafters 
which my friendfhip for the French Nation has brought upon me) I maintained, 
with zeal and courage, all the pretenfions of the French. The Englifh, the ambi- 
thus Englifh, not having fufficient confidence in their own ftrength and courage to 
attack me fingly, formed an alliance with the Marrattas and the Nizam, and attacked 
me in every quarter. At the very moment when I was on the point of conquering 
them, the French army, under the command of M. de Coffigny, received an order from 
M. de Buffi to abandon me, though I had paid them well, and they were in want of 
nothing ; but what filled me with indignation was, that thofe orders extended to 
M. de Lally, who commanded a body of French in my pay, to withdraw himfelf 
with his party: This I oppofed, and on juft grounds. From that moment, my army 
became difgufted. Reduced fingly to my own refources, and abandoned by my 
Allies, I was compelled to make peace, with the lofs of half of my dominions, and 
three crores and thirty thoufand rupees in fpecie. Behold what have been my loffes 

eprefentatives! What is paft is pat: I have cited thefe truths in order to apprize 
you, that,if I fhould declare war againft your enemies, I will not be deferted, nor 
ll you have the power of making peace without my previous confent, nor without 

7 ` including 
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including myfelf and my people in the treaty. . For.the fecurity of our reciprocal 
friendfhip and good faith, it is neceffary to ftipulate one preliminary condition. It 
is this; that as my people are ignorant of the cuftoms of the French Republicans, 
and as the Republicans are equally unacquainted with the cuftoms of my country, if 
one of the Citizens of either party fhould violate the cuftoms of the other, he ‘hall 
be reprimanded immediately by his own fuperior, without any interruption of the 
good underítanding and harmony, which ought to fubfift between good Allies. I 
infert this claufe, although Citizen Ripaud has affured me, that the obfervance of 
the moft fevere difcipline and of refpect for the laws exifts in the Republican army: 
Mine thall alwavs be condu&ed in the fame manner. I require alfo, that the Com- 
manding Officer fhall always confult me on every meafure which he may undertake - 
for the deftruction of our common enemy, becaufe I am acquainted with the country, 
its cuftoms, and manners. ‘This is a refervation that he cannot confider as offenfive. 
Happy moment! the time is come when I can depofit in the bofom of my friends, the 
hatred which I bear againft thofe oppreffors of the human race. If you will affift me, 
in a fhore time not an Englifhman fhall remain in India; you have the power and the 
means of effecting it by your free negroes. With thefe new Citizens (much dreaded 
by the Englith) joined to your troops of the line, we will purge India of thefe villains. 
The fprings which.I have touched have put all India in motion; my friends are ready 
to fall upon the Englifh ; for every thing here rely on my difcretion. Your enemies, 
as I have apprized you, fhall be mine. Now you are apprized of my defigns, delay 
not to inform me of yours, but make no promifes which you cannot perform. I have 
retained Citizen Ripaud to anfwer your letters, and I will give him a falary worthy 
of the fituation which he holds near my períon. I entreat you not to be offended 
with him, but on the contrary to approve of what he has done, and to quiet his appre- 
henfions of being confidered as a deferter of his country and of his colours, (a lau- 
dable motive which interefts me for his welfare). I requeft you to authorize him to 
remain in his prefent ftation with me for the fervice of his Country, of your Colonies, 
and of myfelf, I detained him; nor did he confent to remain till after much folici- 
tation, being extremely attached to tbe Ifland of Bourbon, to which he belongs.

I beg leave to offer my apolobies to the Ambaffadors of the Padfha: my ill. 
health, has prevented me from paying them a vifit; but I fhould have had nothing 
further to communicate to them, for the information of the Prince, than what I now 
propofe to write, which I defire they will tranfcribe, for the purpofe of tranfmitting 
it to the Padfha Tippoo Sultaun. . 


I affure the Padfha Tippoo Sultaun of my refpect and devotion. I give him 
my word, that I faithfully tranfmitted, at the time when I received them, his pro- 
pofitions and his Letter to the French Government, and I am certain that the whole 
is arrived in duplicate; agreeably alfo to his recommendation, I obferved the greateft 
fecrecy, that he might not be committed with the Englifh, and becaufe the French 
Government itfelf is not in the habit of publifhing the fecrets of its operations. 


The proof that the propofitions of Tippoo Sultaun have been received, is that 
they have remained fecret even in France. Perhaps it is not convenient for France 
to fend an expedition to India, as it muft depend upon the profpect of peace, more 
or lefs diftant, with the Englifh ; but I aflure the Padfha, that he will have no reafon 
to repent of this firft ftep, nor of the confidence he has repofed in me. | 


France; I am certain, will always confider the Padfha as one of its moft faithful 
- Allies: His Vakeel and I have not neglected any of the means in our power, to in- 
form the French Government of the true interelts of the Padfha; interefts which we 

| Oo , i confider 
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confider as neceflarily blended with thofe of the French Nation in India, , I hope 
the time will come, when Tippoo Sultaun will be convinced that I have ferved him, 
on this occafion, with the fame zeal, as when I was near his perfon. 


Peter Monneron is no more: the Padfha was ignorant of his death, and perhaps 
is ftill ignorant of it: He however has not written to him, nor has he written to me, 
although he has fent to this place a copy of the Letters of Peter Monneron: it is 
therefore Tippoo who has publifhed his own fecret, and he cannot hereafter reproach 
us with the confequences, 


I do not write to the Padfha, ase my health, and the gout which I have at this 


moment, would prevent me from doing it in the manner I could wifh, and becaufe , 


he has not thought proper to write to me; and I moreover candidly confefs, that I 
fhould be very forry to have my Letters returned in the manner that Peter Monne- 
ron’s were. All the Letters which I have at various times written to Tippoo Sultaun, 
as well as thofe which he has perfonally written to me, I have conftantly forwarded 
to the French Government ; the Letters have always been, and will continue to re- 
main fecret, becaufe his intereft, and that of the French Nation, require it. 


I muft again repeat my epologies to the Ambaffadors of the Padfha, if my iil 
health fhould prevent me from feeing them before their departure from this Colony ; 
for I fhould have had the ftrongeft defire to become acquainted with them, and to have 
converfed with them, refpe&ing the Padfha. Their acquaintance would have been 
more particularly agreeable to me, as their difcretion, and the good conduct obferved 
by them here, during the courfe of the embaffy with which they were: entrufted by 
the Prince, infpired me with a very great defire to know them. It will always be 
highly creditable to them, to have filled with diftinétion and dignity, the honorable 
poft which they occupied here for the interefts of their mafter, and to have acquired 
the general efteem, and the particular regard of all the Chiefs of this Ifland, by their 
wifdom, their prudence, and difcretion, ia the miffion with which they were charged ; 
in the execution of which they have acquitted themfelves with that good fenfe and 
dignity, becoming the Ambaffadors of a great Prince, from whofe juftice they have 
every reafon to expect a favourable reception.

Great Prince, 


A Frenchman, whofe name is not unknown to you, and who wifhes to be 
ufeful to the generous Ally of his Nation, avails himfelf, with eagernefs, of the op- 
portunity offered by the return of your Ambaffadors, Huffein Ali Khan and Maho- 
med Ibrahim, to recall himfelf to your remembrance. 


I had the honor to write to you from Pondicherry, in the month of September, 
1792, enclofing the manifeft of the cargo of my fhip, the Phoenix, and I informed 
Governor Defrefne, that I propofed going to Mangalore, for the exprefs purpofe of 
landing a quantity of beautiful and excellent grenadier fufees, intended for you.— 
That General obferved to me, that I ran the rifk of being fearched and detained by 
the Englifh; but when he faw that I was firmly refolved to adhere to my project, he 
approved of it, and I departed. ‘This circumftance has afforded me the ineftimable 
advantage of receiving many Perwannahs from you, which I carefully preferve. 


Your Minifter, Afheruff Ali Khan, arrived at Mangalore in the beginning of 
the year 1793. He there received the fufees, and was fatisfied with them: 1 was 
paid only in part; he gave me an order for 14,000 rupees upon Brown of Mahe, who 
gave me a bil] on another perfon, and I have not yet received payment; but it is no 


: longer your Highnefs who is refponfible to me for the amount. 


Being a Reprefentative of the people of the Ifle of France, I had the happinefs of 
being Prefident of the Committee of Public Safety, when your Ambaffadors landed 
in this Colony; and I was the firft to teftify to them the fatisfaction we felt, at 
receiving amongft us the fubjects of an Allied Prince, to whom we are fincerely at- 
tached: But if our happinefs was great for a moment, our grief was profound, to learn 
that you had been deceived by Ripaud, as to our forces on this ifland: the only rein- 
forcement which has been fent to us from France, fince the commencement of the 
war, is one battalion, which we have fent to Batavia, to affift the Dutch, in the pre- 
fervation of that place: this we did in return for the affiftance which we had drawn 
from thence in money, provifions, and naval ftores: For you muft know, Great 
Prince, that our own refources are fufficient for our fupport, and we have fworn to 
bury ourfelves under the ruins of our ifland, rather than fee our enemies the pol- 
{effors of it. ' 


. I often had the pleafure of vifiting your Ambaffadors, and I fucceeded in reliev- 
ing them from the painful fituation into which they were thrown, by the failure 0° 
their miffion, I encouraged them by faying, that you could not defire impoffibihties ; 
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and that having done every thing in their power, their confcience ought to be at eafe : 
you know, Great Prince, what l frankly declare to you, that an agent who has ufed 
every effort, although without fuccefs, has ftill a claim to the gratitude of thofe who 
granted him their confidence, 


If Huffein Ali Khan and Mahomed Ibrahim have not been entirely fuccefsful, 
if your wifhes have not been accomplifhed, it is alone to be attributed to the unfor- 
tunate circumftances of the times; but I {wear by the facred name of honor, that they 
have ufed every effort to execute your orders, and have conducted themfelves like 


fubjeéts truly attached and faithful to their Mafter. 


The conferences were conducted at the Government Houfe, with the Generals, 
and three Reprefentatives of the Colony, in the number of whom I have the advan- 
tage to rank. Your envoys were always defirous that nothing fhould be made public, . 
but what could not poffibly be concealed; and I may venture to aflure you, Great 
. Prince, that we have every reafon to be. fatisfied with the correct and becoming con- 
duct obferved by them, during their refidence here; it was fuch as was to be expected 
from the honor of their character and from your Ambaffadors. They obferved, that 
the allowances fixed for the different ranks were too great; and that the French in 
the Camp of Lally are not fo highly paid; but General Malartic relieves you from 
any embarraffment on that point, by permitting the French to return, fhould you not 
be fatisfied wich what has been concluded: here. | 


The fituation of your envoys was critical ; they found themfelves ina ftate of 
 fufpence, defirous of being ufeful to their Mafter, but at the fame time apprehenfive 
of incurring his difpleafure. To have refufed thefe fuccours, though trifling, would 
have been a confeffion, that you would not facrifice a fmall fum of money; this, I 
think, would have been impolitic, not only with refpect to the prefent, but alfo to 
future times; befides, it is neceflary to make fome diftinétion, in favor of thofe 
who leave their families, and the comforts which they enjoy here, to ferve as Volun- 
teers in a country with which they are totally unacquainted. Nothing lefs than our 
great defire to ferve you, would have induced us to permit thefe Citizens to leave 
the Colony, during war, particularly as fome of them are experienced foldiers, who 
poffefs a knowledge of their profeffion, and therefore are a lofs to us; but there is 
no merit in obligations which coft nothing. 


Permit me, Great Prince, to converfe a moment with you. My love for my 
country, my attachment to its Allies, particularly to the deferving Son of the renowned 
Hyder Alli, and my well-founded hatred of the Englifh, or rather of their Govern- 
ment; all this, I fay, fhould convince you, that 1 fhall fay nothing which is not 
dictated by a regard for your true interefts. | 


What is then the fatality which has hitherto divided the Princes of Afia? 
Nothing is more eafily underftood. Ít is the dark policy of the Englifh, their Ma- 
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chiaveliaa principles, which have fübje&ed fo many nations to their yoke; and ren. 
dered thea the oppreffors of Afia, | | 


There is flill time hcwever to crufh this ambitious nation; but it is neceffary 
that the Court of Poonah—the Soubah of the Decan—the Tartars—the Rajah of 
Travancore— all the Rajahs, Nabobs, and Soubahs ; that all the Chiefs of Afia, in 
fhort, fhould unite to attack, to overthrow, and finaliy to expel thofe haushty Eng- 
lilh; but it is abfolutely neceffary, that the Alliance fhould be founded on good 
faith, and that it fhould be fkilfully formed, in order that the Princes, whofe forces 
are inconfiderable, may not find themfelves overpowered, in confequence of a want of 
concert btween the parties, but when the plan fhall have been properly arranged, and 
when the Englith fhall find themfelves affailed from every quarter of Afia, their deftruc- 
tion muft be inevitable, You have been at war with all the Princes of Afia, you 
mutt now become their friend, and prove to them, by the propofals you make, that 
you are really willing to become fuch. One Prince muft not aggrandize himlelf at 
the expenfe of another; but it is proper that thofe who groan under the bondage of 
the Englifh fhould be emancipated, and that each individual fhould participate in 
their fpoils, in proportion to the aid he fhall furnifh, as wel] as to his local pofition. 
I will repeat, that if the Alliance be made with good faith, if each of the contra&- 
ing parties fhall find his intereft in ir, the engagements will be obferved ; but fhould 
it prove otherwife, fhould any one of the contracting parties be injured, he will 
obferve his engagements no longer, than until fome circumftances or favorable event 
fhall give him an opportunity of infringing them. If fortunately, we fhould receive 
troops from Europe, which we can difpofe of in your favor; if the Commiffion 
with which the naval and military Generals of the Colony have entru(ted Citizens 
Magot and Seguin, the former the commander of the frigate which carries your 
difpatches to the French Government, and the latter Aid de Camp to Major Ge- 
neral Malartic, fent to give greater efficacy to the application which he has made 
for as large a reinforcement as poffible. I fay, if this deputation be fortunate, what 
will not be your advantage in doe prepared beforehand, the means of avenging 
yourfelf, by punifhing thofe who have caufed you to be betrayed by your own fub- 
jects; and of recovering that inheritance, of which you have been in part deprived, 
becaufe the Princes of Afia, who took up arms againft you, were not fenfible, that in 


proportion as the Englifh became powerful, they would furnifh the Powers of the 
Eaft with arms againft each other. | 


The difference of religion has often prevented Alliances, which would have 
proved advantageous to divers Nations; but thefe falfe principles have difappeared, 
philofophy and reafon have filenced prejudice, and the fame State in Europe tolerates 
the Roman Catholic, the Calvinift, and the Lutheran Churches. The man who 
adores the Creator, and offers up vows which are fincere and proceed from the heart, 
is regarded by his God with an eye of benignity and forgivenefs. 


The difpofitions of the Soubah of the Decan are known to you, as are alfo inn 
1 : 
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of the Mahratta and Tartar States. I think I may venture to affure you, that-the 
good Prince, Ram Rajah of Travencore, is tired of the oppreffion of the Englifh. 
Raman Keívin, his prime Minifter, would, I conceive, be well difpofed to act againft 
thefe defpots, had he the means: I know that it was with great reluctance he con- 
fented to fend away Migot de la Combe,- who commanded his troops at Parour, as 
well as the other French Officers who commanded his battalions. The interes of 
this Rajah, if I am not deceived, require, equally with your own, that you fhall 
propofe to him an Alliance, that all refentment (hould ceafe, and that your ancient 
feuds fhould be extinguifhed and forgotten for ever: but above all, Great Prince, 
conduct the negotiation in fuch a manner, that the Englifh may not fufpect it; for 
othe: wife this Prince will be totally crufhed, and the Englifh, in defpoiling him, will 
encreafe their means of acting againft you. Believe me, Great Prince, one of the 
brigkteft days of my life will be that on which I fhall hear that, by re-uniting with 
the Princes of Afia, you have acquired the means of annihilating the power of the 
Eng:ifh in India. 


I know not, Great Prince, whether my franknefs will be pleafing to you, or 
whether you may not confider my obfervations as officious; but of this I am certain, 
that my anxious wifh is, that you may make great conquefts from the Englifh; and 
that by this fuccefs, you may be enabled to render your people and yourfelf happy. 
This is the fincere prayer of a true Frenchman, who is with efteem and refpett,

I received, on the 2oth January laft, (old ftyle) your Letter under date the oth 
October, 
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October, 1797, which announced to me that you had deputed Captain Ripaud, - 
whom you had engaged in your fervice, and two Ambaffadors, to confer with me 
reípecting the ftate of your affairs, and that I might place the greateft confidence in 
whatever they might communicate. Your Ambaffadors afterwards delivered to me 
your memorandum of propofals to the Executive Directory, tending to form an Al- 
liance, offenfive and defenfive, with the French, and by which you offer to entertain, 
at your own expenfe, as long as the war in India fhall laft, the troops they may be 
able to fend you. 


Not thinking myfelf authorized by my powers to conclude this Alliance with 
you, I immediately difpatched two frigates to France, with your propofitions to 
the Executive Directory. I have not the fmalleft doubt, but that they will take 
your propofal into their moft ferious confideration ; and I am perfuaded, that they 
will fend you, as fpeedily as poffible, the fuccours of men which you demand, and 
which you require for the purpofe of attacking your enemies, who are alfo the ene- 
mies of the French Republic. 


In the mean-time, and whilft waiting the arrival of thefe fuccours, I difpatch 
the Preneufe frigate, commanded by Captain L'Hermite, to convey back your. 
Ambafladors and their Suite, with the Officers, Surgeons, and Volunteers, whom I 
have recruited in the two Iflands for your fervice. 


I have annexed to this Letter, 


, Y. The roll of the Officers compofing the Marine Eftablifhment, whom you 
were defirous of having to command your fhips, and to form Seamen for you. 


2. The roll of the land Officers, of the Surgeons, and of the Volunteers. 
Thefe lifts exhibit the refpective ranks of the Officers. 


You will alfo receive with this Letter the monthly pay-tables of the allow- 
ances to be given, independently of the appointments and provifions for each rank, 
and for every perfon who fhall enter your territories. 


It would have been more regular, had a treaty been entered into between your . 
Ambaffadors and myfelf, and figned by both parties, which you might have ratified 
on the return of your Ambaffadors; but I could not perfuade them to undertake to ' 
fign the treaty. They affured me, that you would moft unqueftionably agree to my 


demand, and that the appointments and pay of the troops, as well as the eftablifh- 


ment and provifions, which I had requeíted, would be exactly and regularly paid 
at the end of every month. Should it prove otherwife, I authorife all the Officers, 
Volunteers, and others, to avail themfelves of the return of the frigate, or of any 
other opportunity which may offer, to return to thefe iflands. 


I muft alfo premife, that it is my intention that they fhall, at all times, be at

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liberty to quit your territories; and I therefore requeft you will give orders, that 
they may be furnifhed with the neceffary means, that every affiftance and protection 
. be granted to them, and that they may nor be fuübje&ed to any hindrance or molef- 
tation on the part of your fubjects. | | 


The eftablifhment of the faétory which you are anxious to have in this Ifland, 
in order to facilitate the means of connecting yourfelf more clofely with the French, 
prefenting reciprocal advantages, you are at liberty to eftablith it whenever you may 
think proper. The two Muffulmans and the Frenchman, whom you propofe to fend 
for that purpofe, will eafily find a commodious houfe for their reception. They fhall 
be under the protection of Government, and they fhall enjoy all the privileges ufu- 
ally granted to fuch eftablifhments. © po 


I muft now mention to yop the good conduét of your Ambaffadors, and the 
anxiety they have always fhewn to execute punctually, the commiffion with which 
you had entrufted them; I am happy to render them this juftice, which they on 
every account deferve. (^ 


Immediately on their arrival in this Colony, they delivered all the Letters with 
which they were entrufted, for the Reprefentatives and for the Naval and Military 
Generals. They urged entreaty upon entreaty, and ftrenuoufly folicited the difpatch 
of a confideráble force to their. Prince, according to the tenor of their inftructions, 
founded on the reports which had been made to you. | 


After having, for fome time, hefitated to accept of the inconfiderable affiftance 
in men which was offered to them, your Ambaffadors determined to receive it upon 
the folemn aflurances which I gave them, to difpatch to you not only fuch troops as 
might arrive from France, but alfo thofe from this ifland, who might hereafter 
refolve to proceed to India. | mE | 


Your Ambaffadors having likewife folicited me, with great earneftnefs, to 
cement the Alliance exifting between the French and yourfelf, by a formal oath, 
I informed them, that as this Alliance ftill remained in full force, I thought the ` 
Executive Directory, and the Legiflative Body of the French Republic, had alone a 
right to renew the confirmation. | 


In fhort, I can only give you advantageous teftimonies of their good condu& ; 
they conducted themfelves, 1 can affure you, with the moft perfect honor and pro- 
priety, and all their actions have been well calculated to procure for your interefts. 
the confiderable force which you had directed them to obtain. 


They will tell you, that 1 publifhed a Proclamation, which. has been fent into 
all the Cantons of this Ifland, for the purpofe of raifing Volunteers. |

I thought it neceffary to adopt this laft-mentioned meafure, left the Englifh, 
our common enemy, fhould be apprized of the part which you feem determined to: 
adopt with regard to them, and of the fupply of men which I have fent to you. 


In confequence of the requeft made to me by your Ambaffadors, I fend fix 
cafes, numbered 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, & 6, containing garden-trees, plants of the Ifle of 
France, and drawings of different flowers, with two flafks, each containing a nut- 
meg full blown, an obje& of much curiofity in Natural Hiftory. [ hope you will 
receive them all in good order, the account of thefe articles, under my fignature, 
has been delivered to your Ambafladors. E 


I conclude my Letter by requefting you to place confidence in me, and in every ` 
thing that I thal] write to you. 


Believe not fo readily thofe who deceive you. 


Endeavour, by every means in your power, to point out to the Marattas their 
true interefts, by fatisfying them, that your enemies are in reality theirs. i 


- Write to all the Princes of Hindoftan, and to all the Nabobs of Bengal; tell 
them that your enemies are alfo theirs, and that the time is come to rid yourfelves of 
your common enemy. 2

Of what ufe to you is money? A great reputation is fuperior to every thing. 


Your courage, and the refources of your genius, are known to me; both will 
every where attend the Son of the great Hyder Ally Khan ; you are deftined to fur- 
pafs even his fame. 


Write to me fometimes. Why have you delayed fo long to give me an account 
of youríelf ; you cannot have received falfe reports ? I know, however, that much 
has been faid to you of the Legiflative Body and the Executive Directory of France. 


' The beneficence of the French Republic, its policy, and particularly its defire 
to perpetuate friendfhip with your Government, and to confirm the harmony which 
has ever fubfifted between you and the French, will induce it to fend troops to India.

I fhould felicitate myfelf the more on having been felected for this honorable 
commiffion, did not the approach of the ftormy feafon oblige me to haften my de- 
parture, and deprives me of the honor of. prefenting to you, in perfon, the affurances 
of my refpect and attachment. - | 


I have requefted Affen-Alli-Khan, who is about to approach his Sovereign with 
an account of his embafly, to exprefs to you my zeal for your frevice, and at the fame 
time the lively regret which I feel at being obliged fo foon to depart. 


With as much juftice as pleafure I can affure your Majefty, that your Ambaffa- 
dors, during the fifty days they have been on board my fhip, have rendered them- 
felves confpicuous for all. thé good qualities and virtues required in the ftation with 
which you have invefted them, and that their quitting my fhip, as well as their de- 


parture from the Ifle of France, has been the caufe of regret to thofe friends whom - 


their irreproachable conduét has gained them; nor can I wifh you greater happinefs, 
than to poffefs many fubjects as faithful and as much attached to you as they are.

As I have already had the honor to obferve to you, and as you without doubt 
know, that in 15 or 20 days at the furtheft, your coaft will no longer be fafe, I offer 
my fervices, and confine my requeft to that period ; for when it is paffed, I fhall be 
under the abfolute neceffity of quitting Mangalore, with the regret of no longer 
having it in my power to be ferviceable to you with my Government, and without 
being able to give them any intelligence from you, which could prove advantageous 
to you, as well as to the Generals Malaitic and Sercey, who ‘are anxious to ferve 


you. 


As for the reft, rely on my zeal and good wifhes for your fervice, and accept, 
with the fentiments of my lively refpect and attachment to your interefts, the ardent 
prayers which I addrefs to Heaven for the triumph of your Arms, and the fplendour 
of your Government.

The French Republic, the ancient Ally of your auguft Father, has received your 
embañy to the Ifle of France, in a manner which cannot fail to convince you, that 
the refpedlive interefts of the two Nations will be confidered as one: and we are efpe- 
cially deputed to your Majefty, for the purpofe of renewing and confolidating that 
friendfhip and harmony, which has hitherto reigned between you and the French. 


The near approach of the rainy feafon renders it neceffary that your Majefty 
fhould give orders for our journey to your prefence, with our.baggage, as fpeedily as 
poffible, that we may incur no rifk of delay in our miffion.

The Republic is certainly not ignorant of any of thefe unfortunate circum- 
ftances, nor of the many efforts I made to difpute, inch by inch, the poffeffion of 
that country, which at laft I was obliged to relinquifh to our common Enemy. I 
fhould not have been driven to fuch cruel facrifices, had I been aided by my ancient 
allies the French ; who were deceived by the perfidious machinations of Conway, | 
the Governor General of Pondicherry, who was then plotting with Campbell, the 
Governor of Madras, for the evacuation of the place commanded by the former. 
No doubt, the Republic will now repair the fault of their former Government, by 


driving the Englifh from their rich poffeffions in India. -

_- The men are arrived fafe, but their letters, the articles moft effential, are ftill 
wanting, having been left on the road: I hope, however, to get them in a few days. 
The men were fo much afraid, that they have been four months on their journey ; 
" you may judge of their diligence and punctuality for your fervice; for my own 
part, I believe they muft have tied their legs for three months and a half. — Hircar- 
rahs, which I fent you pn the rith of laft month, have returned with your Majefty’s 
reply, dated the 29th of the fame month; I haften to fend them back, as they are 
faithful men, and I fhould wifh them to be liberally recompenfed. The perfon who 
is to furnifh the money does not appear, nor do I hear any thing of him. I appre- 
hend that there will be much trouble in obtaining payment. I confider it as indif- 
penfably neceffary, that you thould fend me an order to take up immediately all the 
money in the hands of Mercier, and accompany it with a letter of credit on the 
Republic, as requefted by me. The importance of my miffion is fuch, and the réfult 
promifes to be fo advantageous to your Majefty, that I cannot too often repeat, that 
money ought to be confidered as nothing, when matters of fuch confequence are in 
agitation. I muft fet off; but to do this, money is neceffary. In all countries, 
money is the finew of intrigue and of war; if your Majefty does not with to be 

| U u | ruined 
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ruined by the Englifh, and to lofe the affiftance of your good and faithful friends 
the French, fhew me a fufficient mark of your confidence, in fupplying me with 
the means; they will not ftop Soucars an the road with fpecie, efpecially if it be in 
ftar pagodas. Send me a fupply with all expedition, and I will fet off immediately. 
The cloths are not arrived, and I am about to fend perfons in fearch of them. I 
requeft your Majefty will authorize me to take vp a year's advance of pay, according 
to your promife, to enable me to fecure to my family the means of fubfiftence during 
my abfence ; as the fix months for which I received an advance, will expire on tbe 
8th of next month. I have been obliged to expend all I had, and have now nothing 
remaining, the Englifh having taken both my veflel and money; you will find my 
requeft reafonable, when you confider that my family is in a ftrange country, and 
detticute of refources. I again folicit from your Majefty full powers to that effect, 
and that the means may be immediately furnifhed me. As the Hircarrahs affure me 
of their return in thirty days, I can get away in forty. It will be advifable, that 
ou fhould ftation here. with your Vakeel eight Hircarrahs, that you may receive 
intelligence every eight days, which I have the means of arranging. I recommend 
the Vakeel to you, his pay is infufficient, and it is now eight months that the 
Cuchery has given him nothing; he fhould have befides a Palankeen: The Am- 
baffador of fo nobleand generous a Prince as yourfelf, ought not to go on foot like 
aCooly. Are you fatisfied with me? Tell me in a word; you know my attachment 
_to your perfon, and you fhall have fincere proofs of my fidelity. . I beg your Majefty 
to continue your goodnefs and friendíhip to my true friend and colleague, General 
Chapuis: fee him often; the more you know him the more you will be fatisfied 
that he merits your confidence: he is a man of the pureft honor, faithful, and a found 
advifer. . - 


| I have been informed, that your Majefty has written to the Government of 
Madras, and to Lord Mornington. What will be the iffue of their reply ? Be on 
your guard againft them; be ready to defend or to attack. The preparations for 
war continue to be carried on with great rapidity; the Nizam's troops muf by this 
time be on their march; they muft be checked. The Englifh attempted to carry 
off your Vakeel, Sada Chidevaran, but I difcovered the plot, and it has not fuc- 
-ceeded, 


Your Majefty fhould write inftantly to the Government of Tranquebar, by a 
Camel Courier, requefting its immediate protection for your General in Chief Dubuc, 
your Major Fillietaz, the interpreter Debay, and your Vakeel. Lord Mornington, the 
Governor General of Bengal, and General Clarke, are expected on the Coaft at the 
end of this month, for the purpofe of entering upon a negotiation with your Majefty, 
which fhould it not be fuccefstul, will be followed by a Declaration of War; the 
object of which will be, to take away your country, and to dethrone you; fubftitut- 
apg in your place, and that of the Allies of your Crown, a Nabob of their own 
creation ;—your Majefly muft perceive, that nothing lefs than your kingdom is at 
ftake. You muft exert yourfelf, and in particular endeavour to preferve it by nego-

By means of the intrigues carried on by the Englifh in all the Durbars of India, 
it is eafy for them to excite commotions, and they may detach from you perhaps 
all your Allies. Itis very probable, that by divifion and negotiation, in the event 
- of their fucceeding in a new war againft your Majeily, they may accomplifh the 
deftruction of the Mahratta Power, and feize with impunity every thing which may 
have been ceded to them under a new treaty of peace; it is evidently then their 
intereft, to enter into a joint treaty with you, that by the means of a powerful league, 
you may eftablifh a firm fecurity for each other; and in this league each ought to 
co-operate, in defending the acquifitions or ceffions that either may have made at 
the peace concluded at your capital, with the feveral contracting Parties. The 
Englifh threaten you; the Mahrattas ought to fupport you, and not allow you to 
be expofed to deftruCtion; the barrier that feparates you from the former ought .to 
be preferved, fo that nothing may be able ta break or deftroy it. You may place 
a dependence on your Allies while your interefts are the fame; but you will be 
abandoned, if thofe interefts fhould ceafe to be mutual, or more certainly (till, it 
they fhould be abfolutely at variance, or if your Allies fhould begin to fear you. 
Your time is fhort and precious, you muft convince them of your good intentions: 
anticipate the Englifh by your activity, and throw impediments in their way, which 
fhall retard their negotiations at Poonah, or render them ineffectual. Under fuch 
.circumftances, the Mahrattas ought to infift on the faith of treaties; to remind the 
. Englifh of the affiftance they afforded them againft your Majefty ; and to urge the 

gratitude which they have a right to expect They may reconcile the different 
interefts of the parties with the delicate fituation in which they are placed, and avoid 
the reproach of a breach of faith, either in regard to the execution of the treaty of 
peace generally, or any particular article of it, If thefe means of conciliation fail, 
they muft immediately arm and menace the Nation which fhall have infringed the 
treaty; the mere outcry will perhaps put a ftop to all the military and hoftile pro- 
ceedings againft your Majefty; if otherwife, the fword muft be drawn, the fcabbard 
muft be caft away where it may never again be found, and the fortune of war muft 


decide the event. | 


: We have not yet received any interefting news from Europe; the Republic | 
continues victorious over all her enemies, and refufes peace to England. Scindia 
has already taken Delhi, and I think he muft have completed the conqueft of Agra. 
Your Majefty will do well to difpatch couriers to inform him immediately of the

Seringapatam, the 2d January, 1799. 


The Hircarrahs, who were the bearers of your Letter of the 16th ultimo, 
arrived on the 30th, They have been paid, as a prefent, ten rupees. ^ You muft 
make every exertion to depart with all poffible expedition, for it is urgently necef- 
fary. The cloths which you mention as not being arrived, have been brought back 
without orders. I have caufed them to be returned again without delay; but fhould 
‘they not arrive immediately, let not this prevent your departure. The letter of 
credit for France, which you defire, is in the packet. I hope that you will find the 
perfon who ought to pay you the money: we confider him as entirely to be depended 
upon; but if he fhould fail, you will endeavour, by means of your letter of credit, 
to arrange matters, and depart as foon as poffible. You need not doubt that you 
poilefs my entire confidence, and that I confider you as one of my very good friends. 
We have fettled together every thing which you have to do. It is ufelefs, and even 
dangerous, to write again; becaufe letters may be loft, and what I am mott anxious 
about, is, that you fhould depart as quickly as poffible. Your difpatches have already 
been once intercepted, and have furnifhed information of your deftination, which 
is much to be regretted. If you fhould write again, mention no names; we fhall 
always underítanu each other: I have always written to you in that manner. 


You afk me to fend money from heace: how can this be done, when letters 
pafs with fo much difficulty ? E authorize you to take up, by means of the letter 
of«credit upon Europe, whatever you may require for yourfelf, as well as for other 
purpofes. After the departure of this difpatch, I will fend the neceffary perfons to 
‘carry on the correfpondence. I rely folely on Providence expecting that I D be

alleging that he has facrificed the greater part of his property, to prove his attach- 
ment to the French, and to fupport the French, and their name if India; that his 
party is called the F 'rench, and that he has always borne the French colours. 


He is known to you, excellent Prince, and ftill better to France.— He has made 


war,—on whom ?-—on you, the Ally of my Nation: it is thus, that he would prove -` 


to you his fincerity. He has erected the ancient ftandard of France: this was only to 
difengage you from the French, who acted under your orders—he is in the fervice of 
a Prince, who is both your enemy and ours, and has formed an unworthy alliance 
with the Englifh, with whom he is in conftant habits of intercourfe. But, my Prince, 
in dealing with traitors, we muft make ufe of their own arms, You ‘muft not let 
him perceive that you have unmafked him.—If you will permit me to write to him, 
I will manage matters in fuch a manner as to draw him over, and induce him to 
enter entirely into your wifhes. In politics, we fhould avail ourfelves of the arms of 
| thofe whofe hands we fhould be glad to fee cut off, and put it out of the power of our 
enemy to hurt us, either by word or deed. .

fubtle as he is, I will outwit him, and you fhall be fatisfied. 


` With refpeét to the men who are in irons, had they deferved death, be per- 
fuaded that they fhould have received no mercy: I do not love either cowards or 
traitors, and you may reít affured that your Camp fhall be ordered with all the 
dignity and refpc& which is due to you. I do not command it, but I am a Repub- 
lican, and I will make them know that you do not pay them either for their debauchery 
or their vices, and that they muft earn the money which you give them; that every 
where, and at all times, they muft be ready to maintain your precious name and 
glory. They begin to liften to me. I will render them worthy of this honor, and 
this is no trifling attempt, after their late diforderly behaviour. An order from you 
to Citizen Dompars, conceived in the terms of the writing enclofed, would have the 
beit effect. Your will fha!l be complied with; on Monday afternoon I will take 
out, with your permiffion, the citizen gunners to your place of exercife, that they 
may fire at the mark. I make them practile daily firing at the mark. But as it is 
the cuftom among the Republicans to attach a fmall piece of artillery to each Com- 
pany of Infantry, for the purpofe of manœuvering, and to favor attacks or retreats, 
or the fkirmifhes of Cavalry, Í requeft of you merely to lend me one of your fralleft 
field pieces; thefe pieces, in time of action, are drawn with traces.

Not a fingle Mamaluke oppreffor 
remains in the country, ‘and the iahabitants, without dread or fear, employ them- 
. felves in weaving, cultivating the ground, and in other trades, as formerly ; and by 
the bleffing of God, this will be daily encreafing, and the duties on merchandize 
and the taxes will be leflened. The duties on merchandize are now the fame as they 
were prior to their being raifed by the Mamalukes ; the merchants have every affift- 
ance granted them, and the road between Suez and Cairo is open and fafe ; therefore 
do you affure the merchants of your country, that they may bring their goods to 

Suez, and fell them, without dread or apprehenfion, and may purchafe in exchange 
` for them fuch articles as they may with.

To the Honorable Court of Directors for the Affairs of the United Company of 
Merchants of England, trading to the Eaft-Indies, 


. Honorable Sirs, | 
1. The rapid fucceffion of active meafures in which I have been engaged, has 


not admitted of my recording, in a connected fhape, for the information of your - 


Honorable Court, the feveral opinions which I have entertained, at different periods 
of time fince the month of June 1798, relative to the terms of an adjuftment with 
the late Tippoo Sultaun. The knowledge of my progreffive fentiments on this im- 
portant fubje& may appear neceflary to your Honorable Court, in forming your 
judgment of the meafures which I have purfued; it is therefore my intention, in 
this Letter, to review my original plan for a fettlement with Tippoo Sultaun, and 
the variations which it has undergone, according to the change of circumftances and of 
the general afpect of affairs, fince the firft difclofure of the nature of the embaffy dif- 
patched by the Sultaun to the French Government. | B | 


2. In my Letter of the 20th March 1799, I have declared to your Honorable 
Court, that as foon as I had afcertained the views of Tippoo Sultaun to be fuch as 
they are reprefented in the Proclamation of Monf. Malartic of the goth January 
1798, I determined to make an immediate effort for the reduction of that Prince’s 
refources and power; but the defect of the requifite means bad precluded the pof-

Extract from the Right Honorable the Governor GENERAL's MINUTE 
in the SECRET DEPARTMENT, dated the 12th of Auguft, 1798. 


The firt regular authentication of the Proclamation, which I received, was 
contained jn the Letter from Lord Macartney of 28th March, and in that from Sit 
Hugh Chriftian of the fame date, received on the 18th of June. It could now no 
longer be doubted, that the Proclamation actually had been iffued by the Governor 
General of the Ifle of France. Whatever may have been the motives of Monfieur 
Malartic in this tranfaction, the object of Tippoo Sultaun was always plain and clear, 
although fortunately for our interefts, his fuccefs has not yet been anfwerable to 
the extent of his defign. Of the object of that defign, I foon poflefled ample proof, 
arifing from the beft evidence which the nature ot the cafe could admit. In the 
firft place, it appeared by the general tenor of the letters from the. Cape, as well as 
by every public account which had been given of the tranfaétion, to be an undif- 
puted fact, that Tippoo difpatched two Ambaffadors to the Ifle of France, and pe

- porting to declare the object of the Em 
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the Proclamation in queftion was publifhed fubfequent to their arrival, and during 
their refidence in that ifland. Thefe facts would perhaps have been fufficient, with- 
out further inquiry, to warrant a ftrong prefumption, that this proclamation, pur- 

baily, muft have been framed with the : 
confent and knowledge of the Ambaffadors of Tippoo, then on the fpot, and muft 
have correfponded with their inftructions from their Sovereign, whofe orders they 
would fcarcely have ventured to exceed in a matter of fuch ferious confequence as 
the conclufion of an alliance offenfive and defenfive with the French.

Tippoo difpatched. two Ambafladors who embarked at Mangalore for the Ifte 
of France, and atrived there at the clofe of the month of January, 1798. They 
hoifted Tippoo’s colours upon entering the harbour of Port Nord. Oueít, were re- 
ceived publicly and formally by the French Government, with every circumftance 
of diftin&ion and refpeét, and were entertained, during their continuance on the 
lüand, at the public expence, Previoufly to their arrival, no idea or rumour exifted 
in the Ifland of any aid to be furnifhed to Tippoo by the French, or of any pro- 
fpe& of a war between him and the Company. The fecond day after the arrival - 
of the Ambaffadors, an advertifement* was publifhed of the fame purport as the 
Proclamation, and immediately afterwards, the Proclamation was fixed up in the 
moft public places, and circulated through the town. ‘Fhe Ambaffadors (far fronr 
protefting againft the niatter or ftyle of the Proclamation) held without referve, - 
in the mof * public manner, the fame language which it contains with refpe& to the

‘Suffered the Proclamation to be publicly diftributed at the place of their refidence, 
In confequence of thefe circumftances, an univerfal belief prevailed in the Ifland, 
that Tippoo would make an immediate attack upon the Britifh pofieffions in India, 
which opinion had gained fo much force, that the perfons who gave this evidence, 
and all thofe who arrived at that period in India from the Ifle of France, expected. 
to find us at war with Tippoo. The Ambaffadors were prefent in the Ifland, when.

3d. 6 That he only waited for the fuccour of France to declare war againft the 
** Englifh, and that it was his ardent defire to expel the Engtifh from [ndia.” ` 


. Upon the ground of thefe fa&s, the Proclamation recommends a general levy 
of men for the fervice of Tippoo, and it concludes by afluring ** all che c 
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icizens . 
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“who fhalt enli(t; that Tippoo. will give them an advantageous rate of pay and Vide Page 39 | 


«allowances, which. will be fixed by his Ambafiadors, who will alfo engage, in the 


V game of their Sovereign, thas the Frenchmen who fhall have enlifled in his army, `` 


* fhall never be detained there, after they fhall have expreffed a delire of returning to 
* their native country.” | HE 


The avowed purpofe of this proclamation is to acquaint the inhabitants of the 
Ifand with the propofition made by Tippoo Sultaun, through his Ambaffadors, où 
the fpot. It enumerates thofe prepofitions with a particularity of detail, which could 
never have been hazarded in the prefence of the Ambaffadors, if the facts ftated had 
not been correctly true, or if the propofitions enumerated bad varied in fubftance 
from thofe communicated by the Ambaffadors, under the order of their Sovereign; 


But the laft paragraph of the Proclemation, connected with the conduct of the Am- ` 


-baffadors, as already defcribed, eftablifhes, in the clearet manner, their participation 
in the whole tranfaétion. That paragraph contains a direct reference to the power 
of the Ambaffadors, and engages on their behalf, that they (hall enter into certain 
ftipulations, in the name of their Sovereign, with refpect to the pay and final dif- 
charge of fuch French fubjeéts as fhall enlift in his army, under the conditions of the 
Proclamation. The accounts which I have received from the Ifle of France concur 
in ftating, that the Ambaffadors openly acted under this part of the Proclamation ; 
and in the name of Tippoo entered: into engagements and ftipulations with the 
recruits according to the affurances'fpecified in the proclamation. Monfieur Dubuc, 


now Mafter Attendant at Mangalore, ftated to one of the witneffes whom I examined, . 


the whole fubftance of the engagements which had paffed perfonally between him and 
the Ambaffadors, all of which engagements referred immediately to Tippoo’s inten- 
tion of commencing war. upon the Company, with the aid of che French force then 
about to be levied. It appears from the evidence which I have collected, that the 
Ambaffadors had not brought to the Ifle of France a fupply of treafure fufficient for 
advancing bounty-money to the recruits. It was ftated that arf apprehenfion of the 
Eoglifh cruizers had prevented the embarkation of treafure for this purpofe; and 
no doubt was entertained, that if the Ambaffadors had been better provided with 


money, they might have raifed a much greater number of men, who refufed to en- — 


gage on the mere fecurity of promifes in the name of Tippoo. — | 


The Ambaffadors, together with the force thus collected during the time of 
their miffion in the Ifle of France, landed with the frigate La Preneufe, at Manga- 
lore, on the 26th of April 1798. Accounts vary with refpect to the exact number 
af. the force landed: the moft probable are, that it did not exceed two hundred per- 
fons. Tippoo (far from manifefting the leaft fymptom of difapprobation of the 
condué of his Ambaffadors, in any. part of the tranfaétion) formally received them, 


and. the Officers and leading períons fo landed, with public marks of honor and ‘dif; 
tinétion. One of his Ambaffadors refided for fome time with the French Recruits in 
a fortrefs near Mangalore, and the Sultaun has admitted the whole leyy of Officers and.

men into his fervice, 


Referring, 
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| Referring, therefore, to the conduct of the Ambaffadors in the Ifle of France; 
to their arrival at Mangalore with the force levied in confequence of their miffion, 
and finally to the reception of the Ambaffadors and of the French Recruits by Tippoo 


Sultaun, the following conclufions appeared to me to be incontrovertibly efta- 
blifhed : | 


Firft That the Ambaffadors difpatched by Tippoo Sultaun to the Government 
of the Ifle of France, propofed to that Government an alliance offenfive and defen- 
five, againft the Britifh Poffefhons in India, which alliance was" accepted by that 
Government, and its acccptance formally notified by a public Proclamation. 


Secondly. That the Ambaffadors were charged with letters from Fippoo Sultaun 
to the Executive Directory of France; which letters were ftated to contain the fame 
propofitions ; and that the Ambaffadors delivered thofe letters to the Governor Gee 
peral of the Ifle of France, for the purpofe of tranfmiffion to France. 


Thirdly. ‘That the Ambaffadors, in the name of Tippoo Sultaun, gave public 
affurances, that he had actually compleated the neceffary preparations for commencing 
immediate hoitilities, and that he only waited the arrival of fuccour frem the French, 


to declare war againft the Company, for che exprefs purpofe of expelling the Britifh 
Nation from India. 


Fourthly. That the Ambaffadors demanded unlimited military fuccour from 
the French, and levied a military force in the Ifle of France, with the declared object 
ef commencing immediate war againft the Britifh Nation in India. 


Fifthly. "That this foree has been ac&ually landed in 'Tippoo's country, and 
publicly admitted into his fervice, with fignal marks of approbation; and that the 
Ambafladors have been received with fimilar diftinétion. | 


Sixthly. That Tippoo.Sultaun (by receiving with public marks of approbation 
his Ambaffadors, who had concluded, in his name, an offenfive and defenfive alliance 
with.the French, and by admitting into his fervice the military force raifed for effe&- 
ing the objects of that alliance) has perfonally ratified the engagements contained in. 
the Proclamation of the Governor General of the Ifle of France, and has proceeded 
to act under thofe engagements, conformably to the tenor of that Proclamation: 

Seventhly. That although the fuccour aQually received by Tippoo Sultaun;: 
under his offenfive allianee with the French, is inconfiderable, yet the tenor of the

* Although. it appears the Government of: the Ifle of France did not actually enter into a format . 
Treaty of defenfive and offanfive Alliance with the Ambaffadors, by executing regular engagements, yet

for the aid of Tippoo Sultaun, with a view to expreís the object of that Alliance, and with the, fame. 


view they difpatched his Letters to France, aud affured him that the Alliance would there be formally 
concluded. | | 
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Proclamation, the propofition made to the French Government for unlimited military 
aid, and the declarations of the Ambaffadors prove, that it was the intention of Tippoo 
Sultaun to recceive into his fervice the largett force which he could obtain, for the 
purpofe of commencing a war of aggreffion againft the Company in India. ` | 


Having thus entered into offenfive and defenfive engagements with the enemys 
having proceeded to collect, in conjun&ion with the enemy, a force openly deftined 
to act againft the poñleflions of the Company, having avowed, through his public 
Ambatladors, that he has compleated his preparations of war, for the exprefs purpofe 
of attempting the entire fubverfion of the Britifh Empire in India, and having de- 
clared, that he only waits -the effectual fuccour of the French, to profecute offenfive ' 
operations, Tippeo Sultaun has violated the treaties of peace and friendfhip fubfifting 
between him and the Company, and has committed an act of direct hoftility againft 
the Britifh Government in India. | 


Before I proceed to apply the principles of the law of nations to the conduct of | 
Tippoo Sultaun, it appeared proper to enquire, what had been the condu& of the 
Company towards him for fome years paft, and whether he had received any provo- 
cation, to juftify or to palliate his late proceedings. | 


Since the conclufion of the Treaty of Seringapatam, the Britifh Governments - 
in India have uniformly conducted themfelves towards Tippoo Sultaun, not only 
with the moft exact attention to the principles of moderation, juftice, and good. 
faith, but have endeavoured, by. every practicable means, to conciliate his confi- 
dence, and to mitigate his vindictive fpirit. Some differences have occafionally 
arifen, with refpect to the boundaries of his territory bordering upon the confines of 
our poffeffions on the Coaft of Malabar; but the records of all the Britifh Govern- 
ments in India will fhew, that they have always manifefted the utmoft anxiety to 
promote the amicable adjuftment of every doubtful or difputed point, and that 
. Tippoo Sultaun has received the moft unequivocal proofs of the conftant difpofition 
of the Company to acknowledge and confiim all his juft rights, and to remove every 
caufe of jealoufy which might tend to interrupt the continuance of peace. 21 


The fervants of the Company in India have nct, however, been ignorant of 
the implacable fentiments. of revenge which he has preferved, without abatement, 
fince the hour of his laft defeat. lt has always been well underftood, that Tippoo 
Suliaun's refentment was not to be appeafed by any conciliatory advances on our 
part, nor by any other means than the recovery of his loft power, the difgrace of the 
Britifh arms, and the ruin of the Britifh interefts in India. With fuch views, it. 
was expected.that he would eagerly embrace the firft favorable occafion of Griking . 
a blow againft our pofleffions ; and his intrigues at the Court of Hyderabad and 
Poonab, together with his embafly to Zema Shah (although managed with fuch . 
a degree of caution as to avoid the appearance of direct acts of aggreflion) were 
fufficient indications of an hoftile mind. But none of thefe circumftances have, 
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in any degree affected the conduct of the Company's fervants towards him. The 
correfpondence between him and the late Governor General, and the letters from 
Bombay on the fubject of the diftri&t of Wynaad, furnifh ample proofs of a fincere 
defire to bring that queftion to a fair iffue, ** with the confent and knowledge of both 
parties,” according to the tenor of the 7th article of the Treaty of Seringapatam, 


I appeal to the Letter which I difpatched to him, foon after my arrival in Ben- 
gal, propofing an amicable adjuftment of the fame queftion, as well as of his recent 
claims. upon certain parts of the diftrict of Coorga. for a teftimony of the pacific 
fpirit, which has marked my fir communication with him, although, perhaps, a lels. 
mild reprefentation might have been juftified, by his unwarrantable precipitation in 
ftationing a military force on the frontier of Coorga, before he had made any trial of 
the prefcribed and regular channels of negotiation. Tippoo Sultaun cannot therefore 
allege even the pretext of a grievance, to palliate the character of bis recent acts. 
He has indeed alleged none, but has continually profeffed the moft fincere defire 
to maintain the relations of amity and peace with the Company. In his letters to 
Sir John Shore (written a fhort time before the return of the Myforean Ambaffa- 
dors from the Ife of France, and received in Fort William on the 26th of April 
1798, the day on which the French force landed at Mangalore) Tippoo declares, 
*€ That his friendly heart is difpofed to pay every regard to truth and juftice, 

and to ftrengthen the foundations of harmony and concord eftablifhed between 
** the two States ;” and he fignifies his defire, that ** Sir John Shore would imprefs 


* Lord Mornington with a fenfe of the friendfhip and unanimity fo firmly fubfift- 
* ing between the two States.” | 2 mE 


This is not the language of hoftility, nor even of difcontent. From what dif- 
pofition in the friendly heart of Tippoo thefe amicable profeffions have proceeded, 
how they are connected with a regard to truth and juftice, or calculated to ftrengthen 
the foundations of harmony and concord, and to imprefs me with a fenfe of the 
Sultaun's friendfhip, can now admit of no queftion, fince it is now proved, that 
thefe letters were written at the very moment when Tippoo was in anxious expecta- 
tion of the hourly arrival of that military fuccour which he had folicited from the Ene- 


my, for the exprefs purpofe of commencing a war of agereffion againft the Company's 
 poticfrions. 


The motive, therefore, of Tippoo Sultaun, was no other than'that avowed in 
his correfpondence with the Enemy, and publifhed under the eyes of his own Ambaf- 
fadors,—'* an ardent defire to expel the Britifb Nation from India,” 


It appears highly probable, that he was inftigated by the promifes and exhor- 
tations of the Government of France (whofe emiffaries have reached his councils) 
to haften the execution of a project, in which every confideration of intereft, and 
every fentiment of paffion, which would induce the French to embark with a degree 


The 


Of zeal, ardor, and rancour, not inferior to his own. | 
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The importance of thefe poffeffions to all the moft valuable interefts of Great- 
Britain, has pointed the particular attention of the Government of France to the 
deftruction of our empire in India. The profperity of our fettlements in India has 
long been the primary and undifguifed object of the Jealoufy of France, avowed by 
all her minifters in every negotiation, and by all her rulers, in every ftage of her 
innumerable revolutions: Tippoo, therefore, might reafonably hope, that if the 
ceffation of hoftilities on the continent of Europe fhould, at any time, enable the 
French Directory to turn their views to the difturbance of the peace of India, fuch: 
an adventure would be amongft the earlieft of their operations, | 


Thé conclufion of a peace upon the Continent of Europe may have appeared, 
Both to Tippoo and to the French, to offer a favorable opportunity for the profecu- 
tion of their joint defign. The premature difclofure of this defign may perhaps be: 
imputed rather to the policy of M. Malartic, than to the imprudence of Tippoo.. 
Whether the fcope of that policy was to involve us in a war with Tippoo, or to: 
expofe his treachery to our view, is yet a matter of doubt: but whatever circum- 
ftances occafioned the premature difclofure of the defign, whether the defign was: 
wifely or. rafhly conceived, whether it has partially fucceeded or entirely failed, are 
queftions, the folution of which, in no degree affects the offenfive nature of an: 
aggrefñon fo unprovoked, and of a violation of faith fo flagrant and unqualified. 
The hiftory of the world fcarcely furnifhes us with an inftance, in which any two Powers 
.bave united in confederacy or alliance precifely with the fame motives. The party: 
propofing an offenfive alliance againft the Company cannot be abfolved from the 
confequences of fuch an act, by any apparent or real indifference ih the party accept- 
ing fuch a propofal: the conduct of T'ippoo Sultaun, therefore, cannnot be correctly. 
eftimated by reference to the fuppofed motives of Monfieur Malartic. 


From the application of the acknowledged principles of the law of nations to: 
the facts of this cafe, I formed my judgment of the rights of the Company, and: 
of my own duties. With reference to the aggreffion of Tippoo, the courfe of reafon- 
ing which I purfued may be ftated in the following manner :. 


The rights of States, applicable to every cafe of conteft with Foreign Powers,. 
are created and limited by the neceffity of preferving the public fafety. This necef- 
fity is the foundation of the reciprocal claim of all nations to explanation of fufpi- 
cious or ambiguous conduct, to reparation for injuries done, and to fecurity againft: 
injuries intended. 


In any of thefe cafes, when juft fatisfaction has been denied, or from the evi- 
dent nature of circumftances, cannot otherwife be obtained, it is the undoubted right: 
of the injured party to refort to.arms, for the vindication of the public fafety ; and: 
in fuch a conjuncture, the right of the ftate becomes the duty of the Govern- 
ment ; unlefs fome material confideration of the public intereft fhould. forbid the: 
attempt. | 


If 
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If the condu& of Tippoo Sultaun had been of a nature which could be termed 
ambiguous or fufpicious ; if he had merely increafed his force beyond his ordinary 
eftabli(hment, or had ftationed it in fome pofition on our confines, or on thofe of our 
Allies, which might juftify jealoufy or alarm ; if he had renewed his fecret intrigues, 
at the Courts of Hyderabad, Poonah, and Cabul, or even if he had entered into any 
negotiation with France, of which the object was at all obícure, it might be our duty 
to refort, in the firft inftance, to his conftruétion of proceedings; which being ofa 
doubtful character, might admit of a fatisfactory explanation. But where there is no 
doubt, there can be no matter for explanation. The act of Tippoo's Ambaffadors, 
ratified by himfelf, and accompanied by the landing of a French force in his country, 
is a public, unqualified, and ambiguous declaration of war, aggravated by an avowal, 
that the object of the war is neither explanation, reparation, nor fecurity, but the to- 
tal deftruétion of the Britifh Government in India. 


. To affe& to mifunderftañd an injury or infult of fuch a complexion, would argue 
a eonícioufnefs, either of weaknefs or fear; no State in India can mifconftrue the 
conduct of Tippoo ; the correfpondence of our Refidents at Hyderabad and Poonah 
fufficiently manifefts the conftruction which it bears at both thofe Courts; and in fo 
clear and plain a cafe, our demand of explanation would be juftly attributed, either to 
a defe& of fpirit or of power. ` The refult of fuch a demand would therefore be, the 
difgrace of our character, and the diminution of our influence and confideration in 
the eyes of our Allies, and of every Power in India. If the moment fhould appear 
favorable to the execution of Tippoo's declared defign, he would anfwer fuch a de- 
mand by an immediate attack. If, on the other hand, his preparations fhould not 
be fufficiently advanced, he would deny the exiftence of his engagements with 
France, would perfift in his denial until he had reaped the full benefit of them, and 
finally, after having completed the improvement of his own army, and received the 
acceffion of an additional French force, he would turn the combined ftrength of both 
againft our poffeffions, with an alacrity and confidence infpiied by our inaction, and 
with advantages redoubled by our delay. In the prefent cafe, the idea therefore of 
demanding explanation muft be rejected, as being difgraceful in its principle and 
frivolous in its object. The demand of reparation, in the ftriét fenfe of the term, 
cannot properly be applied to cafes of intended injury, excepting in thofe inftances 
where the nature of the reparation demanded may be effenttully conneéted with le- 
curity againft the injurious intention, 


Where a State has unjuftly feized the property, or invaded the territory, or vio- 
lated the rights of another, reparation may be made, by refloring what has been un- 
juftiy taken, or by a fubfequent acknowledgment of the right which has been infringed; 
but the caufe of our complaint again Tippoo Sultaun, is not that he has feized a 
portion of our property which he might retlore, or invaded a part of our territory 
which he might again cede, or violated a right which he might hereafter acknow- 
ledge; we complain that, profefling the moft amicable difpofition, bound by fubfift- 
"ing treaties of peace and friendfhip, and unprovoked by any offence on our part, ee

has manifefted a defign to effect our total deftruction, he has prepared the means and 
inftruments of a war of extermination againft us; he has folicited and received the aid 
of our inveterate enemy, for the declared purpofe of annihilating our empire ; and 
he only waits the arrival of a more effectual fuccour to {trike a blow againft our 
exiftence. | | 


That he has not yet received the effe&ual fuccour which he has folicited, may be 
afcribed either to'the weaknefs of the Government of Mauritius, or to their want of 
zeal in his caufe, or to the rafhnefs and imbecility of his own councils ; but neither 
the meafure of his hoftility, not of our right to reftrain it, nor of our danger from it, are 
to be eftimated by the amount of the force which he has actually obtained : for we 
know that his demands of military affiftance were unlimited, we know that they were 
addrefled, not merely to the Government of Mauritius, but to that of France, and we 
cannot afcertain how foon they may be fatisfied, to the full extent of his acknow- 
ledged expectations. This therefore is not merely the cafe of an injury to be repaired, 
but of the public fafety to be fecured againít che prefent and future defigns of an 
irreconcileable, defperate, and treacherous enemy. Againft an enemy of this de- 
fcription, no effectual fecurity can be obtained otherwife, than by fuch a reduction of 
his power, as fhall not only defeat his attal preparations, but eftablifh a permanent 
reftraint upon his future means of offence. |

LETTER from the Right Honorable the Governor GENERAL to the 
Court of Direcrons ; dated 3d Auguft, 1799. 


To the Honorable Court of Dire&ors for Affairs of the United ‘Company of Mer. 
chants of England. trading to the Eaft-Indies. 


Honorable Sirs, 


t. My laft feparate letter to your Honorable Court was dated on the 6th o: 
June, at which period I informed you, that I was occupied in framing a general 
fettlemeut of the conquered Territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun. In this difpatch, 
I fhali fubmit to your Honorable Court a fummary abftract of the principles by 
‘which my condu& has been governed in framing the fettlement, and of the means 
which I have employed for carrying it into effect, — | E 


2. From the juftice and fuccefs of the late war with Tippoo Sultaun, the 
EE 3B. | | : Company. 
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Gompany and the Nizam derived an undoubted right to the difpofal of the domi- 
nions conquered by their united arms. This right of conqueft entitled the Company 
and the Nizam to retain the whole territory in their own hands: the ceffion of any 
portion of it to any other party might be a confideration of policy ar humanity, but 
could not be claimed on any ground of juftice or right. | 


3. The Mahrattas (whatever might have been «heir difpofition) having taken 
no fhare in the war, had forfeited every pretenfion to the advantages of the peace. 
The numerous progeny of Tippoo Sultaun (even if it had been pofüble to adjuk 
their feparate pretenfions to the fucceffion) could plead no title, which had not been 
fuperfeded by the conqueft of the kingdom; nor was it poble, in eftimating their 
claims, to forget the ufurpation of Hyder Ally, and the fufferings of the unfortunate 
family, expelled by his crimes from the Throne of Myfore. A lineal deícendant of 
the ancient houfe of the Rajahs of Myfore ftill remained at Seringapatam ; but what. 
ever might be the hopes of his family, from the moderation and humanity of the 
conquerors, this young Prince could affert no right to any fhare of the conquered 
territory. | 


4. To the free and uncontrolled exercife of the right of conqueft, thus vefted 
in the Company and the Nizam, no obftacle exifted in the internal ftate of the king- 
dom of Myfore. The whole body of the people had manifefted the moft favourable 
difpofition to fubmit to our authority : the Commanders of moft of the principal for- 
treffes had furrendered, or expreffed their readinefs to furrender to our arms; and 
within a few days after the fall of Seringapatam, I was fatisfied that no difficulty 
would arife, from the influence of the Mahomedans introduced into Myfore under 
the reigns of Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun. It had been the uniform policy of 
the latter, to deftroy every veftige of hereditary right, eftablifhed office, or territorial 
poflefhon among his fubjects, and to concenter, not only the whole authority of the 
State, but the whole conduct of the Government, in his own perfon; during his 
reign, therefore, his numerous Mahomedan Chiefs poffeffed neither individual 
weight nor collective force; many of them had fallen at Malavelly, Sedafere, and. 
Seringapatam, during the courfe of the war, and moft of the furvivors, together with: 
their families, were actually in the fortrefs of Seringapatam, fubjeéted to our difcre- 
tion, and confiding in the clemency of the Britifh Government, without union, fpirit, 
or ftrength tó refit its power. The inclination and temper, both of the furviving 
Chiefs, and of the people, were alfo moft happily difpofed to receive any new fettle- 
ment, which might promife to fecure them againft the revival of a defporifm, the 


barbarity and caprice of which has never been furpaffed, even by any of the Maho- 
medan Conquerors of India. | 


5. Inregulating the exercife of our right of conqueft, it appeared to me that. 
no principle could more juftly be affumed, than that the original objects of the wat 
fhould conftitute the bafis of the peace, and of the general fettlement of our territorial 
acquifitions, Thefe objects had been repeatedly declared by the Allies to d I tle 
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fonable indemnification for our expence in the war, and an adequate fecurity againft 
the return of that danger, which originally provoked us to arms. 


. 6. With a view to each of thefe juft and neceffary ‘objects, it was requifite 
that the Company and the Nizam fhould retain a large portion of the conquered ter- 
ritory ; but it required much confideration to determine the precife extent of that 

ortion, as well as the juft rule of partition. The war had not been undertaken in 
purfuit of fchemes of conqucft, aggrandizement of territory, or augmentation of 
revenue, In proportion to the magnitude and luftre of our fuccefs, it became a more 
urgent duty to remember, that a peace, founded in the gratification of any ambitious 
or inordinate view, could neither be advantageous, honorable, nor fecure. 


‘97, The approved policy, interefts, and honor of the Britifh Nation, therefore, 
required that the fettlement of the extenfive kingdom, fubjected to: our difpofal, 
fhould be forrned on principles acceptable to the inhabitants of the conquered terri- 
tories, juft and conciliatory towards the contiguous Native States, and indulgent to 
every party, in any degree affected by the confequences of our fuccefs. 


8. To have divided the whole territory equally between the Company and the 
Nizam, to the exclufion of any other State, would have afforded ftrong grounds of 
jealoufy to the Mahrattas, and aggrandized Nizam Ally's power, beyond all bounds 


. of difcretion. Under whatever form fuch a partition could have been made, it muft 


have placed in the hands of the Nizam many of the ftrong fortreíles on the northern 
frontiers of Myfore, and expofed our frontier, in that quarter, to every predatory 
incurfion. Such a partition would have laid the foundation of perpetual differences, 
not only between the Mahrattas and the Nizam, but between the Company and both 


thoíe Powers. 


9. To have divided the country into three equal portions, allowing the Mah- 
rattas (who had borne no part in the expence or hazard of the war) an equal fhare 
with the other two branches of the Triple Alliance, in the advantages of the peace, 
would have been unjuft towards the Nizam and towards the Company ; impolitic, as 
furnifhing an evil example to our other Allies in India, and dangerous, as affecting a 
confiderable aggrandizement of the Mahratta Empire, at the expence of the Com- 
pany and the Nizam. This mode of partition, alío, mutt have placed Chittledroog,. 
and fome of the moft important northern fortreffes, in the hands of the Mahrattas, 
while the remainder of the fortreffes, in the fame line, would have been occupied by 
the Nizam, and our unfortified and open frontier in Myfore would have been expofed 
to the exceffes of the undifciplined troops of both Powers. | 


10. The Mahrattas, unquettionably, had no claim to any portion of the con- 
quered territory; and any confiderable extenfion of their empire was objectionable, 
efpecially when accompanied by the poffeffion of ftrong fortreffes, bordering on the: 
line of our frontier; it was, however, defirable, to conciliate their good will, and 


to offer to them fuch a portion of territory, as might give them an intereft in the: 
| 3 new 
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new fettlement, without offence or injury to the Nizam, and without danger to the 
frontier of the Company's poffeffions, On the other hand, it was prudent to limit 
the territory retained in the hands of the Company and of the Nizam, within fuch 
bounds of moderation, as fhould bear a due proportion to their refpective expences 
in the conteft, and to the neceflary means of fecuring the future fafety of their 
refpective dominions. | 


11. For the information of your Honorable Court, I have annexed to this . 
difpatch a comparative ftatement of feveral plans for the partition of Tippoo Sul- 
taun's dominions, drawn up under my inftruétions, with a view to the relative ine — 
terefts and power of the Nizam, the Mahrattas, and the Company; to the nature, 
produce, and geographical boundaries of the country; and to the pofition and 
ftrength of the feveral fortreffes and paffes. An attentive inveftigation of every 
comparative view of thefe important queftions, terminated in my decifion, that the 
eftablifhment of a central and feparate Government in Myfore, under the protection 
of the Company, and the admiffion of the Mahrattas to a certain participation in 
the divifion of the conquered territory, were the expedients beft calculated to recon- 
cile the interefts of all parties, to fecure to the Company a lefs invidious and more 


. efficient fhare of revenue,.refource, commercial advantage, and military ftrength, 


than could be obtained under any other deftribution of territory or power, and to 


. afford the moft favorable profpect of general and permanent tranquillity in India. 


12. Having decided thefe leading principles of the new fettlement, I proceeded 


' to determine the rule of diftribution for the refpective fhares of the Company, the 


Nizam, and the Mahrattas, to fix the mof eligible pofition for the ceffions to be 
made to each party, and to define the limits of the new Government of Myfore. 


13. 'lothe Company's fhare naturally fell the province of Canara, and the dif- 
trict of Coimbatoor and Deramporam, with all the territory lying between your 
poffeffions in the Carnatic and thofe in the Malabar. Thefe acquifitions appeared 
the moft eligible, not only on account of their intrinfic value, in point of produce, 
but as fecuring an uninterrupted track of territory, from the Coaft of Coromandel 
to that of Malabar, together with the entire fea coaft ot the kingdom of Myfore, 
and the bafe of all the eaftern, weftern, and fouthern Ghauts. To thefe, I thought 


it neceflary to add the forts and pofts forming the heads of all the paffes above the 


Ghauts, and the Table Land. The poffeffion of the baíe of the Ghauts alone, 
formed no effectual barrier for the inhabitants of the low-lands againft an enemy pof- 
{effing the fummits of thofe mountains, and I therefore confidered the acquifition of 
all the entrances of the patics, fituated above the Ghauts, to be an effential object 
of fecurity again(t every poffible approach of danger from the Table Land. ‘This 
acquifition derived a further importance, in my opinion, from the means which it 


appeared to afford, of curbing the refractory fpirit of the Poligars, and of all other 


turbulent and difaffected fubjeéts in the Caraatic, and on the Coaft of Malabar; I 
alfo confidered the diftriéts of W ynaad to be an uíeful poffefion, with a view to the — 


tranquillity 
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tranquillity of your territories on the latter Coat. The laft addition which I deemed - 


it neceflary to make to your fhare of the conquered dominions, confifted of the 


- fortrefs, city, and ifland of Seringapatam, the poffeffion of which would effectually - 


fecure the communication between your territories on both Coafts, and confolidate 
all your lines of defence, in every direction. ' | p

= 14. Tothe Nizam it appeared moft expedient to allot the diftri&ts of Gooty, 
of Gurrumcondah, bordering on the ceffions which he acquired by the Peace of 
1792, together with a tra& of country, the frontier of which fhould be drawn 
nearly alog the line of Chittledroog,- Sera, Nundidroog, and Kolar, leaving how- 
ever thofe fo 

of Myfore. Nizam Ally certainly could not affert any juft claim to an equal parti- 
cipation with the Company in the advantages of the peace. The operation of the 
6th article of the Treaty of Pangul, refpecting an equal divifion of conquefts, was 
limited to the war, which terminated in 1792. Since.the Peace of Seringapatam, 
the roth is the only article of the Treaty of Pangul, which can be confidered to 
continue in force; and no fubfequent engagements had been contracted with Nizam 
Ally, which could entitle him to any advantage in the prefent peace, exceeding his 
relative proportion in the expences and exertions of the allied Force during the 
_ late war. It was, however, defirable, that the territorial revenue retained in fove- 
reignty by the Company (after deducting whatever charges might be annexed to the 
tenure) fhould not exceed Nizam Ally's proportion, and accordingly I determined 
that this principle fhould be obferved in the partition, referving however to the 
Company, as a juft indemnification for their fuperior fhare in the expences and ex- 
ertions of the war, the principal benefit of whatever advantages might flow from 
any engagements to be contracted with the new Government of Myfore. | 


15. For the Mahrattas, I refolved to referve a portion of territory, the reve- 
nues ot which fhould not exceed two-thirds, nor fall fhort of one-half of the portions 


retained in fovereignty by the Nizam and the Company refpeCtively. Confidering . 


that any ceffion to the Pefhwa muft be viewed as a matter of favor, it appeared to 
me, that the fhare to be allotted to him was amply fufficient: it would contain 
Harponelly, Soonda above the Ghauts, Annagoody, part of the diftri& of Chittle- 
droog, part of Bednore above the Ghauts, and other diftricts; but the frontier for- 


treffes of Chictledroog and Bednore would remain for the protection of the new 


Government of Myfore. I alfo determined, that no portion of terri:ory fhould be 
ceded to the Pefhwa, unconditionally, and that the ceffion fhould form the bafis of

16. "The territory remaining unoccupied by this plan of partition, would be 
bounded to the northward by a ftrong line of hill forrs and pofts, forming a power- 
ful barrier cowards the fouthern frontiers of Nizam Ally and of the Mahrattas, from 
Punganoor, on the line of the eaftern, to Bednore, on the line of the weftern Gbhauts, 

and would be entirely furrounded to the ce weft, and fouth, by the territories of

rtreffes to the fouthward, to form the frontier of the new Government | 
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the Company, above and below the Ghauts; the Company alfo holding the fort 
of Seringapatam, in the centre of the Fable Land. | | 


17. The neceflity now occurred of determining in what hands the new Go- 
vernment of Myfore fhould be placed ; and although no pofitive right or title to 
the throne.exifted in any party, it feemed expedient that my choice fhould be made, 
between the pretenfions of the family of Tippoo Suicaun, and thofe of the ancient 
houfe of the Rajahs of Myfore. | | | 


18. The claims of humanity on both fides, rendered the decifion a painful 
and ungracious tafk. No alternative remained, but to depofe the Dynafty which I 
found upon the throne, or to confirm the Mahommedan Ufurpation, and with it 
- the perpetual exclufion and degradation of the legitimate Hindoo Sovereigns of the 
countries. The ufurpation, although not fanctioned by remote antiquity, had 
fubfifted for fuch a length of time, as to have nearly extinguifhed the hopes of the 
' Hindoo family, and accuftomed them to the humility of their fortune, while the 
fons of Tippoo Sultaun, born in the ftate of royalty, and educated with the proudeft 
and moft exalted expectations of fovereignty and power, would be .proportionably 
fenfible to the fudden cing” of their condition, and to the unexpected difappoint- 
ment of their fplendid profpects. In this view of the fubject, it would have been 
more grateful to my mind (fecuring a munificent provifion for the ancient family 
. of Myfore) to have reftored that of Tippoo Sultaun to the throne, if fuch a re- 
ftoration could have been accomplifhed, without expofing Myfore to the perpetual. 
- hazard of internal commotion and foreign war, and without endangering the ftability 
of the intended fettlement of your i:terefts, and thofe of your Allies, in this quarter 
of India. | 


19. Since the Peace of Seringapatam, and more efpecially fince the year 
1796, the deftruction of the Britifh Power in India has formed the favorite and 
unremitting obje& of Tippoo Sultaun's hopes and exertions. His haughty mind 
never could be reconciled to the facrifices which he was compelled to make, for 
the purchale of peace in 1792, and his increafing eagernefs to recover the extenfive 
portion of his dominions, then ceded to the Allies, urged him to purfue a fyftematic 
courfe of intrigue againít the Britifh Power among all the Native States, and to . 
revert to his ancjent and hereditary connexion with France, as the only effectual. 
means of gratifying either his ambition or revenge. | 


20. The proofs which I had obtained, previous to the war, of the nature and . 
objects of bis machinations, were fufficient to fatisfy my Judgment: they have fince 
been corroborated, by the voluminous records difcovered in the Palace .at Seringa- 
patam, Ic isnow inconteftible, that Tippoo Sultaun's thoughts were perpetually 
intent upon the ruin of the Britifh. Power, that he trufted to have accomplifhed 
eur expulfion, by inftigating the French to invade India, and that he profecuted

this unalterable purpofe, with all the zeal and ardor ef paffionate refentment and 
 vindi&tive hate, as well as with the fteadinefs of a deliberate maxim of ftate. d 


21. Perhaps the moft wife policy which Tippoo Sultaun could have purfued, 
would bave been to have refted fatisfied with the dominions remaining in his hands, 
afier the peace of 1792; buta policy of fo moderate and pacific a fpirit, being 
utterly incompatible with the impetuofty of his temper, and with the military 
character of bis Government, it might be at leat a matter of rational fpeculation, 

| whether a clofe alliance with France (however dangerous in its remote confequences) 
was not his true intereft, in the actual ftate of bis immediate views and purfuits, 
À The.poffeffion of his loft dignity, wealth, and power, eould not be recovered, with- 
out the conqueft of a great part of the Company’s territories, nor effectually fecured, 
without the total fubverfion of the Britif-interefts in India. À French army was 
. ‘the only inftrument, by which fuch an enterprize could be attempted. An alliance 
with France wag therefore the neceflary confequence of Tippoo Sultaun’s reftlefs, 
but natural delire, to reftere his Empire to its former fplendor and ftrength. In 
addition to his correfpondence with the French at Tranquebar, with thofe at the - 
Ife of France, and with the Executive Directory at Paris, his embaíffy to Zeman 
Shah, his intrigues at Poonah and Hyderabad, and his correfpondence with Mr." 
Raymond, (all which tranfaétions appear. diftin&tly in the records difcovered at - 
Seringapatam), furnifh abundant evidence, that his antipathy to the Englifh was 
the ruling palfion of his heart, the main fpring of his policy, and the fixed and : 
fundamental principle of his councils and government. | 


22. 'The heir of Tippoo Sultaun muft have been educated in the fame princi- 
ples, encouraged to indulge the fame prejudices and paffions, and inftructed to form 
the fame views of the interefts and. honor of the Throne of Myfore. Thefe fenti- 
monts would neceflarily acquire additional force in his mind, from the ifue of the 
late war. Our unexampled fuccefs. had fubverted the foundations of his Father’s - 
empire, and transferred to our poffeffion, every fource of che civil or military power 

of MAyfore; and placed on the Throne by our favor, and limitted by our control, he 
mut nave felt himfelf degraded to a (tate of humiliation and weaknefs fq. abjeét, as. 
p rince of fpirit would brook. Under fuch an arrangement, our fafety would 
have required us to retain, at leaft, all the territory which we now hold by the Par- 
non Treaty.of Myfore.. Whatever we retained, muft have been confidered by this. 

-= Prince as a new ufurpation upon his royal inheritance, and an additional pledge of 
bis degradation and difgrace. In proportion to the reduction of his territory and - 
refources, he would have had lefs to lofe, and more to regain, in any ftruggle for - 
the recovery of his Father's empire; nor does it feem unreafonable to fuppofe, that 
the heir of Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, animated by the implacable fpirit and. 
bold example of his parents, and accuftomed to the commanding profpect of inde- 
pendent fovereignty, and to the fplendour of military glory, might deliberately 
hazard the remnant of his hereditary poff«ffions, in purfuit of fo proud an object,

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as the recovery of that vaft and powerful empire, which for many years had ren. 


dered his anceftors the fcourge of the Carnatic, and the. terror of this quarter of 


23. In the moft narrow view of the fubject, it muft be: admitted, that the 
Son of Tippoo Sultaun muft have felt a perpetual intereft in the fubverfion of any 
fettlement of Myfore, founded on a partition of his Father’s dominions, and a limita- 
tion of his own independence. If, therefore, a Prince of this race had: been plated 
on the Throne of Myfore, the foundation of the new fettlement would have been 
laid in the very principle of its own diffolution. With fuch a Prince, no fincere 
alliance, no concord of fentiment, or union of views, could ever have been efta- 
blifhed: the appearance of amity or attachment muft have been delufive; even his 
fubmiffion muft have been reluctant, if not treacherous; while all his interefts, his 
habits, prejudices, and paffions, his vices, and even his virtues, muft have con- 
curred to cherifh an irreconcileable averfion to our name and power, and an eager 
defire to abet the caufe,: and to exafperate the animofity, and to receive the aid of 
every enemy of tbe Britifh Nation. Whatever degree of influence or ftrength might 
have been left to the Native Government of Myfore, in fuch hands, would always 
have been thrown into the fcale oppofed to their interefis, The hoftile power of 
Myfore would have been weakened, but not deftroyed: an Enemy would have fill 
remained in the centre of your poffeffions, watching every occafion to repair the mif- 
fortunes of his family, at their expence, and forming a point of union, for the 
machinations of every difcontented faction in India, and for the intrigues of every 
emiffary of the French. 


24. Under thefe circumftances, the fame anxiety for the fecurity and repofe 


of your poffefhons, which originally compelled me to reduce the power of Tippoo 
Sultaun, now appeared to require, that I fhould provide effectually againft the revi- 
val, in any degree, of a fimilar danger in the perfon of bis Son. à 


25. On the other hand, the reftoration of the defcendant of the ancient Rajahs 
of Myiore was recommended, by the fame courfe of reafoning which excluded the 
heir of the Ufurpation. A 


26. The indignities which the depofed family of Myfore had fuffered, efpeci- 
ally during the cruel and tyrannical reign of Tippoo Sultaun, and the ftate of degra- 
dation and mifery to which they had been reduced, muft naturally excite a fentiment 
of gratitude and attachment in their minds, towards that Power which fhould not 
only deliver them from oppreffion, but raife them to a ftate of confiderable affluence 
and diftinction. Between the Britifh Government and this family, an intercourfe of 
friendfhip and kindnefs had fubfifted; in the moft defperate crifis of their adverfe 
fortune, they had formed no connexion with your enemies. Their elevation would 
be the fpontaneous act of your generofity, aod from your fupport alone, could they. 
ever hope to be maintained upon the Throne, either againft the family of Tippco 

: Sultaun, 
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Sultaun, or againft any other claimant. They muft naturally view, with an eye of 
jealoufy, all the friends of the ufurping family, and confequently be adverfe to the 
French, or to any State conne&ed with that family, in its hereditary hatred of the 
Britifh Government. The heir of the Rajah of Myfore, if placed on the. Throne, 
muft feel chat his continuance in that {tation depended on the ftability of the new 


fettlement in all its parts; it muft therefore be his intereft to unite, with cordiality - 


and zeal, in evéry effort neceffary to its harmony, efficiency, and vigour. The effect 
of fuch an arrangement of the affairs of Myfore would not be limited to the mere 
' deftruction of the hoftile power which manaced our fafety: in the place of that 
power, would be fubftituted one whofe interefts and refources might be abfolutely 
identified with our own ; and the kingdom of Myfore, fo long the fource of cala- 
mity or alarm to the Carnatic, might become a new barrier of our defence, and 
mi ht fupply frefh means of wealth and ftrength to the Company, their fubjeéts, and 
Allies. 


. 27. In addition to thefe, motives of policy, moral confiderations, and fenti- 
ments of generofity and humanity, favoured the reftoration of the ancient family of 
Myfore. Their high birth, the antiquity of their legitimate title, and their long 
and unmerited fufferings, rendered them peculiar objects of compaffion and refpect ; nor 
could it be doubted, that their Government would be both more acceptable and more 
indulgent than that of the Mahomedan Ufurpers, to the mafs of the inhabitants of 
the country, compofed almoft entirely of Hindoos. 


28. Thefe confiderations induced me to adopt the refolution of preferring the 
defcendant of the Rajahs of Myfore to the Heir of Tippoo Sultaun. - % *

29. 1 determined, at the fame time, to grant to the families of Hyder Aly and ` 


Tippoo Sultaun, a more munificent maintenance than either bad enjoyed during the 
late reign, and to provide with the fame liberality for all the Mahomedan Officers 
and Chiefs of the State, who had furvived the Sultaun, and for the families of all 
thofe who had fallen in the courfe of the war. 


30. For the accomplifhment of a fettlement founded on the principles which 

I have had the honor to detail to your Honorable Court in the preceding paragraphs, 
Iiffued a fpecial commiffion, on the 4th of June, appointing Lieutenant General 
Harris, the Honorable Colonel Wellefley, the Honorable Henry Wellefley; Lieutenant 
Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant Colonel Barry Clofe, Commiffioners for 
affairs of Myfore, with the ample powers fpecified in the commiffion ; and I named 
Captains Malcolm and Munro to be Secretaries, and Mr. Golding and Lieutenant 
Charles Pafley, Affiftant Secretaries to the Commiffion. As the favorable ftate of the 

country had rendered ty prefence at Seringapatam unneceffary, I accompanied the 

Commiffion with inftru&tions, directing the Commiffioners to proceed, without delay, 

to lay the foundations of the new arrangement ; and for the purpofe of precluding 

the intrigues of the Natives, and of all the great interefts which were in fufpence, 

i enjoined the Commiffioners and their Secretaries to take an oath of fecrecy,. in

ef thofe of Meer Allum, on the fubject, I made fuch alterations as appeared to be 
advifable. On the 22d June, this treaty was executed by the Commiffioners and 


| Meer Allum, at Seringapatam, and ratified by me, in Council, at Fort St. George, on 


the 26th of the fame month, and. by His Highnefs the Nizam, at Hyderabad,. on 


‘the 13th July. Itis annexed to this difpatch, under the title of * Fhe Partition Treaty 
- ef Myfore,” and is accompanied by a Memorial, explanatory of its feveral provifions,

In framing this engagement, it was my determination to eftablifh the moft 
unqualified community of interefts between the Government of Myfore and the Com- 
pany, and to render the Rajah's northern frontier, in effect, a powerful link of our 
tence. With this view, I have engaged to undertake the protection of his country 
in confideration of an annual fubfidy of feven lacks of ftar pagodas ; but recollecting 


the inconveniencies and embarraffments which have arifen to all parties concerned,

The right of the Company 
to eftablifh fuch an arrangement, either as affecting the Rajah or the Allies, has 
already been ftated in this difpatch. | | 

39. Llentertain a fanguine expectation, that the Rajah and his Miniftets, being 
fully apprized of the extenfive powers referved to the Company, will chearfully adopt __ 
fuch regulations, as fhall render the actual exercife of thofe Powers unneceffary. 
Much indulgence will be required at the commencement of the new Government; 
and it is my intention to abftain from any preffure upon the Rajah's finances, which 


by embarraffing them, might tend to the impoverifhment of the country, and to the 
diftrefs of the people. | | |

41. The eminent talents and integrity of Lieutenant Colonel Clofe, added to : 
his extraordinary fkill in the country languages, and to his experience in the manners, 
cuftoms, and habits of the Natives of India, induced me to feleét him, for the im- 
portant charge of Refident with the Rajah of Myfore; he was accordingly appointed 
to that office, immediately after the Subfidiary Treaty of Serirgapatam had been 
figned ; and the Commiffion was then diffolved, on the . of July. 


42. Although your Honorable Court will perceive, in the Commiffion, the names | 
of two perfons of whofe merits it may be difficult for me to form an impartial judg- 


ment, I feel it to be my duty to recommend the conduct of the Commiffioners to 
. your moft public and diftinguifhed approbation. 


43. The conclufon, within one month, of two treaties, fo extenfive in their 
confequences and complicated in their details, together with all the fubordinate ar- 
rangements connected with this important fettlement, will appear a more extraor- | 
dinary effort of diligence and ability, when it is remarked, that reference was neceffa- 
rily made to me at Fort St. George, in every flage of the bufinefs. It will alfo be 
fatisfactory to your Honorable Court to obferve, that the whole arrangement has been 
conducted , at Seringapatam, with a fpirit of humanity and liberality, which cannot 
fail to conciliate the good-will of the inhabitants of Myfore, | | 


44. The command of Seringapatam will remain in the hands of Colon] ne 
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lefley. Ictsa truft of great delicacy and importance, which it is my duty to re- 
pofe in a perfon of approved military talents and integrity, and to fuperintend with 
peculiar vigilance and care. 


45. Although I fhall deem it prudent to detain the army in the field for a fhort 


period of time, I have the fatisfaction to affure your Honorable Court, that far the 
greater part of the dominions of the late Tippoo Sultaun is now in a ftate of perfect 
tranquillity. z 


46. A detachment of the army of Bombay took poffeffion of Mangalore on 
the 4th of June ; and the Province of Canara, with the exception of the fortrefs of 
Jemaulabad, appeared difpofed to fubmit chearfully to our authority. I have little 
doubt, that the commanding officer of Jemaulabad will foon be induced to furrender 
to the Company's arms: in any event, howeyer, he will be reduced, without difti- 
culty : in this confidence, a Colle&or has been appointed for the province of Canara. 


47. The remainder of the Territory allotted to the Company in Coimbatoor 
has paffed into our hands without any difficulty, and Collectors have been appointed 
for the adminiftration of the revenue. The fort of Gurumcondah is in the poffeffion of 
his Highnefs the Nizam, and thofe of Sera and Chittledroog are now garrifoned by 

the Britifh troops. Some difturbances have taken place in Bednore, in which province 
an adventurer had affembled a banditti, which had diftrefled the inhabitan:s of the 
country. À divifion of the army being now on its progrefs towards Bednore, I have 
every reafon to expect that the commotions in that quarter will fpeedily be quelled,

Whereas the glorious fuccefs of the Britifh and Allied Arms in Myfore, under 
the favour of Providence, has reduced the territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun to 
the joint power and authority of the Honorable the Englifh Eaft-India Company, and 
of his Highnefs the Soubah of the Deccan, their Friend and Ally ; and whereas his 
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faid Highnefs has given full power and authority to the Right Honorable Richard, `

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Nation in India, to conduct and order the intcrefts of his Highnefs in the faid poft- 
feffions, and to conclude fuch an arrangement thereof, as fhall appear to his Lordfhip 
to be moft expedient for the fecurity and welfare of the country, and for the common 
benefit of the Allies; now know ye, that for the more fpeedy conclufion of fuch a 
falutary arrangement, ard for the reftoration of order and tranquillity, bv the fettle- 
ment of the taid conquered territories, I, the faid Richard, Earl of Mornington, 
Governor General, as atorefaid, do hereby conflitute, nominate, and appoint, Lieu- 
tenant General Georgel larris, the Honorable Colonel Arthur Wellefley, the Honor- 
able Henrv Wellefley, Lieutenant Colonel William Kirkpatrick, Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Rarry Clofe, or any three or more ef them, to be Commiffioners for the fettlement 
of the territories fo recently conquered from the faid Tippoo Suitaun, and to be and 
be fisted Commiffioners for the Affairs of Myfore, with full powers to negotiate and .

4th of June, 1799.

To the Commissioners for the Affairs of Myfore, 

Gentlemen, 


I. The Commiffion which accompanies this letter, will apprize you of the 
nature and extent of the powers which I have deemed it advifable to entruft to you. 
Thefe powers neceffarily fupercede thofe which I had delegated, during the cam- 
paign, to the Commiffion appointed to affift Lieutenant General Harris, in all mat- 
ters relating to political negotiation. The favorable fituation of affairs in Myfore, 
appearing to render my prefence at Seringapatam quite unneceffary, I have again 
taken the refolution of remaining at Madras; and I therefore propofe to confide to 
you fuch a portion of my authority, as may enable you, under my orders, to effect 
a fettlement of the country without my prefence, Whatever three members of the 
Commiffion fhall be prefent at Seringapatam, on the arrival of this difpatch, will 


proceed immediately to act. under the Commiffion, and to execute the inftruétions 
contained in this letter. 


2. "The reftoration of the reprefentative of the ancient family of the Rajahs of 
Myfore, accompanied by a partition of territory between the Allies, in which the 
interefts of the Mahrattas fhould be conciliated, appearing to me, under all cir- 
cumftances of the cafe, to be the moft advifable bafis on which any new fettlement 
of the country can be refted, I have refolved to frame, without delay, a plan found- 
ed on thefe principles, and I hope in the courfe of to-morrow, to be able to forward 
to you the articles of a treaty, with proner inftructions annexed, for the purpofe of 
carrying the above-mentioned plan into effect. 


3. In the mean while, it is abfolutely neceffary that certain meafures of pre- 
caution fhould be immediately adopted, in order to facilitate the intended arrange- 
ment. Thefe meafures relate, Firft, to the fatisfaction of the principal Muffulman 
Sirdars, and of the Kelledars of the feveral forts; Secondly, to the mode of remov!ng 
the family of Tippoo Sultaun from Myfore, with the leaít practicable injury to thet 
feelings. With regard to the firft object, I have already forwarded to the Honora- 
ble Mr. Henry Wellefley, a letter to Meer Allum, and a copy of a letter from the 
Nizam to me, which I truft will enable you to give complete fatisfaction to Kum- 
meer ud Deen; and unlefs you expect any confiderable advantage from his influence 


at Seringapatam, in conciliating others of his religion, I defire that you will ied 
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the earlieft meafures to induce him to repair to Gurrumcondah. With the other Eur ia 


leading Muffulmans, you fhould immediately enter into fuch fpecific engagements, 
as hali preclude the poffibility of any alarm in their minds, with relpect to their 
fituation and profpects, under any new arrangement of the country. 


4 I rely on your difcretion to conclude fuch an arrangement, with as little 
burthen to the finances of the Company as circumftances will admit. The whole 
body of Tippoo’s Sirdars ought not to become an exclufive charge upon the Coin- 
pany. They muft be employed and provided for by the Allies, and by the Rajah 
of Myfore, collectively: the families of the Sirdars flain during the campaign, muft 


alfo be provided for in the fame manner. 


The Kelledars, who have furrendered, and thofe who ftill hold forts in thee 
pofleffion, fhouid be paid their arrears for the month of April at leaft, with their 
pay for the month of May, and for as long a time as we may leave them in charge 
of their forts. On difmiffing any of them, liberal gratuities fhould be given them, 
for the purpofe of conciliation. All chefe charges may hereafter be adjufted be- 


tween the Allies. 


6. As foon as you fhall judge that your arrangements with the remnant of the 
Moffulman intereft are in fufhcient forwardnefs, you will proceed to take the necef- 
fary meafures for removing the family of the Sultaun. The details of this painful, 
but indifpenfable meafure, cannot be entrufted to any perfon more likely to combine 
every office of humanity with the prudential precautions required by the occalion, 
than Colonel Wellefley; and I therefore commit to his difcretion, activity, and hu- 
manity, the whole arrangement, fubject always to fuch fuggeftions, as may be of- 
fered by the other members of the Commiffion. I have appointed Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Doveton to take the command of the fortrefs of Vellore, which is deftined for 
the future refidence of the Sultaun’s family. Colonel Doveton is alío appointed 
Pay-mafter of Stipends to the family; and he has been directed to make every pof- 
fible preparation for their accommodation at Vellore. After their arrival, no reafon- 
able expeníe will be fpared, to render their habitation fuitable to their former rank 
and expectations; and it is my intention to give them a liberal pecuniary allowance, 
Colonel Wellefley will judge, whether it may be neceffary to give either to the whole 
or to any branch of the family, any. fpecific affurance of the exact amount of the 
fums to be allotted to them, refpectively. If any fuch particular explanation fhould 
appear néceflary for their fatisfaction, I authorize you to make the allotment of fti- 
pend to each of them, as well for the cftablifhment of the Zenana, provided that 
the total fum for the maintenance of the whole family be not ftated at more than 
three, or atthe utmo(t four lacs of pagodas. The Sons of the late Sultaun may 
be accompanied bf-fuch attendants as they may felect, provided the number be not 

lo great as to endanger the public tranquillity, or to form a point of union for the 
adherents of the lace Sultaun. It might be defirable, that Ali Reza fhould accom- 
Pany the Princes, as he appears to be — to the interefts of the Company, and 
3 | at 
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at the fame time to entertain confiderable affection for the Princes. The females and 
children of the feveral families muft follow the Princes, as fpeedily as poffible. Co- 
lonel Wellefley, in my name, will give the moft unequivocal affurances of protec- 
tion and indulgence to every branch of the family; and at a proper time, he will 
deliver the letters for the four eldeft Sons of Tippoo, forwarded by the Perfan 
Tranflator to Mr. Henry Wellefley. If General Harris fhould be at Seringapatam, 
or within reach of it, 1 am perfuaded that his humanity will induce him to exert 
every effort to mitigate all the rigorous parts of this revolution in Myfore, which I 


feel myfelf bound, by every principle of duty towards the Britifh interefts in India, to 
accomplifh without delay. 


7. Ihave learned, with the utmoft degree of furprize and concern, that the 
Zenana in tne Palace of the Sultaun was fearched for treafure, fome time after the 
capture of the place: I could have wifhed, for the honour of the Britifh name, that 
the apartments of the women had not been difiurbed. In the heat and confufion 
of an affault, fuch excefles are frequently unavoidable; but I fhall for ever lament, 
that this fcene fhould have been acted long after the conteft had fubfided, and when 
the whole place had fubmitted to the fuperiority of our victorious arms. If any per- 
fonal ornaments, or other articles of value, were taken from the women in that un- 
fortunate moment, I truft that the Commander in Chief will make it his bufinefs to 


vindicate the humanity of the Britifh Character, by ufing the moft zealous exertions d 
to obtain a full reftitution of the property in queftion, 


8. After this obfervation, i: is fuperfluous to add my moft anxiows expecta- 
tion, that the utmoft degree of care will be taken to fecure the perfonal property of 
the Princes and of the women, when the period of their removal fhall arrive, 


9. You will of courfe apply to the Commander in Chief, for fuch an efcort as 
may be neceffary to convey the family of Tippoo to the place of their deftination; 
and you will arrange the time and mode of their departure, fo as to preclude the j 
poffibility of any commotion or efcape. It is defirable, that fome Officer, converfant 


in the language, manners, and cuftoms of the Natives, and of approved humanity, 


fhould accompany the Princes, until Liewtenant Colonel Doveton can meet them. 


His qualifications for the truft which I have repofed in him, are too well known to 
require any illuítration. 


10. In exercifing the general powers vefted in you by the accompanying Com- 
miffion, I defire that you will not interfere in the management of the province of 
Canara, until you fhall receive further inftructions from me. I have directed Gene- 
ral Stuart to make a temporary arrangement for the Government of that province; 
and until I fhal! have received his report, I cannot decide the fyftem of meafures, 
moft eligible to be adopted in that quarter. You will apprize the Commiffioners, 
whofe power is fuperceded by this new Commiffion, of my entire approbation of 
their fervices; and you will return them my thanks accordingly.

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11, The prefent regulation is founded on an opinion, that the Commander in Encl ofure in 
Chief may not always be at liberty to a& in a political capacity, and that he may N° LII, 
not be able to fpare more than one of his confidential ftaff from about his perfon. 

My felection of Lieutenant Colonel Clofe has been directed, not only by my know- 

ledge of his extraordinary talents, proficiency in the native languages, and expe- 

rience in the native manners and cuftoms, but my determination to eftablifh him in 

the important office of Refident with the Rajah of Mvfore, as foon as that Prince 

fhall be placed on the Mufnud. You will obferve, that the Commiffion enjoins all 

the Commiffioners, and perfons employed under them, to take an oath of fecrecy, 
previoufly to their entering upon their functions; you will therefore communicate a 

copy of the Commiffion to any member, who may happen to be abfent from Se- 
ringapatam when the difpatch fhall arrive: but the contents of this difpatch mat 

not be communicated by the perfon to whom it is addrefled, to any perfon . who 

fhall not have taken the oath of fecrecy prefcribed in the Commiffion, excepting:

12. It has occurred to me, that the removal of your meetings to Bangalore 
, might have an ufeful effe&, in drawing the multitude of Muffulmans from Serin- 
 gapatam. This would enable the Commandant of the fort to commence the repair 
or improvement of the fortifications, and to proceed in clearing the place, and 
making it ftrictly a military ftation. I recommend the earlieft poffible attention to 
this meafure, as being of effential importance to our fecurity in Myfore.

In our felection of the three firft of the Sirdars, named under the firt head, we 
were guided by confiderations, referring partly to the fervices which they had 
rendered, or the good difpofitions which they had manifefted towards the Britith 
Government, and partly, to the bigh refpect entertained for their character, and to 
the weight and authority which they aré univerfally acknowledged te poflefs amongft 
the Mahomedans of this country.. SD 


With refpe to the two laft, we were influenced folely by a regard to the latter 
of the preceding confiderations. 


. All the perfons named under.the fecond head (with the exception of Bänkur 
Sahib and Huffin Sahib, who are fons of Budnoy Zemaun Khan) were Meer Mée- 
rans under the late Government, and: have been reported to us.as men of the moft 
refpectable characters in that rank, 


In fixing the amount of the penfions to be granted to the Sitdars, already enu- 
merated, our attention was not fo much directed to the amount of their refpe&tive 
falaries under the late Tippoo Sultaun, as to the policy of fecuring, by a liberal’ 
provifion, the attachment of fo many perfons of rank and influence, to.the interefts 
and welfare of the Britifh Government in India. 


_, . 1t did not appear advifable to us, to: fetter tlie provifion to be made for the: 
foregoing períons, by any conditions which might be thought to derogate from the 
liberality and munificence of the Company: we determined, therefore, to be, fatif- 
fied with fignifying to them, that we had no doubt their conduct would be fuch, as: 
to fecure a continuance of the favor and protection of the Britifh. Government. 


The perfons included in the laft lift, had alfo held the rank of Meer Meerans,. 
under the late Government, but did not appear to us to poflefs fuch weight of cha- 
racter, as to entitle them to equal confideration. with thófe of the fame rank, enu-

merated under our fecond refolution. 


Al the Sirdars mentioned urider the foregoing heads, attended us this morning, 


by appointment, and were received by us, according to the claffes into which nS

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had previoufly arranged them. We then proceeded to ftate to each clafs, feparately, Enclofure in. 
the powers with which we were entrufted by your Lordfhip, and the refolutions N? LIL 
which, under thofe Powers, we had adopted with refpect to them. 


We have great fatisfaction in informing your Lordfhip, that this communica- 
tion was received by every individaul with very lively fenfations of gratitude, and 
in feveral inftances, of wonder; many of them exprefling the greateft aftonifhment 
at the unparalleled condefcenfion and generofity of the Company's Government, in 

f manifefting fo much confideration for perfons who had fo recently borne arms againft 
them, and who could not affert any claims to their favor and protection. 


From the manner in which the bounty of your Lordíhip to thefe perfons has 
been séceived, we ehtertain a confident expectation, that the meafure will produce. 
the happieft effect, in tranquillizing and conciliating all claffes of people, and in 
preparing their minds for the new order of things, about to be cftablifhed under 
your Lordfhip's inftru&ions. 


Your Lordfhip will obferve, that the total amount of the allowances which we 
have hitherto agreed to grant to the Sirdars of the late Tippoo Sultaun, does not 
exceed the annual fum of Star Pagodas 20,907. 2. 6. 


We fhall, no doubt, find it neceffary to augment the prefent lift of penfioners, 
and to make provifion for the families of certain Sirdars deceafed, whole preten- 
fions we Have not yet taken into our confideration, excepting in the mftance of Syed 
Sahib’s family (confifting of eighteen perfons, male and female) for the mainten- 
ance of which we have affigned a monthly penfion of two hundred Star Pagodas. 
We are perfuaded, however, that the fum allotted by your Lordfhip, as a fund for 
providing fuitably for thefe various perfons, will be more than adequate to the pur- 
‘pofe of enabling us to extend the Company's liberality to every individual whom it 
may be neceflary to admit to a participation of it, either on the {core of humanity 
or policy. | s 


Having judged it of the utmoft importance, to lofe no time in carrying into yide N° 4 
effect your Lordíbip's inftruétions, with refpect to the'remóval of the family of the Page 204.

The efcort appointed to conduct the Princes to Vellore 
is commanded by Lieutenant Colonel Coke, and confifts of two divifions of the 
Honorable Company's fecond European Regiment, of one battalion of Native 
Infantry, with four field pieces, and of two troops of Cavalry, amounting, in the 
whole, to 1500 men, 


We truft, that our appointment of Captain Marriott to attend the Princes, 
until they fhall be joined by Lieutenant Colonel Doveton, will meet with your 
your Lordíhip's approbation. '

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2. In confequence of thefe communications it appeared to us proper, that the Enclofure in 
members of the Commiffion fhould wait upon the Rajah, without delay: we ac- N° LIL 
cordingly yefterday fignified, through Purneah, to His Highnefs, and to his family, 
our intentien of paying our perfonal refpects to them in the courfe of the evening. 


We proceeded to His Highnefs’s refidence, accompanied by Purneah, 
whom we thought it proper fhould be prefent at this firft interview. Although every 
preparation was made for our reception, it is not eafy to defcribe to your Lordfhip 
the ftate of mifery in which we found this perfecuted family. 


_4. A portion of the apartment in -which we were received was concealed from 
our view by a curtain, behind which the Rana, and the other female members of 
the family, were ftationed. l 


g: We were received by the male part of the family, with expreffions of 
gratitude and joy, proportioned to the magnitude of the benefits conferred on. 
them, and to the ftate of indigence and obícurity from which they were relieved. - 
We again communicated, as we had done before, through Purneah, the general 
outline of your Lordfhip’s propofed arrangement, and your intentions with refpeét 
to the Rajah. The Rana, in reply, expreffed,. through one of her attendants, the 
lively fenfe which fhe entertained of your Lordfhip's clemency, which had raifed her 
and her family from the loweft pitch of human mifery, to that ftation of which they 
had been deprived by tyranny and ufurpation. She dwelt particularly on the per- 
fecution to which ‘fhe and her family had been expofed, from the cruel, favage, and. 
relentleís difpofition of the late Tippoo Sultaun; but fhe added, that the generofity 
of the Company, having reftored the ancient rights of her houfe in the perfon of her , 
Grandfon, had opened to her a profpect of paffing the remnant of her days in peace. 


6. The Rajah, who is faid to be five years old, 1s of a delicate habit; his com- 
plexion is rather fair than otherwife, and his countenance is very expreflive. He 
betrayed fome fymptoms of alarm on our firft arrival, but thefe foon. difappeared. 
He feems to be of a timid difpofition, and to have fuffered confiderably from reftraint.

Whereas the deceafed Tippoo Sultaun, unprovoked by any act of aggreffion on 
the part of the Allies, entered into an offenfive and defenfive Alliance with the 
French, and admitted a French force into his army, for the purpofe of commencing 
war againft the Honorable Englifh Company Behauder, and its Allies, Nizam ud 
Dowlah Afoph Jah Behauder, and the Pefhwa Row Pundit Purdhan Behauder ; and 
the faid Tippoo Sultaun having attempted to evade the juft demands of fatisfaétion 
and fecurity made by the Honorable Englifh Company Behauder amd its Allies, for 
their defence and protection againft the joint defigns of the faid Sultaua and of the

1. The principlé of partition between the Nizam and the Company, affumed 
in the firft and fecond articles, is that each party fhould retain in dire& foVereigntv, 
an equal fhare of unincumbered territorial revenue, deduction being made from both 
fides, of the amount of the penfions for Jaghires, of which each party has agreed to 
bear the charge. | | : 


2. The allowances made by Tippoo Sultaun to his family, and that of Hyder, 
including the whole expences of the maintenance of every branch of the families, did 
not exceed 1,12,116 Canteria Pagodas. 


_. 3. It was however thought advifable, to allot a larger fum for this purpofe, 
as well with a view tomeet the firft expences of fettling the families in the Carnatic, 
as the increafed charge of maintaining the younger fons of the late Sultaun 
(nme in number) as they fhall advance in years. The youngeft of the four Princes 
now at Vellore is about fifteen years of age. It is not intended to make the niné 
younger fons now at Seringapatam, the eldeft of whom is about eleven years of age, 
{fo large an allowance as that enjoyed by each of the four elder now at Vellore. The 
four elder fons have been accuítomed to a degree of ftate, of which it would be in- 
delicate to deprive them :. the fame reafons do not apply to the younger fons, who 
have fcarcely ever been fuffered to pafs beyond the limits of the Zenana. 


4. The eftimate of the revenues of Tippoo Sultaun, on which the partition has 
been founded, is the fame as that admitted by the Allies at Seringapatam in 1792, 
deducting the fum of nine lacs of pagodas, which had been added by the Allies to 
the eftimate given in by the Vakeels of Tippoo Sultaun on that occafion. There is 
every reafon to fuppofe, that this eftimate is much below the real produce of the 
revenues of the country, efpecially in its valuation of the Company's thare. Tippoo 
Sultaun had made a fictitious increafe of his revenues, by an arbitrary addition to the 
nominal value of his coin, and by other capricious and extravagant operations, the 
nature of which is explained in the Papers .annexed to this difpatch : by this 
contrivance he had raifed the apparent amount of his revenues to the fum of Canteria; 
Pagodas 83,67,549: This fum certainly much exceeded their real amount. In N° 
—a comparifon is inftituted between the extravagant ftatements lately found at 
Seringapatam, and the depreciation of Tippoo's remaining revenue impofed upon 
the Allies in 1792. By this comparifon it appears, that at the loweft valuation, the 
Company's fhare of the prefent partition may be expected, within a fhort period of 
time, to produce not lefs than 14,78,698 Star Pagodas *, provided the revenues be 
ably and honeftly adminiftered.

The late Tippoo Sultaun raifed his Jummabundy, ih the year 1796, by — 
bis land-rent three Cantaria Fanams on each Pagoda (ten Fanams) fuppofing the 
country to be capable of bearing this augmentation. He alfo charged his Jumma- 
bundy with half a Fanam, as a tax on Shroffs, and a quarter of a Fanam, as a duty 
on Tobacco. The two laft articles were abfurdly added to the land.rent, as well as 
the firft, the whole amounting to 33 Fanams on every.ten Fanams ; ; fo that by this 
increafe, every ten by the preceding Jummiabundy became 152 for the new Jumma- 
bundy, or 40 was raifed to 55. ° 


There 
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There were, however, fome inconfiderable articles of the revenue excluded from  Enclofure in 
contributing towards this augmentation ; fuch as the rents of land farmed for portions N° LII. 
of the produce, and alfo the road-duties: but as I could not procure an exact account 
of the amount of items left out in forming the increafe, I have fuppofed, for the con- 
venience of calculation, that the increafe of 1796 extended to the wlfole grofs reve- 
nue, and by following this mode, 1 have eftimated the increafe in Column 2 of the 
ftatement greater than it really was; confequently Column 3 or 4 is eftimated lower 
than it otherwife fhould be, if the detail of the whole increafe had been accurately 


aícertained. 


The fums in Canteria Pagodas in the third Column, or in Star Pagodas in the 
fourth, may, in my opinion, be confidered as nearly the fair Jummabundy which 
may hereafter be expected; though I cannot take upon myfelf to affert, that the 
feveral diftriéts ought to yield revenue equal to this valuation of them. 


If fome of the diftricts fhould be over-rated in this eftimate, it is probable that 
others are under-valued. I think it is not unreafonable to expect, that in the aggre- 
gate, the whole may, in the courfe of three or four years, produce a revenue equal 
to the amount of Column 4 ; and if from this fum one-fifth be deducted, for the 
feveral heads of Inaums to Pagodas, &c. and for defraying all charges of collection, 
there would remain to the Company a clear revenue of near twelve lacs of Star 


Pagodas annually. | 

Should this eftimate of the new acquifitions be hereafter found, through better in- 
formation, to be materially erroneous, I hope it will be remembered, that I followed 
the trueft fcale which can at prefent be procured. Much will always depend on the 
fkill and talents of perfons employed in the management of revenue. | 


I have an account of the amount of the rent of each Aumildarrie compofing the 
Jumma in the fir Column; and [ have materials and information fufficient to prove, 
that the fchedule of the Myfore revenue, given to the Confederates in 1792, was a

I have the pleafure to lay before you an abftract of the Jummabundy, and a Lift

Forts, and the refidence of his Afiphs, the proper, or former name, is affixed to each 
Divifion and Fort, for the convenience of geographical information. 


The Sultaun’s miftaken fyflem of Revenue Collection, operated in a great degree 
towards reducing his receipts, by his having increafed the number of Aumildarries to 
ten times as many as had ufually been the proportion under all former Governments 
of the Myfore Dominions. ! | | 


The Sultaun raifed his Jummabundy, in the year 1795, by adding about nineteen 


Lacks of Canteria Pagodas to his former Jumma: But this increafe was only ideal ; 


as I am informed by men, of whofe veracity I have a high opinion, that fince the 
year 1792, his receipts were annually from twenty-five to thirty-five Lacks of Can- 
teria Pogodas. His actual annual Difburfements are eftimated at forty Lacks of Can- 
teria Pagodas, fince the Treaty 0f 1792; fo that it appears, a confiderable portion of 
his expences muft have been taken from the treafure collected by his Father. 


All the Afiphs and Aumildars under his Government were Moormen, who were 
feldom chofen for any other reafon than their being Mahomedans; and although 
the whole of them had an oath of fidelity adminiftered to them, the embezzlement of

1, We have the honor to inform your Lordfhip, that Purnea having reported 
to us, on the 25th inftant, that the Brahmins had fixed on the 3oth of June, as the 
moft aufpicious day for placing Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver on the Mufnud of Myfore, 
we refolved that the ceremony fhould accordingly be performed on that day. 


2. Weat the fame time communicated to Lieutenant General Harris our wifh, 
that he would, if poffible, affift in perfon on this occafion. 


| His Excellency, in confequence, came hither from camp yefterday morning, 
attended by his fuite, and an efcort of European Cavalry, for the occafion. 


4. The Rajah and his family removed fome days ago from Seringapatam to the 
old town of Myfore, where the beft preparations were made for their accommodation 
which circumftances would admit. 


. This morning, the Members of the Commiffion, accompanied by Meer 
Allum, and his fon, Meer Dowran, and preceded by His Majefty’s 12th regi- 
ment of Foot, proceeded to the refidence of the Rajah, who was placed on the 
Mufnud about noon, under three vollies of mufquetry from the troops on the fpot, 
and a royal falute from the guns of Seringapatam. 


6. The ceremony of placing the Rajah on the Mufnud was performed by 
Lieutenant General Harris, as Senior Member of the Commiffion, and by Meer 
Allum, each of them taking a hand of His Highnefs on the occafion. His Excel- 
lency the Commander in Chief, fome time after, delivered to the Rajah the feal and 
fignet of the Rauje.

The fum of one lack of ftar pagodas, in addition 

to one-fifth of the net revenue, is referved for the Rajah, left in time of war, fuch a 

defalcation of revenue fhould take place, as fhould reduce his income from the amount 

of his neceffary expences. It is not intended that the Rajah, in time of peace, fhould 

ever be required to pay to the Company a larger fum than the amount of the fubfidy ;

This fum cannot be deemed 
a confiderable facrifice to the important object of conciliating the good will of the 
principal furviving officers of the late Sultaun. It muft, however, be obferved, that 
the whole of this fum is not to be ftated as a permanent charge, feveral of the penfions 
having been granted conditionally, during the good behaviour of the penfioner, or 
until he fhall be employed by the Company or its Allies. The provifions which have 
been made for the families of thofe who have fallen during the campaign, are included 
in this calculation, and amount to a fum which bears no proportion to the credit which 
has refulted to the character of the Company from this tranfaction.

— 1. It has appeared to the Governor General in Council to be proper, that his 
Lordhhip’s proceedings and refolutions for the diftribution of the treafure and jewels 
captured in Seringapatam, fhould form the fubject of a feparate difpatch to your 
Honorable Court. | | | 


2. The poffeffion of Tippoo Sultaun’s whole treafure, even :on the fall of 
Seringapatam, was an event, which the Governor General in Council could not rea- 
fonably have anticipated ; and it was a cafe, therefore, for which no rule could be 
provided, until the obftinacy of Tippoo Sultaun, and the rapid progrets of the fiege, 
had actually produced the event. j * s | 


3. Under thefe circumftances, and the uncertainty of the amount of the Sul- 
taun's treafure, which common rumour had extremely exaggerated, the difpofal of it 


became a queftion of confiderable delicacy. and importance. 


4. The right of the Crown to the whole cf the captured property appeared to 
be founded on the beft interpretations of the law.of nations, while the capture having 
been effected by the joint operation of His Majefty's and of the Honorable Company's 
Forces, His.Majéfty's royal Patent, bearing date 14th January 1758, and exprefsly

LETTER from the GOVERNOR GENERAL to the Court of DIRECTORS, 
dated 3d Auguft, 1798; continued from Page 197. 


_ 48. The advantages refulting to your interefts, from the recent fettlement of 
Myfore, are fufficiently obvious, as they appear in the preceding parts of this dif- 
patch, and in the papers which accompany it. It may not, however, be ufelefs to 
. fubmit to your Honorable Court, in a connected form, a general view of the whole 


of this important queftion, together with the reflections which have arifen in my. 


mind, from an anxious and affiduous attention to every branch of the fubject. 


|. 49. Since the firt war with Hyder Ally, the tranquillity of your poffeffions has 
been continually menaced by the power of Myfore. Even in the intervals of peace 
which have fucceeded to the feveral wars in which the Company has been engaged 
with Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, your fecurity in the Carnatic has ever been 


precarious. During the ceffation of actval hoflilities, the defigns of the Sovereign of. 


Myfore have ftill continued uniformly hoftile, and his means of executing them have 
always remained confiderable, while the degrees of your fafety have fluctuated with 
^ the ftaté of your military eftablifhments and preparations, and with the diftribution 
. of your force. | 


50. The baneful effects of this perpetual ftate of uncertainty and folicitude, 
bave been felt, not only in the decay o agriculture: and of the arts of peaceful in- 
duftry on the Coaft of Coromandel, and in the rebellious fpirit of certain defcriptions 
of your fubjects on that Coaft, and on the Coaft of Malabar, but occafionally, 
throughout all India, in the diminution of the Britifh influence and confideration at 


foreign Courts, in the rifing hopes of the turbulent and difaffe&ed, and im the decline . 


of public and private credit, fhaken by repeated rumours of war, and by the conftant 
necefhty of guarding againít furprize, from the fudden aggreffion of an enemy, 


whom no clemency or moderation could conciliate, and no faith could bind.

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st. The redu&ion of Tippoo Sultaun's power and refources, effected by the 
Treaty of Scringapatam in 1792, had weakened, but not extinguifhed, the caufe of 
.thefe complicated evils. Soon after the conelufion of peace, this caufe and its ef. 
fects appear to have recovered a confiderable degree of activity and vigour, until, 
‘in the year 17596, the intrigues and military movements of Tippoo Sultaun com- 
pelled the Government General to affemble the army on the Coaft of Coromandel, 
and in Autumn of 1797, fuch apprehenfions were juftly entertained of his defigns 
and power, s induced the Government of Fort Sc. George to abandon the profecu- - 
tion of an expedition ably planned, intimately connected with your interefts, and 
which had already brought a heavy charge on your finances. |

52. Judicious indeed, and provident, was the policy which dictated the re- 
linquifhment of that enterprize, fince fubfequent difcoveries and events have mani- 
fefled the great probability (if. not the abfolute certainty) that the departure of 
the large force deftined for Manilla would have proved a fignal to the watchful 
vengeance of Tippoo Sultaun to invade the Carnatic, even without waiting for the 
aid of a French force, the afilance of which might not, perhaps, have appeared to 
him neceffary, during the abfence of a confiderable portion of our army. 


53. But the apprehenfion of the defigns and movements of the power of My- 
fore had never, perhaps, been more anxioufly or more jufily entertained, than be- 
` tween the months of June and September 1798. It cannot be denied, that during 
- that period, your interefls were menaced by a combination of.the moft ferious 
dangers. "The anxiety and fears hitherto entertained, with regard to the defigns of 
Tippoo Seltaun, were now confirmed, by a certain knowledge of his having aétu- 
ally propofed to the Frencb, projects of the moft extenfive hoftility againft your 
Poffeffions in India. The alarm, as well as the danger, were confiderably aggra- 
vated by the formidable preparations of the French in the Mediterranean, by the 
. apparently defperate ftate of our alliances in the Decan, and by the peculiar fitua- 
tion of the Court of Hyderabad, fubjected to the will of a powerful French army 
and French faction. | | 


54. The fituaticn of our Allies at this period of general defpondency, is now 
well known to your Honorable Court; it will therefore be fufficient, in this place, 
to obferve, that the degree of danger, with which the Nizam and Pefhwa were 
threatened by tbe impending ftorm, exceeded that which menaced our poffeffions. 
It is true, that Tippoo Sultaun’s views againft the Courts of Poonah and Hyderabad 
were oftenfibly limited to the recovery of the ceffions made by him to thofe Powers 
in 1792; but it cannot be doubted, that his ambition and rapacity would have 
augmented with the progrefs of his victories, and his revenge was not of a temper 

to be mitigated by fuccets. 


$5. Your Honorable Court is apprized of the changes which fucceflively and 
_ tapid)y 
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. rapidly took place in the condition of our alliances, and of our army, fubftituting 
at Hyderabad, in place of a French faction and a French army, Britifh influence 
and a cónfiderable Britifh force, and producing, ultimately, the happy reftoration of 
confidence and energy among your fervants at Fort St. Géorge: it is, therefore, 
unneceffary to dwell on that part of the fubject; but it may be expedient to advert 
to the ftate of the general expectations, at different periods of time previous to the 
war, and to compare our actual fituation with thofe expectations, as well as with our 
pofition in the month of June 1798. 


56. At that time, even the moft fanguine difpofitions, and thofe leaft affected 
by the prevalent panic, would probably have been content to have detached Tippoo 
Sultaun from his alliance with the French Nation, in the hope that, without the aid 
of a French force, he would not attempt to difturb the tranquillity of the Car- 
natic. 


57. Even at a later period, when the fubverfion of the French party at Hy- 
derabad, the reftoration of the Nizam to the condition of an efficient Ally, and the 
advanced ftate of our military preparations, had infpired a general fpirit of confi- 
dence and zeal, the moft confident and zealous would have deemed the iffue of the 
approaching conteft profperous, as well as honorable, if ic had effected a confider- 
able reduction of the power and refources of Tippoo Sultaun, and had obtained a 
seafonable indemnity for the expenfes of the Allies. | 


58. The entire deftruction of Tippoo Sultaun’s power, or the abfolute transfer - 
of his refources, to any hand lefs inimical or lefs violent, would have been deemed 
a glorious termination, even of along and expenfive conteft. | 


59. Butthe fuccefs of your arms in the fhort period of the late campaign, has 
not merely excluded the French from Myfore, provided an ample indemnity to 
‘you and to your Ally for the charges of the war, deftroyed the hoftile power of 
Tippoo Sultaun, and effectually precluded its revival, but hastransferred the fword 
of your implacable enemy into your own hands, and turned to your ufe the main 
fprings of his wealth and ftrength. 


^ 6o. By the Partition-Treaty of Myfore, you have acquired an augmentation 

of direct territorial revenue, to the annual amount of about Star Pagodas 6,47,64 1. 10. 
By the Subfidiary Treaty of Séringapatam you have fecured an annual fubfidy 
‘of Star Pagodas 7,00,000, making, together with your new territorial revenue, the 
fum of Star Pagodas 13,47,641. 10. and leaving (after deducting the provifion al- 
‘lotted for the families of Hyder Ally Khan and Tippoo Sultaun) an annual increafe 
of your funds in this quarter of India, equal to Star Pagodas 11,47,641.10. But a 
reafonable expectation is entertained, that the territory acquired by the Company, 
under the Treaty of Myfore, will yield, in the courfe of a few years,.a fum. not lefs ps 
1 ; | | ~ 9tar 
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Star Pagodas 14,78,698. If fuch an advance ia the nominal revenue of the acquired — 
diftriéts fhould actually be realized, the pofitive augmentation of your available annwal 
refources, in confequence of the late fcttlement o? Myfore, will amount nearly to twenty 
lacs of Star Pagodas : But in eftimating the increafe of your annual available refources, 
fince the month of June, 1798, the augmentation which took place in the fubfidy 
payable by the Nizam is not to be omitted. By the Treaty of Hyderabad, conclud- 
ed on the firft of September, 1798, the annual fubfidy was augmented from Arcot 
Rupees 6,44,556, to Arcot Rupees 24,17,100, making an increafe annually of Ar- 
cot Rupees 17,72,544, or Star Pagodas 5,64,982. Thus the total augmentation of 
your available annual refources, fince June, 1798, in this quarter of your poffeffions, 
amounts actually to Star Pagodas 17,12,623, and if the revenue of the newly ac- 
uired territory fhould be realized (according to juft expe&ation) will amount to Srar 
agodas 25,43,680. + 


61. Againft thefe acquifitions, muft be placed the expenfe of whatever addi- 
tions it may be found neceffary to make your military force, either ip confequence 
of the extenfion of your territory, or of the fubfidiary engagements which have been 
" contra&ed with the Nizam, and with the Rajah of Myfore. | 


62 The fubfidiary force at Hyderabad muft be confidered as a part of your 
. efficient ftrength, prepared for your fervice on any emergency, and ready to aid 
you, in any future war, as it has done inthe laft. It does not appear to me pro- 
bable, that it will be neceffary to make any confiderable addition to the military 
eftablifhment of Fort St. George, in confequence of the Treaty of Hyderabad ; nor ` 
do I apprehend, that the requifite increafe of that eftablifhment, and of the army of 
Bombay, in confequence of the two treaties annexed to this difpatch, will bear any 
proportion to the increafe of your revenue and refources : for it muft never be for- 
gotten, that while your territory has been extended, your frontier has been contrac- 
ted and ftrengthened, your principal enemy utterly diftroyed, and an Ally and de- 
pendant of the Company eftablifhed on his throne. 


63. Ido not yet poffc(s the means of ftating, with fufficient accuracy, to your 
Honorable Court, either the amount of the charges incurred in confequence of the ve- 
rious meafures of preparation and precaution, which became neceffary on the difcovery 
of Tippoo Sultaun's hoftile defigns in June, 1798, or the amount of the expenfe which 
is to be, placed to the account of the operations of the late war. . The accumulated 
charges, both of our preparations and of the/war, muft be confiderable; but whene 
ever a ftatement of the expenfes of the late war can be fubmitted to your Honorable 
Court, your wifdom and juftice will neceffarily diftinguifh the charges incurred for the 
purpofe of affembling an effective army in the field, from thofe actually belonging 
_ to the operations of your armies in Myfore, and to the fiege of Seringapatam. 


64. From the moment that Tippoo Sultaun's negotiation had tranfpired, it 
became

became an indifpenfable duty to place the Carnatic in a pofture of compleat defence. | 
The experience of former wars with Myfore, the nature of the frontier of the 

Carnatic (expofed, in various points, by its almoft innumerable paffes, to the incur- 

fion of the enemy,) the actual ftate of affairs in India and in Europe, all concurred 

to convince me, that the only rational fyftem of defence againft Tippoo Sultaun was, 

to affemble your armies on the Coafts of Coromandel and Malabar, in fuch force, in 

fuch a ftate of equipment, and in fuch a pofition, as fhould excite in the mind of 
the Sultaun, a juft alarm for the fafety of his capital. No other plan was calculated. 
to fecure the Carnatic againft the ravages of his numerous cavalry ; becaufe' no other 

plan would have compelled him to concentrate his forces within his own territories, 

for the defence of the vital point of his empire. His capital was not only the ob- — 
ject of his pride, but the center of his power; it was the ftrongeft fortification, the 
principal granary of his army, his only arfenal, the repoficory of his treafure, and 
the prifon of the legitimate claimant of his throne, as well as of the families of all 
his great chieftains, whofe obedience he fecured by retaining the object of their 
reverence and affection, within the walls of the fortreís of Seringapatam. On the 
prefervation of that fortrefs, therefore, depended the fate of his empire, and (although ` 
I did not neglect any practicable precaution againtt the contrary courfe of events) my 
judgment was always decided, that he would never abandon the defence of Seringa- 
patam, but with his life. | | 


~ 


65. The fuccefs of the plan (founded on this opinion) fully anfwered its primary 
purpofe, fince no partof the Sultaun’s force ventured to enter the Company’s pof- 
feffions in the Carnatic during the late hoftilities. It alfo fully anfwered the fecon- 
dary purpofe, of enabling your armies (when our fpecific negotiation had failed) to 
act offenfively, with promptitude, vigour, and effect. 


66. Neither the expenfe of the magazines of grain and other ftores, en either 
Coaft, nor of the batterring train, with its equipment of cattle, ought therefore to be © 
charged to the account of the war; for every expenfe incurred previous to the 
3d February 1799 (the day on which Lieutenant General Harris received, orders to 
march) muft and would have been incurred, if no war had taken place, and ought to 
be charged to the account of the indifpenfable defence of your potleffions, according 
to the only plan which could provide effectually for that object. 


67. 'The expenfes of moving the battering train to Seringapatam, as well 
as of maintainining the army in Myfore, cannot have much exceeded the charges 
which muĝ have been continued, if the whole had remained within your frontier ; 
‘and when it is confidered, that if the army with the battering train had not moved to 
Seringapatam, the expenfive, but neceffary fyftem of defence already explained, 
muft have been protracted, until all danger from Tippoo Saltaun’s connection with 
the French fhould have been averted, your Honorable Court will probably fanction 


my decided opinion, that the rapid movement of the Britifly forces towards the "— 
| 4 À | 
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. of their certain triumph, was not only the moft effectual, but i d E 
meafure which could have been adopted, to fruftrate the views of the ememy, and to 
fecure the tranquillity of your poffeffions. | 


68. For,on the one hand, no profpect appeared of any practicable reduction in 
the expenfe of a defenfive fyftem, during the continuance of the war between Great 
Britain and France, while every hour of delay in the movement of our army, afforded 
to Tippoo Sultaun the means of increafing his ftrength, of receiving fuccours from the 
French, and confequently, of aggravating to the Company, both the expenfe and 
hazard of the impending conteft. | | 


69. Ontheother band, the ftate of our army, the arrangements which had been 
made for its equipment and fupply in every department, and the period of the feafon, 
left no doubt, that the great object of the war would be attained in one fhort cam- 
paign. Nor did this calculation prove to have been in any degree fanguine; for al- 
though an alarm of a deficiency of grain prevailed in the army before Seringapatam on 
the 16th of April, it appeared foon after, upon an accurate examination, that at that 
time, (exclufive of the immenfe depôt eftablifhed in the diftriét of Coorga) a quantity 
of grain remained in camp, fufficient to maintain the whole of the fighting men of 
the army, at half allowance, until the 20th of May; and on the 13th of that month, 
Major General Floyd returned to Seringapatam, with the large fupplies which had 
been forwarded from the Carnatic, under the care of Lieutenant Colonels Read and 
Brown. It may alfo be ufeful to remark, in this place, that if any accident had protract- 
ed the operations of the fiege, beyond the 4th of May, ample time would ftill have 
remained for the reduction of the place, previous to the rifing of the Cavery, (ince 
the four eldeít fons of Tippoo Sultaun, with an efcort of 1,500 men, and a confi- 
derable train of attendants, croffed that river on the 18th of June, on which day the 
water was nearly as low as on the day of the affault, 


70. Reviewing all thefe circumitances, your Honorable Court will hereafter 
compare the expenfe incurred by the movement of the army to Seringapatam, with 
the probable charges of any other practicable plan of policy, or of military operation. 
In any view of the fubject it will probably appear, that the increafe of your revenue and 
pecuniary refources, obtained by the iffue of the war, far overbalances the combined ex- 
penfe of the preparations for your defence, and of the operations of the late campaign. 


71. But in addition to this pofitive indemnification for. your expenfes, your 
Honorable Court will alfo confider the augmentation of your commercial and military 
refources fromthe c onqueft of Myfore. 


72. Hitherto, all traffic between your fubjects or dependants and thofe of the 
late Sultaun was nearly prohibited, by the reftraints to which his hatred of the Britifh 
Nation, or his ignorance and prejudice, had fubjeéted the communication with your 

| poffeffions. 
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poffeffions, Thefe reftraints being removed, and every proper encouragement to 
commercial intercourfe being fubftituted in their place, it may reafonably be ex- 
pected, that the neighbouring, and now united countries of the Carnatic and My- 
fore, will mutually confume a confiderable portion of their refpeétive productions and 
manufactures, and that even a proportion of Britifh commodities will foon find a market 
in Myfore. My information, with regard to the articles produced, manufactured, 
or confumed, in the countries acquired by the Company and by the Rsjah of Myfore, 
is at prefent too imperfect to enable me to form any accurate calculation of the poffible 
increafe of the imports from the Coaft of Malabar to Europe; but it appears probable, 
that your inveftment in the article of pepper may foon be augmented, to any extent 
which you may deem advifable. | 


73 Your military refources may be confidered to have received a great aug- 
mentation, not only érom the additional fupplies of grain, provifions, and cattle, 
which your connection with Myfore places at your difpotal, but from the new chan- 
nels which it opens for recruiting the native force, both of thePre(idencie s of Fort 
St. George and Bombay. Under this head, may alío be confidered the fuperiority of 
the climate of Myfore, to any in this quarter of India, and the means which it affords 
of preferving the health, and confequent efficiency of European troops. 


74. Highly as I eftimate thefe immediate and dire& advantages of revenue, 
and of commercial and military refource, I confider the recent fettlement of My. 
fore to be equally important to your interefts, in its tendency to encreafe your politi- 
cal confideration and influence among the Native Powers of India, together with 
your means of maintaining internal tranquillity and order among your fubjects and 
dependants, and of defending your poffeffions againft any enemy, either Afiatic or 
European. —— | | 


Thefe are principles of fubftantial and durable fecurity, the operation of 
which muft be felt throughout every part of your poffeffions, and in every branch of 


your affairs both in India and Europe. 


6. The balance which it was the policy of the Treaty of Seringapatam, in 
1792, to eftablifh between the Native Powers of India, was foon deranged by the 
courfe of events: our influence in the general fcale proved infufficient, not only to 


. maintain peace between our Allies, but to check either the rapid decline of their 


refpective refources and ftrength, or the growing afcendency of the French faction at 
Hyderabad, on the fyftematic machinations of Tippoo Sultaun. Experience has 
manifefted, that the power preferved to that infatuated and reftlefs Prince, muf al- 
ways have been thrown into the fcale oppofed to our interefts, and that, in no poffi- 
blec ombination or conflict of the politics of Poonah and Hyderabad, could the 
interpofition or neutrality of Tippoo Sultaun take a bias favourable to our fecurity. If he 


menaced war, or fought alliance with either or with both thofe States, his uniform object 
| E was 
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was eur difturbance : If he remained neuter, either in their diffentions or union, it was 
to preferve his own ftrength unimpaired for that conteft with ours, which formed the 
favourite {cope of all his views. In no cafe, has his power been brought into action, 
or remained at reft, without a hoflile defign, and an injurious effect to our influence 
and confideration, The balance is now in our own hands ; we now poflefs the irre- 
fiftible power, either of concentrating the moft efficient part of the refources of 
Myfore in one mafs, for our fingle defence againít any poffible combination; or of 
throwing the fame weight into that fcale, which fhall appear to require fuch an aid, 

for the prefervation of the general tranquillity, on the folid bafis of moderation and 
juftice. 


77. The connection between the Nizam and the French is entirely diffolved, 
under circumftances which, .] truft, will render its renewal impracticable, at leaft for 
many years. | 

78 The intrigues of Tippoo Sultaun among the Rajahs inhabiting the Coaft 
of Malabar, among the Poligars in the Carnatic, and among every other defcription 
of your difaffected or refractory fubjects, were the fources of continual commotion 
within your territories, while the vicinity of the hoftile frontier of My fore offered 
refuge and impunity to every offender againft your authority, and to every 
difturber of the public peace. It may reafonably be expected, that the eftablifhment 
of your influence in Myfore, will operate as a powerful check on the fpirit of diforder 
in your own poffeffions, and by removing the caufes of internal weakneís, may enable 
you to oppofe every foreign attack with greater confidence and vigour. 


79- Such appear to me to be the confequences of the late fettlement, as tbey 
relate more immediately to the interefts of the Honorable Company ; but it will be 
proper to confider them alío as they affect our Allies. 


9o. Theeftablifhment of a Hindoo State in Myfore, with the reftoration of the 
temples and endowments of that religion, muft be grateful to the Government of 
Poonah, independently of the advantages arifing from the fubftitution of a power of 
the fame religion and of pacific views, in the place of an odious Mahomedan Ufur- 
pation, fcarcely lefs hoftile to the Mahratta than to the Britifh Nation. 


81. With regard to the Nizam, the folid and permanent benefits which have 
refulted to his Higbnefs from the recent improvement of his connection wgth the 
Company, and particularly from the new fettlement of Myfore, are obvious and con- 
fiderable. -The exiftence of his throne was faved, by the deftruétion of the French 
party at Hyderabad, in October 1798. ‘The formidable power of Tippoo Sultaun; 
which perpetually menaced his Highnefs’s poffeffions, and filled his court and domi- 
aions with intrigues and treafon, has been annihilated, and a friendly amd allied State 
cftablifhed in Myfore. His Highnefs has received a large encreafe of territory; e 
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nue, and power, together with feveral important fortreffes, tending greatly to fecure 
the tranquillity of his dominions. His expenfes in the war have been inconfiderable ; 
and if a comparifon were to be inftituted, of the advantages accruing to him and to 
the Company from the whole arrangement, thofe obtained by his Highnefs would 
probably be found to preponderate : For the danger from which he has been delivered, 
was even more imminent than that which menaced the Company's poffeffions ; and 
while his expenfes have borne no proportion to ours, he has attained equal benefits, 
both of indemnification and fecurity. The collateral benefits derivable by the Com- 
pany from its connection with the Rajah of Myfore, will neceffarily extend to the 
Nizam, and be fcarcely lefs felt by him, than by us, while he fhall remain faithful to 
his alliance with the Company. I have the fatisfaction to know, that his moft able 
and experienced counfellors are fully fenfible of the extenfive and folid benefits ac- 
quired by his Highnefs, under the general operation of the late treaties, I am there- 
fore perfuaded, that his Highnefs’s juft fenfe of the permanent interefts of his State, 
- will command his cordial co-operation in the maintenance of the new fettlement. 


82. The interefts of the Rajah of Myfore being identified with thofe of the 
Company, and the fafety, profperity, and honor of the Pe(hwa and of the Nizam 
being amply fecured by the Treaties of Hyderabad and Myfore, and by the Sub- 
fidiary Treaty of Seringapatam, I entertain a confident expectation, that the recent 
fettlement of the dominions of Tippoo Sultaun will prove not lefs durable than, I 
truft, it will be found equitable in its fundamental principles, beneficial in its general 
operation, and conformable, in every point of view, to the liberal character of the 
Englifh Eaft-India Company, and to the juft and moderate policy eftablifhed by 
Parliament for the Government of the Britifh Empire in India.

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The following Particulars relative to the Conduét of Tippoo Sultaun, on the Day 
of the Affault and Capture of Seringapatam, are taken from the Bombay 
Courier, of the 24th Auguft, 1799. | o 
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EXTRACT of a LETTER from Camp at SERINGAPATAM. 


** I fend you the following particulars relative to the conduct of the late Tippoo 
Sultaun on the 4th May, collected chiefly from the Killadar of Seringapatam, and 
from accounts given by fome of his own fervants. 


* The Sultaun went out early in the morning, as was his cuftom daily, to one of the 
cavaliers of the outer rampart of the north face, whence he could obferve what was do- 
ing on both fides: he remained there till about noon, when he took his ufual repaft under 
a Pandal. It would appear, that he had at that time no fufpicion of the affault being 
fo near; for when it was reported to him, that.our parallels and approaches were 
unufualy crouded with Europeans, he did not exprefs the leaft apprehenfion, nor | 
take any other precaution, but defiring the meffenger to return to the welt face 
with orders to Meer Gofhar, with the troops on duty near the breach, to keep a 
ftri. guard, 


| * A few minutes afterwards he was informed, that Meer Gofhar had been killed 
by a cannon fhot near the breach, which intelligence appeared to agitate him greatly. 
He immediately ordered the troops that were near him under arms, and his perfonal 
fervants to load the carbines which they carried for his own ufe, and haften along the 
ramparts towards the breach, accompanied by a felect guard and feveral of his chiefs, 
till he met a number of his troops flying before the van of the Europeans, who he 
perceived had already mounted and gained the ramparts. Here he exerted himfelf 
to rally the fugitives, and uniting them with his own guard, encouraged them by his 
voice and example to make a determined ftand. He repeatedly fired on our troops 
himfelf, and one of his fervants afferts, that he faw him bring down feveral Europeans 
Near the top of the breach. 


_ ^ Notwithftanding thefe exertions, when the front of the European flank come- 
panies of the left attack approached the fpot where the Sultaun ftood, he found him- 
lelf almoft entirely deferted, and was forced to retire to the traverfes of the North 
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Ramparts : 
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Ramparts; thefe he defended, one after another, with the braveft of his men and 
. officers, and affifted by the fire of his people on the inner wall, he feveral times ob- 
liged the front of our troops, who were pufhing on with their ufüal ardor, to make 4 
ftand. The lofs here would have been much.greater on our part, had not the light 
infantry and part of the battalion companies of the twelfth regiment, croffing the - 
inner ditch, and mcunting the rampart, driven .the enemy from them, and taken in 
reverfethofe who, with the Sultaun, were defending the traverfes of the outer ram- 
parts. | 
“€ While any of his troops remained with him, the Sultaun continued to difpute 
the ground,. until he approached the paffage acrofs the ditch to the gate of the inner 
fort ; here he complained of pain and weaknefs in one of his legs, in which he had 
received a bad wound when very young, and ordering his horfe to be brought, he 
mounted; but feeing the Europeans flill advancing on both the ramparts, he made 
for the gate, followed by his palanquin and a number of officers, troops, and fer- 
vants. It was then, probably, his intention either to have entered and fhut the gate, 
in order to attack the fmall body of our troops which had got into the inner fort, 
and if fuccefsful in driving them out, to have attempted to have maintained it againít ' 
us, or to endeavour to make his way to the palace and there make his lat ftand ; but 
as he was croffing to the gate by the communication from the outer rampart, he re- 
ceived a mufquet-ball in the right*fide, nearly as high as the breaft: he however ftill 
prefled on, till he was ftopped, about half way through the arch of the gateway, by 
the fire of the 12th light infantry from within, when he received a fecond ball clofe 
to the other. The horfe he rode on, being alío wounded, funk under him, and his 
turban fell to the ground. Many of his people fell at the fame time, on every fide, by 
mufquetry, both from within and without the gate. 


«€ Fhe fallen Sultaun was immediately raifed by fome of his adherents and placed 
upon his palanquin, under the arch, and on one fide the gateway, where he lay or fat 
for fome minutes faint and exhaufted, till fome Europeans entered the gateway. A 
fervant, who has furvived, relates that one of the foldiers feized the Sultaun's fword- 
belt (which was very rich) and attempted to pull it off; that the Sultaun, who ftill 
held his {word in his hand, made a cut at the foldier with all his remaining ftrength, 
and wounded him about the knee, on which he put his piece to his fhoulder, and fhot 
the Sultaun through the temple, when he inftantly expired. 


‘6 Not lefs than three hundred men were.killed and numbers wounded under the 
arch of this gateway, which foon became impaffable, excepting over the bodies of the 
dead and dying. | | 


* About dufk, General Baird, in confequence of information he had received 
at the Palace came with lights to the gate, accompanied by the late Killadar of the 
fort and others, to fearch for the body of the Sultaun, and after much labour it was 
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found and brought from under a heap of flain to the infide of the gate. The coun- 
.tenance was no ways diftorted, but had an expreffion of ftern compofure ; his turban, 
Jacket, and fword-belt were gone, but the body was recognized by fome of his people, 
who were there, to be Pad/baw, and an officer who was prefent, with the leave of 
General Baird, took from off his right arm the Talifman, which contained, fewed up 
in pieces of fine flowered lk, an amulet of a brittle metallic fubftance of the colour 
of filver, and fome manufcripts in Magic Arabic and Perfian characters, the purport 
of which, had there been any doubt, would have fufficiently afcertained the identity 
of the Sultaun's body. It was placed on his own palanquin, and, by General Baird's 
orders, conveyed to the court of the Palace, where it remained during the night, 
furnifhing a remarkable inftance to thofe who are given to reflection, of the uncer- 
tainty of human affairs. He, who had left his Palace in the morning a powerful, 
imperious Sultaun, full of vaft ambitious projects, was brought back a lump of clay, 
his kingdom overthrown, his capital taken, and his Palace occupied by the very man, 
(Major General Baird) who about fifteen years before had been, with other victims of 
his cruelty and tyranny, releafed from near four years of rigid confinement in irons, 
fcarce three hundred yards from the fpot where the corpfe of the Sultaun now lay. 


«© Thus ended the life and the power of Tippoo Sultaun. It will require an 
able pen to delineate a character apparently fo inconfiftent, but he who attempts it 
muft not decide haftily.”

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aft. HeAp.—It appears that Tippoo Sultaun had, for many years, entertained 
the defign of calling in the aid of the French, for the extermination of the Brf- 


j 


| tifh power in India. 


It was the immediate object of his Embañy to the Court of France in 1783, 
and he feems never to have relaxed his endeavours to obtain it. The means 
however of negotiating this favorite object appear to have :been ‘but feldom. 
within his reach, and he eagerly availed himfelf of the opportunity afforded by 
the accidental arrival of an obfcure individual, by name Ripaud, to profecute 
his views. "This man, who commanded a French Privateer, was obliged by 
ftrefs of weather.to put into Mangalore in the early part of 1797; he was there 


apprehended, fent to Seringapatam, and placed under reftraint, 


. It appears- that Tippoo Sultaun interrogated this man, with refpect to the 


.difpofition and ability of the French, to co-operate with him in his projected at- 


tack of the Company's poffeffions ; and that Ripaud, who is a violent Repub- 
lican, with a view both to excite the Sultaun to hoftilities againft the Englith, 


by encouraging him to expe.the . effectual co-operation of.the French, and to 


effect his own delivery, magnified the refources of his nation, and induced the 
Sultaun to believe, that a very confiderable force was already affembled at the 
Ifle of France, and only waited his fummons. This circumftance appears to ` 
have fugg gefted to Tippoo Sultaun’s mind the policy of again dep uting Amba 
fadors to that Ifland, and eventyally to France; and to have given rife to the 
deliberations alluded to under the prefent head. It will be remarked, that the 
queftions propofed by: the Sültaun to the feveral departments cf his.Governinent . 

for their opinions and advice was, not whether an cffenfive and defenfive wlli ince 
fhould be formed with the'French but, what fhould be the terms and condi- 
tions of fach an alliance, which it appears the Sult;un had abfolutely determined 
to forn. Notwithftanding this determination of their Ma(ter, fome of his prin- . 
cipal Oificers have ventured to exprefs their difipprobation of the plan; moft 
of them have exprefied their opinions of the little des nine to be placed upon 
the faith of the French Nation; and they all mention Ripaud in terms of abafe 
and contempt the moft unqualified and undifruifed, and forcibly diffuade Tip- 
poo Sultaun from conducting a negotiation of {ach importance, thro’ the agency 
of a man of fo low and defpicable a character. Tippoo Sultaun himfelf, evi- 
dently fhews his diftruft of the French at. the moment he folicits their affii- 


tance, by the guarded ftipulations which he makes, and particularly by his letter 


to the Governor and Reprefentatives of the Mauritius, of the 2d of April 


1797. His eagernefs or to prolecute his favorite plan cf ruining the 


Britifh 
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Britifh Power, rendered him regardlefs of the admonitions of his Counfellors, 
and of the doubts which his own mind fuggefted to him of the faith and honor 
of the French Nation. It is curious to trace the plan from its origin to its - 
aturity; from its firft formation in the mind of the Sultaun, through its feveral 

modifications, until its completion under the form of regular articles, and its 
being carried into effe&t by the deputation of Ambaffadors. In the courfe of . 
thofe genuine effufions of his mind, he indicates that his fole motive is to d eed | 
revenge the injury’ and repair the loffes he fuftained during the war which E 
terminated in 1792. Im his: letter to the Executive DireQory; dated the ' 
ooth of July 1798, he: ‘exprefsly writes, ‘* It is therefore my defire to obtain Page 53s 

se full redrefs from the Englifh for that outrage. (the privation of treafure 
se and territory at the conclufion of the war in 1792,) It has indeed long 
ec bee my defign to ftate this affair to the French, and profecute’ my revenge." 
‘He fhews that he is fully aware of the probable confequence of the difclofure. 
of his intrigues; forhe obferves, ‘~The fending of the four Sirdars of the page ar. | 
** Khoodadaud Sirkar therefore, on a deputation to the French nation, is my 

* own act, and the publicity of it would'be prodüc&tive of difturbance.” page 25 & 26, 
Hence the ftri injunétions which he gives to his Ambaffadors, to keep 

their miffion and the object ‘of it a fecret from all but the perfons with whom 

they were to negotiate, and not to difclofe it even to them without particular 
precautions z.and hence alfo, the meafure of fending the Ambaffadors under 

the afflunied character of merchants, for which purpofe fictitious inftructions page 28. 

were prepared and delivered to them: - But either the inadvertency, or defign- 

ing policy of M, Malartic, fruftrated the Sultaun's caution, (by the proclamation 

at the Ife of France, by means of which thefe intrigues were firft difclofed 

to Government, ) and incurred the very confequence of which Tippoo Sultaun 

had exprefled his apprehenfion, -with an implied confcioufnefs of its juftice. -

It is further to'be remarked, tiat the Sultaun’s views were not confined to 
the annihilation of the Britifh power alone, but involved defigns equally hoftile . 
to the Mahrattas and the Nizam; for hé exprefsly ftipulates, that the Mahrat- pa ai. Art 143 
tas and the Nizam fhall be confidered as Enemies, if they- -fulfil their defenfive 9" ** 
engagements with the Company ; and thé Hoftile defigns of Tippoo Sultaun, 
againft thofe two Powers, are'expreffed in‘a more direct and unqualified man- 
ner .in feveral -parts of ‘this collection. The extirpation of the Mahrattas, 
7 under the terme Infidels, is frequently mentioned in the correfpondence 
with the Court of Zemaun ‘Shah, and defigns of the moft hoftile nature 
againft the Nizam, are ftrongly indicated in the following paffages ; :‘* With. Page 19. 
"'refpeck.to the eonqueft of Nizam: Ally's county; pleafe God, at a proper

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‘ oppertunity you muft fo manage, thatit may fall into your hands, and alfo that 
* the other two powers may be made to repent their defigns.” Again; ** how- 
« ever, if we lay hands on the dominions of Nizam Ally, the other two Infi- 
« dels will fill unite.” For the intended attack upon the Portuguefe poffef- 
fions the Sultaun has not thought it neceflary to affign any reafon whatever - 
except that of convenience; and it is to be remarked, that the attack upon Goa 
neceflarily involves the Invafion of. the Mahratta dominions. From the 
whole of the foregoing it is evident, that Tippoo Sultaun was a&uated by - 
a fpirit of bigotry, revenge, and overweening ambition, which induced him 
to profecute his object by the facrifice of every principle of faith, truth, and - 


honor. 


‘od. Heap.—With refpect to the fecond head, the deputation of the Ambaf-- 
{adors to the Ifle of France and to the Directory, and the: fpecific propofitions. 


with which they were charged, little remains to be remarked. It appears that 


Tippoo Sultaun had been led to expect, not only large military fuccours from: 
the Ifle-of France, but that the Government there were authorized formally to- 
contract an offenfive and defenfive alliance with him on the part of the 


French Nation. With the view however, to confirm and to fecure the benefits -

and in the preceding papers. - | 


3d. Heap.—With refpe& to the third head, viz. the udo of the- 
Ambafladors at the Ifle of France, and their refult; thefe are fully developed: 


in the two narratives of the Ambaffadors, and in the other papers noted in- 


the margin. From thefe it will. appear, that the coincidence between the 
views of Tippoo Sultaun as detailed in the papers antecedent in date to the 
departure of the Ambaffadors to the Ifle of France, and their negotiations at 
that Ifland, 1s. complete, and the validity of thofe papers, and the actual 
tranfmiffion of letters in conformity to the terms of the drafts, are fully afcer= 
tained from the record of their proceedings. The Amballadors. acted upon 
the ground of that fuppofition under which they had. been deputed, that a 
confiderable force was ready at the Ifle of France to be tranfported to the 
Sultaun’s dominions, and. they exprefs their own, and their matter’s dif- 
appointment, when undeceived upon this fubject. "They reprefent them- 
felves to have addreffed General Malartic in the following terms:  ** It is very

pointed by Monfieur Malartic to command thé Marine of the Sultaun, and ° 
who had arrived at Mangalore’ with the Sultaun’s firft deputation, on its re- . 
turn from the Mauritius oh the 26th of April 1798, and two native Ambaffa-- 
dors charged with the fame propofitions as the former, to the French Repub- 
lic. The powers from Tippoo Sultaun to Dubuc, conftituting him his Am- pue 130. 
baffador to the French Republic, and. the letters to the Directory of which Page 126. ct feq. 
he was to be the bearer, are dated the 2oth of July, 1798, (at which time no 
military preparations had been made in the Carnatic under your Lordfhip's 
orders dated at Fort William on the 20th June) although he did not 
fail from Tranquebar until the 7th of February 1799, at which place he 
arrived on or about the arft of Auguft 1798. His detention there is amply ’ 
accounted for in the letter from him to Tippoo Sultaun dated the: 16th of Page 131. 
December 1798, and in the Sultaun’s reply dated 2d of January 1799. Pase 135. 
It will thence appear, that his departure was not deferred in the hope that . 
the neceflity of it would be precluded by an amicable accommodation; on the : 
contrary, Tippoo Sultaun was moft anxious for his departure; Dubuc him- 
felf was impatient of the delay, and the letter of the Sultaun to the Directory 
originally intended to be forwarded by Dubuc, was that which Dubuc actually 
carried. This Embaffy muft therefore be confidered as independent of all re- 
lation to the defenfive meafures adopted by the Company and their Allies, and 
confequently as an additional a& of aggreffive and sqm hoftility againft 
the Britifh Nation. | 

As coming stia the fcope of your Lordthip’s directions, I now proceed 
to contraft the hoftile conduct of Tippoo Sultaun with the amicable and can- 
did negociations of the Britifh Government with that Prince and the friend- 
ly profeffions with which his letters abound, at the very time when he was em- 
ploying “ every energy of his mind and his faculties,” as he himfelf expreffes — — 
it, to accomplifh our deftru&ion. On the very day ‘of the return of his EE 
 Ambaffadors from the Ifle of France, a letter was received {from Tippoo 
Sultaun in reply to one from the late Governor General Sir John Shore 
dated the 7th March 1798 notifying your Lordíhip's fucceffion to the 
ftation of Governor General, wherein he _requefts Sir John Shore to im- : 
prefs your Lordfhip with a fenfe of the friendfhip and unanimity fo firmly fub- Pas 144. 
fifting between the two States. The coincidence of date is no otherwife remark- 
able, than as it indicates a period in which Tippoo Sulfaun muft have expect- 
ed the early arrival of thofe auxiliary troops, by whofe aid he hoped to fub-

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anfwer to your Lordfhip's Res dated the roth of July 1798, only ter dayá 
prior to his letter to the Dire&ory forwarded by M. Dubuc, congratulates. 
your Lordíhip in the warmeft terms on your acceffion to the Government, 


_ and renews with additional ftrength the expreffion of his difpofition to main-. 


tain the relations of amity and concord, and to adhere to the obligations of 


.exifting treaties. On the 18th of July, only two days prior to the date of the 


letter to the Directory of France before alluded to, when it muft be fuppofed he 
had planned the deputation of M. Dubuc and the other Ambaffadors to France, 
he addrefled to your Lordfhip another letter, in reply to your Lordíhip's of the 
14th of June, 1n which he accedes to the propofition which your Lordfhip had 
made for a conference of deputies to decide the exifting territorial difputes, 

and repeats his profeffions of inviolable friendíhip. Your Lordthip’ S next letter 

to the Sultaun of the 7th of Auguft announced to him the ceffion of the dif. 
trict of Wynaad, after an inveftigation impartially carried on by the fervants 
of the Company without the intervention of his deputies. But, while fo folici- 


. tous to afford to Tippoo Sultaun every proof of the juftice and pacific difpo- 


fition of the Britifh Government, the circumftances of his treacherous and 
hoftile conduét rendered it neceflary for the Company and their Allies to arm, 
either to fupport their juft demand of fatisfaction and fecurity, or to defend 
their rights, As the intentions of the Britifh Government were fincerely 


pacific; as it merely required fecurity, when the circumftances would have 


warranted an unconditional recourfe to hoftilities, there was evidently nothing 
inconfiftent between the pacific and amicable language of itsletters and its ` 
military preparations. The conduct of Government towards Tippoo Sultaun 
was in ftri& conformity to its profcllions ; but no law of juftice, honor or policy 
could require the Britifh Government, either to gmit military preparations 


© effentially.neceffary to its fecurity, or to communicate their object to Tippoo

Lordíhip's letter of the 8th November 1798 to Tippoo Sultaun, your Lord-

and treachery. The French nation which he extols for ** Their obfervance 


** of faith and fincerity,” with which he wifhes ** to renew and ftrengthert 
, (T: the 
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** the friendfhip which has ‘ubfifted with it from the time of his late father,” 
with which he folicits to enter into ** the moft inviolable engagements and 
** alliance, to eftablifh a union of interefts and a friend(hip that fhall not be i im- 
«c paired though the foundation of the earth and the fkies be fhaken ;” that na- 
tion he ftigmatifes as ** faithlefs and enemies of mankind," at the very time his 
Ambaffadors are proceeding to France to implore its aid; and he extols the 
fincerity, friendfhip, and good faith of the Englifh nation, at the moment 
that he aims a blow at their exiftence in India. The explanation which he 
makes of his conneétion with the French is a fingular inftance of prevarication 
and fubterfuge. The detection of his fchemes produced no relaxation in the 
profecution of them. The notification of his willingnefs to receive Major 
Doveton, and the departure of M. Dubuc from Tranquebar i on his Embafly 
to France, were circumftances -nearly coincidént in point of date, I take the 
liberty in this place to remark to your Lordíhip, the exa& conformity, of the 
circumftances ftated,in your Lordfhip's minute of the 12th of Auguft 1798 

refpecting the Embaffy of Tippoo Sultaun to the Ifle of France and his inimi- 
cal — againft the Company, with the facts now fo emen eftablifhed. 


d Heap. —The fifth head refpeéts Tippoo Sultaun’s deputation " Am- 
baffadors to Zemaun Shah. This Embaffy took place in the year 1796, and 
the negotiations were carried on, as opportunity offered, to the end of January 
1799- His intercourfe indeed, with Zemaun Shah IS to be traced by letters 
in the poffeffion of Government as far back as 1793; and with Timour Shah, 
the father of Zemaun Shah, to a much earlier period. The object of all is 
the fame; to extirpate '* Infidels” from the country of Hindoftan. Although

the name * of the Englifh does not occur in the papers prior to his letter 


to Zemaun Shah of the 3oth January 1799, yet they are evidently the prin- 
cipal objects of the ca-operation which he propofes to form; a circum- 


ftance which is further confirmed by the concluding part of the articles inferted : 


at the commencement of the narrative of Huffun Alli, where it is ftated that, 
4 Zemaun Shah, king of the Afghauns, and the greater part of the powers of 
** India are united with the Sultaun, and will not ceafe until they fhall have 
** driven the Englifh out of India." Of the negotiations of the Ambaffadors 
at the Court of Zemaun Shah, there is no record —Their inftru&ions for con- 
du&ing the negotiation with Zemaun Shah appear to have been merely ver- 
bal, and in the letter from Tippoo Sultaun to Wuffadar Khaa it is exprefsly 


ftated fo; but the gencral refult of the Embafly ap jp in the mater of

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Zemaun - 
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Zemaun Shah to Tippoo Sultaun's letter, fent by the Ambaffadors on their 
return, in which he expreffes his concurrence and intended co-operation in 
the views of Tippoo Sultaun. It appears that on the 5th of February 1797 
Tippoo Sultaun addreffed additional letters to Zemaun Shah and his Minif- 
ters, differing but little in fub'tance from the former, but in more urgent 
terms : by what channel thefe were fent, it does not appear. 


6th. Heap.—In confequence of the meafures adopted by the Britifh Govern- 
ment, it appears that Tippoo Sultaun refolved to depute the fame Ambaffadors a ` 
fecond time to Zemaun Shah, and he accordingly prepared letters, (bearing 
date. goth of January 1799,) which he difpatched with thofe Ambaffadors, 
whofe actual departure with the letters is afcertained from written documents 
in the poffeflion of Government, and from verbal teffimony. In this letter 


| your Lordfhip. will obferve, that Tippoo Sultaun ;afcribes the military prepa- 


rations of the Britifh Government againft him to his deputation of Ambaf- 
fadors to the Court of Caubul. It is not eafy to devife terms of calumny and 
rancour more virulent, than thofe contained in this and the following letter 
againft the Englifh nation, But neither in this lettes, mor in any other, has he 
flated any ground of complaint againft the Britifh nation, as applicable to 
himfelf. Where he has.been. candid, lie has ftated his motives to be thofe of 
bigotry. an d revenge, and where he has been otherwife, he has been obliged 
to have recourfe tothe groffeft and moft unfounded calumny; which only 


 . ferves. to fhew his. want of motives to juftify his implacable hatred and 


unwarrantable defigns againft the Britifh nation. If any proof were required of 
the infidious views of Tippoo Sultaun in fignifying his tardy acquiefcence to 
the deputation. of Major Doveton im his ‘letter received 13th February 1799, 
it is amply afforded in this letter, written, a5 appears by the date, fome days 
before the tranfmiflion of the letter to your Lordíhip laft mentioned, in which 
he declares that, ** he is prepared to exert the energies of his mind and of 
'* his. faculties, inwardly and- outwardly, to carry ona holy war.” This. 
cannot-be interpreted tomean merely, that he is.prepared for refiftance if com. 


pelled totake. up arms, for he well knew that peace and war were at his

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EXTRACT from the RIGHT HONORABLE the Governor GENERAL'S | 


Minute in the SECRET DEPARTMENT, dafed the 12th of 


Auguf), 1798. € : 


"Tue firft regular authentication of the proclamation which I received, was contained in 
the letter from Lord Macartney of 28th March, and in that from Sir Hugh Chriftian of 
the fame date, received on the 18th of June. It could now no longer be doubted, that the 
proclamation a&ually had been iffued by the Governor General of the Ifle of France. What- 
ver may have been the motives of Monfieur Malartic in this tranfaCtion, the obje& of Tip- 
poo Sultaun was always plain and clear, although fortunately for our interéfts, his fuccefs 
has not yet been anfwerable to the extent of his defign. Ofthe obje& of that defign I foon 
poffeffed ample proof, arifing from the beft evidence which the nature of the cafe could 
admit. In the firft place it appeared by the general tenor of the letters from the Cape, as 
well as by every public account which had been given of the tranfaëtion, to be an undifput- 
ed fa&, that Tippoo difpatched two ambaffadors to the Ifle of France, and that the procla- 
mation in queftion was publifhed fubfequent to their arrival, and during their refidence in ` 
that ifland. Thefe fa&s would perhaps have been fufficient without further enquiry to war- 
vant a ftrong prefumption, that this proclamation, purporting to declare the obje&t of the 
embaffy, muft have been framed with the confent and knowledge of the ambaffadors of 
Tippoo then on the fpot, and muft have correfponded with their inftructions from their fo- 
vereign, whofe orders they would fcarcely have ventured to exceed in. a matter of fuch 
ferious confequence as the conclufion of an alliance offenfive and defenfive with the French. 
Tn order however to obtain the moft accurate information: with refpe&t to the circumftan- 
ces attending the reception of the embaffy, the publication of the proclamation, and the 
condu& of the ambaffadors, I examined upon oath fome refpe€table perfons, who were pre- 
fent in the Ifle of France. during the refidence of the ambafladors at Port Nord Oueft; 
from the concurrent teftimony of thefe perfons, (ince corroborated by intelligence from va- 
rious quarters, I obtained a connected: account of the whole tranfaction. | 


Tippoo difpatched two ambaffadors, who embarked at Mangalore for the Ifle of France, 
and arrived there at the clofe ofthe month of January 1798. They hoilted Tippoo’s co- 
Aours upon entering the harbour of Port Nord Quek, were received publicly and formally by 
the French government, wih every circumítance of diftin&ion and refpeG, and were en- 
tertained during their continuance on the ifland at the public expence.  Previoufly to their 
arrival, no idea or.rumour exifted in the ifland of any aid to be furnifhed to Vippoo by the 
French, or of any profpe& of a war between him and the Company. The fecond day af- 
ter the arrival of the ambafladors an advertifement was publifhed of the fame purport as the 
proclamation, and immediately afterwards, the proclamation was fixed up in the moft public 
places, and circulated through the town. The’ ambaffadors (far from proteíting againft the 
matter or ftyle of the proclamation,) held without referve in the molt * public manner the 
Jame language which it contains with refpe& to the offenfive war to be commenced agaiult 
the Britifh poffeffions in india; they even fuffered the proclamation to be publicly diftributed 
at the place of their refidence. In confequence of thtfe circumftances, an univerfal belief 
prevailed in the ifland, that Tippoo would make an immediate attack upon the Britifh pol- 
feffions in India; which opinion had gained fo much force, that the perfons who gave this 
evidence, and dll thofe who arrived at that period in India from the Ifle of France, expected 
to find us at war with Tippoo. The ambaffadors were prefent in the ifland, when tbe French 
government proceeded to a& under the proclamation in queftion, and they aided and affited 
the execution of it, by making promifesin the name of Tippoo for the purpofe of inducing

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recruits to enlift; they propofed to levy men to any prafticable extent, flating their powers 
-to be unlimited with refpe& to the numbers.of the force to be raifed. The amoaffadors aid- 
ed and affitted in the levy of 150 officers and privates for the fervice of Tippoo, under the 
terms and for the purpofes ftated in the proclamation. Few of the officers are of any experi- 
„ence or fki'4, and the privates are the refuse of the democratic rabble of the ifland : fome 
of them are volunteers, others were taken from the prifons and compelled to embark, feveral 
of them are Coffrees, and people of half-caft. With fuch of thefe troops, as were volun- 
.teers, the ambaffadors entered into feveral ftipulations and engagements in the name of Tip- 
poo. | - 


On the 7th of March 1798, the ambalfadors embarked on board the French frigate La 

Preneufe, together with the force thus raifed, and they publicly declared an intention of 
proceeding to the Ifle of Bourbon, with the hope of obtaining more recruits for the fame 
.lervice. 


The proclamation therefore originated in the arrival of the ambaffadors at the Ifle of France, 
was diftributed by their agents, was avowed in every part by their own public declaration, 


. .and finally was executed according to its tenor by their perfonal affiftance and co-operation. 


The proclamation itfelf furnifhes: the moft powerful internal evidence of the concurrence 
of the ambaffadors in all its effential parts, the principal facts ftated therein are : 


* That Tippoo Sultaun through two ambaffadors, difpatched for the purpofe to the Ifle of 


“© France, had addrefled letters to the Colonial Affembly of the Ifle of France, to all the Ge- 


* nerals employed there, and to the Executive Dire&ory of France, and had made the fol- 


“lowing propofitions : 


. 1ft. * That he defired to form an alliance offenfive and defenfive with the French, and 
* offered to maintain at his expence, during the continuance of the war in India, what- 


.* ever troops fhould be furnifhed by the French, and to fupply (with the exception of <er- 


** tain ftores) every neceffary for carrying on the war." 


2d. “ That he had given affurances that all his preparations were already completed, and 
.* that the Generals and Officers: would find every thing neceffary for carrying on a fpecias 
:* of war, to which Europeans have not been accuftomed .in their contefts with the native 


** powersin India." - 


3d. * That he only waited -for the fuecour of France to declare war againft the Englifh, 


** and that it was his ardent defire to. expel the Englifh from India." | 
. Upon the ground of thefe fa&ts, the proclamation recommends a general levy of men for 


the fervice of Tippoo, and it concludes by affuring “ all the citizens who fhall enlift, that 
** Tippoo will give them an advantageous rate of pay and allowances, which will be fixed 
** by his ambaffadors, who will alfo engage, in the name of their Sovereign, that the French- 
* men who fhall have enlifted in-his army, .fhall never be detained there, after they fhal 


© have expreffed a.defire of returning to their native country." 


The avowed purpofe of this proclamation is to acquaint the inhabitants of the ifland, with 
the propofitions made, by Tippoo Sultaun through his ambaffadors on the fpot. It enumerates 
.thofe propofitions with.a particularity of detail, which cotild never have been hazarded in 


athe prefence of the ambaffadors, if the fa&s ftated had not been corre&ly true, or if the pro- 


pofitions enumerated had varied in fubftance from thofe communicated by the ambaffadors 


ander the orders of their fovereign. “But the laft paragraph of the proclamation, conne&ted 


with the condu& of the ambaffadors as already defcribed, eftablifhes in the clearet manner 
their participation in the whole tranfaGtion. That paragraph contains a dire& reference to the 
powers of the ambaffadors, and engages on their behalf, that they fhall enter into certain ftipu- 
Jations in the name of their fovereign, with refpe& to the pay and final difcharge of fuch 


French fubjeéts as fhall enlift in his army under the conditions of the proclamation. The 


accounts which J have received from the Ifle of France concur in ftating, that the ambaffa- 


dors openly acted under this part of the proclamation, and in the name of Tippoo, entered in- 
49 engagements and ftipulations with the recruits, according to the affurances fpccified in 


ihe 
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‘The proclamation. Monfieur Dubuc now mafter attendant at Mangalore, ftated to one of 
-the witneffes whom I examined, the whole fubftance of the engagements which had paffed per- 
fonallv between him and the ambaffadors, all of which engagements referred immediately to 
Tippoo’s intention of commencing war upon the Company with the aid of the French force, 
then. about to be levied. It appears from the evidence which I have’ colle&ed, that the am- 
‘baffadors bad not brought to the Ifle of France a fupply of treafure fufficient for advancing 
bounty money to the recruits: it was ftated that an apprehenfion of the Englifh cruizers had 
prevented the embarkation of treafure for this purpofe ; and no doubt was entertained, that if 
‘the ambalfadors had been better provided with money, they might have raifed a much greater 
‘number of men, who refufcd to engage on the mere fecupity of promifes in the name of 
Tippoo. | | 
"The ambalfadors together with the force thus colleéted during the time of their miffion in 
‘the Ifle of France, landed from the frigate La Preneufe at Mangalore on the 26th of April 
1798. Accounts vary “with refpect to the exa& number of the force landed; the moft pro- 
‘bable are, that it did not exceed two hundred perfons. Tippoo, (far from manifelting the 
eaft fymptom of difapprobation of the conduct of his ambaffadors in any part of the tranf- 
‘a€tion,) formally received them and the officers and leading perfons fo landed, with public 
. marks of honor and diftin&ion : one of his ambaffadors refided for fome time with the French 
‘recruits in a fortrefs near Mangalore; and the Sultaun has admitted the whole levy of officers 
: and men into his fervice. | 


Referring therefore to the conduct of the ambaffadors in the Ifle of France, to their arri-. 
‘val at Mangalore with the force levied in confequence of their miffion, and finally to the 
“reception of the ambaffadors and of the French recruits by Tippoo Saltaun, the following con- 
- clufions appeared to me to be incontrovertibly eftablifhed : | 


Firft. That the ambafladors difpatched by Tippoo Sultaun tothe government of the Ifle of 
‘France, propofed to that government an alliance offenfive and defenfive againft the Britifh 
‘poffeffions in India, which alliance was accepted * by that government, and its acceptance 
‘formally notified by a public proclamation. | | g DOE 

Secondly. "That the ambaffadors were charged with letters from Tippoo Sultaun to the 
Executive Dire&ory of France, which letters were ftated to.contain the fame propofition, and 


“that the ambaffadors delivered thofe letters to the Governor General of the Ifle of France for 


` ithe purpofe of-tranfmiflion to France. 


Thirdly. That the ambaffadors in the name of Tippoo Sultaun gave public affurances that 
‘he had actually completed the neceffary preparations for commencing immediate hoftilities, 
and that he only waited the arrival of fuccour from the French to declare war againft the 
«Company, for the exprefs purpofe of expelling the Britifh nation from India. | | 

Fourthly. 'That the ambaffadors demanded unlimited military fuccour from the French, 
“and levied a military force in the Ifle of France with the declared obje& of commencing im- 
‘mediate war againft the Britifh nation in India. | 

Fifthly. That this force has been a@ually landed in Tippoo's country, and publicly ad- 
‘mitted into his fervice with fignal marks of approbation, and that the ambaffadors have been 
received with fimilar diftin&ion. 


Sixthly. That Tippoo Sultaun, (by receiving with public marks of approbation his ambaf- - 


--Yadors, who had concluded in his name an offenfive and defenfive alliance with the French, 
and by admitting into his fervice the military foi¥e raifed for effe&ing the objects of that 
alliance,) has perfonally ratified the engagements contained in the proclamation of. the Go-

defenfive and offenfive alliance with the ambaffadors by executing regular engagements, yet they adopted the more decided meature 
of fending all the troops they could raife, and of promifing more for the aid of Tippoo Sultaun, with a view to the exprefs object 
of that alliance, and with the fame view they difpatched his letters to France, and affured him that thc alliance would there bc for- 
amally concluded, |

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vernor General of the Hle of France, and has proceeded to act under thofe engagements, con- 
formably to the tenor of that proclamation. | 


Seventhly. That although the fuccour a&ually received by Tippoo Sultaun, under his of- 
fenfive alliance with the French, is inconfiderable, yet the tenor of the proclamation, the pro- 
pofition made to the French government for unlimited military aid, and the declarations of 
the ambaffadors prove, that it was the intention of Tippoo Sultaun, to receive into his fervice 
the largeft force which he could obtain, for the purpofe of commencing a war of aggreffion 
againft the Company in India. | ; 


Having thus entered into offenfive and defenfive engagements with the enemy, having pro- 
ceeded to colle& in conjunétion with the enemy a force openly deftined to a& againft the 
poffeffions of. the Company, having avowed through his public ambaffadors that he has com- 
pleted his preparations of war for the exprefs purpofe of attempting the entire fubverfion of 
the Britifh Empire in India, and having declared that ke only waitg the effeëtual fuccour of 
the French to profecute offenfive operations, Tippoo Sultaun has violated the treaties of 
peace and friendfhip fubfifting between him and the Company, and has committed an a& ef 
dire& hoftility againft the Britifh Government in India. | E 


Before I proceeded to apply the principles of the law of nations to the condu& of Tippoo 


Sultaun, it appeared proper to enquire what had been the condu& of the Company towards 


him for fome years paít, and whether he had received any provocation to juftify or to palliate 
his late proceedings ? * | 


= Since the conclufion of the treaty of Sermgapatam, the Britifh Governments in India have 
uniformly condu&ed themfelves towards Tippoo Sultaun not only with the moft exa& at- 
tention to the principles of moderation, juftice and good, faith, but have endeavoured by 
every pra&ticable means to conciliate his confidence, and to mitigate his vindiétive fpirit. 
Some differences have accafionally arifen with refpeé to the boundaries of his territory bor- 
dering upon the confines of our poffeffions on the coaft of Malabar, but the records of all 
the Britifh Governments in India will fhe-v, that they have always manifefted the utmoft anxi- 
= ety to promote the amicable adjuftment of every doubtful or difputed point, and that Tip- 
poo Sultaun has received the moft unequivocal proofs.of the con'tant difpofition of the Com- 
pany to acknowledge and confirm all his juft rights, and to remove every caufe of jealoufy, 
which might tend to interrupt the continuance of peace. | 


The fervants of the Company in India have not however been ignorant of the implaca- 
ble fentiments of revenge which he has preferved without abatement fince the hour of his 
laft defeat. It has always been well underítood, that Tippoo Sultaun's refentment was not to 
be appeafed by any conciliatory advances on our part, nor by any other means than the re- 
covery of his lof power, the difgrace of the Britifh arms, and the ruin of the Britifh in- 
tereftsin India. With fuch views it was expected that he would eagerly embrace the firk fa- 
vorable occafion of ftriking a blow-againft our polleffions : and his intrigues at the courts of 
Hydrabad and Poonah, together with his embaffy to Zemaun Shah, (although managed with 
fuch a degree of caution as to avoid the appearance of direct acts of aggrefhon,) were fuffici- 
ent indications of an hoftile mind. But none of thefe circumitances have in any degree 
affected the condu& of the Companv's fervanis towards him. The correfpondence between 
him and the late Governor General, and the letters from Bombay on the fubje& of the diftrié 
.of Wynaad, furnifh ample proofs of a fincere defire to bring that queftion to a fair iffue, 
s with the confent and knowledge of toth parties," according to the tenor of the 7th article of 
he treaty of Seringapatin. I appealgto the letter which I difpatched to him foon after my 
arrival in Bengal, propofing an amicable adjuftment of the fame queftion, as well as of his re- 
cent claims upon certain parts of the difiriét of Coorga, for a teltimony of the pacific fpirit 
which has marked my firít communication with him, although perhaps a lefs mild reprefenta- 
sation might have been juftified hy his unwarrantable precipitation in {tationing a military force 
on the frontier of Coorga, before he had made any trial of the prefcribed and regular chan- 
nels of negotiation. Tippoo Sultaun cannot therefore alledge even the pretext of a griev- 
„ance to palliate the character of his recent atts; he has indeed alledged none, but has conti- 
| | | nually 
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nually profeffud the moft fincere defire to maintain the relations.of amity and peace with the 
Company. In his letters to Sir John Shore (written a fhort time before the return of the 
Myforean ambaffadors from the Ifle of France, and received at Fort William on the 26th of 
April 1798, the day on which the French force landed at Mangalore,) Tippoo declares, “ that 
his fricncty heart is difpofed to pay every regard to truth and juftice, and to ftrengthen the 
foundations of harmony and concord eftablifhed between the two. States.” And he fignifies 
his defire, that “ Sir John Shore would imprefs Lord Mornington with a fenfe of the friend- 
* fhip and unanimity fo firmly fubfifting between the two States.” — . 


_ This is not the language of hoftility, nor even of difcontent. From what difpofition in the 
friendly heart of Tippoo thefe amicable profeffions have proceeded, how they are conne&ed. 
with a regard to truth and juftice, or calculated to ftrengthen the foundations of harmony and 
concord, and to imprefs me with a fenfe of the Sultaun's friendfhip can now admit of no-quef- 
tion, fince it is now proved, that thefe letters were written, at the very moment when Tippoo 
was in anxious expeftation of the hourly arrival of that military fuccour which he had folicit« | 
ed from the enemy for the exprefs purpofe of commencing a war of aggreffion againft the 
Company's poffeffions. - 

The motive therefore of Tippoo Sultaun was no other than that avowed in his correfpon- 
dence with: the enemy, and publifhed under the eyes of his own ambafladors, “ an ardent de-- 
fire to expel tbe Britifb nation from India." | | | 

It appears highly probable that he was in(ligated by the promifes and exhortations of the: 
government of France (whofe emiffaries have reached his councils) to haíten the execution 
of a projeËt, in which every. confideration of intereft, and every fentiment of paffion would’ 
induce the French to embark with a degree of zeal, ardor, and rancour not inferior to his: 
own. ' 


The importance of thefe poffeffions to all the moft valuable interefts of Great Britain has 
pointed- the particular attention of the government of France to the deftruétion of our em- 
pire in India. The profperity of our fettlements in India has long been the primary and 
undifguifed obje& of the jealoufy of France, avowed by all her minifters in every negotiation, 
and by all her rulers in every ftage of her innumerable revolutions. Tippoo therefore might 
reafonably hope, that if the ceffation of hoftilities on the çontinent of Europe fhould at any. 
time enable the French DireGory to turn their: views-to the diflurbance of. the. peace of In- 
dia, fuch an adventure would.be amongft the earlieft of their operations. | 


‘The conclufion of a peace upon the continent of Europe may have appeared both to Tip- 
poo and to the French to offer a favourable opportunity for the profecution of their joint 
defign. The premature difclofure of this defign may perhaps be imputed rather to the po« 
licy of M. Malartic, tban to the imprudence of Tippoo: whether the fcope of that ‘policy 

‘ was to involve us in a war with Tippoo, or to expofe his treachery: to our view, is yet'a mats 
rer of doubt; but whatever circumftances occafioned the premature difclofure of the defign ;. 
whether the defign was wifely or rafhly conceived ; whether it has partially fucceeded, or en- 
tirely failed ; are queftions the folution of which in no degree affects the offenfive nature of an 
aggreffion fo unprovoked, and of a violation of faith.fo flagrant and unqualified. The hiftory. 
of the world fcarcely fürnifhes an inftance, in which any two powers have united in confede- 
racy or alliance precifely with the fame motives. The party propofing an offenfive alliance 
againft the Company cannot.be abfolved from the confequences of fuch an act, by any ap- 
parent or real indifference in the party accepting fuch a propofal; the conduct of Tippoo: 
Sultaun therefore cannot be correétly eftimated by reference to the fuppofed motives of Mon- 
fieur Malartic. | | S 

From the application of the acknowledged principles of the law of nations to the faéts- of 
this cafe, I formed my judgment of: the rights of the Company and of my own duties with 
reference to the aggreflion of Tippoo. The courfe of reafoning which I purfued, may be 
Rated in the following manner. EM | | 

The rights of. ftates applicable to every, cafe of conteft with foreign powers are created. 

and. limited by the neceffity of.preferving the. public fafety.; this neceflity is the. foundation.

In any of thefe cafes, when juft fatisfa&tion has been denied, or from the evident nature : 


. of circumftances cannot otherwifé be obtained, it is the undoubted right of the injured party 


to refort to arms for the vindication of the public fafety ; and in fuch a conjun&ure, the right 
of the ftate becomes the duty of the government, unlefs fome material. confideration. of : 
the public intereft fhould forbid the attempt.. 


If the condu& of Tippoo Sultaun had been of a nature which could be termed ambiguous. 
er fufpicious ; if he had merely increafed his force beyond his ordinary eftablifhment, or had : 
ftationed it in fome pofition on our confines or on thofe of our allies, which might juftify jea- 
loufy or alarm; if he had renewed his fecret intrigues at the courts of Hydrabad, Poonah, and . 
Cabul ; or even if he had entered into any negociation with France, of which the obje& was at 
all obfcure; it might be our duty to refort in the firft inftance to his conftru@ion of proceed- 
ings, which being of a doubtful chara&ter, might admit of a fatisfaétory explanation. But where : 
there is no doubt, there can be no matter for explanation, The act of Tippoo's ambaffadors, . 
ratified by himfelf, and accompanied by the landing of a French force in hiscountry, is a pub- 
lic, unqualified, and unambiguous declaration of war, aggravated by an avowal, that the ob- 
ject of the war is neither explanation, reparation, nor fecurity, but. the total deftru&ion of the : 
Britifh. Government in India. | 


To affe& to mifunderftand an injury or infult of fuch a complexion would argue a confci- . 
eufneís either of weaknefs or of fear. No ftate in India can mifconftrue the condu& of Tip- 

poo; the correfpondence of our Refidents at Hydrabad and Poonah fufficiently manifefts-: 
the conftru€tion which it bears at both thofe,courts: and in fo clear and plain a cafe, our: 
demand of explanation would be juftly attributed either to a defe& of fpirit or of power. The - 
refult of fuch a demand would therefore be, the difgrace of. our chara€ter and the diminution... 
of our influence and confideration in the eyes of our allies and of every power in India. If - 
the moment fhould appear favorable to the execution of Tippoo’s declared defign, he would- 
anfwer fuch a demand by an immediate attacks if on the other hand, his preparations fhould. 
not be fufficiently .advauced, he would deny the exiftence of his engagements with France,.. 
would perfift in his denial until he had reapedthe full benefit of them, and finally after having. 
completed the improvement of his own army, and received the acceffion ofan additional. 
French force, he would turn the combined ftrength of both againft our pofleffions, with an . 


alacrity and-confidence infpired by our ina&ion, and with advantages redoubled by our delay. 


In the prefent cafe the idea therefore of demanding explanation. mult be rejeGed, as. being : 
difgraceful in its principle and frivolous in its objeët. 

The demand of reparation, in the: ftri& fenfe of the term, cannot properly be applied to. 
cafes of intended injury, excepting in thofe inftances, where the nature of the reparation de- 
manded may be effentially conne&ed with fecurity againft the injurious intention. 

Where a ftate has unjuftly feized the property, ‘or invaded the territory, or violated the 
rights of another, reparation may be made, by reltoring what has been unjullly taken, or by a: 
fubfequent acknowledgment of the right which has been infringed ; but the caufe of our com- 
plaint againit Tippoo Sultaun, is not that he has feized a portion of our property which. 
he might reffore, or invaded a part of our territory which he might again cede, or 
violated. a right which he ‘might hereafter acknowledge; we ‘complain, that, profeffing 
the molt amicable difpofition, bound by fubfilting ‘treaties of peace and friendfhip, and. 
unprovoked by any offence on our part, he'has manifefted a defign to effe& our total deftruc- 


tion, he has prepared the. means and inftruments of a war of extermination againft us; he has 


folicited and received the aid of our inveterate enemy for the declared purpole of annihilating . 
our empire: and he only waits the arrival of a more effeCtual fuccour to ftrike a.blow againft 
our exiltence. A" 

That he has not yet received the effe&ual fuccour which he has folicited, may be afcribed 
either to the weaknefs of the government of ‘Mauritius, or to their want of zeal in his caufe, 
ar to the ralhnefs and imbécility of his own councils.; but:neither the meafure of his hoftility, 

| | nor- 
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hor of our right to reftrain it, nor of our danger from it, are to be eftimated by the amount 
of the force which he has a€tually obtained: for we know that his demands of military affif- - 
tance were unlimited, we know that they were addreffed not merely to the government of 
Mauritius, but to that of France, and we cannot afcertain how foon they may be fatisfied to 
the full extent of his acknowledged expectations. This therefore is not merely the cafe of 
an injury to berepaired, but of the public fafety tobe fecured againft the prefent and future 
defigns of an irreconcilable, defperate, and tréacherous enemy.  Againft an enemy of this 
defcription no effe@ual fecurity can be obtained, otherwife than by fuch a redu&ion of his 
power, as fhall not only defeat his actual preparations, but eftablifh a permanent reftraint up- 
vn his future means of offence. _ |

It is proper to remark, that the late T " Sultaun, either with a view to denote in 
the moft confpicuous manner, bis pretenfions to abfolute Sovereignty and independance, 
or from the fuggeftions of pride or caprice, or from thefe motives combined, changed the 
era in ufe with all other Muffulman States, and altered the names and defignations of 
all the offices of government ; of the divifions of territory and terms af revenue; of the 
implements of war, and of coins, weights and meafures ; fuftituting names of bis own 
invention for thofe which are in ufe in every other part of Hindoflan. The era which 
he adopted 1 is precifely the Tellingana, which commenced witb' the Cali-Yug, or fourth 
sncarnation of Vifbnu according to the mythology of the Hindus. -It confifts of fuccef- 

five cycles of 60 years each, every year bearing a aiftinct name ; and of tbefe Cycles, 81 
are faid to bave elapfed. Tippoo Sultaun invented new names for thofe years, and 
changed the names of the months + adding thereto the æra of the birth of Mahomed, 

(or rather that of Mabomed's affumption of the charaéter of God’s meffenger, / which 
was thirteen years prior to the Higeree.

the concerns of the French Nation ; and many have facrificed their lives in the purfuit. This 
all the people in Europe &c. well know ; moreover, the combination of the three powers*, 
(literally perfons) and the commotion they fet on foot, by which they infliéted mifery on the 
people and laid violent hands on the country and property of the Sirkar, was entirely owing to 
the attachment fubfilting with the French; for otherwife there was no motive forthe enmity of 
the three powers. The French Nation are well informed of thefe events, and probably are 
not regardlefs of them; be it therefore declared, that if a refpeëtable French army fhall land 
in the neighbourhood of Calicut, fupplies of provifions fhall be afforded by the Khoodadaud 
Sirkar, and the arrangement of the country fhall be made in concert. An engagement to this

In the name óf the moft merciful God! ` 
The ‘reprefentation which Ripaud formerly made is perfe&ly well known to your High- 
‘nefs, as it is alfo to us; and the ftatement now made by Aubaine, on Friday the 10th of the 
‘month Shumfee of the year Sauz, 1225 from the birth of Mahomed, in dire& oppofition to 
that of Ripaud, is well known to your Highnefs. From firít to laft, the language of this 
man has been that of felf-intereft and falfehood, nothing has refülted from this bufinefs, and 
‘nothing elfe will come of it. From the erroneous ftatements of this fcoundrel the ftrongeft 
‘doubts have arifen, and even his requeft for permiffion to go a hunting to the diftance of eight 
‘or ten cols is very fufpicious. When fo much chicane, coveteoufnefs of money, artifice and 
“deceit are apparent in that fhort diftance, what may not be expected in fo long a voyage, with 
‘the moallims (navigators or mates) his affociates? The tranfa&ing of affairs of fuch vaft im- 
portance through the medium of fuch a low fellow tends to throw difcredit on the tranfac. 
tion. It is hoped, that your Highnefs will procure moallims of a better defcription, and that 
your Highnefs, after procuring authentic intelligence of the ftate of the war &c. between the 
French and the Englifh, will difpatch them at the firft of the feafon. If thefe doubts and 
fufpicions had not occurred in this bufinefs, nothing could have been better— With refpe& to 
the conqseft of Nizam Alli's country, pleafe God, at a proper opportunity you muft fo ma- 
nage, that it may fall into your hands with the utmoft facility, and alfo that the other two 
powers (literally perfons) may be made to repent (their defigns): the queltion depends up- 
on the union of the three powers. * When à new dominion fhall come into your Highnefs's 
poffeffion, although the other two powers (Nau Kuffaun ) fhould unite, yet, through the fpiri- ' 
‘tual aid of the religion of the Holy Prophet, the chaítifement of thofe two powers may be 
'effe&téd with a fuitable force, agreeably to your Highnefs's wifhes. ‘The troops of two pow- 
-ers cannot exceed thofe of three. By the favor of God, the troops of two powers are at 
your command (literally in your poffefion) ; the chaltifement of thofe two + difgraceful powers 
will certainly be completely effected. The obje& of this ftate will probably be much better 
'effe&ted at a feafon of opportunity, than by relying upon the agency of this compound of air 
and water (meaning Ripaud).

AnTicLE 1ft.—On the 5th of the month Ahmedy of the year Sauz, 1225 from the birth 
of Mahomed, anfwering to Sunday the 4th of the month of Showaul, (corre/ponding with the 
ed April, 1797,) after the 8th hour of the day, (about g o'clock, A. M.) at the hour Kummer, 
and when the fun entered Taurus, the following propofitions from the Khoodadaud Sirkar, 
comprized in five articles, were made to the French Nation, through François Ripaud, a 
Frenchman, and caufed to be taken down in writing by him. Before the propofitions 
(were taken down), Francois Ripaud, of his own accord ftanding up, took an oath upon the 
infignia of his Nation, (cockade) which he had planted in his hat, and kiffed it. 


After a blank leaf in tbe memorandum book, tbe following article is inferted. 


. ARTICLE 1ft.—Let friendfhip be {o firmly eftablifhed by oath. and engagement between 
the Khoodadaud Sirkar and the Nation of that Sirkar, and the French Nation, as long as the 
fun and moon fhall endure, that the condu& of their refpeëtive fubjeëts (literally menial fer- 
vants) may not be able to impair it. If, (which God forbid,) any difturbance be excited by 
their fubjeéts, (literally fervazts) no offence muft be taken by the King and the Sirdars of the 
French Nation, but the affair muft be adjufted, and an accommodation be effe&ed, by cor- 
refpondence and perfonal negociation. 


ARTICLE 2.—The French have from the firft had it in contemplation to expel the Englifh 
from Hinduftan; and bzcaufe of the amity fubfifting between m: and the French, the En- 
glifh united with themfelves Nizam Alli Khaun and the Marhattas, attacked the country of 
the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and fu5je&ed me to vat loffes. Thefe cirumftances are fully known 
to the French Nation. It is therefore written, that the French Nation fhould fatisfy the mind 
of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, in order that the enemy of the French be expelled from India.. 
The plan of this war as it may be concerted in Europe, to be, in the firft inftance, communi- 
cated to the Khoodadaud Sircar, and to be adjuíted conformably to its demands. The parti- 
culars of this affair will appear from the third article. 


AkT1cLE 3.— French foldiers as far as 10,000; and Negroes, ( Huëfhee) as far as 30,000, 
to be landed. Ships of war fuitable to the number of troops-to be in attendance at fea, until 
the conclufion of the war. Whatever warlike articles may be wanted fhall be fupplied by 
the Khoodadaud Sirkar. After the conquelt and partition of the country, the French to be 
charged with their fhare of the expeace. The French commander and his army to be under 
the orders of the Khoodadaud Sirkar in all military operations, halts and marches. The 
French army to land at the fort of Mirjaun, in the country of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, fitu- 
ated near Goa, which extends’as far as the great river, (K,bauree) and affording effe€tual aid, 
bring the fortrefs of Goa into the poffeffion of the Khoodadaud Sirkar. The fortrefs of 
Bombay fhall be made over to the French. * The army of the Sirkar to proceed from Goa 
to Madras, taking the forts in the way ; and as far as Mafulipatam to be accompanied by the 
French force. From Mafulipatam, an army, compofed of 40,000 foot and 40,000 horfe, un- 
der the command of trufty officers of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, to be fent, with a French force, 
and accompanied by French officers, againft Bengal. | 


AxTicLE 4th —The whole of the Englifh territorial poffeffions in Hinduftan fhall be re- 
duced. Half of the country, and the forts and ftores, fhall be taken by the Sirkar, and the 
other half made over to the French Sirdar. After making over to the French Sirdar the half 
of the territory and foris belonging to the Englifh, the expence of all the fupplies furnifhed by 
the Khoodadaud Sirkar to the French army fhall be made good by the faid Sirdar. The parti- 
tion of the country and forts of the Englifh fhall thus be made. The Country, and forts of the 
Khoodadaud Sirkar, which the Englifh wrefted from it four or five years ago, are not to be 
included in the partition: the fortrefs of Goa fhail be poffeffed by the Khoodadaud Sirkar ;

ter fhall be fupported by that'of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, without any expence to the French.

Proposition.—From the tenor of Ripaud's difcourfe, it would appear, that he did not. 
come of bis own accord, but that his fuperiors fent him to afcertain how the Khoodadaud 
Sirkar is afleéted towards the French nation; but now, on Friday the 10th of the month Ah- 
medy, and the ninth of the month Kummeree (or it may mean the lunar month) of the year 
Sauz, 1225 from the birth of Mahommed, it appears from the declarations of the European, 
Aubaine, an affociate of Ripaud's, made before the fix departments of the government, that 
Ripaud is an inhabitant of Bourbon ; that having taken a merchant fhip, they came out to 
plunder the fhips of the Englifh; that neither is fervant to the other, but that they fhare in 
common.

If they (tbe French) 
are difpofed to eftablifh friendfhip, and form alliance with the Khoodadaud Sirkar, let them 
fatisfy the minds of the faid four Sirdars by oath and engagement, and let the French alfo 
fatisfy their own minds by taking oath and engagement from them; and having thus adjufted 
the concerns of both parties, and eflablifhed mutual friendfhip, let them fpeedily fend an 
army; and let three of the faid Sirdars be fent, with two French Sirdars, on a fhip of war to 
Europe, to negotiate with the French Nation ; and the other Sirdar be fent, with the officers of 
the French army, to this quarter. Pleafe God, the intereft and fatisfa€tion of both parties will 
by thefe means be promoted, and the enemy of the French Nation be effectually exterminated.

On the sth of the month Ahmedy of the year Sauz, 1225 from-the birth of Mahomed, 
anfwering to the 4th of Showaul, (correfponding with the 2d April 1797) the propofitions 
from the Khoodadaud Sirkar were made to the French Nation, through Francois Ripaud an. 
European; and letters were caufed to be written with his hand to the Nation, and forwarded . 
by Mirza Baukir, Meer Meeraun ; Huffun Alli, Mullick-oo-Toojar; Meer Ghoolaum Alli, 
Meer Yem; and Meer Yoofuf Alli, Meer Affoff; together with letters. from the Prefence ; 
by the favour of God, they will arrive in fafety: Before the propofition was declared, the faid : 
François. Ripaud, of his own accord ftanding up, took the oath of his Nation, and kiffed the 
National.Cockade which he wearsin his hat. Then the five articles here under particula- 
rized were caufed to be written. A copy of the Hookumnaumeh (or paper. of. inflru&ions ) : 


to all the four perfons is alfo infertedhere under... 


ARTICLE 1ít.— That friendfhip between the Khoodadaud Sirkar. and thé Nation of the 
Khoodadaud Sirkar and the French Nation be fo firmly eftablifhed by oath and engagement 
as long as the fun and moon fhall hold their courfe, that no interruption in it may ever take 
place. If, (which God forbid!) any difference in word or deed fhould occur among indivi- 
duals of the clafs of fervants, in any tranfa&ion, no offence to enter into the minds. of the : 
(contraffing) patties, but the affair to be cleared up by correfpondence and perfonal negotia- 
tion. The French officers ( frdars) to be obedient (to tbe Sirkar). . | 

ARTICLE 2d.—Owing to (my) conne&ion with. the: French, the Englifh,: uniting to them- - 
felves the Mahrattas and Nizam Alli Khan, came againít the dominions of the Khoodadaud : 
Sirkar, took (from mz) three crores and thirty lacs in fpecie, and half (my) country, and other. . 
wife occafioned (me) heavy loffes. All thefe circumftances are fully known to the French 
Nation. Moreover, the French Nation had it at heart to expel the Englifh from Hinduftan ; 
it.is therefore written, that the French Nation fhould afford perfect aflurance to the Khooda- 
daud Sirkar, fo that their enemy may be driven out of India.: Whenever the queftion of 
concluding a peace (with the Enz1h) may be agitated in Europe, information to be given in 
the firt inftance to the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and the queftion to be decided, with a due. con- 
formity to the demands of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, by mutual concert. To the exception: 
ef the country lately wrefted from the Khoodadaud Sirkar, all the reft of the Britifh territorial: - 
poffeffions to be equally divided; and in the fame manner, fuch of the fhips, iflands and ports 
belonging to the Englifh and the Portugnele as may. fall into (our) hands, together with all : 


fores (jferinjaum) and eilcdls, to be equally divided. 
. à ARTICLE 3d, 
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ARTICLE 3d.—As far as 10,0co foldiers, 30,000 nezroes ( Hulfhee\, &c. to be landed; and 
fhips of war, in proportion to the number of troops, to be in attendance at fea until the con- 
clufion of the war. Whatever money, military ftores, and grain may be required, fhall be 
provided by the Khoodadaud Sirkar, as fhall alfo carriaze, horfes, and bullocks. After the 
conqueft and partition of the country and forts, accounts fhall be fettled with the French for 
the money that may have been expended. The French officers and their troops to be fubje& 
to the orders of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, with refpect to engaging, marching and halting. 
The French army to land at the fort of Mirjaun, which is in the country of the Khoodadaud 
Sirkar and in the neighbourhood of Goa, which extends to the large river (K,bauree); to 
co-operate effectually, and bring the fort of Goa into the poffeffion of the Sirkar; after the 
taking of the fort of Bombay, it fhall be made over to the French. The army of the Sirkar 
to proceed from Goa to Madras, and taking the forts in the way, advance as far as Mafulipa- 
tam with the French army accompanying. From thence an officer belonging to the Sirkar, 
with 40,0 0 horfe and 40,000 infantry, fhall be difpaiched, Joirtly with a French officer and a 
French force, to reduce the province of Bengal, aud the one fhall upon all occafions fupport 
the other in its operations. . 


AnTicLE 4th—Should any power (literally fdr) in this country enter into hoftilities a- 
gainft the Khoodadaud Sirkar, both parties fhall join to punifh that power. As long as the 
fun and moon retain their courfe, the French Nation fhall confider the enemies of the Khoo- 
dadaud Sirkar as their own; and in like manner, the enemies of the French fhall be confider- 
ed as the enemies of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and both parties fhall unite to chaítife and 
repel them. - - 


ARTICLE 5th.—Four perfons holding offices under the government of the Khoodadaud 
Sirkar have been velted with powers, and fent to negotiate an alliance of friendfhip between 
the two parties. If the French are defirous of ettablifning friendfhip and alliance with the 
Khoodadaud Sirkar, let them fatisfy the Sirdars abovementioned, by oath and engagements; 
and in the fame manner, let the French faüsfy themfelves alfo, by requiring an oath and en- 
gagements from thofe Sirdars; and having adjulted the affairs of both parties and cemented 
mutual friendthip, let them fpeedily fend an army; and let them difpatch to Europe on a fhip 
of war, three of the 5irdars of the Khoodadaud Sirkar with two of the French, to carry on the 
negotiation ; and let the other Sirdar be fent back to this quarter with the French officers and 
troops. Pleafe God, by this arrangement the interclts and fatisfa&tion of both parties will be 
promoted, and the enemy of the French Nation will be completely exterminated. On the sth 
of the month Alimedy «in the year Sauz, 1225 from the birth of Mahomed, correfponding 
with Sunday the fourth of the month of Showaul, (anfwering to the 2d of April 1797) after

HAVING appointed you four to carry on a negociation between the Khoodadaud Sirkar 
and the French Nation, you have been empowered to agitate the five articles annexed to this. 
Confidering yourfelves fortunate in obtaining fo important an employment, let your con- 
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. duét be conformable to the commands of Gcd, and of his meffenger; and keeping engraved 
én your minds the engagement to which you bound yourfelves in the Akfah mofque, make 
them the rule of your attions upon alNoccafions. According to the facred writing, “ Be obe- 
* dient to God, and to his meffenger, and to thofe to whom obedience is due by you," to obey 
a prince of the faith, isa dutv. To fulfil this duty of obedience, four things, the initial letter of 
which is Z, mult not be coveted, viz, Zun, (woman) Zeelt, (life) Zurr, (money) and Zemeen. 
(/and)— God defend us! The undue coveting of thefe four things reduces a man to the na- 
ture of thofe three things, of which the initial letter is a K.--- Kaufer, (infidels) Kerauz, (Swine) 
and Kulb, (degs) which are for certain impure, and are brothers in filthinefs. Thusis it fum- 
marily recorded in books—“ Infidels and all their brethren; Dogs and all their tribe ; Swine 
and all their race; are equally impure”. The fidelity which is to be practiced, is of four kinds" 
— Firft, the fidelity of the eyes; that is, if you fee any one injuring the Sirkar, you prevent 
him. ‘Secondly, the fidelity of the ears; that is, if you hear any one utter expreffions repug- 
mant to loyalty, (or fidelity) you immediately reprimand him as far as lays in your power, 
and without difguife, ftate the cafe to the Prefence, or to fome officer of Government. The 
third, is the fidelity of the tongue; that is, to utter the expreffions of loyalty, of praife and gra- 
titude, to recommend and to fhew the example ofloyaity to others, and as long as the organs 
of fpeech are left you, to.employ them for the fervice ofthe Sirkar. The fourth fidelity, is 
that of the hand ; which imports that you are to employ it in the fervice of the Sirkar in every 
way, whether by writing, or by carrying the fword and the mufquet againft the Enemy. In 
fhort, all the faculties of the eves, the ears, the tongue, and the hand mutt be called into a&tion, 
and upon all occafions, confidering that God and his meffenger, who know and fee all things, are: 
ever prefent, you fhould a& accordingly. The Moft High hath faid, “ I know the fecret emo- 
tions of the heart of man: I am ever prefent with him."—Again it occurs in the Huppzzs, 
(traditional fayings of tbe prophet) * The giver and receiver of bribes fhall both enter into 
* hell "— You muft not in the firft inftance, give yourfelves out as being employed in an Am- | 
baffadorial capacity, but condu& the concerns of the Khoodadaud Sirkar with the utmoft fecre- 
cy. You mutt profefs yourfelves to.be merehants. On your arrival at the Mauritius, you | 
anuft fend fome perfons of refpeCtability, with.the European Aubaine, and one or two Dob'hauf- 
fees, (interpreters) with a p to the five Sirdars at the Mauritius, purporting that you are 
merchants of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and are come to fell your merchandize ; if they will 

permit you, and allow you to hire a houfe, (as you have come a long voyage,) you will repof: 
x ourfelves a while, and then proceed to difpofe of your effets. You mult enjoin the Euto- 

-pean Aubaine, not to communicate the fecret to any one, except the five Sirdars. |

Having communicated to them your arrival and heard what they have to fay, you will tell 
them, that they muft, by no means pay you the compliment of going themfelves, or of fending 
perfons to meet you, nor fhew open marks of friendfhip towards the Khoodadaud Sirkar, nor 
outwardly fhew you any attention, in order that your miffion may not become public. 
‘That after your landing, wherefoever they may affemble in private and fend for you, you 
will wait upon them unattended, and communicate the fentiments of friendfhip. What . 
js meant is this; that you four fhould meet the above mentioned Sirdars privately ; that 

you fhouldin the firftinftance offer compliments on the part of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, 
make enquiries after their health, and confine your difcourfe to general profeffions of friend- 
ship. 
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fhip. Of the five Perfian and five French letters which are entrufted to your care, yon 
are to keep one in the Perfian, and another in the French language, addreffed to the five 
Sirdars in Europe (the DireBory) in depofit; with refpe‘t to the remaining four Perfian and 
four French letters, addreffed to the Sirdars of Mauritius, {in the latter of which all parti- 
culars are contained) you will, in the firft inftance, leave the French letters in depofit in the 
fhip, and without delivering them only carry with you the four Perfian letters, and at your 
meeting with the five Sirdars, rife up and deliver to them the letters according to their refpec- 
tive addreffes with your own hands. You muft firft find out in the courfe of converfation, how 
far they are conftant to their friendfhip with the Khoodadaud Sirkar: That you will com- 
pletely afcertain, and then at a private conference, you will with your own hands, deliver 
the four French letters refpe&tively, into the hands of the Sirdars, and adapt your difcourfe 
fo as to flatter them, and promote the fuccefs of the obje& of your miffion. 1t is a known fay- 
ing, * The pleafed labourer fucceeds in his undertaking." You will alfo ftate, that on ac- 
count of the fecrecy of your miffion, jewels and khelauts, (or benorary dreffes,) &c. tokens of 
friendfhip have not been fent on the part of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, but that, pleafe God, 
when a meeting takes place with the Prefence, which through the divine favor will foon hap- 
pen, every mark of favor and indulgence will be fhewn; fuch are the friendly fentiments 
which you muft exprefs—In fhort, you muft in private with the five Sirdars, afcertain their 
difpofition ; that isto fay, afcertain from thetenor of their difcourfe, if they are defirous of 
cultivating friendfhip with the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and are inclined to fend an army to the 
Calicut quarter, or to the coaf belonging to the Khoodadaud Sirkar. After afcertaining this, 
you will propofe to them, that both parties fhould mutually ratify their affurances’ according 
to their refpective tenets, and join with one heart to exterminate the enemy. If they fhould a- 
gree to fend back with you an army under the command a Sirdar, and fhould bind themfelves 
to you by oath and engagements, you will in the fame manner give them affurances under oath 


. and engagement. Should they (which God forbid!) merély agree to fend an army, but re- 


fufe to bind themlelves by formal engagements, you are not to ftand upon this point; but in 
that cafe, you muft have the five articles of agreement drawn upin the French language and deli- 
ver the fame to them, receiving from them a counterpart; and lending Meer Yoofuf Alli with 
the troops, the remaining three of you are to embark with the two (French) Sirdars, whom ' 


_ they will nominate for the purpofe, on board one of their fhips, and proceed to France; 


and by the favor of God being arrived at the place of your deflination, you will caufe thofe 
two Sirdars to write notice of your arrival to the Minifters, and proceeding into their coun- 
try with the utmolt poílible fecrecy, you will meet the five conítituted Sirdars of that country, 
who are called Pouvoir Executif. After compliments and expreffions of regard, you will 
privately ftate to them, that by the favor of God, the bonds of triendfhip between the Khoo- 
dadaud Sirkar and the French Nation have very long been daily acquiring ftrength, as is well 
known to them. Thatthey are not ignorant, that the enmity of their enemies towards the Khoo- 
dadaud Sirkar originated in the deputation of the Ambaffadors from the Khoodadaud Sirkar to 
France, which formerly took place. That the fum of my defire is, that as long as the fun and 
moon fhall endure, our mutual friendfhip may remain and encreafe daily. Pleafe God, you will 
effe& the complete fatisfaction of both parties, and employ your endeavours to the encreafe of 
friendfhip. You will explain to them in detail the five Articles which have been committed to 
writing. You are well wifhers and faithful fervants to the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and you wilh 
well to the votaries of the faith: exerting your zeal therefore to the utmoft, you muft make 


your court to them by the moft impreffive and flattering language, and by the expreffions of 


perfect cordiality. You muft perluade them to aft according to the five articles which you 
are empowered to negotiate, and to execute mutual engagements to that cffeët, agreeably to 
the refpeétive tenets of the parties: and caufing them to draw out a treaty (or engagement) ac- 
cordingly, make then fign, feal, and deliver the fane. You will alfo draw up and deliver a 
treaty (or engagement) in the fa ne terms, and engage that a like inftrument fhall be figned and 
fealed by the Prefence, and delivered to their Sirdars (maning, it is to be fuppojed, (ose of their 
Nation in India). | 

Having thus entered into engagements, you will bring with you the troops, &c. MES

and they (or you) and the other navigators and Sirdars muft make themfelves mafters of the art ; 
you muft alfo calculate the fhip's progrefs. For the fifteen Chriftians who would not take fer- 
vice, you muft fupply provifions on the Sirkar's account, and caufing them to embark with 
you, land them.at the iland.

what are the a&ual intentions of the French Nation, if they be certainly known to you, and 
whether there is, or is not, a profpe& of their fpeedily carrying their determination into effeét. 


In the four departments there are four officers. of high rank; firft, the Meer Meeraun, or 
war miaifler; the fecond, Meer Yem, the minifter of marine; the third, Mullick oo Toojar, . 
the fuperintendant of commerce; the fourth, Meer Affof, the fuperintendant of the country 
(revenues). thas been determined to fend off thefe four officers, that they. may repair to the 
Sirdar (or chief) of the French Nation, and by formal engagements on the part of the Khoo- 

. dadaud Sirkar give confidence ‘and fatisfaclion to the French Nation, at the fame time re- 
ceiving from that Nation fimilar: affurances confirmed by perfonal engagements and by oath. 
Will then the Sirdar of the Mauritius, and the commander of, the fhips, citizen Sercey, 
Amiral de Mer de La Republique, confent to this, and will they, or will they not, 
fend off the four officers abovementioned immediately to France? If you are well acquain- 
ted with the. difpofitions.of your own na.ion, and the charaëer of their general profeffions, 
(with refpe? tous) of which you cannot be ignorant, you will apprize us accordingly. Im- ` 
mediately on the arrival of the four officers abovementioned at the Mauritius, will the faid 
Chief repair to this place with a large army or not? Inform us of this. You have already 
tafted the bounty of the Sirkar, and you may wifh.to enjoy: it hereafter; give us therefore a. ` 
particular account of every: thing. |

Alli, Before however tbe Embaffy was prepared to depart, the monfoon fet. in; this ote 
caffoned tts detention on the Coaf until the return, of the fair feafon., In the mean 

. while diffenfions and jealoufies broke out among the Embaffadors, which led to the fuperfef- — 
fion and recal of Mirza Bauker, ond of Gholaum, Alli, and to the refignation on tbe plea 
of ficknefs, of Meer Yoofuf Alli. The confequence of thefe changes was, that the Perfian 
letters and inftructions with which the original Embaffadars bad been charged, were re- 
-voked, and others, not materially. differing from the former, fubflituted 1n their place. 
The Embaffy finally confifted of only two perfons, viz. Huffun Alli Kbaun and Mabom- 
ed Ibrahim Kbaun, and did not fail for the Ifle of France until the month of October 
1997. This is binted at in the narrative of Huffun Alls (vide No. 18).

In the name of the moft merciful God? ` 
On the 4th of Ahmedy of the year Sauz (anfwering to the 2d of April, 1797.) 

Salutations of friendfhip on the part of His Majefty, the Shadow of God, to the Sirdars 

| of the Mauritius, and,the French Nation. | 


You well know the friendfhip which has fubfifted with the French Nation, from the time of 
my late father to the prefent. From the time that the French combination (this appears to 
allude to the revolution) took place, it has been my defire to make known to you the fenti: 
ments of my heart, but for want of fome perfon acquainted with yaur laws and cuftoms, the 
communication of my defires has remained in fufpenfe. It has now fortunately happened, 
that by the arrival of Ripaud, 1 have learnt all circumftances of that quarter from his ver- 
bal communications. Conceiving tbe prefent to be a favorable opportunity to confirm our an- 
cient friendfhip, I have determined to renew it in fuch a manner, that our interefts being 
henceforward confidered as one, my enemies fhall be confidered as yours and your enemies 
as mine; that the moft inviolable engagements and alliance fhall be entered into, and that 
while life remains, this friendly connection fhould be obferved. You now fee the degree and 
the nature of that friendfhip which I profefs towards the French Nation; when I receive fi- 
milar proofs of your fentiments, I fhall be difpofed to eftabiifh the fyftem of friendfhip above 
defcribed. Your friendfhip and your attachment will then be proved, when your land and. mi- 
Jitary forcés fhall arrive in this country, and then fhall I fulfil the promife I have above given. 
The war in which I was fometime fince engaged, was entirely owing to my friendfhip with 
the French Nation. Formerly, when a French force arrived in my dominions, I fulfilled every 
article which the obligations of friendfhip impofed upon me. The fhamelefs, thieving, robbing- 
Englifh, of themlelves incompetent, leagued with the Mahrattas, and the Mogul, (the Nizam) 
and accompanied by them, attacked me in every quarter. Atthe very height of the war with 
the Englifh, Coffizny, who had come to me through the intervention of Monfieur Buffy, was, at 
his inftance, induced to abandon mé, and Lally, who was in the fervice of the Sirkar, after em- 
bezzling large fums of money, prepared to withdraw himfelf. This circumfiance coming to 
my knowledge, I impofed my commands upon him, and he, in confequence, was withheld from 
departing. Notwithflanding the union fubfifting between me and the French, the commander: 
of the Frerch troops abandc ned me. In confequence of which, they (i e. the Englifb and their 
allies ) forced me to make peace, and wrefted from the Khoodadaud “irkar three crores and thirty 

' lacks of rupees in fpecie, and the half of my fineft provinces, and divided the whole among them. 
W hat has happened, has happened: Henceforward it muft not be fo. Hereafter when war fhall be 
declared agaiift your enemies, or peace be concluded, you muft att in thefe refpetts under my or-

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ders, according to the plaure of my government and my people. One point ofa particular na- 
ture, and that muft not be forgotten, is this, I and my people are ignorant of the laws and cuftoms 
of the French Nation, and the latter are equally unacquainted with thofe of my Sirkar. Should any 
of the fubjeëts of my Sirkar or of the French Nation, commit any irregularity he muft be repri- 
manded and the adju(tment of fuch cafes as they occur is advifeable,in order that no interruption 
may take place i in the friendfhip ofthe parties—It is announced to the Sirdars of the French Na- 
tion, that in the feafon of war, they are to be under the orders of the Sirkar; this 1s a point 
which the French Nation and the French Sirdars will no doubt approve, for the cuftoms and 
mode of warfare in this country are diftin&. A favorable opportunity now prefents itfelf, and 
I therefore now communicate to my friends the object which I have at heart; if you ‘hall 
concur in them, not a trace of the iniquitous Englifh fhall remain in the expanfe of Hindof- 
tan. If at this time a body of your regular Europeans, and free negroes (/itera!ly your new 
brothers) whom vou have with you, arrive; Joined to my troops, they will expel the iniquitous 
Englifh from Hinduftan, and whenever the French troops fhall unite with mine to attack the 
Englifh, the powers of Hinduftan will be unable to afford them affiftance, becaufe they are 
engaged i in domettic diffenfions. It has already been ftated that my enemies hall be confidered - 
as your enemies and your enemies as mine; they art truly one and the fame. You muft now 
be fully apprized of my fentiments, it only remains that you fhould with the utmoft expedition 
apprize me of yours. Immediately on receipt of what I have written, let me know whe- 
ther you agree to it or not, but do not engage for any thing which you will not per- 
form. All this is to be afcribed to my attachment to the French Nation. I have retain- 
ed citizen Francois Ripaud. Through him I fhall be made acquainted with the contents 
of any letters you may write, and through him I fhall write anfwers. Citizen Ripaud 
fhall want for nothing, but being honored'by a fituation of importance, he has been 
retained by me under every circumftance of comfort; his mind ‘has been fet at eafe 
on the part of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and he has been retained (/terally fent for) in 
order to adjuft the concerns, and increafe the friendfhip of the French Nation and the 
Khoodadaud Sirkar; you on your part alfo, muft write to him in terms calculated to re- 
move his apprehenfions, intimating to him, that his continuing with the Khoodadaud Sircar is 
very right and proper for the promotion of our mutual interelts; in the event of your agreeing. 


. to what I have written, with a view to cement the foundations of friendfhip, I now ftate to you 


the aid in provifions which I am willing to make for the land and fea forces, 


Stipulations in favor of the French Nation, as follows: 

Articre 1ft.—Immedijately on the arrival of the french on the coatt of the Khoodadaud - 
Sirkar, provifions of all kind, (wine excepted) carriage, &c. and all other neceffaries fhall 
be fupplied. 

ArTICLE 2d.—Supplies of provifions, &c. fhall.be furnifhed for the land and fea forces, 
by the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and money fhall alfo be advanced to them. 

Articre 3d.—Bullocks for the argillery with all their equipments, carriage-bullocks and 
camels for the baggage of the officers and men, fhall be furnifhed by the Khoodadaud Sirkar. 

ARTICLE 4th.— To provide palankeens for the higher officers, and horfes and tattoos (a 
brecd of fmall borfes) for the others. 

Articirs sth.—During the war, fhould there happen to be a deficiency of powder, balls, 
&c. in the French army, it fhall be fupplied by the Khoodadaud Sirkar. 

AmnTicLE 6th —Immediately on the arrival of the French troops, I will march in. erfon 
with an army to chaftife the enemy. 


Stipulations on the part of the French to the Khoodadaud Sirkar, as follows : 
ARTICLE t{t.—The French troops never to a& in any thing without the confent of me and , 
my people, nor to difobey my orders on any occafion, but to continue obedient to me. 


Arracee 2d.—The French troops and their officers who are coming hither, to undertake 
nothing without confulting me.

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Article 3d.—If any of the officers of the French fhould excite difturbance or treachery 
in the army of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, the circumftance to be immediately reported.to me, 
the offender to be feized and fent to the commanding officer of the French, to be punifhed 
according to their forms; and in like manner fhould the French difcover any Sirdar of the 
Sirkar employed in exciting difturbance in the French army, let him be feized and fent to 
me, that he may fuffer that punifhment, according to the forms of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, 
which is abfolutely neceflary in fuch cafes, to prevent difputes between the two armies. 


Articre 4th.—After the war, the amount of the expence I may have been at for the French 
to be repaid me on a fair fettlement of accounts. | 


Articre sth.—All conquefts and captures of territory, effe&ts, forts, money, articles, grain, 
fhips, fea coalts, to be equally divided; thatis, half fhall be affignzd to the Khoodadaud Sir- 
kar, and half to the French. à 

ARTICLE 6th.—Whatever territory belonging to the Englifh, be taken under this alliance 
with the French in conjunétion with the troops of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, fhall be divided, 
ta the exception of that which formerly appertained to the Sirkar. 

ARTICLE 7th.—On the redu&ion of the fortrefs of Goa, it fhall be retained by the Khoo. 
dadaud Sirkar, and in. like manner that of Bombay fhall be affigned to the French; 


Articre 8th.—All Englifh and Portuguefe prifoners, male and female, fhall be allowed the 


. neceffary daily fubfiltence, and be kept in coninement until the conclufion of the war, when 


they (hall be fent out of the territories of the Khoodadaud Sirkar and the French. 


AnTicLE gth.—By the 6th article, all the territory, forts, iflaads, and ports on the fea 
coaft, which may be taken, are to be equally divided. It fhall d:oend upon the order of the 
Khoodadaud Sirkar, given: with the knowledge of the French troops, what forts fhall be garri- 
foned, and: what fhall be deftroyed: this point fhall not depend upon a -reference to Europe.

Intelligence refpe&ing the Mahrattas. 


The head of the State threw himfelf from the top of his houfe and was killed. All the Chiefs 
are inimical to one another, and upon the point of proceeding to hoftilities, and they no longer 
poffefs any authority throughout the country. The troops of Zemaun Shah Dooranny have 
reached Delhi, the capital of the Emperor. He himfelfis come with them. The Mahratta 
troops bave made their appearance in various places, in the Delhi province, and are continuing 
to colle&. Atl the Chiefs of Hinduftan are difaffected to the Mahrattas on account of their 
oppreífions., There is no doubt they will foon be expelled from that country. The domeftic 
difputes of the two Sirdars (meaning tbe Nizam and tbe Mabrattas) will certainly prevent either 
from joining the Englifh. Atthe defire and inftigation of Zemaun Shah, Meersa Amauni 
(the late Vizier Affof o0-Dowiab,) has quarrelled with the Englifh, affembled bis army, and is 
prepared for hoftilities againft them. The Englifh likewife have aflembled their army in Bengal. 
In the Calicut diftri&, the Rajah of Cotingery has tain in' battle near a thoufand Englifh 
foldiers, and three or four thoufand native troops, The whole of the Calicut diftri& is rendered 
difaffe&ed by the oppreffion and violence of the Englifh. In various places, the imhabitants are 
in arms, and do not acknowledge the Englifh authority. The Polygars, that is to fay, the Chiefs 
of the Mafulipatam, Ellore, and Arcot diftri&ls, are alfo ready to revolt. They have killed and 


cut off the head of the fon of Abdool Wahaub Khaun. In fhort, now is the moment of op- 
portunity. | E | | |

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Although there was no order from the Prefence, for giving a daily batta, [extra allowance] or 
for furnifhing fubfiftance and neceffary fupplies {or the troops which might eventually arrive 
from Mauritius, yet with a view to fatisfy them and fet their minds at eale, having confulted - 
with Mirza Mohummed Baukir, and Meer Mohummed Alli, the Affuff of Je-naulabad, we fixed 
on fuch rates as appeared to us proper, for the daily allowance ofeach incividual, to have eff-& 
until the receipt of orders from the Prefence; but the Sirdars or chiefs would not affent to 
thefe rates, and they made application for allowances according toa ftatement of their own.

May it pleafe your Majefty, the various articles and baggage which accompany them, fuch 
as large cheíts, &c. &c. are very numerous, and extremely bulky and heavy, they may be ef- 
timated at nearly the burthen of a thoufand men, and at the time of carrying this baggage o- 
ver the ghauts (paffes) &c. a ftill greater number of labourers will be required than heretofore ; 
and by reafon of the great weight and bulk of the articles, great delay and tardinefs wiil cer- 
tainly take place at the different ftages. The feafon too of the rains and for.bad roads is ap- 
proaching and at hand; moreover, itis the time fixed forthe departure of the Affofs, Aumildars, 
and Killahdars, ftationed on.the road, according to their engagements; and from the borders 
of Jemaulabad to Aftaureh, your Majefty well knows in what a high ftate of cultivation the 
land is, the whole extent of the road. Under this circumftance, your Majefty will be pleafed 
to order what vou may think proper. - | 


May it pleafe your Majefty, in .confequence:of the rains, fhould perchance no halting pla- 
ces be found in the cultivated country, they will require for themfelves and their equipage, as 
the troops accompany them, gundelehs (tbe fly of a tent) and {mall tents for the chiefs; they 
alfo want provifions, goats, fowls, rice, &c. | 


May it pleafe your Majefty, feven chefts, or cafks, containing nutmeg and clove trees, 
&c. which agreeably to your orders, were brought by us from the Mauritius, alfo require near 
eighty perfons-to carry them. 1t occurred to us, that a confiderable time muft elapfe, before 
an order could be.received from the Prefence for the difpatch of the plants; that in the mean 
time the rains were approaching, whereby they might be expofed to injury, which God forbid; 
we therefore in preference to every thing elfe, fent them off under charge of a guard, to take 
care of them, with a letter, and a particular account of the names of the trees, which we tranf- 
lated from that given by the European, and we gave pofitive injunétions for their being car- 
ried as far as the borders of Jemaulabad, the Affof of which place is Mecr Mohummed Ally, 
by Baigarries, [ per/ons preffed for public fervice| and for their being tranfported from thence, up 
the ghauts [ pales]. Having conveyed them fo far, we defired aifo, that they might be carried 
on, provided Baigarries could be procured as they proceeded. Under thefe cireumftances, we 
. trof, that lafcars and others may be-ordered from the Prefence, with a view to expedite the 
conveyance of them, that they may receive no injury from delay. | | 


We have further to reprefent, that we have difpatched to your Majefty three letters from the 
Europeans; one from General Chapuy, the fecond from General Dubuc, who at the tiine of. 
our landing, gave us one alfo to be prefented to your Majefly, from a perfon named Monfieur 
L'Hermite, We alfo fend three memoranda of rates of allowance as fixed by us, and thofe

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‘which the chiefs demand: altogether there are five packets forwarded inclofed in our letter, 


which we hope will be duly received. In addition to.thefe, a feparate account of the battle 


— between the French and Englifh fhips, in the roads of Tellicherry, is alfo tranfmitted, and every 


thing will appear from it. | 
May it pleafe your Majefty, from the day of our departure on board the. veffel of that trai- 
tor Ripaud, till our arrival at Coriaul, ( Mangalore ) whatever has occurred, and all that we have 


-accomplifhed in our endeavours to promote the interefts of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, will be ful- 


ly apparent on our arrival at the Prefence. One of us being unable to ride on horfeback in 
confequence of the heat of the weather and his fuffering much from boils, we truft that 
through your Majefty’s extreme kindnefs, we fhall be favored with a docly from the Prefence.

'To Mirza Baukir, Huffun Ally, and Mohummud Ibrahim.. Dated the 25th Behaury of the 
year Shaudaub, 1226.from the birth of Mahomed. [an/wering to tbe 11th of May 1798.] 
. Your letter dated the 14th Behaury of the year Shaudaub, 1226 from:the birth of Mahom- 
ed, [anfwering to the 30th April 1798 | difpatched by two.camel meffengers, has been receiv- 
ed, and the contents have been underftood. 7 | | 


You ftate, that Huffun Ally and Mohummud Ibrahim had arrived with the French Sirdars 
ler chiefs] and fome European recruits, and the account which you fent, containing the lift of 
their names, and the allowances for their fubfiftence, has been received. | 


According to your requeft, two palankeens and two horfes are fent for the two chiefs, and 
-28 horfes for the other perfons; a horfe is alfo fent for Mohummud Ibrahim, and you will 
take the palankeen belonging to the European Ripaud, and having affigned two palankeens to 
tthe two European chiefs, and one to Huffun Ally, you will repair to the Prefence with the 
Europeans. For the tranfportation of their baggage 300 men have been ordered ; you will pay 
‘them their wages until their arrival at the capital, and making them carry the baggage of the 
Europeans bring them with you. You will defire the European chiefs to leave their furplus 
‘baggage bebind them, depofiting it in a houfe, and placing a guard to take care of it, and the. 
‘remaining neceflary articles they will bring with them; by the bleffing of God, after their 
arrival at the Prefence, their whole baggage will be fent for: Having fully explained this, you 
will bring them to the Prefence. 


An anfwer to their letters is tranfmitted accompanying, you will accordingly deliver it to 
them. . They have been informed, that if it be necelfary to bring every body with them they | 
will do fo; but that if they have any thing particular to communicate, fome. of their chiefs 
fhould repair immediátely to the Prefence, and leaving the men with the other chiefs, give or- 
-ders for their proceeding leifurely after them. Should the men be left behind, you will leave 
avith them Komaul Mohummud Mirda, and an hircarrah, for the purpofe of providing them with 
axcceffaries, and you yourfelves will.proceed to the Prefence with the European chiefs, You

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will caufe them to be furnifhed with fuch a quantity of provifions as may be proper, by the dif- 
ferent aumils [revenue officers] of the talooks, and give regular receipts. An order [rabdar- 
ry] for this purpofe has been written, and is tranfmitted to you. Bearers for three palankeens 
with three Duffadors, Jeewajee naik, Phenkajee naik, and Goolaul naik, and two Shahaubdar 
guards, are fent to you. | | 


Your difpatching the boxes containing the trees was perfe&ly proper, lafcars have alfo been 
fent from the Prefence for the purpofe of bringing them on. You will bring the fhip-builders who 
have arrived, to the Prefence, as well as the other artificers, and after 1 {thall have feen them, 
they will be fent back for the purpofe of being employed in fhip-building. | 


The letters written by Huffun Ally and Mohummud Ibrahim do not contain any thing ref- 
pe&ing their negociations ; nor mention where they have been; or from whence they came. 
We defire you will caufe Huffun Ally to write a full account of every thing, from the day of 
their leaving Jemaulabaud, to the day of their return to that place, containing the occurren- 
ces on the voyage, their conferences, the ftate of the war, and a defcription of whatever they 
may have feen, curious, or interefting. Havingwritten all thefe particulars, you will tranfmit the 
narrative to the Prefence, that they may not again be called to account. 

You will encourage and fatisfy the people who have arrived, and bring them to the Pre- 
fence. In matters of little importance you will be careful not to difpleafe or vex them. 

The order (rabdarry] for fupplying neceffaries, which has been fent, is under charge of Ko- 
maul Mohummud.  Confidering what is proper, you will furnifh them accordingly, and taking 
an account of every thing, bring it with you, that the neceffary deduGions may be granted, 
You mutt all three of you write feparate arzies, when you have occafion to write. |

You will remain. [at Femaulabad] for the purpofe of furnifhing the neceffary articles to the 
Chriftians who have arrived ; after their departure you will repair to the Prefence, and fhauld 
even the month of Zehijjah have elapfed, it is of no importance.

Tranflation of the Narrative of the Proceedings of the Ambaffadors difpatched by Tiphoo 
Sultaun to the French Iflands, from their departure to their return: Written by Huf- 
fun Alli, one of the Ambaffadors. 


The following articles were taken down, agreeably to the dictation of Ripaud, on 

: board the veffel, on the 27th of Zaukree, in the year 1225 from the birth of 
Mahomed, (anfwering to 15th December, 1797). — 

It has been ordered by the Sacred Prefence, that (we) muft bring 30,000 horfe, and 40,000 


infantry, 200 guns and mortars, with their equipments and artillery mep, with the — 
orce. 
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force. Provifions, carriage, conveyance, ard military ftores, fhall be furnifhed by the Khoo- 
‘dadaud Sirkar. This article was not brought forward. | 


That we fhould forward as great a number of Europeans as we can, together with 2o or 
30,000 men of colour, who know their exercife well, and accompanied by experienced officers. 


That the Generals who may be fent on their part (she French) be matters of their pro- 
feffion, fuch as General Mangalon; and as our King is better verfed in the [yflems of India, 
the French Generals muft confult with him, and carry on operations againft the enemy in 
concert with him. i 


Whatever may be taken in this war from the enemies of our King, and of the Republic, fuch 
as towns, forts, fa€tories, effeéts, fhips and veffels, money, &c. or whatever cafh or treafure 
be taken from nations in fubje&ion to them, all thefe muĝ be divided into two (equal) parts, 
onehalf for our King, the other for the Republic; excepting the country-of the Khoodadaud | 
Sirkar which the Englifh formerly wrefted from it by force of arms: Such country will be 
retained by the Sirkar, and they (ke French) fhall have no fhare in it. | 


Should the French Republic be defirous of making peace with the Englifh, they are not 
to conclude fuch peace without our King being comprehended therein; becaufe after the 
treaty of alliance, the enemies of the Republic will be fill the enemies of our King, and it 
would not be confiftent with friendfhip and juftice, not to include him in the peace. 


Should any one in the fervice of the Khoodadaud Sirkar enter the French camp and commit 
any outrage, let him be apprehended and fent to the Prefence, in order that he*may be 
punifhed according to the forms of the Khoodadaud Sirkar; and in the fame manner, fhould 
any one of the French army enter the camp of our King, and be guilty of any outrage and 
irregularity, he fhall be immediately apprehended and fent to the General of the French 

army, in -order that he may punifh him agreeably to his own cuftoms. This article was not 
brought forward. | | 


Should thefe propofitions be approved by the Republic, we requeft the leaders of the Mother 
Republic, to tranfmit fpeedily, intelligence thereof to our King, by a {mail veffel, in order 
that his Highnefs, in perfon, may fet oa foot a formidable and vi&torious army, to meet that 
of the French in the neighbourdood of Mirjaun, which place is clofe to Goa. Oh French 
Nation! with a view to the mutual interefts of the parties, our King intended to fend feveral 
.. letters under his auguft feal and fignature, with four Sirdars of high rank, forthe purpofe of ne- 
gotíating, upon a fhip belonging to the Khoodadaud Sirkar, to the Chiefs of the mother country. 
But the apprehenfion of the enemy and the unfavourablenefs of the feafon prevented the 
meafure. A ftandard of the Republic was, however, quickly prepared, and fet up in the camp 
of Lally. (His Majefy) caufed it to be faluted with three thoufand guns*; Ripaud and Mons. 
De Bay can bear teftimony to this fa. And whereas our King has declared, that he thus will 
fupport the ftandard of the. Republic, Oh French Nation! if ye will but confent to thefe 
propofitions, you need nct hereafter fear your enemies, Turn your thoughts only to the pro- 
tection of your ifland, for our King will keep the Englifh fo employed and embarraffed, that 
they will be unable to turn their attention towards you. Further, Zemaun Shah, King of the 
Afghauns, and the greater part of the powers of India, are united with our King for this 
purpofe, and will not ceafe until they thall have driven the Englifh out of India.

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ber 1797). we embarked ; Ripaud occafioned the delay of a day or two in adjufting the equip- 
ments of the veffel, &c. On the 19th, we weighed anchor: After proceeding five or fix cofs® 
to fea, Ripaud, accompanied by five or fix perfons, came upto us in a very diforderly manner, 
defiring us to fhew them the letters which had been entrufted to us for the Sirdars (or Chiefs) at 
the Mauritius. We obferved that our orders from the Prefence were, not to open the difpatches 
until our arrival there, and that it was not becoming in him, (Ripaud) who had laid the foun- 
dation of the prefent expedition, and who was acquainted with all circumftances, to take fuch 
a ftep. All our perfuafions were of'no avail; he took the difpatches from us by force, and tearing 
open tlie leathern envelope, wanted to open the Khereetahst alfo. We told him that he wou!d 
be difgraced, and his improper proceedings be expofed among his whóle Nation, (adding) that it 
was highly unbecoming in him to be guilty of fuch a degree of treachery and mifcondu; that 
‘until our arrival at the Mauritius we refpefted thefe Khereetahs as our own lives, and that 
we would facrifice our lives but we would do with thefe Khereetahs as we had been direflted- 
by the Prefence. Upon this he reftored them to us. The next day he came to us, and defired 
that we would make over to him the money which had been given to us by the Prefence for 
him and his French affociates, elfe, (faid be) I will go to Umba,ee, (meaning perbaps towards 
Bombay) and other quarters, for plunder, and will coaft it for five or fix months. We anfwer- 
ed, “ You know very well, that the money which his Highnefs affigned for our expences was. 
* entrufled to us in your prefence, by Shaik Ahmud, Mullik oo Toojar; knowing and fee- 
* ing this, itis very unbecoming in you to make this requeft.” Refuge of the world, health F 
he affigned for our accommodation the place where the lafcars are, there was no place for usto 
fleep or to ftin. Our inconveniences encreafed daily ; at lat we defired. Ripaud to allot 
fome place for us to remain in until our arrival at the Mauritius; upon which he gave us a. 
{mall doney (boat) which was.on the veffel, to fleep and eat in, until our arrival atthe Ifland, 
From the day of our leaving Mangalore until our arrival at Mauritius, he allowed us not 
more than what he allowed the lafcars, and which only fufficed for drinking, it was not enough. 
for cooking. In the courfe of the voyage he took two veffels, after taking the cargo out, 
he releafed them: after ten or twelve days, we fteered dire& for the Mauritius. Ripaud fent 
a meflage to mef, propofing to recite to us the commands which your Highnefs had entrufted 
to him, refpeéting the negociations with the Sirdars of the Mauritius; that we fhould take 
down a tranflation of them and make our reprefentations accordingly at the ifland. We replied. 
that Shaik Ahmud, Mullick oo Toojar, had. communicated to us in. his (Ripaud’s) prefence 
orders to this effect; that whatever he (Ripzud) fhould dictate to us or tell us, we fhould: 
“make our reprefentations accordingly, to the Sirdars above mentioned, through the medium of 
Monfieur De Bay. Ripaud,brought feveral of the papers to us, and dictating to De Bay, cauf- 
ed him to write feveral articles; which being done, he faid that: they. were in conformity to- 
the orders of the Prefence, aud defired that we would regulate our negociations accordingly. 
It is impoffible to.defcribe the diftrefs we fuffered, from the rain and the motion of the waves. 
of the fea. However, by the favor of God and your Majefty's aufpices, we furvived, and ón 
Thurfday the 3d of the month Rawzee (19/5. January 1793;) being arrived within two cofs 
of the Mauritius, a pilot came off in a boat to learn the circumftances of the fhip. He came 
on board, and Ripaud received him. with a great dzalof cordialitv. He told him that we were: 
Ambaffadors fent by your. Highnefs to.the Sirdars of the Mauritius, and defired that he would. 
fend fome one (on shore) to give notice. The pilot immediately fent a lafcar with a verbal mef- 
fage to the General, and. in two or three hours § after, a phyfician came to afcertain the peo- 
ple’s health on board the fhip. He fent for all the men who were on board the veffel, and: 
enquired into the ftate of evéry ‘man’s health ; he then came up to us and made a falam, (or 
ebeifance) and told. us, that he would immediately fend notice to thé General of our arrival. 
We defired bim to allot fomé place for our accommodation on fhóre, and enable us to difem- 
hark ; adding, that in a.day or two after, we would commence our interviews with the Sirdars,

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 requefting that our arrival might not be made known toany one (elfe). The phyfician, after 
remaining an hour, returned to the Sirdars, and before two hours had elapfed, fent four per- 
fons of rank with a verbal meffage, ftating that he.was extremely happy at our arrival, and 
that he would fend for us the next day. We replied, by requefting that he would fend for us 

: clandeftinelv, fo that it fhould be known to no one. They replied that it was very well: they 
would report accordingly to the General, and a& agreeably to fuch orders, as he might give : 
after this they went away. .Inthe mean time, Ripaud carried the fhip near to the land, and 

. dropping the anchor in the mouth of the river, immediately went to the General. At twelve 
. o’clock-at night he came on board again, and told us that he had reprefented every thing to 
. the General. Before his return however, five or fix Sirdars, and two Aids de Camp of General 
Malartic’s, came to us on board the veffel, and told us, that they muft conform to the cuftom 
of their nation, and that if they did not receive your Highnefs’s Ambaffadors with due refpe& 
. and attention, they would be-cenfured from home. We ufed every argument in our power 
to diffuade them, but te no purpofe. The next day, the Sirdars were drawn up in two lines, 
from the bank of the river to General Malartic's houfe, by General Malartic's dire&tions, 
who fent feveral officers in his own boat to meet us and condu& us to his houfe. ‘Accordingly, 
we went on fhore in the boat, and immediately upon our landing, near a hundred and fifty | 
guns were fired, and we were conduéted with the utmoft ‘degree of refpe& to the Sirdars. 
When arrived at General Malartic's houfe, the General himfelf, General Sercey, the members 
of Council * and other Sirdars met us at the door of the houfe: The General feated us upon 
Chairs clofe at his right hand. We prefented your Highnefs's compliments to all the Sirdars, and, 
told them, that the obje& of our coming was to enquire after the health of your Majelty’s friends, 
as no news of them had reached the Prefence for feveral years, and therefore your Majefty had 
deputed us to all the Sirdars, that we might afcertain, and return with an account of the wel- 
fare of your Majefty'sfriends. Ithen took the Khereetas containing your Majefty's letters 
in my hands, rofe from my feat, and addrefling the Sirdars, told them that they mult take the 
-royal letters with reTpe&t, upon this General Malartic arofe, and taking off his hat, received 
the letters from my hands. Inthe fame manner General Sercey rofe from his ‘place, and 
came up to me, and then I delivered to him his letter alfo. General Mangalon was not then 
prefent, but General Malartic told us that if we would deliver to him your Highnefs's letter 
to General Mangalon, he would take care to convey it to him and obtain his receipt for it. 
We accordingly delivered the auguft letter into the hands of General Malartic. afterwards 
enquired who was the prefident of the Council? Malartic defired Monfieur Defcomber to 
rife and take the letters. At the time of our landing we defired Ripaud to accompany us, 
which however ke did not, but in about one hour after our arrival he came to the affembly, 
and holding his hat under his arm, ftood at a diftance. We told General Malartic, that Mon- 
fieur De Bay had been fent from the Prefence to be the interpreter between him (Malartic) 
and us, in any negociations which might take place between us; in confequence of which 
he called De Bay to him, and obferved that in your Highnefs’s letter Yoofuf Alli was 
mentioned, (as tbe perfon deputed) whereas our names were Huffun Alli and Shaik Ibrahim, 
and defired to know the reafon of this. This being explained to us by De Bay, I 
anfwered that Meer Yoofuf Alli had been originally appointed, but being laid up with 
ilnefs he had been fet afide, and your Highnefs had &eputed us inftead; we 
then told General Malartic that we had feveral points ‘of a fecret nature to com- 
municate to him, and therefore, if he would fend for us in private, we would communicate to 
him what your Highnefs had dire&ed. General Malartic anfwered, “ at 3 o'clock we two f 
Sirdars will vifit you at your place of refidence:” we then took leave. General Malartic pro- 
‘vided us both with palanquins, and directed the bearers to remain with us as long as we con- 
tinued on the ifland, and he gave us a garden Clofe to the city to refide in. At 3 o'clock all 
the Sirdars abovementioned vifited us : we went to meet them as far as the garden gate, and 
conducted them into the houfe with all due ceremony and refpe&. We feated them upon 
Chairs and addreffed them to this effe& : * The obje& of our King in defiring to form an 
7* alliance with the French Republic, is to crufh our already half-expiring enemy. What do

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* you wait for? His Majefty is ready to afford you fuccours: Shew yourfelvesin India. The

* which they have acquired by artifice, they are difperfed in all quarters. Look upon the -

The Sirdars afked, if an auxiliary force fhould be furnifhed from Europe, would your 
Highnefs fupply them with provifions, military ftores, conveyance and carriage? We an- 
fwered, that from the day of the landing of the French army in India, your Highnefs would 
fupply them with provifions of every kind, except European liquors, that is to fay, rice, all forts 
of butchers meat and ghee ; and alfo with military ftores, conveyance and carriage. They then 
told us, that for the purpofe of procuring a large military force, they would fit out two fhips 
of war, and difpatch them to France, with letters from themfelves, and thofe your High- 
nefs had addreffed to them, in charge of two confidential perfons of rank; and they defired that 
we would give them a memorandum of the provifions and carriage which we had promifed 
them, in order that they mighi forward it to Europe, and fpeedily obtain the military fuccours 
required. We replied, that we would thé next day furnifh them with the memorandum ac- 
cordingly. They then rofe and went home. In the morning they fent the head Aid de Camp 
an * Dewan f to us, who faid, that General Malartic fent. his compliments, and 
defired him to mention, that he and the other three Sirdars: were about to write letters to 
the government in Europe, and therefore he requefted, that we would furnifh him with the 
memorandum which we had promifed, with refpect to provifions and carriage. Having ac- 
cordingly drawn up a memorandum with regard to provifions and carriage, we fent it by Mons. 
De Bay to General Malartic. Cherifher of the world, health Thefe four Sirdars have each 
written feparate letters to different people, to procure a large force for the afliftance of the Sir- 
kar, and have deputed two confidential perfons, one Monf. Seguin the head Aid de Camp, the 
other Monfieur Magon, a Captain, in order to reprefent the excefs of your Highnefs's friend- 
fhip and attachment, and charged with your Highnefs's letters addreffed to General Malartic,. 
&c. and accordingly on the 7th of Rauzee, 1225 from the birth of Mahomed, (234 January 
1798,) they were difpatched to Europe, on two fhips of war, with the utmoft caution. After 
two or three days, with a view to ftrengthen the foundations of friendfhip and attachment, 
` we caufed a paper to be drawn up by Monfieur De Bay, to the following purpofe, and fent it 
to General Malartic ; viz. that in order to cement the bafis of friendfhip and alliance, it was 
neceffary that both parties fhould bind themfelves by oaths, in order that the fyltem of har- 
mony and friendfhip fubfifting between your Majefty and the French: Nation might be con- 
firmed, and that while the moon fhould keep its courfe, this alliance fhould remain unimpair- 
ed and unviolated. General Malartic returned for anfwer, that the ratification of the alliance’ 
by oath depended upon the government in Europe; that the friendfhip between the Khooda- 
daud Sirkar and the French Nation was fully eftablifhed, that there would never be any dt- 
minution of that friendfhip and union, as long as the moon retained her courfe; that the 
encmies of your Highnefs were the enemies of the French Nation; that your Highnefs would: 
{oon have an opportunity of feeing what the devotion and friendfhip of the French Nation

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would effe& with the view of crufhing the enemy, and that he was, from his heart, the devoted 
dervant of your Sirkar. | | 


Refuge of the world! In confequence of the feverity of a fea voyage, and unfavorablenefs 
“of the climate I was fo much indifpofed, that * General Malartic’s Dewan remarked it, 
and told the General, that I was extremely ill, in confequence of which he immediately fent 
two of the firft phyficians to attend me, with a melfage, that on the next day at 3 o'clock, he 
would come himfelf to vifit me. The following day General Malartic came accordingly, and after 
making enquiries refpeCting my health, he faid that Ripaud had made an erroneous reprefenta- 
tion to your Highnefs, which occafioned us to be deputed; that had we arrived four months be- 
fore, he could have fent us back with one thoufand Europeans, until the arrival of the army from 
Europe, but that thofe troops had now been difpatched to Batavia, to the affiftance ofthe Dutch; 
ftilt however he would manifeft his devotion in the beft manner he could, and that he would 
not fend us away empty-handed. He then afked in what places your Highnefs had fa&ories 
eftablifhed, and what was the pra&ice of the Sirkar with refpe& to the eftablifhment of fac- 
tories, and defired us to fend a memorandum upon the fübje&t; the next day we caufed De- 
Bay to draw up a *eply to the following effet, which we fent to General Malartic; viz. 
That your Highnefs had eftablifhed fa&ories at Mu/cat, at Kutch, at Buffora, and in other prin- 
cipal cities; -that two confidential perfons were kept at each factory to buy and fell; and that 
if he ( Malartic) were willing, that a fa&ory on the part of your Highnefs fhould be eftablifh- 
ed at Mauritius, we would reprefent it to your Highnefs, and that if you approved, a fac- 
tory fhould be eftablifhed accordingly. Some days after General Malartic fent for us, and 

told us, that be readily agreed to the eftablifhment of the Sirkar's factory, at Mauritius; 
adding, that he would appoint a Dewan to fuperintend it, who would provide fuch articles as ` 
. .your Highnefs required at a favorable rate, and' alfo that he would affign a houfe belonging 
.to the Company for the purpofe. After two or three days, I fent a note by Monfieur De Bay, 
to General Malartic, requefting that he would procuré fome plants of the nutmeg and clove; 
fome European fruit trees; fine, coloured and fweet fcented flowers; and filling fome wooden 
boxes with earth, plant them therein and fend them carefully back with us to be prefented to 
your Highnefs. The General immediately fent for the gardener, and dire&ed him to prepare 
. the plants in the boxes with the utmoft expedition. At three o'clock, we received a vifit from 
General Sercey: we advanced to meet him, condu&ed him into the houfe and feated him on 
a chair. General Sercey -faid to us, that, pleafe God, fome large fuccours would very foon 
arrive from Europe, and that it was his intention to accompany the troops to your Highnefs ; 
after that.we told him, that it would be very defirable if he could fend back with us five or 
fix experienced navigators, feveral fhip-builders, and iron cannon-founders; to which General 
Sercey agreed, promifing to fend them with us on our return. — After fitting two hours he role. 
After this General Malartic fent a meffage by his dewan, inviting us the following morning 
to fee the powder mills, gardens and mortar firing, adding, that he fhould be at the powder 
works before us. Early in the morning, accompanied by De Bay, we went to the powder 
works, and immediately on our alighting from our palanquins at the gate, we were faluted with 
twenty-one guns. The foldiers were drawn out in two ranks, while feveral officers came out 
to meet us, and conduëted us to General Malartic and General Sercey, who met us at the head 
of the ftairs, and taking our hands, feated us upon chairs, and then offered, if we chofe, to go 
with us and fhew us the works. We anfwered that it was juft as they pleafed, and their pleafure 
was ours; they immediately rofe and fhewed us all the works. We then went without the 
gates, where they direëted the artillery men.to fire the mortars at the targets, which they did 
' fifteen times; they then requefted that we would go and fee the garden with the plants of 
nutmegs and cloves, &c. On our leaving the powder works, we were again faluted with twen- 
ty-one guns. We then proceeded to the garden, where we remained four hours, and then re- 
turned home. The next day General Malartic fent to invite us to go and fee fome fireworks 
to be exhibited that night; accordingly an hour before the clofe of the day, we went to the 
place where the fireworks were to be exhibited. The fecond Aid-de-Camp and five Sirdars 
came to meet us, and conduéted us to the upper ftory : at that time neither of the Generals

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was prefent. Having fat till nine o’clock at night ‘and feen the fireworks, we returned home. 
Two or three days afterwards, they invited us to go and fee the armoury, the granary, and 
the iron manufa&ory, defiring that we would come for that purpofe at four hours after day-

light. We accordingly fet out, and on our arrival at the gate of the armoury, the Sirdare- 


belonging to the eftablifhment came out to meet us; they fhewed us: the. whole-of the efta- 


blifhment of mufkets, implements of war, balls, &c. &c. after which we took our leave. The: 


next day, General Malartic fent a verbal meflage dewan;: inviting us to go 
at three o'clock in the afternoon, to fee the batteries and ordnance. The perfon in com- 
mand of them received direétions to fhew them to us; and we accordingly fet out, accompa- 


: nied by Mons. De Bay, and when arrived at the batteries, the Sirdars of that department came : 
forward, and fhewed us the batteries and. ordnance ;: they: caufed feveral.fhot to be fired : : 


after feeing them all, we took leave of thofe Sirdars and returned home. The next day we : 
were informed by Defcomber and the Dewan, that General Malartic had fent a fhip to : 


Bourbon, to fetch men for the fervice-of.the Sirkar, and that the General faid he would not : 


_fuffer us to take leave until the return of the fhip; we told them, that we were not come to

carry away with us men.to be enlifted for the fervice of the Sirkar, (in other words recruits ) nor : 
were fuch the orders we received from the Prefence. Five or fix days after, General Malar- - 
tic fent a man to call us. He told us, that. he had appointed fome men for the fervice of the - 


Sirkar, whom he was about to fend accordingly, and defired us to give it under our hands, : 


that we would reprefent to the Prefence and procure their entertainment, at the rate of: pay: 


which he fhould fix. We informed him, that we could not venture to make any fuch repre- 


fentation to the Prefence. General Malartic replied, ** were I to write to the Prefence would : 


* it not be agreed to"? We anfwered that if he chofe to write, it would be at your Highnefs's 


option to agree to it or not. After this we took leave. Being arrived .at home, we wrote - 
and fent a letter to General Malartic by Monfieur De Bay, to this purport: “ It. is very web : 
* known to you, Sir, that the obje& of our coming. hither was to carry with us the fuccour : 


“ of a large and effeGive body of troops. Perfons of .your nation reprefented to the Pre» 


* fence, that a confiderable body of troops was actually ready at the Mauritius for the afl- - 
* tance of the Sirkar, and that, fo foon as Ambaffadors fhould be fent-to the Sirdars: of the : 
* Mauritius on the part of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, an efficient body of men fhould be fent . 
* back with them, whereby the common enemy would be chaftifed. Had his Highnefs been : 
* pleafed to give us orders. for raifing French recruits, his Highnefs would not have fent us : 


* without fettling their rate of pay and eftablifhment, agreeably. to the cuftom of the Sirkan 


* From a regard to the ancient union and eftablifhed friendfhip fubfifting between the two : 
* States, you deem it improper to fend.away the Ambaffadors of the Khoodadaud Sirkar emp~ 
* ty-handed, and therefore propofe to fend a few men, whom you yourfelf have engaged for : 


* the fervice of the Sirkar; but the obje& of the. Sirkar will not be anfwered by fo {mall a bo- 
* dy of men; neither are we inftru&ed to carry with us recruits from the Mauritius; nor in- 
* deed can this be done without money. Men of your nation come to us every day, (meaning 
* for tbe purpofe of being engaged) and require to be furnifhed with money ; but fuppofing they 


“ waved their demand of money here, and voluntarily repaired to the Prefence with us under ` 
* your orders, their pay muft be fixed by the Prefence; elfe, fufpending this bufinefs.until his : 


* Highnefs can be informed, depute two Vakeels of your own with us, to negociate the mat- 


“ter. As foon as fuch Vakeels fhall bave arrived at the Prefence, and his Highnefs fhall : 


* have ftated to them the rate of pay and eftablifhment as allowed to Lally's force in the fer- 
** vice of the Sirkar; fhould his Highnefs be difpofed to entertain them agreeably to the.ac- 


* cuftomed rate of our Sirkar, his Highnefs will fend money with his Ambafladers, and -` 


* then you may enlift men and fend them accordingly.: in-the mean time, do us the favor 


* to give us our leave to return to the Prefence." General Malartic wrote in anfwer; 


and alfo fent word by Monfieur Defcomber,. and. ‘the Dewan, that he propo- 
fed fending Meffrs. Chapuis and Dubuc, with feveral other Sirdars, to your Highnefs with 
this view; that, until the arrival of the ‘French fuccours. from. Europe, the former fhould 


refide at the Prefence in quality of plenipotentiary, that the other Frenchmen might not, 
by telling falüties Jike Ripaud, deceive your Highnefs; and that Monfieur Dubuc -— 
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be députed to France, together with your Highnefs's Ambaffadors, at the opening of the _ 
feafon, to negociate on the part of your Highnefs, as by his going many points of 
great importance would be effeded. For theíe reafons, he faid, he propofed fending 
thefe perfons.to the Prefence; that hereafter fhould your Highnefs -approve of engaging 
Frenchmen for your fervice, they: fhould be entertained; at ‘the rate and according to the 
cuftoms of the Sirkar, and fent accordingly. Refuge of the world! after the lapfe of eighteen 
days, the fhip which had been fent to Bourbon returned empty.  Itappeared that a great many 

. men wifhed to come, but were prevented by the want of means.: On being informed of this, 
General Malartic fent word to us, that he propofed in the courfe of:five. or fix days ‘to fend 
us to Bourbon; that as many men as were willing to accompany us; we might carry to your 
Highnefs. General Mangalon paying us a vifit; we ftated-to him,.that it would be very defirable - 
if he would accompany the troops deftined for the fervice of the ftate ; to which he replied, 
that when a confiderable force fhould arrive from Europe for the purpofe of fubduing the 
enemy, he would accompany it to the Prefence, and he defired that.we would reprefent fo to 
your Highnefs. After fitting.two hours he took leave. Four. days after, General Malartic © 
fent for us to his houfe at three o'clock in the afternoon, and then prepofed to us to embark 
the following morning. at nine o'clock, adding, that he himfelf would accompany us on board 
fhip to take leave. Accordingly, tlie next day, being Thurfday the 21ft'of Rubbaunee, 1225 
from the birth of Mahomed, (8/4 March 1798) wefet out. Arrived at the banks of the river's: 
‘mouth; feveral Sirdars accompanied us in the-boat, and" efcorted us on‘ board the fhip, where 
they took leave. An hour after, General Malartic, Mons. Chapuis; and Mons. Dubuc, came 
on board ; and General Malartic deliveredto us the Khereetahs, containing the Arzees to your 
Higlinefs's addrefs, defiring that we would prefent his humble refpe&ts:— He’then gave ordets - 
for weighing anchor and returned: As focn as General Malartit had got on board the boat; the 
Captain of the fhip ordered the anchor to be hove, and in one day and a night we'arrived at 
Bourbon; where we anchored. Mons. Chapuis ard Dubuc got into the boat‘and vifited the 
Governor-of Bourbon, and returned, bringing with them ‘four perfons who were defirous of 
proceeding to the-Prefence. .The Captain continued here the whole day, and then weighing ` 
anchor, fhaped -his courfe for Mangalore.- Near the line we met with a ftorm in which one : 
of the maíts of the fhip.was fprung, (or carried away) and during the whole of the night the 
people defpaired of their lives; but through.the favor of God and the Royal aufpices, in.the 
morning the ftorm ceafed. : | 


Prior to this, I had the honor'to write: to your Highnefs a full and accurate account of the - 
engagement. which took place off Tellicherry,* together with the difembarkment of the, Euro- 
peans and their demands. Whence your Highnefs will have been informed of thofe particu- 
lars. | |

mE CHAPTER I: " 
Account of the departure of Huffun Ally, and Mohummud Ibrahim, deputed on the part 
of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, for the Iland of Mauritius, on board a fhip ( Patailab) accompa-

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nied by Ripaud, a Frenchman: alfo of the conferences. held at that place with the Chiefs of 
Mauritius, &c. agreeably to the undermentioned particulars. 


We, Huffun Ally and Mohummud Ibrahim, on the 16th of the month Zaukery, in the year 
Sauz, 1225 from the birth of Mahomed, (anfwering to about tbe to of December 1797) hav- 
ing embarked on board the fhip * * * in company with Ripaud the European, in purfuance 
of the order of the enlightened Prefence, weighed anchor, and on the 20th of Rehmaunee of 
the fame year, (anfwering to the 8th of January 1798) fafely arrived at Mauritius. The Sir- 
dars (or Chiefs) of that place, in confideration of the high reputation and dignity of the Khoo- 
dadaud Sirkar, came out to meet us with the greateft reípecl, and we were landed in the town, 
at one of the beft houfes. . | 


The four letters addreffed to the chicfs of Mauritius, one to General Malartic, the fecond 
to General Sercey, the third to General Mangalon, and the fourth to General Dcfcomber 
were delivered, and thefe four chiefs received them with the greateít refpe&t. They opened 
them and afcertained their contents. They mentioned, that two fhips were to be difpatched 
from thence immediately for Paris, and that they fhould fend two other fhips as a convoy to 
them, altogether four fhips ; that they (the four chiefs) fhould .write to Paris, an account of 
our arrival at Mauritius on a deputation from the Sultaun, and perfuade the Directory to : 
open a negotiation. | 


Your fervants confidering the departure of thefe fhips for Paris fo immediately after their 
arrival at the Mauritius as a moft propitious circumitance, the happy effe&t of your vi&orious 
aufpices, and as prefaging the fuccefs of the affairs of the Khoodadaud Sirkar; we obferved to 
the chiefs, that their writing alone, would not produce a fpeedy and fatisfa€tory anfwer from 
Europe, and that therefore it would be proper to poftpone the departure of the fbips for fome 
days, and fend with their own difpatches, copies of the letters which they had refpeëively 
received from the Prefence, on the fubjc& of the negotiation with your Highnefs, in order that 
all your Highnefs's wifhes might be made known, and acquiefced in as foon as poffible. 


= ` The chiefs, on due confideration, wrote what was proper; and we, thinking this a fa- 
vourable opportunity, engaged two Europeans of refpe&tability here, Monfieur Magot, and 
Monfieur Seguin, to proceed to Paris on board thefe fhips as Vakeels (Agents) holding out to 
them an expeélation, that by undertaking this commiffion, they could not fail of recommend- 
ing themfelves to the favor of the Sirkar; accordingly, having drawn up a Hookumnama, 
(Inftruélicns) containing ten propofitions, a copy of which will be found in a feparate paper, 
we delivered it to them, and on the 6th Rauzee, of the fame year, (an/wering to about tbe 22d 
of January 1798) they embarked. | | 


By the bleffing of God, all the obje&s of the Sirkar will be fatisfa&orily accomplifhed ; but 
were Vakeels fent, with all poffible expedition, from the Sirkar direct, to Paris, it would 
douotlefs have the effe& to promote, and accelerate the bufinefs. On a former occafion, it 
was in your Highnefs’s contemplation to fend Vakeels to Paris, to effe€tuate the obje&ts you 
have in view; and had that meafure been then adopted, they would, by this time, have been 
fully completed.. It is certain that the Englifh are reduced to great difficulties and diftrefs ; 
and at this crifis the negotiations at Paris may be carried on with the greateft fuccefs. From 
the friendfhip of the chiefs of Mauritius you can expeët only fome recruits, and the eftablifh- 
ment of a factory; but with regard to other affairs of importance, fuch as fuccours for your 
country and the condu&ting a negotiation, nothiag final can be determined here. It vill be advi- 
fable, however, to preferve a friendfhip between thefe chiefs of Mauritius and the Sirkar. 

We, according to our imperfe& underftandings, having made ourfelves acquainted with 
thefe matters, have related them accordingly, 

| CHAPTER II. 
Account of Ripaud the European, as follows: 

Having weighed anchor from the bay (Khauree) at Courial, ( Mangaiore) we proceeded out 
to the roads and came to an anchor. He, (Ripaud) having colleéted all the Europeans, came to 
us and faid, that he had been extremely ill treated by all our Sirdars We afked him, in ses 
| refpeg 


~ he propofed to feize fome o 
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refpe&k our chiefs had-behaved ill towards to him ? He anfwered, that it was the order of our 
Prince, that he fhould be fuppliéd from the Sirkar with all the ftores and neceffaries for the 
fhip, in the moft ample manner ; and that he fhould thereupon be difpatched. That the Sitdars 
had furnifhed him neither with ftores, nor neceffaries of any kind; and that Ahmud Khan, 
Mullick-oo-Toojar, had taken from him by force the fum of 325 pagodas, and had alfo taken 
a bond from him for the fhip, and informed him, that he muft himfelf purchafe the ftores and 
neceflaries for her; that he had in confequence purchafed them from his own funds, and had 
then come away, by which means he had fuftained a great lofs: he therefore wifhed to delay 
his voyage to the Mauritius n" one year, and with a view to indemnify himfelf for his loffes, 
the enemy's fhips, after which he would proceed to Mauritius. 
We, on this, afked Ripaud, if he recolle&ed what engagement he had entered into with.the 
Prefence; and what improper meafures he now propofed to purfue? We obferved, that it would 
be proper for him to pay fome attention to his engagement, and to have fome confideration 
for the important bufinefs in agitation. That your Highnefs had treated him with great kind- 
nefs, and that it would be well for him to exert himfelf cordially, in promoting the affairs 
of the Sirkar, that he might be exalted accordingly. Ripaud replied that it was well; but that 
lie wifhed to fee the letters, which had been written from the Prefence to the Sirdars (cr 
chiefs) of Mauritius, with a view to afcertain whether they were the fame letters, or others. 


' We obferved to Ripaud, that' it was the order of the Prefence that we fhould deliver thefe 


letters:to the chiefs of Mauritius; that it was not proper in him treacheroufly to think of open- 
ing and- reading them, and that he would be feverely reprimanded for it. Notwithftanding 
this, without any regard either to his character or life, he ftill pofitively infifted, that without 
opening and,reading the letters addreffed to the chiefs of Mauritius, he would, by no means, 
proceed to that place. We being entirely helplefs, gave the four letters into the hands of Rie 
paud, who having opened them, and his mind being relieved from apprehenfion, immediately 
weighed anchor and fet off for Mauritius. We accordingly, through the profperous foriunes 
of your Highnefs, arrived in fafety with this European at that place. | 


CHAPTER lII. | 
. Account of the conferences with the chiefs of Mauritius. 

The chiefs of Mauritius, immediately on our arrival, fent to us a Doftor and an Aid de 
Camp, to enquire into the ftate of the health of the fhip's company, and to afcertain from 
whence fhe came. We replied, that we came from the Sultaun, upon whofe kingdom and 
eountry be the fhadow of God !—Afterwards a boat highly ornamented came off with 
feveral Sirdars to receive us, and they having placed us in it and brought us on fhore, 
500: guns were fired off; and two lines of European troops being formed, and a compli- 
ment being paid with the colours, we were conduéled with the greateít ceremony and 

_refpeët to the houfe of General Malartic. All the chiefs and gentlemen rofe with great 
deference and made us fit down. They made enquiries after the health of your High- ` 
nefs. We replied, * God be praifed! by the Divine favor, he always enjoys excellent 
* health, and is actively employed in conducting the affairs of his country, and in punifhing 
* and preventing the evil defigris of his devoted enemies, and he has fent his compliments 
* to all the chiefs." All the chiefs, immediately on hearing the word compliments, -taking 
off their hats, and rifing from their feats, offered their profound refpeCts. Upon this we 
gave the four chiefs their letters. They afked, what elfe there was, befides the letrers? We 
anfwered, a Hookumnaumah.* They then fent to our place of refidence, and obferved, that in 
the evening they. would call in on us and fee the Hookumnaumah. The four chiefs ac- 
cordingly did call in the evening, and made themfelves acquainted with the contents of 
the Hookumnaumah. We informed the chiefs, that Ripaud was prefent at the time of writ- 
ing it, and that it would be well, ifhe were called in. General Malartic replied, that he 
had not fent this European as a Vakeel to the refplendent Prefence; * what then", -faid. 
he, ** has he to do here? He is fecond officer of a fhip ; and you are come from the Prefence, 
‘e the fhadow of God: Whatever conferences it may be neceflary to hold, let.them be held

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- with you.” Wethereupon gave in writing to the Chiefs, the ten articles refpe&ing provifons, 
&c. the particulars of which are fpecified in a feparate paper; and the chiefs being extremely 
pleafed with it, went to their own houfes, and they have fince fent, on their own part,. thefe 
. cen articles in detail to Paris. | 


CHAPTER IV. ` 
Account of our return from the Mauritius, to the Refplendent Prefence. 


- The four chiefs of Mauritius told us perfonally, that the European Ripaud had brought — 
aus here on a falfe reprefentation to the Sultaun: That at prefent they had no forces; that had 
we arrived four months fooner, a {mall reinforcement would have been fent with us; that 
as a fuccour to the Dutch, two fhips had been fent to Batavia, more than three months 
ago: that had we arrived fooner, thefe fhips fhould have gone as a reinforcement with us. 
We obferved tothe chiefs, that for forty years a friendfhip had fubfifted between them and 
. your Highnefs, the circumftances of which, it was not neceffary to particularize; that it was. 
the moft ardent wifh of your Highnefs's heart, by a mutual, concert to extirpate the Englifh Na- 
tion, and, raifing the ftandard of Vi&ory and affording affiltance and prote&ion to the coun- 
try of Hinduftan, to cement fill ftronger the bonds of union and friendfhip: that our Sovereign 
. had with this determined view fent us to them, and that they fhould act in fuch a manner, 
as to increafe the honor and reputation of both parties. They replied, that it was certain, 
ina fhort time, a large army and efficient fuccours would be fent from Europe, and that 
they were ready to do every thing in their power, to promote .the fervice ofthe Sirkar. Af- 
ter this converfation they returned to their houfes. — 


| CHAPTER VF. - 

The chief of Mauritius caufed proclamation to be made in the city, by beat of drum, and 
fent letters to the neighbouring Ifland, inviting thofe to come forward, who were defirous of 
entering into the fervice of your Highnefs. After an interval of fifteen days, fome few men 
affembled, and the chiefs baving fent for us, mentioned that after fixing the pay of the Sirdars, 
feamen, gunners and artificers, they were about to fend them with us to the Prefence ; that it 
would be proper for us to give a writing, purporting, that the allowances which had been efta- 
blifhed at the Mauritius fhould be regularly paid-to the perfons fent by them. We replied to 
this, that we had come here to obtain extenfive fuccours and a large army, and not to carry 

away recruits; that had we come to procure recruits, we fhould certainly-have come furnifh- 

ed with inflru&ions for fettling their pay ; that they were at liberty to fend them, if they 
pleafed, but that the eftablifhment of pay, and the entertaining of them, refted with your 
Highnefs, and that we had no power to give a writing to this effect. Thefe particulars were 
ftated in writing to. the chiefs, who wrote to us in reply, that although"we would not give what 
" they defired in writing, it was of no confequence ; -that they fhould, at their own difcretion, put 
the perfons who had accepted fervice on board the fhip, and fend them with us; that fhould 
your Highnefs entertain them in your fervice and allow them the pay fixed.by us, .it.would be 
well; that otherwife, the men fhould.be fent-back on the fame-fhip to Mauritius.

CHAPTER VII. 

"Ripaud the European came to us at night twice, during our refidence at the Mauritias. The 
‘firft time he came, he faid, that General Malartic and the other chiefs, had fhewn great dif- 
pleafure and anger towards him, afking him why he had, -by a falfe reprefentation to the Pre- 
fence, brought us there. . Ripaud afked us to give him an inítrument in writing, purporting that 
he had not- by {peaking to your Highnefs- been the means of bringing us; for that Monfieur 
Munderool {Moneron) had, at a former period, made a reprefentation to the Prefence, recom- 

 mending that your Highnefs fhould fend Vakeels on your part to France and elfewhere, for 
the purpofe of obtaining fuccours. We thereupon told Ripaud, that he had delivered a ftatement 
to the Prefence, and that “it was evident the advice on which -we had been fent &c. pro- 
-ceeded from him; and that we would never give any fuch writing. | 


The fecond time that Ripaud came, he ‘faid, that Meer Ghólaum Alli, fpeaking of the 
bufanefs of the negotiation, had mentioned, that he (Ripard ) had certainly fuggéfted to the 
Prefence the deputation of the Vakeels ; but he denied ever having recommended any thing of 
the kind. We were informed too by Defcomber, the firft in Council, that Ripaud was in the - 
pra&ice of holding very improper and difrefpe&ful difcourfe, faying, that they had kept him 
‘in confinement ; that having obtained his releafe by ftratagem, he had proceeded hither ; that 
in confequence of this very improper difcourfe, .they -had -difgraced Ripaud, and turned

: Defcomber further. afked, why your HighneTs, the “Nizam, and the Mahrattas, did not 
. «unite, and drive the Englifh out of Hinduftan ? He faid, it was certain, that by the union of 
.thefe three, the Englifh might be rooted out of that country. That 500 Frenchmen had been 
sin the fervice of Ram Rajah.; upon hearing which, they (tbe Englifb) had peremptorily remon- 
.ftrated with him,:and-had caufed him to difmifs the 500 Frenchmen; that Ram Rajah was very 
¿much diffatisfied with the Englifh, and that jt,.was his wifh to produce:a good underftanding 
,between your Highnefs and Ram Rajah. : | 


- We further learnt from Defcomber, that.at Paris, one day, all the French gentlemen being 
raffembled in confultation, it had been afked, whether the French had any ally in Hinduftan ? 
“That at this time a friend of the Khoodadaud Sirkar was prefent, who replied, that your High- 
',mefs, for a period of forty years,- had been the ally of the French, and that you were a power- 
-ful friend, and that on hearing this all the. gentlemen were highly. pleafed. 

, We were informed by Monfieur Coffigny, that the * letters of your Highnefs, which had 
"been fent to France under the care of Monf. Moneron, had arrived ten months before in 
France. . | | | 

At the time of our coming away, we made enquiry of General Malartic refpe&ing Ripaud. 
He replied, that on his receiving your Highnels's commands regarding him, he would take 
chim into cuftody and fend him to your Highnefs; that the former ‘Vakeels had been guilty 
Jof many very improper acts, and that your Highnefs ought not to fend fuch perfons as Vakeels. 

He fhewed us the place in which gun-powder is manufa&ured and pounded by the power 
of a water mill; and a new,manufa&tory, where the charge of powder with which the guns are

He fhewed us the gardens, in which the nutmeg and clove trées are cultivated. 


He fhewed us the bridge, (or Pier) on both fides of which there are two batteries, and on 
each of thefe batteries there are fixty excellent guns, the balls of which being made red-hot, 
and thrown into the guns, they are fired off, and by thefe balls the thips of an enemy may be 
burnt. ` 


He fhewed us fire-works of different forts, (fuch as the Chuckerbaun and Taramaundul, &c.) 
ail very excellent of their kind, | 


. He entertained us with plays arid mufic, &c. which merit to be highly extolled. 


He fhewed us the manufa&ory for guns, {words, cartridge boxes, and the various imple- 
ments of war. | 


We had nine intérviews with the abovementioned General.

The following particulars were afcertained from p 

A Danifh fip bad arrived -at Mauritius, with letters from Paris. All the chiefs of the 
Councils of Mauritius being affembled, and having read the letters, remained during one day 
overwhelmed with fear and anxiety. We enquired of ——, why all the gentlemen had re- 
mained a whole day in coníternation? He replied, that after the French King was killed, a 
new fyflem had been eïtablifhed. That there were * five chiefs of the firft order; that there 
was a Council of Antients, confifting of 250; and a third order of young men, whofe numbtr 
amounted to 500: that thefe chiefs confulting together, condu& the affairs of the State. That 
the. Germans had made peace with the French, but that the Englifh having bribed the former 
with millions of money, had feparated them from the French and brought them over to their 
own party ; that through the means of the Germans, they had allo brought over to their ìn- 
terefts two of the chiefs of the firft order, (the Direfiory) and a great number of thofe of the 
fecond, and third, orders; and that hey fecretly determined to bring about a peace between 
the French and Englifh, which being difcovered, by the other chiefs who were not en- 
gaged in the intrigues of the latter Nation, they thereupon afked the chiefs who were in the 
intereft of the Englifh, for what reafon they were intriguing to accomplifh a peace with that 
Nation? They replied that they had been feduced into this error, by the inftigation and ar-: 
tifice of the Germans: They in confequence put all thefe French chiefs, the partizans of the 
Englifh, into clofe confinement, and appointed 5,000 horfe, as a guard for the cuftody of them. 
The Englifh Vakeels, (Agents or Ambaffadcrs) who had come to favour the fcheme, took to 
flight F; that in confequence-.of this circumftance, a mifunderftanding had again arifen-be- 
tween the Germans and the French, and that peace at this time could by no means be ef- 


tablifhed between the French and Eng'ifh. This account was a maiter of public notoriety 
at the Mauritius. X NB ! | 


The French declare to the Englifh, that peace can be eltablifhed with them only on condi- 
tion, that they fhouid be content to be placed inthe fame fituation that they were in forty years 
ago; that on thofe terms they certainly might have peace. "The Englifh are reduced to the 
. greateft difficulties and diftrefs: they are burthened with an enormous debt, and there 1s no 

money in their country. How long will they be able to fubfift on the refources, which they 
draw from Bengal and elfewhere ? There being fo much reafon to believe, that the Englifh are 
Jn a weak and fhattered condition, the Kings of Conitantinople, America, Spain, Holland,

i CHAPTER VIII. © 
: We remained at Mauritius one month and eighteen days, and having embarked from thence 
on.a.fhip on the toth of Rubanny ofthe year Sauz, 1225 from the birth of Mahomed, (anfwer- 
ing to the 7th March 1793) we arrived in fafety at Couriaul. We embarked at the Mauritius 
on Thurfday in the evening. General Malartic and all the chiefs came on board to fee us, 
and delivered into our hands the letters for the Prefence. They urged the Captain very ftrong- 
. ly, to do every thing to promote our eafe and contentment, and told him to carry us to Cou- 
riaul The General then addreffing himfelf to us, obferved, that the perfons who had formerly | 
come on the part of your Highnefs, had carried off a great deal of money on falfe pretences ; 
that they kad expended large fums without effe&ing any thing; that he had therefore fent Ge- 
neral Chapuy for the purpofe of remaining at the Prefence, alío General Dubuc, for fuper- 
intending naval affairs, and Monfieur Defmoulins for the purpofe of difciplining the troops; 
that he had in addition to thefe, fent failors, gunners and others, to accompany them. He 
. mentioned thefe particulars verbally, and obferved; that the remaining circumftances would 
appear from his letter to the Prefence. Thereupon, all the guns of the fhip, and of the other 
fhips, having been fired, the General returned to his houfe, and the anchor of the fhip being 
weighed, we proceeded towards Couriaul : ‘having taken on board fome perfons at Bourbon, we 
. proceeded ftraight to Couriaul, | 1 
The fhip on which we were, arriving near the Lacadives, took a patamar in which there 
were fome Malabar men, and we afked from whencethey came? They faid from Cannanore. 
We afked what news there was from Tellicherry, and whether there were any Englifh fhips 
there or not? They replied thatthere were two fhips there*. Immediately on hearing this 
news, the patamar was relcafed, and the fhip was fteered towards Tellicherry. Every body 
however objeéted, obferving, that as the vakeels were on board, it would be improper to go to | 
Tellicherry for the purpofe of fighting. . The Captain of the fhip replied, that after receiving 
accounts of the Englifh fhips, fhould he not go in queft of them, he fhould be highly culpable 
~- and deferve to be put to death: he would therefore by no means acquiefce. | 


-Accordingly on Friday the 3d Behaury of.the year Shadaub, 1226 from the birth of Ma- 
homed, (4n/wering to the 19th of April 1798), we arrived at Tellicherry, and found one fhip at 
anchor there. Near the evening another fhip had come into the road of Tellicherry, when 
on a fudden, a violent ftorm arofe, and the lightning ftriking the fhip, fhe was dafhed to pie- 
ces on the fhore. One man was killed by a ftroke of the lightning, and eight were wounded. 


At this time another Englifh fhip, which had come from Bombay, made her appearance, and 
entering the roads of the port, came to an anchor... Neither of the fbips had yet furled theic 
fails, when the French fhip on board of which we were, went in between the two Englifh 
íhips which were in the roads of Tellicherry and came to an anchor. She called out to each 
of thefe fhips to haut down her colours, upon which both fhips fired off their guns, and an 
engagement enfued.. The fhip, which had been previoully at anchor, ftruck her colours, and 
the one which had come from Bombay, getting. up her anchor was making off, but fhe was 

', alfo taken and brought back. 2 


Paíling by the fort and battery, the two prizes and our own fhip were anchored in the 
river (er fa) The number of the prifoners, chiefs and others, taken in the prizes, a- . 
mounted to about 500 Europeans. Having put. our own men on board their (hips, we con- 


fined their crews on board our own fhip.

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French Sirdar fet off for that place: what conferences were held bv them, or what ar-- 
‘rangement they made, we did not afcertain. Some few of the Englifh were detained, and 
the remainder were fet at liberty; both the prizes were difpatched to the ifland of 
Mauritius. We heard that the two fhips were worth five lacs of Rupees, and the goods, mo- 
ney, éffe&s, and different articles were valued at five more The remaining perfons having. | 
been fent on fhore to Tellicherry, the next day we weighed anchor and fteered for Couriaul; 
but a two mafted veffel heaving in fight; we ftood- in, and having come up with her, upon 
enquiring-what fhip it was? We were anfwered, Tippoo Sultaun's. Upon afking under whofe 
charge fhe was? They replied, fhe was under charge of an Affof, (or-officer) named Shaikk- 
Shahaub-ud-Deen; that they were bound to Mufcat, but having met with a fevere ftorm, they 
had been obliged.to bear up for Tellicherry ; that the Mate arid Nakhooda had on board: 
three thoufand bags of rice, and a fmall quantity of black pepper. The Captain would fain. 
` have fent her to Mauritius ; but we reprefented that the fhip had come there in confequence 
ofa ftorm, and that it wás not proper to fend her-to the Mauritius, fince fhe, in fa&, belonged: 
to the Khoodadaud Sirkar. The Captain afked, how fhe could come to Tellicherry to difpofe 
of her rice, if fhe really belonged to the Sirkar ? To this we replied. that the cognizance of. 
that affair belonged to our Sovereign alone* Finally, the Captain put eight men on board,. 
and brought her. along with us to Couriaul, at which port we arrived, after a paffage of forty. . 
nine days from Mauritius, and landed at noon on Wednelday the 8th of Zekaudah, (anfiwering 
to-the 261b April 1798).. 


On our arrival at Couriául, we heard that an Engliffi fhip from Bengal, bound to Bombay, 
had come to Couriaul, where a French fhip was at anchor under Englifh colours; that the 
Englifh taking her for one of their own fhips, kad-come in for water, and requefted the other: 
to affift her to proceed to Bombay, by fupplying her with water. 'Tlie- French Captain faid;. 
that they would-fupply her with water, and fend her to the place of her deftination, but at the 
fame time- told the Sirdars of his own fhip, immediately on the arrival of the Sirdars, (the Eng-- 
Jifb) to feize the.fhip. Accordingly, having put people on board the fhip, they difpatcbed her 
to Mauritius. We heard; that the fhip had.on board Bengal goods, to. the value of five: 
lacs of Rupees. h | | |

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By the favor of God! always confider the Khoodadaud Sirkar and the people of the Khoo- - 


dadaud Sirkar to be the true friends of the French Nation; a cordial friendfhip muft be 
maintained between them as long. as the fun and moon fhall endure. Though, which God 
forbid! the earth and the fkies fhould be taken from their places, yet fhall not our mutual 
friendfhip be impaired. The Englifh, conftantly burning with hatred and. jealoufy at the 
friendfhip of the Sirkar with the French Nation, and ftimulated by their jealoufy and enmity, 
formed an alliance with the Nizam, the Mahrattas, and others of my enemies, and' without pro-' 
vocation, carried on a long and fevere war againft me: When my foes became too powerful 
for me, my. people refolved, that placing their hope in God; they muft oppofe themfelves in 
a mafs in the field' of battle, and then, the Lord's will be done.. The people were afterwards 
fpoken to on'my part; to this effe&; that the French were my ancient friends, and that this 
difturbance was owing to my connexion with them. That it was for the prefent, neceffary to 
come: to an accommodation according to the pleafure of my enemies ; and then inform my old 
friends the French; who would no doubt join me in taking meafures to obtain redrefs,.by. fur- 
nifhing me with troops and granting. me their alliance. In confequence, I yielded, in..con- 
formity' to the requifition-of my enemies, three crores-and thirty lacks of rupees, and the beft 
and the richeft half of my country ; a facrifice which was occafioned folely by my attachment 
to.the. French. What led to this was the error and mifcondu& of Conway, who intriguing with 
the.Governor. of Madras, by name Campbell, told him that now was the time to make war, 
and that he would favor his views; andaccordingly, the Engliffr prepared for war and took 
the field.. It is therefore my defire to obtain full redrefs from the Englifh for that outrage. 
It has indeed long been my defign to ftate this affair to the French, and profecute my revenge. 
I therefore. difpatched two ambaffadors to the Mauritius, whence I received anfwers agree. 
ably to: my wifhes, together" with a flag.of tbe Nation, brought by Chef. de Brigade Chapuy, 
and another: perfon,.a Captain Dubuc, who were fent by General Malartic and. Admiral Sera 
cey, befide fixty foldiers: Of thefe two perfons I have retained the Chef de Brigade Chapuy, 
and- having, honored the other, Captain Dubuc, with the office of ambaffador, have fent him 
to ftrengthen the foundation of friendfhip, a to bring a large force. Pleafe God, after the 
arrival of a fuitable force from that quarter (France) and uniting it to my own, I will crufli 
our mutual enemy,  L'alfo fend by Dubuc, and the two ambaffadors of the Sirkar, a ftandard 
of this ftate. On its arrival, you muft unite it im the face of your nation with your own, and 
then, after the cuftom of your country, bind yourfelves by engagements to the ambaffadors of 


the Sirkar, who, on their part alfo, will: bind themfelves according to the ufage of the Sirkar. 


AM farther particulars will be made known by, the verbal reprefentations of Citoyen Dubuc, 
and the two ambaffadors, named Abdool Reheem and Mohummud Bifmilla. No point which 
concerns our: mutual. interefts mut. be undertaken but by mutual advice, for in this confifts 
the friendfhip of the parties ; and every obje& to be undertaken muft be firft fecured by writ- 
ten obligations according to your tenets. Though the foundations of the earth and fkies be 
fhaken, yet fhalt not our mutual friendfhip be impaired. — "E

In the Hookumnamah, or inftruétions, addreffed to Mohummud Bifinilla and Abdool Re-

Thefe two Generals whom you have fent, appear to be men of very noble qualities and ex- 


cellent difpofition, men of refource and experience, wife, and well-wifhers to both govern- 
‘ments. With a view therefore to communjcate various neceflary points, of importance to our 


friendfhip, I have difpatched to your country, by the way of Tranquebar, General Dubuc, 
with two chiefs of the Khoodadaud Sirkar. As both yourfelf and the whole French Nation 
have, for a great length of time, been the cordial friends of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, I truft 


that, in confideration of this circumftance, you will always continue to gratify my heart by 
informing me of your welfare. 


The heavy loffes, in money, territory and men, which the Khoodadaud Sirkar hereto- 


fore fuftained, in confequence of its friendfhip and conne&ion with the French Nation, are 


very well known, and it is therefore unneceflary to mention them—At this time too, the 
Englifh, having heard of my fending the Vakeels of the Sirkar for the. purpofe of obtaining 
accounts of your welfare, are again commencing hoftilities. The particulars of this dif- 


- turbance, as wellas of all points relating to me, will be fully made known to you, from the ver- 
bal communications of Dudemaine and the letters of General Chapuy. You are Frenchmen! 


Your fidelity and good faith in the performance of your engagements are eftablifhed. It is 
moft certain that you will not, in any manner, be guilty of the Hits negleét, in demonftrat- . 


ing your good wifhes towards the Khoodadaud Sirkar. .

This correfpondence, tt appears, 
commenced before the war between Tippoo Sultaun and the Enghfb, which terminated in 
1792, and the fame ambitious and hoftile views, againfl the Britifb ne in nem have 
marked it from its commencement to tts clofe. 


The prefent feries commences with the deputation of two Ambaffadors on the part of 
the Sultaun to Zemaun Shab in the year 1796, for the exprefs purpofe of encouraging 
that prince to profecute bis d fign of invading Hindufan, and to form a plan of co-opera-. 
tion for tbe fubverfion of the Britifh-power in India. Many letters belonging to this — 
feries are omitted, becaufe they were thought unneceffary to elucidate the Sultaun's views, 
Jo completely developed by thofe which are now printed. :; 


The papers Nos. 22, 23, 24, 25 and 26, are tranflations of FS in the Perf an 
Janguage, recorded in a book found in the wardrobe of the late Tippoo Sultaun's palace 
at Seringapatam. The book contains drafts of letters to Zemaun Shab, to bis miniffer: 
and agents, to the chiefs of Balocbiftaun and Cutch; and the miniffers of tbe latter Cc. 
to the number of 22, from the year 1793 to 1799. They are not authenticated ; but 
as the original anfwers to Jome of them are in the poffz/fion of government, though not ` 
inferted in this collection, and tn particular, as the anfwer of Zemaun Shah ( No. 29) 
to Tippoo Sultaun's letter to bim r( No.22), recapitulates the fubflance of the latter, there 
can be no doubt that letters were attually difpatched in conformity to the addrefs and |

One of them is, as follows :

By the favor of God, your Majefty, the ornament -of the throne of power and greatnefs, 
has, for the moft part, occupied your time in extending the religion of the Prophet; in deftroy- 
ing the foundation of herefy and infidelity; and in eftablifhing the bafis of the true faith;—and 
continues fo to do. The fame of this has amply pervaded the world. Thefe circumftances, which 
are as well known from eaft to weft as the fun in the center of the heavens, fuggefted to my 
mind, that, agreeably to the command of God and his Apoftle, declared in thefe words, 
* Slay the divifors of the Godhead," we fhould unite in carrying on.a holy war againft the 
infidels, and free the region of Hinduftan from. tlfe contamination of the enemies of our religion.

nemy; that I would communicate to your Highnefs whatever fubje& of complaint I might 
have againft the Englifh, when, by the aid of God and your Highnefs's good offices, thofe com- - 
plaints fhould be removed to my fatisfaëtion, and the grounds of oppofition and eftrangement, - 
be exchanged for the defirable objeëts of harmony and union: This, which your Highnefs did 
me the honor to write, has been underftood. Mu » 


By the favor of God and the benevolence of the Prophet, aif the followers of the faith 
hold fraternity in Religion: particularly, the exalted Ottoman State and the Khoodadaud Sir- 
kar, (between which, regard and attachment are eftablifhed firmly as columns, and of which 
friendfhip and union, repeated tokens havé been interchanged,) are aiding and affifting each 
other. Asthis labourer in the way of the Lord, is a brother in the faith, is obedient to your 
Highnefs's all-powerful will, and does not conceive any difference to exift between us, I beg 
you will communicate to me, what your Highnefs’s exalted mind conceives will be conducive 
to the welfare and intere(ts of the followers of the faith. Asthe French have made themfelves 
your Highnefs's enemies, they have made themfelves fo to all the followers of the faith. God 
is the prote&or and defender of the land of Hinduftan: next to him, this fuppliant at the Al- 
mighty throne does not, and will not, negle& the defence and fervice of the people. I am ful- 
ly confident, that your Highnefs will be difpofed to afford your affiftance and fupport in all 
matters to us labourers. All Hinduftan is over-run with Infidels and Poiytheifts, excepting 
the dominions of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, which like the Ark of Noah, are fafe under the 
prote&ion and bouñteous aid of God. It is my hope from the Supreme King of Kings, that (as 
` at the appearance of a fecond Adam,) the Religion of Iflaum will obtain exclufive prevalence 
over the whole country of Hinduftan, and that all the finful infidels, will, with the utmoft eafe 
become the prey of the fwords of the combatants in the caufe of religion. Be’ it known to 
thofe who ftand at the foot of the Imperial throne, that the treachery, deceit, and fupremacy 
of the Chriftians in the regions of Hinduftan, are beyond the power of expreffion — a fum- 
‘ mary elucidation of this will be found as follows : | | 


A perfon by name Da,ood Kbaun, an Afghaun, was appointed to the Soobadarry of 
Arcot, on the part of the Emperor of Dehli. About that time, the French and Englifh, each 
with one of their detefted fhips, and a few Kaufers (infidels) on board, came to the coaft, ex- 
prefsly for the purpofe of trade, bringing with them, fome of the produ&s of their country, 
fuch as knives, fciffars, needles, china and glafs-ware, for fale. After prefenting feveral arti- 
cles to the deluded Soobadar as a nuzzer, (or offering expreffive of fubmifiion) they requefted the 
grant of a fpot of ground, fufficient for a fingle houfe for their refidence, in order tbat they 
might import the produéts of Europe, paying the proper duties, and there remain with a do- 
zen of their people, The Soobadar complied with their requeft, and there the Englifh refided 
for fome time, EUH ame a:

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It happened, that the’ exalted Firmaun of Behauder Shah, fon of Aulumgeer, Emperor of 
Shah Jehaun-abaud, (Debli) was addreffed to Da,ood Khaun, dire&ing him to leave a trufty 
dewan (manager) in Arcot, and repair himfelf to the Prefence. In conformity to the Empe» 
ror's fummons, Da,ood Khaun repaired to Dehli, leaving Saadut Oollah Khaun as his deputy. 
Owing to the negligence and folly of the Minifters at Dehli, Saadut Oolla Khaün became 
a traitor, and ufurped the dominion of the country. About that period, the Englifh'and the 
French applied to the Soobadar for the grant of a little ground round about their houfes;, to. 
which the Soobadar, from his- want of ‘forefight, and from his innate folly, confented; and ac- 
cordingly granted them the ground which they afked: After this, both thefe nations ere&ed 
{mall forts, and ftationed about a hundred men to garrifon them. ( ver/es ) “ Where a Couritry is 
abandoned by its prince, every village becomes, a principality.” The relations and followers 
of Saadut Oolla Kpaun, each took poffeffion of talooks, ( ZiffriZs) and ere&ing fortreffes, eftab= 
lifhed their abode. At the fame time, the French and Englifh taking with them fome of the 
 produ&s of Europe, repaired to the diftriéts of the relations and followers of Saadut Ooliæ 
Khauh, and contraéted friendfhip with them; and under this cover, obtaining a complete: 
infipht into their characters, their mode of living, the ftru€ture of their forts, the 
adminiftration of their territories, and the condition of their forces, they entértainéd from. 
four to five hundred men of that county, and waited their opportunity. In thé mean 
time Saadut Oolla Khaun died. After -his death, his relations and adherents, who were 
very numerous, quarrelled among themfelves; and one of them, by name Sufder All? 
Khaun, entered into an intrigue with the infidels..of -Poona, and folicited military fuc- - 
cours. Agreeably to his requeft, an army of the Poona infidels, confifting of 50,000 horfe, . 
under the command of Rugghoo Futteh Sing, invaded the province of Arcot, where Sufder 
-Alli Khaun fuffered hisfather Alli Doaft Khaun to be flain in battle, by the infidels of Poo» - 
= na. After this, thefe infidels feeing the diffenfion which prevailed among the adherents and 

relations of Sufder Alli Khaun, plundered all the inhabitants of that country without difcrimi- 
nation of friend or foe; carried off a hundred thoufand men and women prifoners, to their own 
country, and fold them to flavery. They alfo took prifoner Hooffain Doa(t Khaun, known by 
the name of Chunda Khaun, who was the hufband of Sufder Alli Khaun's fifter, and carried 
him to Poona. In the mean time, Mortiza Khaun, the Governor of Vellore, and hufband of 
another fifter of Sufder Alli Kbaun, enticed the latter to.his houfe and. put him to death. 
After this event, Nizam-ool-Moolk, the Vizier of Delhi, who had made himfelf matter of the 
Dekkan, arrived in the province of Arcot; and appointing Anwar-oo-Deen Khaun Soobadaur : 
of that province on his own part, gave in charge to him the two infant fans of the late Sufder 
Alli Khaun, with injun&ions to prote& and educate them; and then returned tothe Dekkan, - 
After this, Anwar-oo-Deen Khaun incited she Afghauns to murder one of the children. A 
fhort time after, Chunda Khan, who was in confinement at Poona, bribing the infidels with a 
fum of money, obtained his releafe and arrived in the province of Arcot, whence he proceeds 
ed to Pondicherry, a.fa&ory belonging to the: French, where he took refuge. He there. pro- 
cured a body of, French troops, with. which he marched againft Anwar-oo-Deen Khan, with the 
view to reduce the province of Arcot In the mean time, Anwar-oo-deen Khaun fought the 
affiftance of the Englifh, who then held a factory at Cheenaputtun (Madras). Accordingly, 
the Englifh joined him with a body of troops. ‘In proof of the words “ He who affordeth 
affiftance to. the oppreffor, fhall fall under fubjeGion to the very man he aflifted,” both thefe 
perfons becoming the objeéts of the divine anger, foughPaffiftance from thefe two infidel tribes 
and proceeded to hoflilities. It was fo decreed however, that Anwar-oo-Deen Khaun fell by 
the hand of Hooffain Doaft Khaun. After this, Mobummud Alli Khaun; fon of Anwarroo- 
Deen Khaun, giving up both his wordly and fpiritual concerns to the direétion of the Englith, . 
and making them his proteGors, prepared for hoflilities againft Chunda Khaun. In the mean 
time, Nizam-ool-Moolk died, and was fucceeded by his fon Nauffir Jung, whom Mohummud 
Alli Khaun invited to join him: but before his arrival, Nauffir Jung’s nephew, Hidauyet Mo- 
hee-oo-Deen Khaun, fled with a {mall body of troops to Pondicherry; and the French colle&- 
ing a force, which confifted of about a thoufand men of their own nation and about four thou- 
fand fepoys, proceeded with the troops of Hidauyet Mohee-oo-Deen Khaun, againft Nauffir 
Jung, who being joined with Mohummud Alli Khaun, after fuftaining repeated engagements

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. with. the French, laid fiege to the fortrefs of Ginjee, which is fituated on a hill, and 
was then in their poffeffion. The latter entering into a collufion with the Sirdars of Nauffir 
Jung’s army, attacked. it in the night. After the alarm was given, Nauffir Jung mount- 
ed his elephant, when aman named Behaudur Kbaun, an Afghaun in his fervice, had the 
bafenefs to kill him by a mufket fhot, and caufing his elephant to be driven clofe to that of 
Nauffir, Jung, cut off his head and ftuck it on the point of a fpear. Upon this event, the 
French fet up Hidauyet Mohee-oo-Deen Khaun as his.fucceffor, and accompanied by a body 
of their own troops under the command of an officer named Buffy, dire&ed their march towards 
Hyderabad. Inthecourfe of their march they halted at the fort of Raychota, where the trai- | 
tor Behauder Khan and the French. troops commanded by: Buffy quarrelled about the di- 
vifion of the plundered treafure and jewels, and an engagement took place, in which Bahau- 
dur Khaun and the other curfed Afghaun chiefs were flain, and precipitated. to heH. — Hidau- - 
yet Mohee-oo-Deen Khaun alfo fell in this engagement by a mufket fhot: `The French then. 
conferred the fucceffion on the worthlefs Silaubut Jung; fecond fon of. Nizaum-ool. Moolk, 
and proceeded with him to Hyderabad; whereby the whole of the Dekkan may be faid to- 
have came under the authority of the French at Hyderabad. The French Chriftians (who. 
amounted to near 1200 men) in a ftate of intoxication, in open day, entered the houfes. of the 
votaries of I{laum, and violated numbers of their women. Many of the females of the nos. 
bles ripped up their own bellies and threw themfelves into wells. Hence all the inhabitants. 
of Hyderabad conceived enmity againft the French , | l i 
In the mean time, Nizam Alli Khaun, fon of Nizam-ool Moolk, imprifoned his elder bro- 
ther: Suaubut Jung, and eftablifhed himfelf in his room. A fhort time afterwards, when the 
utmoft difagreement had taken place between the people of Hyderabad: and the French, the 
-worthlefs Buffy marched from that city. with. his troops and returned to. Pondicherry. Dur- 
ing thefe tranfa&ions, Moiummud. Alli Khaua in conjün&tion: withthe Englifh, carried on. | 
the war againft Chunda Khaun, who. was cordially the friend of the.French; The armies.of | 
both the infidel nations contended for the province of Arcot, andafter many. battles and much -

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Bengal and in all other places where their authority prevails, they fet up fwine-butchers, and 
caule them to fell the flefh of hogs publicly in the fireets and markets. 


All this power and autherity have the Englifh acquired in the fpace of forty years. 


About twenty years ago, during the life time of my late revered father Hyder Alli Khaun, 
difputes occurring among the worthlefs Sirdars of the Poona infidels, Rogoonaut Row, the 
uncle of Narain Row, the head of the Poona State, treacheroufly murdered his nephew: the 
turbulent fpirit of the chiefs however obliged him to feck refuge at Bombay, a place in the 
poffeffion of the Englifh. | P * ot 


The Englifh, obtaining from him money and jewels to a large amount, detached an army 
with Rogoonaut Row for the reduétion of Poona. The Poona minifters deceitfully feleQed 
a child of two or three days old from their own clafs, proclaimed him as the genuine offspring 
of the murdered Narain Row, and as the fucceffor to the Mufnud (throne) and affembling an 
army, marched to oppofe the Englifh and Rogoonaut Row. -Finding themfelves unable to 
cope with the Englifh, they repeatedly fent letters by ambaffadors of rank to the Prefence of 
bis late Highnefs, (Hyder Alli) foliciting his affiftance. His Highnefs prudently confidering 
that, although it is declared * Infidels are impure,” yet it was more advifable to afford, 
than refufe, his affiftance to the infidels belonging to the country, (becaufe the fupremacy of 
the Englifh was the fource of evil to all God's creatures,) with a view to the aid of Poona, 

. marched to Madras with a vat army. . Many engagements enfued and many places fell, and 
Madras itfelf was near being taken, when it pleafed God that his Highnefs fhould end his days 
in that expedition; he died in the vicinity of Arcot. After this event I continued the 
war, and after many victories and the capture of numberlefs prifoners, the Englifh fent their 
ambaffadors, humbly, and by engagement and oath, to fue for peace. Although I was not 

. myfelf difpofed to grant them peace, yet by the earneft advice of the nobles of the Khooda- 
daud Sirkar, I confented. Four or five years after, when ambaffadors from the Khoodadaud 
Sirkar arrived at the Sublime Porte,* and after reprefenting the fentiments of friendíhip, re. : 
turned to. the Prefence, the: Englifh receiving information of this circumftance, with hearts 
inflamed, immediately conceived that all the tribe of Iflaum were about to league together 
for: their.defiruGion. They knew too that they had given your Highnefs proofs of their evil 

, difpofition, and therefore uniting to themfelves Nizam Alli Khaun and the infidels of Poona, 

«they waged war againft the Khoodadaud Sirkar for four years. At length, near an hundred 

-thoufand. of the followers of the faith had determined to flay their wives and families: with 

-their own hands, and rufhing upon the infidels, drink the cup of martyrdom and plunge the 

-infidels into hell. The counfellors, the lords, and the refpected fages of Iflaum, all agreed, 
that this attack upon the dominions of the Khoodadaud Sirkar was in confeqnence of the 
deputation of ambaffadors with letters to the Sublime Porte; and therefore, that it was advifa- — 
ble by any means to accommodate matters for the prefent, to communicate to your High- 
nefs all that had occurred, and joined with your Highnefs's aid, proceed to exterminate the 

„infidels. I approved the reprefentation of my faithful fervants, and furrendering three crores 

.and thirty lacs of rupees in treafure, and half my.country, (which was all a dead lofs to me) 

put an end to the conteft. | | 
The Englifh having adopted a determined refolution to fubdue the whole of Hinduftan, 
and to fubvert the Muffulman religion, and having united to themfelves Nizam Alli Khaun, 

.and the infidels of Poona, have for five years paft, been devifing the means. Accordingly, 
they have lately written in plain and undifguifed terms, that it is their intention to deftroy the — 
religion of Iflaum. “ Evil defigns return upon the heads of the inventors." The infidels of 
Poona, in confequence of the difagreements prevailing among the minifters at Delhi, have fub- 

¿verted that country, and having deftroyed its houfes, have ere&ed their own temples on 

their ruins ; they have poffeffed themfelves entirely of that kingdom, whilft a poor fightlefs

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individual of the royal family of Delhi, whofe fervants put out his eyes, is feated in his houfe, 
in a tate the moft abject. The refources of his maintenance are fixed from the fale of the 
fruits cf his gardens, and he ts obliged to pay the price (of that maintenance) cringing to thofe 
treacherous infidels. ; 

Near five hundred thoufand of the infidels of the diftri€s of Calicut, Nuzzurabaud, 
Zufferabaud, and Afhrufabaud, who were wavering on the precin&s of obedience, have 
been converted at different times. Praife be to God, that the whole energy of the 
well dire€ted mind of this labourer in the way of the Lord, on whofe forehead is en- 
graved the motto, “ They dread not the terrific day of judgment,” is continually exerted, 
to fupport the religion of Mahomed.

I truft that they will be honored 
by admiffion to your Majelty’s prefence, and have an opportunity of a perfonal conference, 
and of ftating to you my fentiments, and that their reprefentations will obtain full credit with 
your Majefly. May the viétorious banners of Iflaum be ever prevalent, and every trace of 


herefy and infidelity be wiped away !

= The Orthography of the French is extremely ancorrect in the original Papers, efpecially 
in tbofe dated in tbe year, 1797, which appear to bave been written under tbe Sultaun’s 
directions, by the Captain of a French Veffel then refiding at Seringapatam. 


From thefe Papers, it appears that Tippoo Sultaun has difpatched three Embaffies to 
the Executive Directory at Paris, fince the commencement of the year 1797. ` 


T he firft in April 1797, which was difpatched from Seringapatam, but proceeded no 
farther than the Sea coaft, from the caufes affigned in the prefatory matter to No. 13, 


page 30; the fecond in Oltober 1797; and the third in July 1798:. But the Ambaffa- 


dors — on the laf, did not lave ue “sd until the he of February 1799.

From want of opportunity and of intercourfe 
with perfons acquainted with your cuftoms 
and manners, I have not been able before 
this time to infarm you af my intentions. 
A fortunate chance has fent me citizen Ri- 
paud (one of your officers) who at my requeft 
has anfwered all the queftions which I put to 
him. I confider him to be worthy of my 
confidence, and from what he has told me, 
I perceive i£ is now the moment for me to 
revive the friendfhip which I bave always en. 
tertained for your nation, I acknowledge the 


, fublimity of your conftitution, and as a 


proof of my fincerity f propose to your nation 
and to you, a treaty of alliance and fraternity, 
which fball be for ever indiffoluble, and shall be 
founded on Republican principles, of fincerity and 
good faith; to tbe end that you and your nation 
with myfelf and my people may become one family; 
that the fame oath may bind us for hfe or for 
death ; that your enemies may be mine and tbofe 
of my people ; and that my enemies may be con- 
fidered as yours. Thus do I wifh henceforth 
to treat with my allies. You now fee my 
difpofition towards your country; when I 
fhall receive a proof of yours, F will fulfil 
my promifes ; but, citizens Reprefents ‘ives, 
I will not fulfil thefe engagements with yon 
until I fee your ‘forces, as well naval as 
military, aCually arrive in India.

thority of this Sircar down to the year 1220 of Mahomed, they bave been attached to the 
country'of Koriaul.

3s peculiarly fatisfa&ory to me in the prefent moment, becaufe I am perfuaded that a Prince 
of your Highnefs's difcernment, would not exprefs: fuch fentiments without full deliberation. 
I therefore accept with pleafure this declaration, as affording not only an unequivocal tefti- 
mony on the part of your Highnefs, to the juftice of that caufe in which the Englifh Nation 
and the Company are engaged, but an unqualified admiffion, that yoy haye no ground of com- 
plaint againft the Englifh Government. | í 


In anfwer to that.part of my letter of the 8th of November, in which I lamented the un- 
bappy conne&ion which you had formed with the French Nation, your Highnefs is pleafed 
to mention, “ that in the Sirkar (the gift of God) there is a mercaatile tribe. who employ 
* chemfelves in trading by fea and land: That their agents purchafed a two-mafted veffel ; 

and having loaded her with rice, departed with the view to trafück ; that it happened that 
fhe went to the Mauritius, from whence forty perfons, French and of a dark colour, of 
whom ten or twelve were artificers and the reft fervants, payiog the hire of the fhip, came 
to your country in fearch of employmest: That fuch as chofe to take fervice were enter- 
tained; and the remainder departed beyond the confines of that Sikar. (the gift af God): 
and that the French who are full of vice and deceit, have perhaps taken advantage of the 
departure of the fhip to put about reports, with a view to rufge the iniads of both Sirkars." 


I had no knowledge of the tranfa@ion which your Highnefs bas thus defcribed, until I had 
the hónor to receive your Highnefs's letter. Nor was it to this tranfaGion I adverted, when 
I expreffed my concern at the intercourfe which your Highnefs had eftablifhed with the 
French. The facts to which I referred, were of a nature entirely different from thofe whic 
your Highnefs has related. If the tranfa&tions of which 1 complained had not .indifputabl 
proved the exiftence of a connection between your Highnefs and the French, entirely incom- 
_ patible with your engagements to the Honorable Company and to its Allies, neither the Ales, 


nor J, would have reforted to thofe meafures of precaution and defence, which have aucaGed

Allies; and although your continued military preparations 
correfponded with the fpirit of your negotiations, I ftill hoped that a fenfe of your own in- 
terefts and a regard to the,acknowledged maxims of prudence and good faith, would have in- 
duced you to relinquifh projects of aggreffion, fo inconfiftent with yoyr own profeffions, with 
your real interefts, «nd with the charaéter of your wifdom and difcretion. But 1 had fcarcely 
formed that decifion on your Highnefs’s claim te Wynaad (by which I had afforded an un;

From the whole-evidence in my poffeffion, the following fa&s are inconteftibly proved. [n] 


Your Highnefs difpatched two ambaffadors from your Prefence, who embarked at Manga- 
ore, for the Ifle of France ; and arrived there at the clofe of the month of January 1798. 
Fhe fhip on which, your ambaffadors were embarked, hoifted your Highnefs's colours upon 
entering the harbour of Port Nord Oueft in the Ife of France; your ambaffadors were re-- 
.ceived publicly and formally by the French Government under a falute of cannon, and every 
.circumftance of diftin&ion and refpe& ; and they were entertained during their continuance 
on the Ifland by the French Government at the public expence. 


-= ;Previoufly to the arrival of your ambaffadors an the Iflañd, no idea or rumour exited - 
there of any aid to be furnifhed to your Highnefs .by the French; or of any profpe& of a 
war between your Highnefs and the Company. But within two days after the arrival of your 
,ambaffadors, the proclamation, of which I now forward to you a tranflation, was fixed up, in

“Your ambaffadors, far from, protefting againft the matter.or ftyle of the proclamation, held 
-without referve in the moft public manner the fame language, which it contains, with refpe&

„dia : and they even fuffered the proclamation to be publicly diftributed at their own houfes. 


‘In confequence of thefe circumftagces, an univerfal belief prevailed in the ifland, that your

You 
have alfo received from me a tranflation of. the Manifefto, publifhed by the diia a the fame 
occafion, expofing, in junt colours, the overbearing and arrogant fpirit, as well as the treachery © 
and falfehood, which the French have difclofed in their condu& towards all mankind, and 
efpecially towards the Sublite Porte. B 

The Porte, juftly outraged by an aggreffion fo atrocious and unprecedented as the invafton 
of Egypt, has now united.in a common caufe with the Britifh Nation, for the purpofe of curb- 
ing the intemperance of the French, and the Grand Signior having learnt the unfortunate 
alliance, which your Highnefs has contracted with his enemies the French, againft his friends 
and Allies the Britifh Nation, his Highnefs refolved, from motives of friendfhip towards you, 
as well as towards‘the Britifh Nation, to warn you, in an amicable letter, of the dangers of this 
fatal connexion, and to exhort you to manifeft your zeal for the Muffulman faith, by renoun- | 
cing all intercourfe with the common enemy of every religion, and the aggreffor of the head

Letter from SULTAUN SELIM, to the Indian Sovereign, TIPPOO SULTAUN, | 


dated Conflantineple, 20th September, 1798, delivered to Mr. SPEN CER SMITH, 
bis Britannic Majeflys Minifler Plemp:tentiary, Sc. | 


WE take this opportunity to acquaint your Majefty, when the French Republic was enga- 

d ina war with moft of the powers of Europe within this latter period, our Sublime Porte 
not only took no part againft them, but, regardful of the ancient amity exifting with that Na- 
tion, adopted a fyftem of the ftri&eft neutrality, and fhewed them even fuch a&s of countenance 
as have given rife to complaints on the part of other Courts. 


Thus friendly difpofed towards them, and reppfing a confidence in thole fentiments of 
friendfhip, which they appeared to profefe for us, we gave no ear to many propofitions and ad- 
vantegeous offers, which bad been made to us to fide with the belligerent powers, but purfuant 
to our maxims of moderation and juftice, we abftained from breaking with them without di-/ 
re&t motive and firmly obferved the line of neutrality ; all which is notorious to the world. 


In this pofture of things, when, the French having witneffed the greateft marks of attention. 


from our Sublime Porte, a perfe& reciprocity was naturally expeGed on their fide, when nó - 


caufe exifted to interrupt the continuance, of the peace betwixt the two nations, they allofa 
fudden, have exhibited the unprovoked and treacherous proceedings, of which the following is 


a fketch. | 


"They began to prepare a Fleet in one of their harbours, called Teulon, with moft extraordi- 
nary myftery, and when completely fitted out and ready for Sea, embarked a large body of 
Troops, and they put alfo on board feveral people, verfed in the Arabic Language, and who 
had been in Egypt before ; they gave the command of that armament to one of their Generals, 
named Buonaparte, who firft went to the Ifland of Malta, of which he took poffeffion, and thence 
proceeded dire& for. Alexandria, where being arrived the 17th Muharem, all of a fudden land- 
ed his Troops, and entered the town by open force, publifhing foon after manifeftoes in 
Arabick among the different tribes, ftating in fubftance that the obje& of their enterprize. 
was not to declare war again& the Ottoman Porte, but to attack the Beys of Egypt, for infults, 
and injuries they had committed againft the French Merchants in time paft ; that peace with

good office on our Side, to compromife the fame; we with to fee the connection above allud-

We confidently expe&, that upon confideration of afl that is ftated in this communication, 
and of the neceffity of affifting your Brethren Muffulmans in this general caufe of Religion, as. 
well as of co-operating towards the above precious Province being delivered from the hands 
of the Enemy, your Majefty will employ every means, which your natural zeal will point out, 
to affift the common caufe, and to corroborate, by that means, the ancient good underftanding 
fo happily exiting between our Empires.

A SOLEMN Treaty of peace and friendfhip was concluded at Seringapatam between the 
Honorable Company and the. Nabob Afoph Jah and the Pefhwa on the one part, and 
. the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun, on the other part, and from that day all commotion and hoftility 
ceafed. Since that day, the three Allied States have invariably manifefted a facred regard for 
the obligations, contra&ed under that Treaty with the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun; of this uniform 
difpofition, abundant proofs have been afforded by each of. the Allies; whatever differences 
have arifen, with regard to the limits of the territory of Myfore, have been amicably adjufted, 
without difficulty, and with the moft exa&t attention to the principles of equity, and to the — 
ftipulations of Treaty; fuch has been the folicitude of the Allies for thé prefervation of tranquil- 
lity, that they have viewed with forbearance, for fome years paft, various embaffies and mili- 
tary preparations on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, of a tendency fo evidently hoftile to the 
interefts of the Allies, as would have juftified them, not only in the moft ferious remonftrances, 
but even in an appeal to arms. On the part of the Britifh Government, every endeavour has 
been employed to conciliate the confidence of the Sultaun, and to mitigate his vindi&ive fpirit, 
by the moft üneqdivocal acknowledgement and confirmation of his juft rights, and by the 
removal of every caufe of jealoufy, which might tend to interrupt the cantinuance of peace. 
Thefe pacific fentiments have been moft particularly manifefted in the Governor, General's 
recent decifion on Tippoo Sultaun’s claim to the diftri& of Wynaad, and in the negociation, 
opened by his Lordfhip, with regard to the di'tri&s of Amerah and Souleah. In every inftance, 
the condu& of the Britifh Government in India towards Tippoo Sultaun, has been the natural 
reíult of thofe principles of moderation, juftice and good faith, which the legiflature of Great 
Britain, and the Honorable the Eaft India Company have firmly eftablifhed as the unalterable 
rule of their intercourfe with the Native Princes and States of India. femi de c XU Sto 


The exemplary good faith and the pacific difpofition of the Allies, fince the conclufion oF 
the Treaty of Seringapatam, have never been difputed even by. Tippoo Sultaun. Far from 
having attempted to allege even the pretext of a complaint againft their conduét, he has con- 
ftantly acknowledged their juftice, fincerity and good faith, and has profelled, in the moft 
. cordial terms, his defire to maintain and &rengthen the foundations of harmony and concord

In the midft of thefe amicable profeffions, on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, andvat the moment 
when the Britifh Government had iffued orders for the confirmation of his claim to Wynaad, 
it was with aftonifhment and indignation that the Allies difcovered the engagements, which he 
“had contra&ted with the French nation, in dire& violation of the Treaty. of Seringapatam, ag - 
well as of his own molt folemn and recent proteftations of friendfhip towards the Allies. 


Under the mafk of thefe fpecious profeffions, and of a pretended veneration for the obliga- 
tions of Treaty, Tippoo Sultaun difpatched Ambaffadors to the Ifle of France, who, in a period 
of profound peace in India, propofed and concluded, in his name, an offenfive alliance with.

Ambaffadors whom he has difpatthed to us. 

This Prince has written particular Letters to the 
Colonial Affembly ; to all the Generals employed under 
this Government ; and has addteiled to us, a Packet for 
the Executive Directory. 

t. He defiresto forin an offenfive and defenfive Alli. 
ance with the French, and propofes to maintain at hie 
charge, as long as the War (hall laft in India, tho 
Troops which may be fent to him. 

2. He proinifes to furuifh every neceffary for carry 
ing on the War, Wine and. Brandy excepted, wits 
which he is wholly unprovided. 

3. He declaresthat he has made every preparation 
to receive the fuccours which may be fent to hiin, and 
that on the arrival of tne Troops, the Commanders ang 
Officers will find every thing neceffary for making s : 
War, to which Europeans are but little accuftemed. 

4. In a word he only waits the moment when the 
French fhall come to his affiftance, to declare Wae 
againft the Englidh; whom he ardently defires to expel: 
from India.. | 

As itis impoffible for us to reduce the number of 
Soldiers of the 107th and 108th Regiments, and of the 
regular Guard of Port Fraternité, on account of the:

EXTRACT from the Right Honorable the Governor General's Minute in 
the Secret Department, dated the 12th of Auguft, 1798. 


The firft regular authentication of the Proclamatien, which I received, was contained in the Letter from Lord 
Macartney of 28th March, and in that from Sir Hugh Chriftian of the fame date, received on the 18th of June. 
Trcould now no longer be doub.ed, that the Proclamation 2¢tually had been iffued by the Governor General ot the 
Ifle of France. Whatever may have been the motives of Monfieur Malartic in this tranfaction, the obje& of 
'Tippoo Sultaun was always plain and clear, although fortunately for our interefts, his fuccefs has not yet been 
‘anfwerable to the extent of his defign. Ofthe object of that defign I foon poffefsed ample proof, arifing, from the 
bet evidence which the nature ot the cafe could admit. Tn the fiift place it appeared by the general tenor of the 
Jetters from the Cape, as well as by every public account which bad been given of the tranfaction, to be aum 
wndifputed fa@, that Tippoo difpatched two Ambafladors te the Ifle of France, and that the Proclamation ia 
. quettion, was publifhed fabíequent to their arrival, and during their refidence in that Ifland. ‘Thefe fafls wood 

thaps have been fufficzent without further enquiry to warrant a ftrong prefumption, that this Proclamation, 
purporting to declare the object of the Embaffy, mut have been framed with the confent and knowledge of the 
Ambaffadors of Tippoo then on the fpot, and muft have correfponded with thee inftructions from their 
Sovereign, whofe orders they would fcarcely have ventured to exceed in a matter of fuch ferious confequence as the 
conclufion of an alliance offenfive and defenfive with the French, In order however to obtain the moft accurate 
information with refpe& to the circumftances attending the reception of the Embaffy, the publication of the 
Proclamation, and the condué of the Ambafladors, d examined upon oath fome refpeCtable perf ns, who were 
prefent in the Jfle of France during the refidence of the Ambaffadors at Port Nord Oueft ; fiom the concurrent 
tc('imony of thefe oerfons, fince corroborated by intelligence from various quarters, I obtained a conneéted account 
of the whole tranfacticn. i 

Tippoo difpatched two Ambaffadors, who embarked at Mangalore for the Ifle ef France, and arrived there at the 
clefe of the Month of January 1998. They hoifted Tippoo’s Colours upon entering the Harbour of Port Nord 
Oueft, were received publicly and foimally by the French Government, with every circumftance of diftinétion 
ani refpect, and were entertained during their continuance on the Ifland at the public expence, Previoufly to their 
arrival, no idea or rumour exifted in the Ifland of any aid to be furnifhed to 'l'ippoo by the French, or ot any 
profpect of a war berween him and the Company. The fecond day after the arrival of the Amb:zffadors an 
advertifement was publifhed of the fame purport as the Proclamation, and immediately afterwards, the Proclamation 
was fixed up in the moft public places, and circulated through the Town. ‘Fhe Ambaffadors (far from protefting 
againft the matter cr ftyle of the Proclamation,) held without referve in the moft * public manner the fame language 
which it contains with refpe& to the offenfive war to be commenced againft the Britifh pi ffeffions in India; they even 
Suffered the Proclamation to be publicly ditt ributed at the place of their refidence. In confequence of thefe cifcumftances, 
an univerfal belief prevailed in the Ifland, that Tippeo would make an immediate attack uponthe Britith poffeflions in 
India; which opinion had gained fo much force, that the perfons who gave this evidence, and aH thofe who arrived at 
that period in India from the Ifle of France, expected to find us at War with Tippoo, ‘lhe Ambaffidors were prefent 
$n the Ifland, when the French Government proceeded to act under the proclamation in queftion, and they aided and 
affiited the execution of it, by making promifesin the name of Tippoo forthe purpofe of inducing Recruits to enlift ; they 
propofed to levy men to any practicabl- extent, flating their powersto be unlimited with refye&t to the numbers of 
the force to be raifed. ‘The Ambaffacors aided and afhfted in the levy of 150 Officers and Privates for the fervice 
of ‘Tippoo, under the terms and for the purpofes ftated in the Proclamation, Few of the Officers are of anp 
experience or fkill, and the Privates are the refufe of the democratic Rabble of the Ifland: Some of them. are 
Vclunteers, others were taken from the Prifons and compelled to embark, feveral of them are Coffrees, and people 
of half cad. With fuch of thefe Troops, as were Volunteers, the Ambaffadors entered into feveral ftipulations and 
engagements in the name of Tippo. | | 

On the 7th of March 1798, the Ambafiadors embarked on hoard the French Frigate La Preneufe, together with 
the force thus raifed, and they publicly declared an intention of proceeding to the ifle of Boyrbon, with the hope 
of obtaining more Recruits for the fame fervice. — à l j 

The proclamation therefore originated in the arrival of the A mbaffadors at the Ifle of France, was diftributed 
by their Agents, was avowed in every part by their own public declaration, and finally was executed according t9 
its tenor by their perfonal affittance and co. operation, | 

The proclamation itfelf furnifhes the moft powerful internal evidence of the concurrence of the Ambaffadors ia all 
its ¢flential parts, the principal facts flared therein are: | 

s That Tippoo Sultaun through two Ambaffadors, difpatched for the purpofe to the Ifle of France, had addreffed

The avowed purpofe ef this proclamation is to acquaint the Inhabitants of the Ifland, with the propofitions made 
by Tippoo Sultaun through his Ambaffadors on the fpot. ` It enumerates thofe propofitions with a particularity of 
detail, which could never have been hazarded in the pene of the Ambaffadors, if the fa&s ftated had not. been 
core&ly true, orif the propofitiens enumerated had varied in fubftance from thole communicated by the | 
Amb:ffaders. under the aiden of their Sovereign. But the laft Paragraph of the Proclamation, connected with the 
conduét of the A mbaffadors as already defcribed, eftablifhes in the cleareft manner their participation in the whole 
tranfaction. "That, paragraph contains a direct reference to the Power of the Ambaffadors, and engages on their, 
behalf that they Mall enter into certain ftipulations in the name of their Sovereign with refpectto the ©

'The accounts which 1 have received from the Ifle of France concur in ftating, that the Ambaffadors openly acted 
under this part c£ the proclamation, and in the name of Tippoo entered into engagements and ftipulations with the 
Recruits according to the affurances fpecified in the Proclamation. Monfieur Dubuc now Matter Attendant at 
Mangalore, ftated to one of the Witnefles whom I examined, the whole fubitance of the engagements which had 
affed perfoually between him and the Ambaffadors, all of which engagements referred immediately to Tippoo’s , 
intention of commencing war upon the Company with the aid of the French force, then about to be levied. It ` 
appears from the evidénce, which I have colle&ed, that the Ambaffadors had not brought to the Ifle of France a 
fapply of Treafure fufficient for advancing Bounty Money to the Recruits; it was fated that an apprehenfion of 
the Englith Cruizers had prevented the embarkation of Treafure for this purpofe and no doubt was entertained, 
thatif the Ambaffadors had been better provided with Money, they might have raifed a much greater über 
ofmen, who refufed to engage on the mere fecurity of promifes in the name of Tippoo. 2i 

The Ambaffadors together. with the force thus collected during the time of their Miffion in the Ifle of France, 
Janded from the Frigate La Preneufe at Mangalore on the 26th of April 1798. Accounts vary with refpe& to the 
.€xa&t number of the ferce landed; the moft probable are, that it did not exceed two hundred perfons. ‘Tippoo (far 
from manifefting the leaft fymptom of difapprobation of the conduct of his Ambaffadors in any part of the tranfaétian,) 
formally received them and the Officers and leading Perfons fo landed, with public marks of honor and diftin&tien; 
One of his Ambaff:dors refided fur fome tine with the French Recruits in a Fortrefs near Mangalore; and the Sultaun 
has admitted the whole levy of Officers and men into his fervice. uA : 

Referring therefore to the conduct of the Ambaffadors in the Ifle of France, to their arrival at Mangalore with 
the force levied in comfequerce of their Miffion, and finally to the reception of the Ambaffadors and of the - 
French Recruits by Tippoo Sultaun, the following conclufions appeared to me to be incontrovertibly eftablifhed. : 

ft, That the Ambaffadors difpatched by Tippoo Sultaun to the Government of the ifle of France, propofed 
to that Government an alliance offenfive and defenfive againft the Britifh pofleffions in India, which alliance was

Thirdly. ‘That the Ambaff:dors in the name of Tippoo Sultaun gave public affurances that he had actually » 
compleated the neceffary preparations for commencing immediate hoftilities, and that he only waited the arrival of 
fuccour from the French to declare war againft the Company, for the exprefs purpufe of expelling the Biitifh . 
Nation from India. - p : : 

Fourthly. ‘That the Ambaffudors demanded unlimited Military fuccour from the French, and levied a Military | 
forcé in the Ife of France with the declared object of commencing immediate war againft the Britifh Nation in India, - 

‘Fifthly, ‘That this force has been actually landed in Tippoo’s Country, and publicly admitted into his fervice with ` 
Signal marks of approbation, and that the Ambaffadors have been received with fimilar diftinétion.

| Having thus entered in. o effenfive and defenfive engagements with the Enemy, having proceeded to: colle in - 

eqnjundion with the Enemy a force openly deitined to act againit the Poffeflions of the Company, having avowed - 

through his public Ambaffadors that he kas compleated his preparations of War for the exprefs purpofe of attemptin | 
the entire fabverfion of the Britifh Empire in India, and having declared that he only waits the eff &ual fuccour E 
the French to profecute offenfive operations, ‘Tippoo Sultaun has viclated the Treaties of Peace and Friendfhip 
fubfitting between him and the company, and has committed aa act of direct hoitility againft the Britifh Government — 
än India. ! 

Before I proceeded to apply the principles of the T.aw of Nations to the conduct of "Tippeo Sultaun, it appeared 

roper to enquire what had been the conduct of the Company towards him for fome years paft, and whether 
Pe had received any provocation to juftify or to palliate his late Proceedings? —

aad good faith, bat have endeavoured by every practicable means to conciliate his confidence, and to mitigate his 
vindictive fpirit. Some differences have occafionally arifen with refpe& to the Boundaries of his Territory bordering 
upon the confines of our Poffeffions on the Coat of Malabar, but the records of all the Britifh Governments 
in India will thew, that they have always manifefted the utmoft anxiety to promote the amicable adjuftment of 
every doubtful or difpured point, and that Fippoo Sultaun has received the moft unequivocal proofs of the conftant 
difpofition of the Company to acknowledge and confirm all his juit rights, and to remove every eaufe of jealoufy, 
which might tend to interrupt the continuance of Peace. | | 


The Servants of the Company in India have not however been. ignorant of the implacable. fentiments of 
revenge which he bas preferved without abatement finoe the hour of his laft defeat, It hasalways been well: 
‘underftood, that Tippoo Sultaun’s. refentment was not to be appeafed by any conciliatory advances on our part, 
nor by any other means than the recovery of his lof power, the difgrace of the Britifh Arms, and the ruin of the 
Britifh Interes in India. With fuch views it was expected that he would eagerly embrace the fiit favourable. 
occafion of ftriking a blow againít our Poffeflions: and his istrigues at the Ccurts of Hydrabad and Poonab,, 
_ together with his Embañy to Zemaun Shah, (although managed with fuch a degree of caution as to avoid 
the appearance of direct acts ef agyreflion,) were fufficient indications. of an hoftile mind. But none of thefe 
circumftances have in any degree affected the conduct of the Company's Servants towards him. The correfpondence. 
between him and the late Governor General, and the Letters from Bombay. on the fubject of the Diltsi@ of 
Wynaad, furnifh ample proofs of a fincere defire to bring that quefion to a fair ifue ** With the confent and 
knowledge of both Parties” according to the tenor of the 7th Article of the "Treaty of Seringapatam.. I appeal. 
. to the letter which 1 difpatched to him foon after my arrival in Bengal, propofing an amicable adjüftment of che. 
fame queftion, as well as of his recent claims upon certain parts of the Diítrict ot Coerga, for a tettimony of the 
peu fpirit which has marked my firt commuuication with him, although perhaps a lefs mild reprefentatioa might 

ave been juftified by his unwarrantable precipitation in ftationing a military force on the front'er of Coorga, betore 
he had made, ány trial of the prefcribed and regular channels of negotiation. Tippoo Sultaun cannot therefore 
alledge even the pretext ofa grievance to palliate the character of his recent acts; he has indeed alledged none, 
but has continually proteffed the moft fincere. defire to. maintain the relations of amity and peace with the 
Company. In his letters to Sir John Shore (written a. fhost time before the return of the Myforean Ambaffadors 
from the Iile of France, and received in Fort William. on. the 26th of April 1798, the day on which the French. 
Force landed at Mangalore,. Tippoo declares.** That his friendly heart is difpofed to pay every regard to truth and 
** juftice, and to flrengthen the foundations of harmony and concord ettablifhed between the two States." And he- 
fignifies his. defire that ** Sir Johy Shore would imprefs. Lord. Mornington with a fenfe of the friendfhip and 
és unanimity fo firmly fubfifting between the two-States.””- | 


This is not the Janguage of. hoftility, nor even of difcontent. - From what difpofition in the friendly heart of Tip.

publithed under.the eyes.of his owa Ambaffadors, €€ an ardent defire to axpell tbe. Buitif Nation from India.” 


It appears highly probable that he was inftigated by the Promifes and exhortations of the Government of France. 
whofe Emiffaries have reached his Councils) te haften the execution of a project, in which every. confideration of: 
ntere(t, and every fentiment-of paoa would induce the French to embark with a degree of zeal, ardor, and ran. 

cour not inferior to iris own., ; our . 

The importance ot thefe poffeffions to all-the moft valuable interefts of Great Britain has pointed the particular. 
attention of the Government of France to the dettruction of our Empire in India, The profperity of our Settiementsia .. 
India has long been the primary and undifguifed obje& of the jealoufy of France, avowed by all her minifters in every 
nepociation, and by ait her rulers in every ftage of her innumerable revolutions, Tippoo therefore might reafonably 
hope, that if the ceffation of- Hoftilities on the Continent of Europe fhould at any time enable the French Directo. 
ry to turn their views to.the difturbance of the Peate of India, fuch an adventure. would: be amongft. the carlicft of: 
their operations. . 

ee of.a Peace upon the Continent of Eurgpe may haye appeared both to Tippoo and to the French to 
effer a favourable opportunity for the profecution of their joint defign. The premature difclofure of this defign. 
may perhaps .be imputed rather to the Policy. of M. Malartic, than to. the imprudence of Tippoo: whether the 
{cope of that policy was te involve us ina war with Tippoe, , oro expofe his treachery to our view, is yet a matter 
of doubt: but whatever circumítanoes occafioned the premature difclofure of the defign, whether she defign was . 
wifely or rafhly conceived; whether, it has partially fucceeded, or entirely failed, are queftions the fulution of. 
which in-no degree affedis the offenfive nature of an aggreffion fo unprovoked, and of-a violation of faith fo flagrant 
and unqualified. ‘The Hiftory of the world fcarcely furnifhes. an inance,. in which any two powers have. united 
in confederacy oralliance precifely with the fame motives. The party propofing an offenfive alliance againft the- 
Company cannot be abfolved from the confequences. of fuch an aét, by any apparent or: real indifference in the 
party accepting fuch a propofal; the condu& of Tippuo Sultaun therefore. cannot be correctly eftimated by reference: 
to the fuppofed motives of Monfieur Malartic. . : | wn 

From the application of the acknowledged pee of the Law of Nations.to the facts of this cafe, I formed my.

If the conduct of Tippoo Sultaun had been of a nature which could be termed ambiguous or fufpicious; if he had 


merely increafed his force beyond his ordinary eltabiifhmeet, or had ftationed it jan fome pofition on our confines 
or on thofe of our Allies, which might juftify jealoufy or alarm; if he had renewed his fecret intrigues at the 
Courts of Hydrabad Poonah and Cabul, or even if he had entered into any negociation with France, of which the 
object was at all obicure ; it might be our duty co refort in the firft inftance to his conftru&ion of proceedings, which 
being of a doubtful character, might admit of a fatisfa@tory explanation. . Bat where there is no doubt, there can 


+ be no matter for explanation, ‘The a& ef Tippoo's Ambañladors, ratified by himfelf, and accompanied by the 


landing of a French force in his Country, is a public, unqualified, and unambiguous declaration of War, 
aggravated by an avowal, that the object of the war is neither explanation, reparation, nor fecurity, but the total 
deitruéticn of the Britith Government in India. 

To affect to mifunderftand an injury or infult of fuch a complexion would argue a confcioufnefs either of 
weaknefs or of fear; No fate in India can mifconftrae the condu& of ‘Tippoo; The Correfpondence of our 
Refidents at Hydrabad and. Poonah foffcientiy manifefts the conftru&ion which it bears at both thofe Courts; 
and in fo clear and plain a cafe, our demand of explanation would be jaftly attributed either to a defet of 
Spirit or of Power, ‘The refait of fucha demand would therefore be, the difgrace of our Character, and the dimi- 
mution of our influence and confideration in the eyes of our Allies and of every Power in India, . If the moment fhould 
appear favorable to the execution of Tippoo’sdeclared defign, he would anfwer fuch a demand.by an immediate attack ; 

f on the other hand, his preparations fhould not be fufficiently advanced, he would deny the exiftence of his engagement 
with France, would perfift in his denial untill he had reaped the full benefit of them, and finally after having com- 
pleted the improvement of his own Army, and received the acceflion of an additional French Force, he would turm 
the combined ftrength of both againft our PoffefRons, with an alacrity and confidence infpired by our inaction, and 
with advantages redoubled by our delay. In the prefent cafe the idea therefore of demanding explanation muĝ be 


bo vi as being difgraceful in its principle and frivolous inits object. The demand of reparation, in the f£tri& fenfe

the term, cannot properly be applied to cafes of intended injury, excepting in thofe inftances, where the 
mature of the reparation demanded may be effentially connected with fecurity againft the injurious intention, 
Where a ftate has unjuftly f-ized the property, or invaded the Territory, or violated the rights of ancther, repa.

by fubfitting Treaties of Peace and Msiendfhip, and unprovoked ‘by anv offence on our part he has manifefted a 
defign to cffeét our total deftruction, he has prepared the means and ioftruments of a War of extermination againft us ; 
he has folicited and received the aid of our inveterate Enemy forthe declared purpofe of annihilating our Empire; 
and he only waits the arrival ot a more effectual fucc iur to ftrike a blow againft our Exiftence. EE. 
That he has not yet received the effectual fuccour whicn he has folicited, may be afcribed either to the weake

ef our property which he might reltore, or invaded a part of our Territory which he might again cede, or violated — 


nels of the Government of Maur.tius, or to their want of zeal in his caufe, or to the rafhnefs and imbecility of hie ` 


own Councils; but neither the meafure of his noitility, not of our right to reftrain it, nor of our danger from t, 
are to be eftimated by the Amount of the force which he has actually obtained : for we know that his demands of 
Military Affittaoce were unlimited, we know that they were addrefled not merely to the Government of Mauritius, 
but to that ef France, and we cannot afce-tain how foon they may be fatisfied to the full extent of his acknowledged 
expectations, ‘This therefore is not merely the cafe of an injury to be repaired, but of the public fafety to be fecur« 
ed. againit the prefent and future defigns of an trrecoaciliable, defperate, and treacherous Enemy. A gainft an Enemy 
ef this defcription, no effectual fecurity can bé obtained otherwife, than by fuch a reduction cf his power, as hal]

| @ur arrival (return) at the port of Cowriaul (Mangalore) in the Khooda-daud Sirkar, are as follow : 


On Sunday the 17th of Zaukree 1225 of the birth of Mohummed (5th December 1797,) we embarked—Ripaud 
eccafioned the delay of a day or two in adjufting thc equipments of the Veffel, &c.On the igth, we weighed anchor—. 
After proceeding five or fix RU Gas Ripaud, accompanied by. fiveor fix. perfons came up to us in: a very 
diforderly manner, deGring us to fhew them the letters which had been entrofted to us for the Sirdars (or Chiefs) at 
tlie Mauritius—we obferved that our orders from the prefence were, not to open the Difpatches until our arrival 
there, ‘and thar it was not becoming in him / AL ae who had laid the foundation of the prefent expedition, and who 
was acquainted with all circumftances, to take fuch a ftep—all our perfüafions were of no avail; he took the difpatches 
from es by force, and tearing open thelcathern envelope, wanted to openthe Khereetahs $ alfo—we told him that

Knowing and feeing this, it 1s very unbecoming in you to make this requeit.”- Refuge of the World, 
Health! be affigned for our accommodation, the lice where the Lafcars are; there was no place for us to fleep or 
to fit in---our inconveniencesencreafed daily; atlaft we defied Ripaud toallot fome place for us toremainin until ove 
arrival at the Mauritius; upon which he gave us a fall Doney (Boat) which was on the Vegel, .to 
fleep and eat in, until our arrival at the Ifand.---From the day of our leaving Mangalore until our arrival at 
Mauritius, he allowed us not more than what he allowed the Lafcars, and which only fufficed for drinking, 
$t was not enough for cooking. In the courfe of the Voyage he took two Veffels; after taking the Cargo 
out, he. releafed -them— After ten or twelve. days we fteered dire& for the Mauritius,  Ripaud fent a 
meflage to me*, propofing to recite to us the commands which your Highnefs had entrufted to hin 
refpecting the negociations with the Sirdars of the Mauritius; that we fhould take down a Tranflation of then 
and make our reprefentations accordingly at the Ifland ; we replied that Shaik Ahmud, Mullick.oo 'l'oojar, had 
communicated to us in his (Ripaua’s) prefence orders to this effeQ; that whatever he f Aipaid ) Mould dictate 
to us or tell us, we fhould make our reprefentations accordingly to the Sirdars above mentioned through the 
medium of Monfieur De Bay---Ripaud brought feveral papers to usand dictating to De Bay, canfed him to write 
feveral Articles, which being done; he faid that they were in conformity to the orders of the Prefence and defired 
that we would regulate cur negotiations accordingly---It is impoflible to defcribe the diftrefs we fuffered from 
the rain and the motion of the Waves of the Sea. However by the favor of God and your Majetty’s aufpicey 
- we furvived aud on 'lhurfday the 3d of the Month Rawz-e (19th January 1798,) being arrived within two 
Cols of the Mauritius, a pilot came off in a boat to learn the circumftaaces of the Ship—He came on board, 
and Ripaud received him with a great deal of cordiality—he told him that we were Amb ffadors fent by your 
Highnefs to the Sirdars of the Mauritius, and defired that he would fend fome one (9x fore) to pive notice, The 
Pilot immediately fent a Lafcar with a verbal metfage to the General, aud in two or three hourst atter aPhy tician came 
- te afcertain the people’s health on board the Ship. He fent for all che. men who were on board the Veffel and 
enquired intofhe ftate of every man'shealth, he then came ug to us and made a falam (or sbeifasce Jand told us, that ke would 
immediately fend notice tothe General of our arrival; we defired hiín to all. t fome place for our accommodation 
| on fhore and enable us to difembark, adding that in a day or two after we would commence our interviews with 
. the Sirdirs; requefling that our arrival might not be made known to any one felfe). The Phyfician after remaining 
an hour, returned to the Sirdars, and before two hours had elavfed, fent four perfons of rank with a verbal 
meffage, ftating that he was extremely happy at our arrival, and that he -voutd fend for us the next day---we replied, 
by requefting that he would fend for us clandeftinely, fo that it fhould be known t» no one; they replied thatit was 
. very well, they would report acccrdingly to the General; and act agreeably to fuch orders, as he might give—after 
this they went away—In the mean time Ripaud carried the Ship near to the land, and drop ing the anchor in the 
mouth of the River, immediately went to the General. At twelve o'clock at night he care on board again, and told 
us that he had reprefented every thing to the General-.-before his return however, Five or Six Sirdars and Two 
Aids de Camp of General Malartic's came to us on board the Veflel, and told us that they muft conform to the 
. cuftom of their Nation, and that if they did not receive your Highnefs’s Ambaffadors with due refpect and atten- 
. tion, they would be cenfured from home. We ufed every argument in our power to diffuade them, but to no pur- 
| jd The next day, the Soldiers were drawn up in two lines, from the Bank of the River, to General Malartic's 
oufe by General Malartic’s dire&ions, who fent feveral Officers in his own Boat to meet us ani condué vs 
to his Houfe.---accordingly ve went on fhore in the Boat, and immediately upon our landing, near a hundred and 
ty guns were fired, ay we were conducted with the .utmoft degree of refpect to the Sitdars---when arrived at 
General Malartic’s Houfe, the General himfelf, General Sercey, fhe Members of Council t and other Si:dars met 
us at the door of the Houfe—The General feated us upon Chairs clofe at bis right hand.-.We prefented your 
Highnefs's Compliments to all the Sirdars, and told them that the obje& of our coming was to enquire after the 
health of your Majefty's friends, as no news of them had reached the Prefence for feveral Years, and therefore 
your Majefty had deputed us to all the Sirdars, that we might afcertain and return with an account of the welfare 
. Of your Majefty’s friends; I then took the Kh:reetas containing your Majefty's letters in my hands, rote from my 
Seat, and addrefling the Sirdars, told them that they muft take the Royal letters with refpect,.--Upon this General 
Malartic arofe, and taking off his Hat, received the letters from my hands, fn the fame manner General Sercey 
rofe from bis place, and came up to me, and then 1 delivered to him his letter alfo---Genera] Mangalon was not then 
prefent, but Cenesal Malartic told us that if we would deliver to him your Highnefs's letter toGeneral M angalon, 
he would take care to convey it to him and obtain his receipt for it. We accordingly delivered the augut Letter 
into the hands of Genera] Malastic, I afterwards enquiredwho was the Prefident of the Council. Malartic defieed 
Monfieur Des Combres to rife and take the letters. At the time of our landing we defired Ripaud so accompany us, 
which however he did not, but, in abuut one hour after our arrival, he came to tle Affembly and holding his hat 
under his atm, ftood. at a diftance. We told General Malartic that Monfieur De Pay had been fent from the prefence

‘Company for the purpole. After two or three days 1 fent a Note by Monfieur De Bay, to General Malartic, reques- 
ting that he would procure fome plants of the Nut-meg and Cloves, fome European Fruit Trees, fine coloured and 
{weet fcented Flowers, and filling fome wooden Boxes with earth, plant them therein and fend them carefully back 
witlt us to be prefented to your Highnefs. The General immediately fent for the Gardener and directed him to 
‘prepare the plants in the Boxes with «he utmoft expedition. At 3 o'Clock, we received a vifit from General Sercey, 
We advanced to meet him, conducted him into the houfe and feated him on a Chair. General Sercey faid to us, 
that, pleate God, fome large l.ccours would very foonarrive from Europe, and that it was his intention to accom: a- 
ay the Troops to your Highnefs,— after that we told him, that it would be very defireable if he could fend back 
. with us five or fix experienced Navigators, feveral Ship Builders, and Iron Cannon l'uunders, to which General 
Sercey agreed, promifing to fend chem with «5 on our return. After fitting two hours he rofe. After this General 
Mulartic fent a meffage by his Dewan, inviting us ne EE. Mo.ning to fee the Powder Miils, Gardens and 
Mortar fing, adding, that he Mould be at the Powder Works before us. Early in the Morning, accompanied by 
DeBav, we went to the Powder ‘Works, and ‘immediately on our .alighting from our Palanquins 
at the Gate, we -wese faluted with twenty-one Guns. ‘The Soldiers were drawn out in two Ranks, 
while feveral Officers came out to meet, ur, and conducted us ta General Malartic and General Sercey, who 
met us at the bead cf the Stairs, and taking our Hands, feated us upon Chairs, and then offered af we chofe, to go 
with us and thew us the Works---\We anfwered that itwas juit as they pleafed, their pleafure was ours; They imme- 
diately role and ihewed us all the Woiks---We then went without the Gates, where they directed the Artillery men 
to fire th- Mostats atthe ‘Targets, which they did fifteen tines---they then requefted that we would go and fee tke 
. Garden with the plants of Nutinegs and Cloves, &c. Onour leaving the Powder Wo: ks, we were again faluted wiih 
21 guns--- Ve then proceeded to tig Garden, where we remained four hours, and then re:uined liome.--71 he next 
day General Malartic fent to invite us to go and fee fome Fire-wcrks to be exhibited that night 3 accordingly an 
hour before tiie clofe of the day we went to the place where the lire-works were to be exhibited---The feconi Aid 
„de Camp and five Sirdars came out to meet us, and conducted us to the upper Story—atthat time both the Generals 
weie not prefent. Having fat ull nineo’clock at night and feen the Fire-works, we returned home. Two or three 
.days afterwards, they invited us to goand fee the Armoury, the Moody-Khauna*, and the Iron Manufactory, defiring 
that we would come for that purpofe at four hours afterday-light. We accordingly fet out, and on our Arrivalatthe 
gate of the Armoury, the Sirdars belonging to the Eftablifkrecnt carne out to meet us; they fhewed us the whole of 
the eftablifhmentot Mufkets, implemenis of War, Bails, &c, &c. after which we took our leave. The. next day, 
Generai Malartic fenta verbal meflage by aeeoea . . . Dewan, inviting us to go at 3 o'clock in theafternoon, 
to fee the Batteries and Ordnance, The perlon in command of them received direétions to fhew them to us; & we 
accordingly fct out, accompanied by Monf. De Bay, and when arrived at the Batteries, the Sirdars of that Depart- 
ment came forward, and fhewed us the Batteries and Crdnance ; they caufed feveral fhots to be fired; after feeing 
them all, we tock leave of thofe Sircars and returned home.--"l'he next day we were informed by Des Combres 
and the Dewan, that General Maïartic had fent a Ship to Bourbor, to fetch men for the fervice of the Sircar, and 
that the General faid he would net furer us to take leave until the return of the Ship---we told them that we were 
mot come to Carry away with us, men to be enlifted for the fervice of the Sirkar, (in other words Reerzit;) not 
were ‘fuch the orders we received from the Prefence. Five or fix days after, General Malartic 
fent a man to call us---He toid us, that he had appointed fome men for the fervice of the Sirkar, whom he was 
About to fend accordingly, and defired us to give it under our hands, that we would repr fent to the Prefence and 
procure their entertainment at the rate of Pay which he fhould fix.--We informed him, that we could not venture 
to make any fuch reprcíentation to the Prefence.-. General Malartic replied ** Were I to write to the Prefence 
et would it not be agreed to’’?...We anfwered that if he chofe to write, it would be at your Highnefs's option to agree 
to it or not... After this we took leave. Being arrived at home, we wrote aud fent a letter to General Malartic by 
Monfieur DeBay, to vais puzport---** It is very well known to you, Sir, that the object of our coming hither 
** was tocarry with usthe fuccour of a large and effective body of troops, Perfons of your nation, reprefented 
6€ to the Prefence, that a confiderable body of troops was actually ready ac the Mauritius for the affittance of the 
‘€ Sirkar, and that fo foon as' Ambaffadors fhould be fent"to ‘the Sirdars of the Mauritius on the part of the 
‘ Khoodadaud Sirkar, an efficient body of men fhould be fent back with them, whereby the common enemy 
#¢ -would be chaftifed. Had his Highnefs been pleafed to give us orders for raifing French Recruits, his Highness 
** would not have fent us without fettling their rate of pay and eftablifhment, agreeably to the cuftom of the 
® Sirkar. From a regard to the ancient union and ettablifhed friendfhip fubfiting between the two States, 
"t you deem it improper tu fend away the Ambafladors of the Khoodadaud Sirkar empty handed, and therefore 
** eropofe to fend a few men, whom ycu yourfelf have engaged forthe fervice of the Sirkar; but the object of the Sirkar 
© will not be anfwered by fo fall a body of men; neither are we inftructed te carry with us recruits from the 
** Mauricius; nor indeed can this be done without money... Men of your nation come to us every day, (meaning 
sc for the purpose of being engaged) and require to be farnifhed wich money: but fuppofing they waved their 
s: demand of money here, and voluntarily repaired to the Prefence with us under your orders, their pay muf 
- €t be fixed by the Prefence; elfe, fufpending this bufinefs until his Highnefs. can be intormed,: depute two 
s Vakeels of your own with us to negociate the matter,4.As foon as fuch Vakeels fhall have arrived at the 
6€ Prefence, and his Highnefs fhall have {tated to them the rate of pay and eftablifhment as allowed to Lally’s 
€ force in the fervice of the Sirkar, fhould his Highnefs be difpofed to entertain them agreeably to the accuftomed 
.. *& rate of our Sirkar, his Highnefs will fend money with his Ambaffadois; and then you may eniift men and 
s fend them accordingly: in the mean time do us the favor to give us our leave to return to the 
«€ Prefence’’. -General Malartic wrote in anfwer and alfo fent word by Menfieur Des Combres and 
e + + + e the Dewan, that he propofed fending Meffrs, Chapuis and Dubuc, with feveral other Sirdars, to 
your Highnefs with this view; that until the arrival of the French fuccours from Europe, the former fhould 
refide at the Prefence in quality of Pienipotentiary, that the other Frenchmen might net, by telling falfities, like 
Rigaud, deceive your Highnefs; and that Monf. Dubuc might be deputed to France, together with your 
Hlignnels’s Ambafladcrs at the opening of the feafon, to negotiate on the part of your Highnefs; as by bis going

many points of great importance would be effefted. For thefe reafons, he faid, he prosofed fending thefe perfons 

. td the prefence, that hereafter fhould your Highnefs approve of engaging Frenchmen for your- fervice, they -fhould 
be entertained at the rate and according to the cuftoms of the Sircar, and fent accordingly.. Refuge of the World ! 
after the lapfe of 18 days the fhip which had been fent to Bourbon returned empty. It appeared that a great many. 
men wifhed to come, but were prevented by the want of means. On being informed of this, General Malarfic. feng 
word to us, that he propofed in the courfe of five or fix days to fend us to Bourbon; that as many men as were 
willing to accompany us, we might carry to your Highnefs, General Mangalon paying us a vifit, we ftated to him 
that is would be very defirable if he would accompany the troops deftined for the fervice of the ftate—to which he 

` replied, that when a vonfiderable force fhould arrive from Europe for the purpofe of fubduing the enemy, he would 
accompany it to the prefence, and he defired that we would repiefent fo to your Highnefs, After fitting two hours he 
tcok leave. Four days after, General Malartic fent for us to his houfe at three o'ciock in the afternoon, and then 
propofed to us to embai& the following morning at nine o'clock, adding that he himfelf would accompany us on’ 
boa rd of Ship to take leave. Accordingly the next day, being Thurfday the 21ft of Rubbaunee 1225 (8. March 
1793) of the Birth ot Mohummud,we fet out—Airived at the bank of the River’s mouth,feveral Sirdars accompanied 
us i n the boat and efcoited us on beard the Ship, where they took leave—An hour atter, General Malartic, Mons. 
Chapuis and Mons. Dubuc came on board, and General Malartic delivered to us the, Khereetahs containing the 
Arzees to your Highnefs’s addrefs, defiring that we would prefeat his humble refpeGs. He then gave -orders for 
weighing anchor and returned as foon as General Malartic had got on board the boat—the Captain of the Ship 


- ordered the Acchor to be hove, and in one day and a ‘night we arrived at Bourbon, where we anchored. Monse, 


Chapuis and Dubuc got into the boat and vifited the Governor of Bourbon, and returned bringing with them four 
perfons who were defirous of proceeding to th» prefence. The Captain continued here the whole day and then weighin 
anchor, fhaped his ccurft for Mangalore, Near the Line we met with a ftorm in which one of the mafts of the Ship 
was fprung (or cerri-d away) and during the whole of the night the people defpaired of their lives; But through the 
favor of God and the Royal Auspices, in the morning the ftorm ceafed, 

Prior to this I had the honor to write to your Highnefs, a fuil and accurate account of the engagement which took 
place off Tellicherry, * together with the difembarkment of the Europeans and their demands, Whence your High. 
nefs willhave been informed of thofe particulars. mE

Translation of the Narrative of Mohummed Ibrahim, one of the Ambassadors dispatched by Tippoo 
Sultaun, to the Isle of France in 3797. 


CHAPTER 1f. 


Account of the departure of Huffun Ally and Mohummud Ibrahim, depnted on the part of the Khoodadaud 
Sircar, for the Ifland of Mauritius, on board a Ship (Parailah) accompanied by Ripaud; a Frenchman: alfo of the 
conferences held at that place with the Chiefs of Mauritius, &c. agreeably to the undermentioned particulars, . 


. We Huffon Ally and Mohummud Ibrahim, on the 16th of the month Zaukery, the year Sauz /anfwering ta 
about the ath of December 1797.) 1225 from the Birth of Mohummud, having embarked on board the Ship * * * 
iu company with Ripaud the European, in purfuance of the order of the enlightened Prefence, weighed anchor, and 
‘on the 20th of Rohmaunee of the fame year, (az/wering to the 8th January 1798.) fafely arsived at the Mauritius— 
The Sirdars (or Chiefs) of that place, in confideration of the high reputation and diguity of the Khoudadaud Sirkar, 
came out to meet us with the greatett refpect, and we were landed in the Town at one of the beft Houles, , 


The four letters addreffed to the Chiefs of Mauritius; one to General Malartic, the fecond to General Sercey, the 
third to Genera) Mangalon, and the fourth to General Des Combres, were delivered, and thefe four Chiefs received 
them with the greateft refpect— They opened them and afcertained their contents—They mentioned that two Ships 
were to be difpatched from thence immediately for Paris, and that they fhould fend two other Ships as a Convoy to 
them, altogether four Ships ; that they (the four Chiefs) fhould write to Paris, an ace unt of our arrival at Mauritius 
en a deputation from the Sultaun, and perfuade the Directory to open a Negociation, 


Your Servants confidering the departure of thefe Ships for Paris, fo immediately after their arrival at the Mauritius, 
as a moit propitious circumitance, the happy effect of your victorious aufpices, and as prefaging the fuccefs of the 


' Affairs of the Khoodadaud Sircar, we obferved to the Chiefs, that their writing alone, would not produce a fpeedy 


and farisfatory anfwer from Europe, and that therefore it would be proper to poltpone the departure of the Ships for 
fome days, and fend Copies of the Letters which thev had refvectively received from the Prefcnce, with their own 
Difpatches on the fuhjsét of the Negociation with your Highnefs, in order that all your Highaefs's wifhes might be 
mn known and acquiefced in, as foon as pofüble, | - |

The Chiefs accordingly on dne confideration, wrote what was proner—twe alfo taking advantage of the circumftance :

. Account of Ripaud the European as follows. 


Having weighed Anchor from the Bay (Khaurer) at Courial (Mangalre) we proceeded out to the Roads and 
eame to an Anchor. He, having collséted all the Europeans, came to us and faid, that he had been extremely ill 
treated by all our Sirdars, We afked him in what refpet our Chiefs had behaved ill towards hin: He anfwered, 
that it was the order of our Prince, that he fhould be fupplied from the Sircar with ali tre Stores and Nec: Maries for 
the Ship in the moft ample manner; and that he fhould thereon be difpatched; that the Sirdars had furnithed him 
with neither Stores nor Neceffiries of any kind ; and that Ahmud Khaun, Mullick oo Toojar, had taken from bim 
by force the Suin of 325 Pagodas, and had alfo taken a Bond from him for the Ship, and informed him that he mutt 
himfelf purchafe the Stores and Necetfaries for hers That he had in confequence purchafed them from his orn 
funds and had then come away, by which means he had faftained a great Jofs: he therefore willed to delay his 
Voyage to the Mauritius for one Year, and with a view to indemnity himfelf for his loffes, ke propofed to feize 
fome of the Enemy’s Ships, after which he would procecd.to Mauritius. Weon this zfked. Rivand, it he recolleéted - 
what engagement he had entered into with the Preferce, and what impreper meafurcs he row propofed. to purfue: 
we obferved that it would be proper for him to pay foire attention to his engagement, ard to Fave fore confideration 
for the important bufiuefs in agitation. That ycur Highnefs hed treated Lim with great kindrefs, and that it would 
be well for him to exert himfelt cordially in prometing the fairs of ihe Sircar, that he might be exalted accordingly. 
Ripaud replied that it was weit, but that he wifhed to fee the Letters, which had been written from the 
Prefence to the Sirdars (or Chiets) of Mauritius with a view to afcertain whether they were the fame Letters or 


others, We obferved co Ripaud, that it was the order of the Prefence that we fhould deliver thefe Letters ro the 


Chiets of Mauritius ; that it was not proper in him treacheroufly to think of opening and reading them, and that he 
would be feverely reprimanded for it, Notwithftanding this, withou any regard either to lis Charaéter or life, he 

Rill pofitively infift:d, that without opening and reading the Letters addrefled to the Chiefs of Mauritius, he would 

by no means proceed to that place. We being entirely helplefs, gave the four. letters into the hands of Kipitud who 

having opened them, and his mind being relieved from apprehenfion, immediately weighed Anchor and fet off fom 
Mauritius—We accordingly, through the profperaus fortunes of your Highuefs, arrived in fafety with this European

A Danifh Ship had arrived at Mauritius, with Letters from Paris—All the Chiefs of the Council of Mauritiss 
being affembled, and having read the Letters, remained during one day overwhelined with fear and anxiety. 
We ‘enquired of * * *-..why all the Gentlemen had remained a whole day in conftermation— He replied, thar after 
the French King was Killed, a new fyftem had been eftablifhed + That there were t five Chiefs of the firi order: 
that there was a Council of Antients confifting of 250, and a third order of Young Men, whofe number amounted t: 
goo: that thefe Chiefs confo]ting together, conduct the affairs of the ftate ; that the Germans had made Pesce with 
the French, but that the Englith faving bribed the former, with Millions of Money, .had feparated them from the 
Fiench, and brought them over to their own Party: that through the means of the Germans, they had alfo broogit 
over to their intereits two of the Chiefs of the firk order, (she — DireZery), anda great number of thofe of the fecond 
and third orders: and that they fecretly determined to bring abaut.a Peace between the French and Eoglifh ; that tbi 
being difcovered by the other Chiefs, who were not engaged in the intrigues ef the latter Nation, they thereon aizes 
the Chiefs who were in the intereft of the Englifh, for what reafon they were intriguing to accomplifh:a Peace with 
that Nation ? They replied, that they had been feduced into this error, by the inftigation and artifice-of the German: 
They in confequence put all thefe French Chiefs, the partizans of the Englifh, into clofe confinement, and appointed 
g,000 Horfe, as a Guard for the cuftody of them. The Englifh Vakeels, (Agents or Ambaffadors) who had cometo 
favos the Scheme took to flight}; that in confequence of this circumftance,a mifunderftandihg had again arifen beween 
_ the Germans and the French, and that Peace at this time could by no means be cftablifhed between the- Freacir and 


Englifh. This account was a matter of public notoriety at rhe Mauritius; 


The French declare to the Englifh that Peace can be eftablifhed with them only: on ‘condition, thate they 
fhould be content to be placed in the farbe fitustion, that they were in forty yeats ago; that on thofe terms- 
they certainly might have Peace. The Englith are reduced to the greateft difficulties and difti: 
they are burthened with an enormous debt, and there is no money in their Country: how loog 
will they be able to fubfift on the refources, which they draw from Bengal and. elfewhere ?

By the favor of God! always confider the Khoodadaud Sirkar and the People of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, to be 
the true Friends of the French Nation—a cordial friendfhip muft he maintained between them as long as the Sun 
and Moon fhall endure—Though (which God forbid) the Parth and the fkies fhould be fhaken from their 
yet fhall not oor mutual friendfhip be impaired — The . Englifh conftantly burning with batred ahd jesloufy at the 
friendthip of the Sirkar with the French ation, and ftimulated by their jealosíy and enmity, formed an allignce

THE following numbers from No. 21 to No. 20. inclufive, comprize a part 
only of the voluminous correfpondence between the late Tippoo Sultaun and the 
Court and Agents of Zemaun Shah, found in the Palace of Seringapatam. 
This correfpondence it appears, commenced before the War between Tifpoo 
Sultaun and the Englifh, which terminated in 1792, and the fame ambitious 
and hoftile views againft the Britzfh. Power in India have marked it, from its 
commencement to its clofe.

The prefent feries commences with the deputation of two Ambaffadors on the 
part F the Sultaun to Zemaun Shah in the Year 1796, for the exprefs purpofe 
of encouraging that Prince to profecute his defian of invading Hindoflan and 
£o forma plan of co-operation for the fubuerfion of the Britifh Power in India, 
Many letters belonging to this feries are omitted, becaufe they were thought 
wunneceffary to elucidate the Sultauns views, fo completely deueloped by thofe 
which are now printed. SO 


"The papers Nos. 29, 23, 24, 25 and 26, are tranflations of drafts. in the 
Perfian language, recorded in a book found in the wardrobe of the late Tippoo: 
Sultaun’s Palace at Seringapatam. The Book contains drafts of. letters to 
Zemaun Shah, to his Miniflers and Agents, to the Chiefs of Balochiftaun and 
Cutch, and the Minifters of the latter Sc. to the number of 22, from. the Year 
24703 t0 1799. They are nat authenticated; but as the original anfwers to fome

are iuconsiacrable, may not find themselves overpowered 
in consequence of a want of concert between the Parties ; 
but when the plan skall bave been properiy arranged, 
and when the English shail find themselves assailed 
from every quarter of Asia, their destruction will be 
inevitable. You have ben at War with all the Prina 
ces of Asia, yor must now become ther Friend, and 
prove to them by the proposals you makey that: yox are

Ifhould felicitate myfelf the more on having been 
felected for tiis honourable commiffion, did not the

YOU will be fully informed by the Nocqueda of this Dow, how tranquil and quiet every thing is at Cairo and i 
Suez, and between thofe places; and of the tranquillity which is eftablifhed among the Inhabitants, Not a fingle 
Mlamaluke oppreffor remains in the Country, and the Inhabitants without dread or fear, employ themfelves in weave 
ing, cultivating the ground, and in other Trades as formerly, and by the bleffing of God, this will be daily encreafing, 
and the duties on Merchandize and the Taxes will be leflened—The duties on Merchandize are now the fame as 
they were prior to their being raifed by the Mamalukes ; the Merchants have every affiftance gtanted them, and the 
road between Suez and Cairo is open and fafe, therefore do you affyre the Merchants of your Country, that they may 
bring their Goods to Suez and fell them without dread or apprehenfion and may purchafe in exchange for them, fuch 
Articles as they may with, : .

Jt affords me fincere fatisfaction to learn that you have nominated two perfons of integrity and honour to meet and 
confer with the Deputies appointed, under my ordeis, by Mr. Duncan (the Governor of Bombay) for the purpofe 
of inveftigating the queftion regarding the Talocks of Ameera and Soulea, It is only by means of regular enquiry, 
and amicable difcofüon, that fach Quefticns can be adjufted among independent Powers. My determination inthe 
xafe of Wynaad was dictated by thofe principles of juftice and moderation, which always direét the Company 
Government ; nor fhall my ferupulous adherence to the fame principles be lefs manife in my decion on your claim 
to the Diftriéts, at prefent in queftion; the poffeffion ot which fhall not be withholden from you for an inftant, if, 
after full inveftigation I fhall be fatisfied of the Juftice of your title to them, | 
= Itisa well known truth, that they who are the moft ready to refpeét the juft rights of others, are the mot 
sigilant and refolute to maintain thcir own, | | | 
— I have underftood your fentiments ere the *' turbulent difpofition af interefted men, who, by nature, ar 
#6 ever fecking opportunities of fowing the feeds of diffenfion.”” For the happinefs of mankind it is to be lamented, 
that thefe authors of confufion are too numerous, affiduous, and fuccefsful in all parts of the World. In no age or 
country were the baneful and infidious arts of intrigue ever cultivated with fuch fuccefs, as they are at prefent by 
the French Nation. I fincerely with that no impreffion had been produced on your difceraing mind by that dang- 
ærous People : but my fituation enables me to know, that they have reached your prefence, sid bare endeavoured to 
pervert the wifdom of your Councils and to inftigate you to war againtt thofe, who have given yeu no prorceation.

- Immediately after my arrival in Bengal I read your Correfpondence with the late Governor General, Sir Joha 

Shore, and with the acting Governor General Sir Alused Clarke, and I perceived.with great fatisfaQion, that, 30 
all your letters, you conftantly profeffed a- difpofition to ftrengthen the bonds of fincere attachment, and she foun. 
ations of harmony and concord, eftablifhed between you and the Honorable Company. I received particular plea. 
. «fuic from reading your laft letter to Sir, John Shore, in which you fignified your amicable defire, that he fhould 
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3mpsefs me with a fenfe of the friendfh and unanimity, fo long fibfifting between the two Sts Your 
«quent Letters to me have abounded ir ird sas of the fume friendly nature. de: fubfe. 

Combining thefe projefions of Amity en your part, with the proofs, which the Company's Govemment have 
-eonftanily given of their fincere difpcfition to maintain the relations of friendfhip and peace with you ; and adverti 
-at the fame time to your reputation for wifdom and difcernment, it was natyral fos me to be extremely flow to believe 
the various accounts tranfmitted to me of your negociations with the French and of your Military Preparations. But, 
whatever my relu€tance tocredit fuch reports might be, prudence required both of me and of the Company’s Allies, 
hat we fhoald adopt certain roeafures of precantion and felf-defence ; and thefe have accordingly been taken, as you 
will no doubt have obferved. The. Britifh Government and the Allies wifhing neverthelefs to live in peace and 
friendthip with all their neighbours; entertaining no projects of ambition, nor any views in the leaft incompatible with 
their refpective core and lookiog to ao other objects than the permanent fecurity and tranquility of their own

WE take this opportunity to: acquaint your Majefty, when the French Republic was engaged in a War with 
moft of the Powers of Europe within this latter period, our Sublime Porte not only took no part againft them, but, 
regardful of the ancient amity exifling with that Nation, adopted a fyftem of the ftriétcit neutrality, and thewed 
tuem even fuch acts of countenance, as have given rife to complaints on the part of other Courts. 

Thus friendly difpofed towards them, and repofing a confidence in thofe fentiments of friendfhip, which they 
appeared to profefs for us, we gave no ear to many propofitions and advantageous offers, which had been made to us to 
fide with the Beliigerent Powers, but puríuant to our maxims of moderation and Jelice, we abftained from breakin 
with them without a direct motive, and firmly obferved the line of neutrality,—all which is notorious to the World. 

In this pofture of things, when, the French having witneffed the greatett marks of attention from our Sublime 
Porte, a perfc& reciprocity was naturally expeéted on their fide, when no caute exited to interrupt the continuance 
of the Peace betwixt the two nations, they, all of a fodden, nave exhibited the unprovoked and treacherous pro. 
ceedings, of which the foliowing is a fetch. : : 

They began to prepare a Fleet in one of their Harbours, called Toulon, with moft extraordinary myftery, and

and Military preparations on the part of Tippoo Sultan, of atendency fo evidently hoftile to the interefts of the 
allies, as would have juftified them not only in the moft ferious remonftrances, but even in an appealto Arms. On 
the part of the Britifh Government, every endeavour has been employed to conciliate the confidence of the Sultan 
and to mitigate his vindictive fpirit, by the mok unequivocal acknowied gement and confir.nadon of his juft rights 
and by the removal of every caufe of Jealoufy, which might tend to interupt the continuance of peace. Thefe

intercourfe with the Native Princes and States of India. 

The exemplary good faith and the pacific difpofition of the Allies, fince the conclufion ofthe Treaty of Seringa. 
patam, have never bien difputed even by Tippoo Sukan, Far trom having attempted to allege even the pretext of 
a complaint again their conduct, he has coniianty ackaowledved their juilice, fincerity and good faith, and has 
profciled, in the moi cordial terms, his defire to mainiain and :trengthen the foundations of harinony and concord 
with them, | 

In the midft of thefe amicable profeffisns, on the pert of Tippoo Sultan, and at the moment when the Britith 
Government had iflued orders for the confirmation of his clzim to V'vnaad, it was, with aftonifüment and indigna. 
tion that the allies difcovered the engagements, which he had contracted with the French Nation, in direct violation 
xi Treaty of Seringapatam, as wel as of Lis own mof folémn and recent proteitations ot fiiendfhip towards the 

allies, : ; 

Under tke mafk of thefe fpecions profeffisns, and of a pretended veneration for the obligations of "'reatv, Tippoo 
Suitan difpatched AmbaifaJors to the [fle of France, who, in a period of profound peage in India, propofed and 
concluded, in his name, an offentive alliance with the French, fur tae avowed purpofe of commencing a war of 
azgrefüon againit the Company, and ceafequeutly againit the Pefkwa, and the Nizam, the Allies of the Com. 

any, 

The Ambafizdors, in tke name of ''ippoo Sultan, demanded Military fuccours from the French, aad actually 
levied a Military force in the Ile of France, with the declared view of profecuting the intended war. 

When the Ambaffiders returned, in a French Ship of War, from the Ife of France, Tippoo Sultan fuffered the 
Military force, which they had levied, for the avowed purpole of making war upon the Allies, to land in his Coun. 
try, and finally he admitted it into his Army ;—by thefe pertonal acts saulying and confirming tbe proceedings of 
his Ambiitudors, 

This Military force, however, was not fufficicntly powerful to enable him immediately to attempt his decl-red 
purpofe, of attacking the Company's Poffeffions; but in the mean-while he advanced his hoitile preparations, cor. 
formabiy to his engagements with the French, and he was ready to move his Army into the Compaay’s territories, 
whenever he might obtain from Trance the effectual fuccours, which he had ailiduoufly folicited from that 
nation, | 

But the providence of God, and the victorious arms of the Britifh Narion fruftrated his vain hopes, and checked 
the prefuinptuous carcer cf the French in Egypt at the moment when he anxioufly expected their arrival on the 
Coait of Malabar. | 

‘The Britifh Gevernment, the Nizam, and the Pefhwa, had not omitted the neceffary precaution of affembling 
their forces, for the joint protection of their refpective Dominions, ‘The firict principles of felf defence would have 
juitified the Allies, at that period of time, in making an immediate attack upon the ‘Territories of Tippoo Sultan; but 
even the happy intelligence of the glorious fuccefs of the Rritifh Fleet at the Mouths of the Nile, did not abate the 
anxious defire of the Allies to maintain the relations of amity and peace with Vippoo Sultan,—they attempted, 
by a moderate reprefentation, to recall hun toa fenfe of his obligations and of the genuine principles of prudence and 
policy ; and they.emploved every effort, to open the channels of negociation, and to facilitate the means of amicable 
accommodation. With thefe falutary views the Governor General, on the 8th November 1798, in the name of 
the Allics propofed to difpatch an Ambaffador to Tipyoo Sultan, for the purpofe of renewing the bonds of friend- 
Íhip, and of concluding fuch an arrangement, as might affo:d effectual fecurity againft any future interruption of the 

- public tranguility; and his Lordfhip repeated the fame propofal on the roth of December 1798. 

Tippoo Sultan declined, by various evafions and fub:erfuges, this friendly and moderate advance on the part of the 
Allies, and he manifefted an evident difpofition to ;ejcct. the means of pacific accommodation, by fuddenly break- 
ing up, in the month of December, the conterences, which bad commenced with refpect to the Diftricts of Amerah 
and Souleah, and by interrupting the intercourfe between his fubje&ts and thofe of the Company on their refpedctive 
frontiers, On the oth of January 1799, the Governor General, being arrived at Fort St. George | (notwithttaoing 
thefe difcouraging circumttances in the condu& of Tippoo Sultan) renewed wi.h increafed earneitnefs the expreflon 
of his Lordthip’s anxious defire to difpatch aa Amballador to the Sultan, 

The Governor General exprefsly folicited the Sultan to return an anfwer within one day to, this letter; and asi 
involved no propofition either injurious to the rights, dignity or honor of the Sultan, or in any degree novel of 
complicated, either in form or fubítance, it could not require a longer confideration; the Governor General waited 
with the utmcft folicitude for an anfwer to the reafonable and diftinét propofition contained in his Jetter of the gt 
January 1799. ‘Tippoo Sultan however, who muft have received this letter. before the 17th of January, remane 
filent, although the Governor General had plainly apprifed that Prince, that dangerous confequences woald relalt 
from delay. Inthe mean-while the feafon for military operations had already advanced to fo Jate a period, as t0 
render a fpeedy decifion indifpenfible to the fecurity of the allies :—under thefe circumitances on the 3d of Febraary 
(* twelve days having elapfed from the period, when an anfwer might have been received from Seringapatam to the 
Governor General's letter of the gth of January) his Lordfhip declared to the Allies, that the neceffary meafures 
3nuft now be adopted without delay for fecuring fuch advantages, as fhould place the common fafety of the Allies 

beyond the reach of the infincerity of Tippoo Sultan, and of the violence of the French. With this view the Go- 
vernor General, on the 3d of February, iffued orders to the Britifh Armies to march, aud fignificd to the Commander 
of his Majefty's Squadron, that the cbitinate filence of the Sultan mutt be confidered as a rejection of che propokd
